Service, organized by C. A. Harnois and 
Cbas. Schatzlein, is the new company that Is 
engaged in the bill posting, distributing and 
bulletin board advertising. The gentlemen 
composing this company need no introduc- 
tion, Mr. Harnois having been in the busi- 
ness for ten years, beginning at Missoula, 
and now owns a service in Helena and Ana- 
conda, and is known from ocean to ocean 
among ail advertisers.

It 
provided that no bill. boards for advertising' 
purposes should be constructed on any street, 
alley, vacant lot, or against any building 
within the boundaries of Are district No. L 
nor construct any tight board fence within 
said district more than five feet highr that 
all bill boards outside of Are district No. 1 
must have their base at least two feet above 
the ground, and that a permit to erect bill 
boards must be obtained from the City 
Treasurer. 

Manager John Maguire was invited to ad- 
dress the council in regard to the new bill 
board ordinance. He informed the council 
that its pasage in its present condition would 
work a severe hardship against his house- 
He explained that the "theatrical stands" 
were made of a regulation size and in all the 
cities of the United States bill boards of cor- 
responding size were erected. The new ordi- 
nance reduced the established dimensions of 
permanent bill boards and made it impos- 
sible for theatrical combinations coming to 
Butte to properly advertise their shows. 

After Mr. Maguire's address, the ordinance 
was referred back to the committee for 
further consideration, and Manager Maguire 
.was invited to appear before the committee.

-was incorporated June 7 by Mary Hendricks, 
G. T. Dutton and John Maguire, Jr.: capita], 
J2.000.

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MICHIGAN. 

State Billposters' Meeting— Geo. M. Leon- 
ard, of Grand Rapidi, Re-Elected 
President 



The twenty-second convention of the Michi- 
gan State Association of Bill Posters was held 
at the Grlswold House, Detroit, Mich., June 
7 and 8. Last year's officers were all re-elect- 
ed for the ensuing years, as follows: Presi- 
dent, George M. Leonard. Grand Rapids; Vice 
President, H. W. Walker, Detroit; Secretary, 
Thomas Keyes, Ionia; Treasurer, C. J. 
Bloomfleld, Bay City. Secretary Keyes is one 
of the .old timers in the association, baving 
held his office almost since the association 
was organized. Messrs. Keyes and Leonard 
were chosen as Michigan's representatives to 
the annual meeting of the Associated Bill 
Posters' Association at Buffalo in July. Three 
new members were voted in. representing 
Sturgls, Ypsilanti and Mt. Clemens. The next 
session of the Michigan association will be 
held in Detroit In December, and the next an- 
nual meeting will be held in June. 1899. The 
bill posters of the State seem to be entirely 
satisfied that Detroit is the proper kind of 
place. 

During the afternoon of June 8 an open 
session and smoker were held at the Grls- 
wold House.. It was for the purpose of hav- 
ing a good time, but the bill posters stuck to 
business long enough to listen to an address 
by. President Leonard on "How to Satisfy Ad- 
vertisers in Small Towns." Al. G. Bryan, of 
Cleveland, also took a prominent part in the 
discussion. 

Speaking of the meeting, the Detroit Trib- 
une said: 

"The principal thing the convention accom- 
plished was to effect a Juncture with the Ohio 
Bill Posters' Association. The two bodies 
will meet together in Detroit next June and 
directly after the convention there will be 
several informal meetings in Toledo."

There is every assurance for a large in- 
j crease in the volume of business of every de- 
scription. Strenuous efforts are being made 
by all classes of business men to increase 
tj.elr business by all legitimate efforts. When 
the universal belief is that such and such a 
thing is a fact, our observation is that it is, 
or will be forced to be so whether it is or. 
. not. When we cry hard times we may ex- 
pect hard times. — 

Now, there is no class of men who are in 
a position to help along the business of this 
cctmtry any more than those interested in 
advertising in any way. The advertiser, from 
the accomplished ad-smita to the circular 
distributor, has no= excuse for maintaining 
that there is a depression in business. Os- 
tensibly, he is seeking to increase business 
for his patrons, and in each and every in- 
stance should put the bright side up. A great 
many people have learned in the Inst few 
y-»rs that it is unsafe to rely on the mis- 
gridrd. or, rather, the misapplied tt-t.ments 
of office seekers. 



THE BILLBOARD 



DOES 



"Advertising doesn't pay," says the oc- 
casional advertiser. "We put out some 
posters in Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day- 
ton a year ago, and sales didn't increase 
five cents." 

I say Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
because those are not the towns named, 
and because it is as easy to name them as 
any other towns. 

I inquired very fully into this case, 

which is real with the exception named. 
I found that these people did post last 
year, for one single month, in three 
towns I saw the poster, and while it was 
not the worst, it certainly was far from 
the best poster ever made. The month 
of the posting was March, and it hap- 
pened that rain fell almost every day 
during the month in the towns posted; 
the paper used on this poster was of the 
40-pound weight, and as soon as it got 
moist it was practically unreadable, the 
paper underneath showing through. 
It was, therefore, no fair test- 
But the man who expects immediate 
results on a single month's billposting, 
or advertising of_any kind, is always very- 
apt to be disappointed: and if it were not 
so. the advertising field would be full to 
overflowing and there would scarcely be 
room for all,. The very fact that the 
steady outpour of mor.ey with no returns 
scares off the majority of beginners, is 
one of the reasons why advertising does 
pay the man with nerve to stick. 

The peopie have fixed ideas, notions, 
likes and dislikes. You ask them once to 
do something new, to try some new 
thing, and they pay no attention. Ad- 
miral Farragut was a .brainy and nervy 
officer, and yet if he had had his way we 
would to-day be fighting Spain with 
wooden ships. Dynamite guns have' been 
a success for years, but it was the middle 
of May, 1898, before a dynamite gun was 
ever used in actual warfare. 

This merely shows that people are hard 
to move out of their beaten paths. 

And the fact that they are hard to move 
is another argument in favor of advertis- 
ing. When they have moved out of their 
rut and begun using your goods they are 
in another rut. and the next 'man who 
tries to brim* them over to his goods has 
as hard a time as you had; and if he is 
an early quitter, you retain this trade per- 
hans for vears after the advertisement 
thst brought it to you has been forgotten.

Dear Sir.— 1 have just received your letter 
of last September and it was a cure for sore 
eyes to see the old familiar envelope. First, 
please excuse the writing paper, but it is the 
only thing I can get to use, and glad to get 
even it. The only thing that Is plenty here 
is gold dust. 

Well, as you see. I am all O. K., and pulled 
through the winter without much trouble. A 
great many have scur\y, for want of proper 
food or enough of what we have. I haven't 
had the scurvy, (but have had nine different 
kinds of lice.) I can tell you. if ever I get 
out of here "beans" will part company with 
me. Anything would do for a change now; I 
would tackle Smith's Bile Beans; it is the 
only way I haven't tried to eat them in here. 

1 just bought a plug of Battle Ax tor S5.00 
to chew of Sundays, (for a change). I chew 
spruce bark while working week days. 

I own an Interest In No. 6, Below Discovery 
Bonanza, and have been working it all win- 
ter, but haven't struck anything very big 
until two weeks ago, from $10 to SS0 a pan, 
and have put on eight men to work it. at $15 
per day each man, but 1 am atraid that water 
will soon come in on us, and we will have 
to stop. If I can work it fifty or sixty days 
yet. and the pay streak holds out, 1 will 
take out lotB of oust. 

I am just sending out a claim I own. one- 
third interest on the outside, to sell for twen- 
ty thousand.' It Is No. 4, Adams Creek, runs 
iuto No. C. B. D. Bonanza. It has never been" 
prospected very much, but No. 1 and 2, Ad- 
ams Creek, are very rich. 1 may be doing a 
very foolish thing to sell out at that price, 
as Adams property I think is good, but has 
been prospected very little. It is the finest 
looking gulch in the district. Enclosed 1 
send you some Adams Creek gold I took out 
to-day, as my shaft is right at the mouth of 
Adams Creek, and it Is Adams Creek gold we 
are gettlne. not Bonanza gold, although the 
claim is on Bonanza Creek. I would hold 
No. 4 myself, but my partners have been in 
here for several years, and want to leave . 
the country, as it is bard lines to remain 
here for anyone, especially when they have* 
made a home stake. This gold 1 send is very 
fine, but the general run is very coarse, 
from the size. of a pea to a walnut. I think 
I will make a good clean-up in the Spring, in 
time to take care of your advertising matter, 
give it every attention, and push all the 
goods you recommend for your cusomers. 

There is a fine-sized city In Dawson now, 
and the first come, first served. We will have 
it painted up In good shape, and show the 
people that "Hote" Is the only live adver- 
tiser in America. 

When I finish this territory, I will hire In- 
dians to pack the materials, paints, &c, 
toward the pole as near as I can get by the 
route you have sent me. Traveling is very 
expensive here, but I started out to put an 
ad. on the "Pole." as you directed, and it 
must be done. Have the other boys reached 
the South Pole yet? 

It will be a big ad. for you If we succeed 
In getting your route complete from Pole to 
Pole, but you know that when you send your 
men out on a route nothing can stop us until 
it is complete. 

It has been a very mild winter here, old- 
limers say— only down to 60 or 70 below, but 
u man has to get used to it. Several have 
liud their limbs frozen' and died from the ef- 
ft'i-ts, and several have bi>en frozen to death. 
and scurvy is very bad. There was at no time 
ilunger of starvation, except early In the Fall, 
before so many went out over the Ice to Ft. 
Yukon, but grub Is very high. One dollar 
per pound-! for beans, flour, bacon, rice and 
miKar. with salt at 8 cents. Whisky Is very 
cheap. 60 cents per drink, good stuff, made 
right here on Bonanza Creek, called "hooch." 
1 prefer red Ink or Davis' Pain Killer myself. 
Unfortunately, 1 can not get either, so I 
"wive to go apainst the "hooch," but not very 
"ften, you bet. 

We hear that everything Is Klondyke oiit- 
*_'»h\ and expect a million people In here. next 
Summer. Dawson City is a very unhealthy 
Place, or- will be next Summer, and people 
xtll die by the -hundreds. They should cer- 
tainly have Bome kind of sanitary laws here. 
I! was bad enough here last Summer, but 
\vill be a hundred times worse next. 

1 am sorry I did not got your letter Booner, 
inn I Ills Is the first moll that ha reached ..ore 
»il» Winter, nearly all datt'B September luBt. 
No doubt you would have liked to have heard 
> rum me earlier, and unless you have al- 
» wuly made arrangements. It vill take you 
'•onio time to get started successfully, so as 
t" get the lay-out here in time. I don't think 
• will go out In the Summer, but will stay 

imo more Winter here, as I w..- be better 
nxed next Winter, and can stand It better 
without much trouble. 



THE BILLBOARD. 



I see that the people want to get goods 
here. There Is a ready market here for ev- 
erything. I will have your answer and others 
that write me, as I expect more of the same 
kind from others, and of course will endorse 
their goods if they do business with you. No 
doubt their goods have merit, and if they are 
ready to push them in the proper way, they 
will have a ready market for years to come, 
as this country is just being opened up, and 
It is going to be a wonder as a mineral pro- 
ducer. It may be a trifle expensive at first 
to introduce goods, but they will get larger 
prices to even up. and once they get the 
goods started and create the demand, it will 
be just like digging gold after you locate the 
pay streak. 

They are building several large buildings 
here in Dawson City, and I think there will 
be lots of space. I would like to start in 
here with a crew of four men early in the 
Spring, with plenty of paints and oils, as 
there are some fine locations on rocks, par- 
ticularly In the Canon or Rapids, also Five 
Finger Rapids and other canons. 
- Now, I will tell you what I have been 
thinking of. If you can not make arrange- 
ments for this season, let me know and I will 
try and get out in time to get in early with a 
good outfit of paints, oils, &c, and with a 
year's outfit of grub, come down the river, 
and as soon as cold weather sets in, go pros- 
pecting. 

.?i OU see lhat woula B' ve you a chance to 
kill two birds, f6r you would be in on every- 
thing that would be located, as I am now 
getting a knowledge of mining, prospecting, 
&c, and come very near knowing just what 
a man wants to do to make a complete suc- 
cess in an enterprise of this kind, after hav- 
ing pulled through this Winter. 

This country is very large, and but very 
little has been prospected, and the expense 
of sending in an outfit in the proper way 
would be much cheaper than you possibly 
imagine. I think it would be a complete suc- 
cess. Your Idea is a very good one in regard 
to sending goods, but I doubt if you could get 
them here this Spring. Lumber doesn't cost 
much here. $250 per thousand, so bulletin 
boards are out of the question. 

I do hope you can do a booming business 
on the strength of this excitement, for you 
are the whitest man I ever worked for. Of 
course I have no kick coming now, as I am 
on the sunny side of the fence, but you can 
depend that I will help you in any way that 
I can. If you send a man in here, send a 
good one; that is. one that you can rely on, 
and as I am familiar with this country I can 
help him to a great extent, and if I am not 
tied up in claims or working them, I will 
work with him. I will do all I can in the 
way of corresponding you desire, and refer 
all letters of inquiry to you, as the enclosed, 
and will possibly be of some benefit to you. 

Let me know as soon as possible if you 
have already made arrangements for sending 
the stuff in; if not. I will try and make a 
flying trip out and take charge of an outfit 
over the trail. 

I know of some good-looking territory both 
up and down the river to prospect in, in cold 
weather, which is the only time the prospect- 
ing can be done successfully, and in Summer 
we can do the advertising. 

I am learning all I can in the way of pros- 
pecting and mining in this country, as I ex- 
pect to follow it up to a certain extent. I 
am young, and I think this an opportunity 
of a life time. To make a fortune mining in 
this country is far different from anywhere 
else in the world. Old miners can tell noth- 
ing by formation, &c, and gold is always - 
found here Just where a practical miner 
would never look for it. In fact, it is a study 
in itself to find how the gold came to be de- 
posited in such strange places. For instance, 
some .very rich diggings are found on the 
tops and sides of mountains. There will be 
a great deal of gold taken out of here this 
Winter. 

1 will close for the present, with kindest 
regards to the boys and yourself.

For Country Road Ad's. 



The fence sign along country roads will 
Eoon yield to the new idea of advertising 
arches over the road. The new idea will first 
be put in practice at Los Angeles, Cal. Space 
on country roads is always valuable and finds 
ready sale among retail merchants in the 
city. ' Space on these arches will be doubly 
valuable. We give herewith a copy of the 
ordinance authorizing the erection of the 
arcnes: 
THE BOARD OF SUPERVISORS OF THE 

County of Los Angeles do ordain as fol- 
lows: 

Section 1. The special privilege is hereby 
granted to Messrs. C. B. Dodson and E. G. 
Archibald, for the period of twenty-three 
months, to erect and maintain over the pub- 
lic roads -and highways of this county, adver- 
tising arches of the character and description 
as shown by their plans and specifications 
for the same on file in the office of the Clerk 
of this Board. 

Sec. 2. Said advertising arches shall be not 
less than twenty feet above the roadway 
wherever they shall be erected; they shall be 
erected in a substantial manner, upon poles 
set at least eight feet in the ground, of a size 
equal to 14 inches by 14 inches at the ground, 
and tapering to 10 inches by 10 inches at the 
top, securely braced to posts on each side of 
the poles upon which they are erected; the 
poles shall be at least fifty-eight feet apart, . 
except upon roads of less than such width, 
and upon sue roads they shall be placed at 
the exterior edges of the road or highway. 

Sec. 3. There shall be at all times, while 
said advertising arches shall remain over the 
roads of the county,, be maintained" in a con- 
spicuous place upon' each'side of 'he said ad- 
vertising arches, on the posts, thereof, signs 
showing the distance from the City of Los 
Angeles, and distance and guide to the ad- 
jacent cities or towns. The said signs shall 
be painted in letters not less than four inches 
in height and in such manner as to be dis- 
tinctly seen from the roadway, and under the 
direction of the Road Commissioner of the re- 
spective districts. 

Sec. 4. The said C. B. Dodson and E. G. 
Archibald, their successors and assigns, shall 
be and become responsible for any and all 
accidents that may arise out of the erection 
or maintenance of said advertising arches, 
and the said Dodson and Archibald shall, at 
their own expense, remove the same tempor- 
arily for the accommodation of moving 
houses. 

Sec. 5. This ordinance shall take effect and 
be in force on and after the 2d day of June, 
1898, and prior to the expiration of fifteen 
days from he passage thereof shall be pub- 
lished for a period of ten days in the Even- 
ing Express, a newspaper printed and pub- 
lished in the County of Los Angeles. State 
of California, with the names of the members 
of the Board of Supervisors of said county 
voting for and against the same.

The Secretary of the Treasury invites sub- 
scriptions from the people of the United 
States for the J200.0OO.00O of the bonds of the 
3 per cent loan, authorized by the act of 
Congress to provide ways and means to meet 
war expenditures.

The Boards of Directors, of the State Fair 
Association, composed of President William 
Hall of Hamburg, Secretary Henry Frallck of 
Grand Rapids, and Directors I. H. Buttcrfleld 
of Lansing. Frank H. Latta of Battle Creek, 
and Eugene Fifield of Bay City, were in ses- 
sion most of the way June 8 at the office of 
the Secretary. The principal business under 
consideration was the race program and the 
means of advertising. A number of special 
features which the association is after were 
also discussed thoroughly and steps were 
taken which will insure the patrons of the 
big agricultural exposition next Fall an ag- 
gregation of attractions such as has never 
before been gotten together in Grand Rapids. 
Some of them have already been contracted 
for. but the Secretary Is not yet ready to 
state what they are. 

The board authorised the purchase from the 
Donaldson Litho Co.. of Cincinnati of a line 
of posters which are a radical departure from 
any style heretofore used by the association, 
and which will be the moat attractive ever 
put up for a fair In the State. 

The race program, which is usually the 
most interstlng feature of all fairs, was 
adopted as arranged by Secretary Ward, and 
entry, blanks ordered printed as follows: 

Monday. Sept. 26.— Two-year-old trot or 
pace, 2:40 class. $160: 2:30 trot. $300. 

Tuesday. Sept. 27.-2:17 trot, $300: 2:15 pace, 
$300. 

Wednesday, Sept. 28.-2:22 pace, $300; 2:40 
pare, $300; free-for-all trot, $300. 

Thursday. Sept. 29.-2:22 trot, $300; 2:40 
trot. $300. 

Friday, Sept. 30.-2:10 pace, $300; 2:30 pace, 
$300. 

The same conditions that govern entries for 
the driving club meetings will hold good for 
the State Fair races. Entries will close 
Sept. 17.

Huge Candle Which Contained a Com- 
plete Candle Factory. 



Among the odd trade advertisements dis- 
played at' the recent Stockholm exhibition 
the Lllletolmemv candle played a prominent 
part This candle stood 127\ feet high. The 
lower part, which was Intended to represent 
an old Swedlrt candlestick, was In rea.lty an 
enormous structure of bricks and mortal, iu 
which was established a perfectly-equlpjied 
candle factory, where employees worked six 
hours *l day. The base of the candlestick 

covered a apace of 40 feet square. To conic 
to details, the candlestick Itself was 47 teet 
high, while the candle— a real stearine spec- 
imen— was fully -80 feet: Its diameter was 
8 1-2 feet. The appearance of this extract - 
dlnary trade trophy was at once remarkao.s 
and imposing. 

The colossal candlestick was painted with 
an aluminum oowder until It shone like weii- 
pollshed sliver. At night, too, an electric 
searchlight of 7.000 (ordinary) candle-power 
cast Us beams from the lofty summit of tne 
wick over the whole exhibition ground*. Al- 
together the cost of the monster was about 
*10,C00.

"Well, our ideas and suggestions hereto- 
fore explained have, after careful investiga- 
tion, proven to be eminently correct and we 
have the data to show it. Our Secretary has 
been in correspondence with all leading fairs 



clal features thoroughly advertised. It Is a 
conceded fact that the Texas State Fair is the 
one great annual Texas event, and they seem 
to think that it is really more highly appre- 
ciated by the people of the State at large 
than by the citizens of Dallas themselves. 
This idea has prevailed, no doubt, from the 
seeming apathy of the people of Dallas dur- 
ing the fairs, as well as the absence of any 
public demonstration at its opening, and also 
the lack of special premiums, purses and 
stakes put up by the citizens themselves as 
inducements to attract visitors. 

"Now, I have known the people of this sec- 
tion for quite a long time, in fact, nearly all 
my life, and I know they have always come 
to the scratch when called upon, and when 
they understand the plan we are now work- 
ing I have no doubt of my success with them. 
We wish, in the first place, to procure for the 
ladies and children, as well as the public in 
general, a 'guideless wonder* — a horse that 
will make his mile on our track in less than 
2:20 without driver or harness. This attrac- 
ts a we wish to put on three times each week 
during the fair. 

"2. We wish to put on a mile and one-quar- 
ter running race, winners to take the en- 
trance money with $1,000 added money. This 
race to come off on Dallas Day, and be

ard race courses, compiling data as to the re- 
sults of their efforts to secure special features 
to Increase the attendance and we find that in 
e\ery Instance where the citizens of the dif- 
ferent towns in which these fairs were held 
took hold of this matter and rendered th^ as- 
sociation the necessary assistance, they in- 
variably Increased their attendance more 
than three times over what it bad usually 
been on those days, so much so. in fact, have 
they been remunerated for what they donated 
In this way that they have in many instances 
doubled for the coming fairs the amount they 
ga e last year. Notably among these are St. 
Paul and Minneapolis, each of these cities 
giving the Minnesota State Fair Association 
a purse of $5,000. making a total of $10,000 for 
the association to spend for extra attractions. 
In many places we find that the purses of- 
fered by the citizens and known as 'Hotel 
stakes,' 'Merchants' purses.' 'Ladies' days' 
and 'Derby days.' amounted really to more 
money than is offered in the entire race de- 
partment of these fair associations. Of course 
wo do not expect our people to do anything 
like this, for us. for the premiums offered by 
us and published in our rare programmes 
for this coming meeting aggregate nearly 
$30,000. and If our neople will only add a 
small pro rata of this to be used for special 
features .we will bring to Dallas this Fall the 
largest crowd, by far, ever seen In this city. 

"In view of the fact that the Fair Associa- 
tion has asked nothing from the citizens of 
Dallas this year In the way of help to run the 
fair, I am satisfied that our people will re- 
spond liberally when called upon for these 
aneclal features, and we Intend to test their 
liberality at once that we may get these spe-

"Now. we expect the people of this city to 
put up this money for this purpose and when 
tbrv read the Ptntepierts below as to the 
profits to the different ci«.i"-s thet ha-» et- 
tempted this same move there can be no 
doubt but what their good business sense will 
tell them that it is a move in the right direc- 
tion. 

"At the Ohio State Pair. Aug. 8. 1897. the 
citizens put up one purse of $2,500. and they 
hed an increase in attendance of $20,000 peo- 
ple. At Reading. Mfss.. Aug. 28. 1897. the 
citizens put up a special purse of $1,500 and 
they had an increase in attendance of 25.000 
people. At the Wisconsin State Fair on Sept. 
22. 1897, the citizens' purse was $3,000. and 
they had an increase in attendance of 30,000 
people. At the Indiana State Fair on Sept. 
17. 1S97. the citizens' purse was $3,000. and 
they had an increase of 20.000 people. Owing 
to bad weather, it was not finished the first 
day and upon the second day they had an in- 
crease of 46.000 people. At the Illinois state 
Fair on Oct. 1, 1897, the citizens' purse was 
$5,000, and they had an increase in attendance 
of 65,000 people. At the Michigan State Fair 
on July 19. 1S97, the citizens' purse was $3,000. 
and they had an increase of 20.000 people on 
that account. Further comment is useless." 
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In this issue we publish a portrait of John 
Guild Muirbead. the well known and highly 
efficient Secretary of the Great Inter-State 
Fair of Trenton, N. J. There is no more 
popular fair manager in all America than 
Mr.Murheid, and the great success of the 
mammoth institution which be directs is a 
far more eloquent testimonial to his match- 
less ability than anything we might offer. 

Some idea of the magnitude of the insti- 
tution he presides over may be gleaned from 
the following: 

The Inter— State Fair Association of Tren- 
ton, New Jersey, was organized under the 
General Corporation law of the State of New 
Jersey, on June 23, 1888. 

As provided by the by-laws, the official or- 
ganization consists of a President and Vice 
President; elected annually by the.' stock- 
holders, and a board of twenty-seven Direct- 
ors, also elected by the stockholders for a 
term of three years each, nine members of 
the board retiring each year. The Treasurer 
and Secretary are elected by the Board of Di- 
rectors, and are not necessarily members of 
that board. 

The authorized capital stock of the associa- 
tion is $150,000. divided into 7.500 shares at a 
par value of $20 each; 6,750 shares are issued 
and fully paid up — 1,000 shares of preferred 
and 5,750 shares of common, amounting to 
$135,000. 

The real estate of the association consists 
of 120 acres of land, situated in the : town- 
ship of Hamilton. Mercer County. New. Jer- 
sey, adjoining the City of Trenton, con- 
nected therewith by the double-track trolley 
road of the Trenton Passenger Railway- Com- 
pany (Consolidated), and is also located di- 
rectly upon the main line of the New York 
division of the Pennsylvania Railroad. Ninety 
acres of the tract referred to are enclosed in 
the Fair Grounds proper and usrd for exhibi- 
tion purposes. This land cost. In- 1888, 
$19,771.61. 

The buildings and improvements consist of 
a first-class oval half-mile clay track, rebuilt 
in 1897 after the most approved plana, and 
which is as near perfect as It is possible for 
a track to be. The trotting race record, 
made in — ., was 2:16t4. and the pacing rec- 
ord 2:12%. Forty-three fleets were trotted 
and paced in average time of 2:17>4. Thirty- 
eight of the forty-three heatB averaged 2:16%. 

A single-deck grand stand 427 feet long and 
60 feet deep, the actual seating capacity of 
which is divided as follows: 168 box seats, 
1 670 folding seat reserved chairs, 3.341 high- 
backed bench seats: total. 5,179 seats. 

In addition to this there are provided 1.516 
seats on open bleachers within the grand 
stand paddock: as many as 12.278 pay admis- 
sions to the stand and its enclosure have been 
sold in one day.

Receivers Will Restore Grounds to the 

Conditions Prevailing Before Troops 

Were Mobilized. 



The State Board of Agriculture came to 
Milwaukee June 1 to see the receivers of the 
Wisconsin State Agricultural Society for the 
purpose of arranging for the annual fair, 
which is to be held next September. Receiv- 
ers B. B. Hopkins and Charles G. Cox had 
previously had a consultation with Judge 
Johnson of the Circuit Court, who has charge 
of the property, and from the result of this 
conference they were in a position to inform 
the members of the board that they could ob- 
tain a lease of the ground for the annual fair 
at a nominal price. 

"This price," said Mr. Hopkins, "may be Jl 
or it may be $5,000; but it will probably be Jl. 
You see, before the fair is held in 1S99. the 
mortgage will be foreclosed and the State 
will have to bid the property in for the full 
amount of the indebtedness. We also in- 
formed them that we would fix the grounds 
and the buildings up in as good condition as 
they were before the Wisconsin troops took 
possession of them for the purpose of mobil- 
izing. Mr. True has been out there and made 
an examination, and he estimates that this 
will cost about $3,000. No, the boys were not 
bad; there were no acts, of vandalism; they 
were simply brought there in a hurry and 
they had to get in. and to do this they had 
to tear out some of the buildings. I don't 
believe that another body of men couidi;be_ 
collected who would take possession of tbfe, 
grounds for camping purposes and do IesaF v; 
damage. The only wonder is that they did 
not do more damage. We tendered the use 
of the grounds to the Governor for the pur- 
poses of the camp, with the permission of 
the court, but the price for the use of the 
grounds was reserved. I suppose the general 
government will have to pay for it and make 
gcod the damage that was done to the prop- 
erty. 

"The members of the State Board of Agri- 
culture did not discuss the fair to any extent 
with us, nor was the co-operation of the Ag- 
ricultural Society with the board discussed. 
There "were present John M. True of Baraboo. 
H. A. Briggs of Elkhorn. J. . Thomas of 
Anson G. G. Cox of Mineral Point, George 
McKerrow of Sussex, Charles Linse'of La 
Crosse, and President S. D. Hubbard of the 
Wisconsin State Agricultural Society. They

their object being to arrange with us for the 
use of-the grounds, and now that this is vir- 
tually, done I suppose they will go on with 
the work in earnest. M. KlCDoyan has re- 
signed as Secretary of the Board of Agricul- 
ture and Mr. Everett of Beioit has been 
elected in his place. We are going to give 
them ail the aid we can to make the fair a 
success."

EXTENT OF POLICE 
POWER. 



The Constitution and the Common 
Law Places Limitations Thereon. 



Private Property Rights— A City Ordinance 
Not Drawn With a Doe Regard for the 
Rights of Citizens. 



Evrrv bill poster In America should care- 
fully tile the following decision away for 
future use. viz.: 

(The interests of the city, in the case here- 
in decided, were represented by Missrs. 
Thomas and Chambers, of the City Attor- 
ney's office; those of Mr. WlUhire, the suc- 
cessful litigant, by the law firm of Fuller & 
Hurmtt.l 

In the Superior Court of the- County of Los 
Angeles. State of California. 

In the matter of the application of H. G. 
Wilshire for a writ of habeas corpus. 

The petitioner in this case was arrested 
and is held in custody under a charge of com- 
mitting a misdemeanor in that he built, 
erected and maintained, along the line of 
Temple street, a bill board, sign board and 
advertising board, which exceeded ten feet in 
height, contrary to the ordinance of this city 
in such cases made and provided. The ror- 
tion of the ordinance bearing upon the case 
reads as follows: 

"Sec. 1. It shall be unlawful for any per- 
son, either for his own use or for the use of 
any other person or persons, or as agent, or 
••ni-loyc of any person. Ann. or corporation, 
to build, erect or maintain, or cause to be 
built, erected or maintained, along the line 
of any public street or alley of said city, or 
within thirty fret of such line, any bill board, 
sign board, advertising sign beard, cr other 
board or structure intended to be used for ad- 
vertising or sign purposes, any part of which 
exceeds ten feet in height, measured frem tho 
surface of the ground to the highest p-.int In 
said structure." 

It is contended on the part of the petition- r 
that the ordinance in question is wholly ille- 
cal and void, and not within tho power of tho 
municipal authorities of the city of bos An- 
Kdcs to enact, and also that it is unreason- 
able and discriminating. On behalf of the 
city, it is maintained that the ordinance is 
reasonable and is within the constitutional 
and statutory power conferred upon the city. 

The Constitution of the State, article XL. 
section 11, provides: "Any ccunty, city, town 
or townEh'p mry mak- and enforce, w.thin its 
limits, all such local, police, sanitary, and 
other regulations as arc ndt in conflict with 
general laws": and the charter of Los An- 
geles, article I., section 22. confers upon the 
city, among other powers, that "to make and 
enforce, within its limits, such local, pclice, 
military and other regulations as are not In 
conflict with general laws and arc deemed 
expedient to maintain the public peace, pro- 
tect property, promote the public morals and 
preserve the health of its Inhabitants." 

The police power, that is, the power to 
make laws to secure the comfort, conve- 
nience, peace and health of the community, 
is an extensive one, and In its exercise a very 
wide discretion as to what is needful or prop- 
er for that purpose Is necessarily committed 

10 the legislative body in which the power to 
make such laws Is vested: but the legislative 
body, in such cases, whether of the State or 
municipality, is not- the exclusive judge as 
to what is a reasonable and Just restraint 
upon the constitutional right of a citizen to 
pursue a business, profession or occupation. 
As the right of the citizen to engage in a 
business or follow a profession or calling is 
protected' by the Constitution. It is always a 
judicial question whether any particular reg- 
ulation of such right is a- valid exercise of 
legislative power. (Tledman's Limitations 
of Police Power, Sees. 85 and 191: Ex Parte 
Tuttle. 91 Cal. 589: Ex Parte Whitwcll. 9S 
Cal. 78). 

"In assuming, however, the right to judge 
of the reasonableness of an exercise of cor- 
porate power, courts will not look closely 
Into mere matters of judgment where thero 
may be a reasonable difference of opinion. 

11 is not to be expected that every power will 
always he exercised with the hlgh-sl discre- 
lion. and when it Is plainly granted, a clear 
case should be made to authorize an Inter- 
ference upon the -ground of unreasonable- 
ness." (Some cases; also, St. Louis vs. 
Weber, 44 Mo.. 542). 

It Is further said, the limits of the power 
cannot be accurately denned, and the courts 
have not been able or willing definitely to 
circumscribe it. . Hut the power, however 
broad and extensive. Is not above the Con- 
stitution, and the Constitution must he heed- 
ed and obeyed. It furnishes tho supreme law 
and guidance for the conduct of legislators, 
judges and private persons, and so far as it 
imposes restraints, police power must be ex- 
ercised in subordination thereto. 

Again, as Raid In Mugler vs. KoiintiB, 123 
It. S., SOI, "Tho courts are not bound by 
mere forms, nor are- they to be -misled by 
mere pretenses. They aro at liberty — Indeed, 
are under a solemn duty— to look at the sub- 
Htnnro of things whenever they enter upon 
I lie Inquiry whether the Legislature has tran- 
scended tho limits of Its authority- "• there- 



fore, a statute purporting to have been enact- 
ed to protect the public health, the public 
morals, or the public safely, has no reel or 
BUbstant'nl relation to those objects, cr is a 
palpable invasion of rights secured by. the 
fundamental law, it is the duty of the courts 
to so adjudge, and thereby give effect to the 
Constitution." 

It Is claimed that the purpose of this or- 
dinance was to protect the citizens against 
the dangers of such structures, on account of 
their liability to fall or be blown over, and 
also from their combustible nature. But It 
will be seen that the ordinance has no regard 
to the material of the structure, or its 
strength, nor does it prohibit the erection of 
a structure over ten feet in height or within 
thirty feet of the line of the sidewalk, if it 



within the distance from the sidewalk men- 
tioned in the ordinance, would be harmless 
of itself, a poster containing a program of 
the celebration of the Fourth of July, or a 
picture of the American flag, or like patriotic 
or harmless advertisement, could not have 
the effect to change it into a public nuisance 
or endanger property, public peace, public 
morals, or the health of the inn bitants of th e 
city. There is no question but the city pos- 
sesses the right under the police power of 
prohibiting the erection of wooden buildings 
or structures within certain limits, and has 
the right, also, to reasonably regulate the 
manner of the construction of buildings or 
other erections. That, however, does not seem 
to be the purpose of this ordinance, but the 
object appears to have been to prohibit bill

be not Intended to be used or used for adver- 
tising purposes: and it is difficult to see how 
a structure of ten feet or over, and within 
thirty feet of the sidewalk, is more dangerous 
from the fact that it has an advertisement 
upon it. If the structure were of iron inste-ad 
of boards, and built in the most substantial 
and durable manner, within thirty feet of 
the sidewalk, and over ten feet high, and 
used for advertising and sign purposes, it 
would bo - in violation of the terms of the or- 
dinance. Again. It makes no difference 
whether such sign board be erected in the 
central, business portion of the city, or away 
out In sparsely settled districts. It is difficult 
to see how the erection of sur-h a bill board, 
with an advertisement on it. In the outskirts 
and unsettled portions of the city, for In- 
stance, could affect the public morals or 
health of the city, or endanger life or prop- 
erty. 

As already shown, the ordinance Itself docs 
not seem to be leveled at the erection of tho 
structure, but at its intended use. or use. 
afte-r erection. In the way of advertising. If 
a plain board structure, of the height, and 



posting on the structures mentioned, and bill 
posting or advertising on sign boards, where 
the matter advertised is not Indecent or im- 
moral, is a harmless and legitimate business. 
Wherever this species of special or class 
legislation, either by the State or a subdi- 
vision of the State, has been brought before 
the courts, they have not failed to declare It 
invalid and void, whether the same be 
clothed in the garb of general legislation, 01 
under the guise of the exercise of police pow- 
er. The Doard of Supervisors of the city and 
county of San Francisco, in 1SS4. passed an 
ordinance prohibiting the erection of fences, 
frame work, boards, and so forth, of a great- 
er height than ten feet above the ground, 
for painting or posting of signs or advertise- 
ments thereon. In that case, an injunction 
was prayed by the California Ad-Signs Com- 
pany, to restrain the city authorities from 
tearing down or otherwise Interfering, with 
certain sign boards or top signs erected by 
said plaintiff corporation: and the Superior 
Court of that city and county granted the In- 
junction as prayed. Tho Judge presiding, in 
his opinion, says: "The ordinance In ques- 



tion, besides making no discrimination be* 
tween the rural and thickly settled portions 
of the city, does not even prohibit the erec- 
tion of fences over ten feet high, but, as has 
been heretofore stated, makes it a misde- 
meanor to paint or affix signs or advertise- 
ments thereon. Ithink this an unreasonable 
interference with the lights of private prop- 
erty, and the ordinance is therefore void." 

In Ex Pare Whitwell, supra, -the Super- 
visors of San Mateo County nassed an ordi- - 
nance for licensing the keeping within the 
county of San Mateo, of hospitals, asylums, 
homes and retreats or places for the care 
and treatment of insane persons or persons 
of unsound mind, or inebriates, etc., but the 
ordinance contained such provisions, as a 
condition for granting the license, in the way 
of erection of high walls and the distance of 
the building from residences or other build- 
ings, and in many other ways, as to make It 
practically impossible for the petitioner in 
that case, Dri Whitwell, to obtain a license 
for the business he was - conducting, to-wlt, 
of the kind mentioned in the ordinance. The 
Supreme Court, after a full review of the 
authorities bearing upon this question, in* 
that case, says: "In our opinion, the ordi- 
nance now under consideration imposes arbi- 
trary and wholly unnecessary cot ditions upon 
the right to maintain such an asylum as that 
which petitioner alleges he is now conduct- 
ing," and adds: "A law or ordinance, the 
effect of which is to deny to the owner of 
property the right to conduct thereon a legal 
business, is. invalid, unless the business to 
which it relates is of such a noxioUB or of- 
fensive character that the health, safety, or 
comfort of the surrounding community re- 
quires its exclusion from that particular lo- 
cality".: and concludes -as follows: "First, 
that it is competent for the court to deter- 
mine whether any particular regulation of a 
useful business or occupation is. a reasonable 
restriction upon the constitutional Tight ot 
the citizen to engage in such business or fol- 
low such occupation: second, that the busi- 
ness of maintaining a private asylum for the 
treatment of mild forms of insanity and per- 
sons afflicted with other diseases named in 
the ordinance before us is a lawful one which 
cannot be prohibited either directly or indi- 
rectly; third, that the ordinance which peti- 
tioner is accused of violating is in each and 
all of the provisions referred to in this opin- 
ion unreasonable, and therefore void." 

In Ex Parte Sing Lee, 96 Cal. 354, the peti- 
tioner was held under a charge of having 
violated an ordinance of the cjt-rJof Chico. 

purporting to be passed for taeanlation of 
the carrying on of a public laundr?" 1 It made 
it unlawful to establish or carry on .the busi- 
ness of a public laundry or wash- house in 
that city without first obtaining a written 
permit from the Board of Trustees, and that 
could only be obtained upon the written con- 
sent of a majority of the property holders of 
the block in which the laundry was to be lo- 
cated. After referring to the police power ot 
municipalities, the court in that case says: ' 
"But the ordinance -which the petitioner hero 
is charged with violating is not of this char- 
acter, and the restrictions which it imposes 
upon the right to carry on a public laundry 
have no tendency to promote the public 
health or in any way secure the public com- 
fort or safety. The sections of the ordinance 
above quoted bear no kind of relation to such 
objects, and do not attempt to regulate the 
business mentioned with the view of accom- 
plishing such ends. * * • Such a condition 
imposed upon the right of a person 4o main- 
tain a public laundry is not only an unau- 
thorized interference with the inalienable 
right of such person to engage in a lawful 
occupation, but also with the right ot the 
owner ot property to devote it to a lawful 
purpose. The personal liberty of a citizen, 
and his rights to property, cannot be thus 
invaded under the guise of police regulation." 

In the ease of Lick Wo vs. Hopkins. 118 U. 
S.. 373. another laundry ordinance was drawn 
in question. That ordinance made it unlaw- 
ful for any person to "carry on a laundry 
within the corporate limits of the city and 
county of San Francisco -without having first 
obtained the consent ot the Board of Super- 
visors, except the same be located in a build- 
ing constructed either of brick or stone:" 
This ordinance was held void, as being arbi- 
trary and unreasonable in its provisions. 

The case of Crawford vs. City of Topeka, 
51 Kans. 756. Involved the construction of a 
city ordinance very similar to the one under 
consideration here. That was also an ordi- 
nance pretending to regulate the erection and 
maintenance of bill boards for advertising- 
purposes. The court in its opinion uses the 
following language: "All statutory restric- 
tions of the use of property are imposed upon 
the theory that they are necessary for the 
safety, health or comfort of the public, but 
a limitation without reason or necessity can- 
not be enforced. In what way can the erec- 
tion of a safe structure for advertising pur- 
poses near the front of a lot endanger the 
public safety any more than a like structure 
for some other lawful purpose? * » « Al- 
though the police power is a broad one. it is 
not without limitation, and a structure which 
is not an infringement upon the public safety 
and is not a nuisance cannot be made one 
by legislative fiat and then prohibited. It is 
doubtless within the power of the city to pro- 
hibit the erection of insecure bill boards or 
ether structures and require the owners to 
maintain them in a secure condition and to 
provide for their removal by the owners in 
case they become dangerous. Perhaps regu- 
lations may be made with reference to the 
manner of construction, so as to insure safe- 
ty, but the prohibition ot the erection of 



structures on the lot line, however safe they 
may he, would be an unwarranted invasion 
of private right, and is without legislative 
authority." 

In Western, etc., Co. vs. Knickerbocker 
Co. 103 Cal., Ill, it was held by the Legis- 
lature could not pass a law preventing the 
owner of a lot of land from erecting any 
structure whatever thereon which was not a 
nuisance. And a nuisance is defined in our 
code as follows: '"Anything which is in- 
jurious to health, or is indecent or offensive: 
to the senses, or an obstruction to the tree*, 
use of property, so as to interfere with the 
comfortable enjoyment of life or property, 
or unlawfully obstruct the free passage or 
use, in the customary manner of any, navi- 
gable lake or river, bay, stream, canal or 
basin, or any public park, square, street*-, or 
highway." (C. C. 3479). 

The fact that the particular use of prop- 
erty is declared a nuisance by an ordinance 
does not make that use of the property a 
nuisance unless it is in fact so, and comes 
within the common law or statutory idea of 
a nuisance. (Wood's Law of Nuisance, 2nd 
ed.. Sec. 744. See also Dillon on Municipal 
Corporations, Sec. 319; Laundry Ordinance 
Case 7, Saw., 526). 

For the reasons stated, 1 am of the opinion 
that the ordinance in question is Invalid and 
void. 

The petitioner will be discharged.

Whoever thinks that the Posterland was 
originally situated In Egypt should take a 
look at the Japanese color prints exhibited 
at the library of the Drexel Institute, cays 
The Philadelphia Record, and be convinced 
that it was discovered In picturesque Japan 
A goodly number of this collection (tho 
James W. Paul) of 350 are shown. Each ot 
them is a hand-bill, an Invitation to a dra- 
matic performance, and shows some charac- 
ter or scene In the play, a quotation and tho 
artist s signature, sometimes his seal as well 
for Japanese artists at the end of the six- 
teenth century had regular seals. It Is In 
reality block printing; the Japanese learned 
this from the Chinese, who were adepts at It 
2.000 years ago. To the ordinary person It 
would seem that such a band-bill would be 
enough without going to the performance 
at all. However, after one got used to such 
treats one would probably pass scant time 
with them, even though they were marvels 
both as to drawing and color. A lovely one 
for instance, shows pink skies, terra cotta 
trees and a maroon building. Now, Isn't 
that picturesque? And the skies vary from a 
very timely military blue to odd black 
swishes, which might be the talis of so many 
horses belonging to the Valkyries themselves 

One is at a loss whether to try and make 
out what the plays which each print repre- 
sents were about, or whether to be content 
with simple admiration. The thing that most 
strikes one about the men Is their tempestu- 
ous, expressions. Lots of us Innocents have 
always supposed life In Japan altogether 
lovely, but in these prints not one is to be 
found who Isn't enraged to the point of look- 
ing cross-eyed save the one who Is evidently 
eloping through a dark garden where only a 
heathen god is watching.

1 see in your July issue that Mr. J. Martin, 
the man that claims to be a bill poster in 
Beatrice, Neb., calls me down on my article 
iii the June Issue. Mr. Martin says, "Every 
bill poster in small towns should have a 
license." 

I say, In towns from 10,000 population up, 
he should, and It would be a good thing. But 
Tor a town of from 1,000 to 10.000 it would not 
pay. 
■Just tell Mr. Martin through your valuable 
paper, for him to' get in a town with less 
than 10,000 population, and get himself a li- 
cense, and see what business he will do. 

Now. Mr. Martin Is a man that claims to 
be a village bill poster employed by the opera 
house of bis city, and has a town of 13.840 
population. This is the kind of people I have 
been referring to all along— people in large 
places trying to influence village bill posters 
to get licenses. It is hard enough to get work 
In the small towns, as it Is, without licenses, 
and I trust no village hill poster will take out 
one. 

1 have been In business seven years, and I 
am on to a thing or two. Mr. Martin is a 
bill poster in a city of 13,840. This is rather 
a large village. He goes on to say that a 
license will keep Smith. Jones & Martin from 
distributing for $1 and f 1.50 per 1.000. 

I do all the distributing in RockvUle, and 
I have no license. I have a "stand-in" with 
the merchants. An agen't comes along and 
asks about some one to distribute circulars 
for him. The merchants will say. "Littleton 
does good work; he stamps all matters that 
he puts out, like this: "Please notify me if 
more than one is left at your house. E. Lit- 
tleton, Distributor, RockvUle, Ind." He is 
the only reliable ditributor you can get." 

You see. the merchant has a great deal to 
do with it. 

I will Say. Mr. Martin does not seem to 
stand very well with bis merchants, or if he 
does now, he won't when he gets his little 
license he is talking about. In fact, a license 
is no good. If an advertising agent wants to 
do work, he can go ahead and do it, and if 
arrested, he can still do the work, and they 
cannot fine him. This has been proved too' 
many times. 

I regard a license as I do a bill posters* as- 
sociation: you Till pay out more money than 
you will take in for work. There is only one 
association I would belong to. and that is the 
I. A. of D. I am not a member, but I will 
be soon. 

Any bill posters' association will promise 
work to bill posters in small towns, but that 
is all they ever get. They pay their dues, 
and that is the end of it. Your money is 
gone, and you have no work. 

Put that money in an advertisement in 
"The Billboard." 

I would like to hear from Bro. Crawford 
and all the small town bill posters through 
the columns of this valuable paper, "The 
Billboard." 

Let all village bill posters pay no attention 
to such persons as Mr. Martin: they are sim- 
ply working up small town bill posters to 
get licenses to keep the large advertisers 
from sending paper to small towns. All of 
you remember J. Martin, of Beatrice, Neb., 
the Village Bill Poster in a town of 13.S40 in- 
habitants, who is getting a village bill post- 
er's license.

The bill posters' dream, or nightmare 
rather, occupied the attention of Judge Lind- 
say in chambers July 12, and the testimony 
of several witnesses was taken In the In- 
junction suit of the Montana Bill Posting 
and Advertising Sign Service Association 
against W. E. Kendrick and the City Bill 
Posting Company. The plaintiff seeks to en- 
join Kendrick from engaging in bill posting 
in Montana and to restrain the City Bill 
Posting Company from employing him, be- 
cause he had sold out his interest In the bill 
posting business to C. A. Harnois, President 
of the plaintiff company, and had entered 
into an agreement not to engage in the busi- 
ness again in this State for twenty-five years 
C. A. Harnois testified that he had been a 
partner of Kendrick prior to June 30, and on 
the latter date he bought out his interest 
and assigned it to the Montana Company. 
In spite of his agreement not to engage in 
the bill posting business again, he has con- 
tinued it, and is now the head ot the rival 
company, the City Bill Posting Company, 
which has its headquarters In Kendrick's of- 
fice. Harnois said Kendrick told other per- 
sons that he intended to continue the busi- 
ness. ' 

E. F. Garrison, an Anaconda hill poster, 
testified that Kendrick told him that Har- 
nois had raked and scraped to get this busi- 
ness, but that he himself was going to con- 
tinue bill posting and put Harnois "on the 
bum." Kendrick- also told him that he was 
fixing up the books of the City Company so 
that they would be all right in case anything 
should come of the fact that he was in busi- 
ness again. 

J. M. White testified to the fact that he had 
a contract with Kendrick to do some bill 
board advertising, and Oliver Harnois testi- 
fied that Kendrick said to him that he would 
lead old Harnois a merry chase and that he 
did not intend to live up to his contract- 

The hearing, which is on an order to show 
cause why an injunction should not be Issued 
pending the disposition of the suit, will be 
resumed this morning.

Responses by W. C. Tirrill. Lima, O.; R. 
S. Douglas. President Reid. R. C. Campbell, 
and numerous others. Convention then took 
a recess. 

SECOND DAY. 
Afternoon Session. 
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Geo.M. Leonard, Jas. A. Curran, and J. H. 
Crownover led the faction favoring it, while 
R. S. Douglas, O. P. Fairchild and W. H. 
Steinbrenner led the opposition. Here it was 
that President Reid was seen at his best. He 
drew an expression of opinion from everyone 
present. Even the advertisers vS-'ere called 
upon. Dr. Burkhardt, of Cincinnati, favored 
- it- He argued that it would save him and his 
employes much time to be able to know what 
a price was in a certain city, without having 
to write for it. Mr. Hayes, of the Dr. Chase 
Co., Philadelphia, did not see how it could 
be formulated, but agreed that if a just and 
equitable scale could be framed it would be 
a great boon. 

The preponderance of opinion was in favor 
of it, and fearing it would be adopted, Doug- . 
las rang in a slick little trick and succeeded 
in having it tabled until next year's meeting. 

A communication from a local photogra- 
pher was read, inviting the delegates to be 
photographed the following morning. The in- 
vitation was accepted, and the meeting ad- 
journed until the following morning. 

The delegates, with their ladies, assembled 
at 9 a. m., July 20, on the steps of the Art 
Building, on the lake front, to be photo- 
graphed en masse. We reproduce the photo- 
graph on another page. The hour was a littln 
early for some of the boys, and they did not 
get In. Many are missing, notably Geo. M. 
Leonard, T. J. Murphy. R. C. Campbell, John 
F. Otting, and W. C. Tiede. 

SECOND DAY. 
Morning Session. 

President Reid called the meeting to order 
at 10 a. m. Applications for membership 



supervision only, and not the entire county, 
as heretofore. 

No. -. That tho office of Secretary and 
Treasurer be abolished, and that two offices 
be created in its stead, namely, that of Re- 
cording Secretary and the other that of 
Treasurer. 

After considerable discussion, tho report of 
the committee was adopted and the amend- 
ment made. 

It being past six o'clock by this time. Mr. 
Bryan moved an adjournment to the follow- 
ing morning, which paBscd. 

THIRD DAY. 
Last Session. 

The last session was called to order at 9 
a. m. on the morning of the 21st. Mr. Hen- 
derson offered the following resolution, viz.: 

"Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
meeting that a commission of 10 per cent, is 
a just and proper compensation tor middle 
men." A long, acrimonious debate followed 
the reading of the resolution. 

The subject of commissions was given about 
as thorough a beating up as it has ever re- 
ceived. The motion was amended, and the 
amendment was defeated. A motion to table 
it shared a similar fate. In the end the mo- 
tion was defeated. 

Under suspension of the rules, the election 
of a person toflll the office of Treasurer was 
taken up. Mr. Oliver P. Fairchild proved to 
be the unanimous choice of the members 
present, and he was elected, though protest- 
ing and vainly striving to place John F. Ot- 
ting in nomination. 

A vote of thanks was then given the Leland 
Hotel, the press. "The Billboard." the retir- 
ing officers and the stenographer, after which, 
upon motion of Mr. C. F. Bryan, the meet- 
ing adjourned sine die and the most memora- 
ble convention in the annals of the I. A. of 
D. passed into history. 



The meeting was called to order at 2 p. m. 
and the proceedings opened with the reading 
of a preamble and resolutions, protesting 
against the imposition of a tax of one-eighth 
of a cent on samples of medicines intended 
for house-to-house distribution. The resolu- 
tions were suggested by Dr. Burkhart and 
amended at the suggestion of Mr. Beardsley, 
and then passed unanimously. They were 
then forwarded to the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue at Washington. 

Routine business then consumed about an 
hour's time, when the rules were suspended, 
and the election of officers for the ensuing 
year was taken up. Mr. Reid was placed in 
nomination, and elected unanimously, ami i 
tumultuous applause. No other person was 
even mentioned. Everyone present vied with 
his neighbor in cheering. The scene simply 
defied all description. 

Mr. Reid responded in an able manner, and 
then resumed the Chair, and the election 
proceeded. All the remaining officers were 
elected by acclamation, viz.: 

R. S. Douglas. First Vice President. 

W. C. Tirrill, Second Vice President. 

Jas. A. Curran, Third Vice President. 

W. H. Case, Corresponding Secretary. 

W.H. Steinbrenner, Recording Secretary. 
"Mr I,. H Ramsey was elected a member of 
the Executive Committee, vice W. E. Patton, 
retired by three years* limitation. 

The report of the Committee on Laws and 
Revision of Laws was then read by Secretary 
Case. Briefly put, the committee recom- 
mend sundry changes In the constitution, as 
follows, viz.: 

No. 1. That members be given control or 
the city over which they exercise lmmedlato

THE BILLBOARD 
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How Signboard Advertising Can 
Be Done Effectively. 



Luster laughed a good deal when I told him 
tlmt I had an Idea of trying the old country- 
road advertising signs again: but he is good- 
natured and lets me do about as I like about 
such harmless things, and I have been at 
work on them for quite a while now. 

Laster has been selling his old shoe pack- 
ing eases to a candy wholesale firm for five 
and ten cents apiece and I stopped that, and 
the little Junior clerk and I have been knock- 
ing them to pieces as fast as they were emp- 
tied. I used to go to all sorts of pains with 
my country signs, having the boards exactly 
square, building thera up to a special Blze, 
and bracing the backs with infinite pains. 1 
don't do so now. Just as we happen to get 
the boards out of the box is the way now. 
and I adapt the sign to it. End boards of 
boot boxes, side boards of sixty-pair cases, 
top boards— they all look alike to the little 
junior clerk and me. and we knock out ten or 
twenty a day and not half try. 

All that we make any pretense. of doing 
with the boards is to give them smooth 
edges. Confidentially. I presume it would be 
just about as cheap to buy lumber and saw 
the boards as we wanted them: but it would 
lack that element of getting something for 
nothing which is so dear to the true econom- 
ical advertiser for the country trade. 

The first requisite in country signs is to 
have good paint. I have gotten all over using 
those ready-mixed sorts. Good lead and oil 
are the only things to use, and good, thick 
coats at that. I prefer to put two coats oi 
white on first— one very thin to fill the board 
and then another, thicker, to give the color. 
We paint our boards white, black and blue, 
but letter only in white and black. 

After the boards are given a goodfounda- 
tlon color, putting on the lettering is the ar- 
tistic part. I can letter pretty fairly, but the 
kid. who is only fourteen years old now. and 
has only been to school six years in all his 
life, (don't tell the truant officer), can letter 
as artistically as one of Hote's big railroad 
sign painters. Funny, isn't it, how it seems 
to come naturally for some men to letter 
with a brush. Men who can't write a line 
so that it can be read, hardly, will take a 
brush and paint a sign for a strawberry fes- 
tival that will look as though It bad been en- 
graved. . 

Anybody can learn to do a pretty fair job. 
though, and don't you believe that you can't. 
Practice, after someone has given you a copy 
of how to make the different styles of letters, 
will fix you out all right. I bought a book of 
designs, the '"Sign Painter's Friend." or 
something like that, and it had twenty full 
alphabets in. 

We have great fun getting up the wording. 
Of course, it Isn't every firm where you can 
say anything like "Laster's Shoes Are Last- 
er*s Until You Buy Them, and TAen They 
Are Still Lasters." 

"3 Miles to Laster*s Shoe Store, Laster- 
ville.".is a good Idea, and we have got one 
every mile and half-mile on every road lead- 
ing out of the town. "Do Those Bicycle 
Shoes Hurt You? Try the Kind Laster Sells." 
••You Remember. Your Wife Told You to Get 
Some Shoes for the Baby. Go to Laster's.'" 

"Can't you remember the size of the shoes 
for the baby? Go to Laster's; he has a table 
that tells." 

"I'll meet you at Laster's. 1 buy my shoes 
there." 



"That's a nice pair of shoes you have on. 
You must have got them at Master's." 

"Have you seen that $2 shoe for lsdies at 
Laster's?" 

"Have you corns? Then you don't wear 
Laster's comfort shoes." 

There's no use in giving samples. Those 
are just a few that we have put out. 01 
course we have a lot of stock wordings. Ad- 
vertising experts will say that they don't 
pay; but advertisement experts are not good 
authority outside of newspaper advertising. 
The country trade that reads by the wayside 
needs a jot of dinging at or they will forget 
the firm name iu spite of yoi 

We get them up in all sot'b of ways. Some- 
times we load up a one-horse wagon and go 
out with a ladder for a day of it; but since 
we have been making them of such light 
weight we find that the bicycle is the handy 
thing. A man can go out for his morning's 
spin with half a dozen signs slung on bis 
back and put them up before breakfast. 1 
can stand on the seat of my bike now and 
reach up high enough on a tree to give a sign 
a good showing. It doesn't take long to get 
a big lot of signs but in the country and it 
doesn't cost a great deal. 

The little clerk is dandy at painting fences. 
He takes a couple of bottles of paint, white 
and black, with two or three brushes, and 
away he goes on his bike. Before he gets 
back he will have gone fifty miles and will 
have left a trail of painted signs or fences, 
rocks, trees and barns that are great things 
to keep the firm uame before the people. 

Last year I worked quite a big scheme. I 
.went out and bought the privilege, for a pair 
of shoes each, of painting tigns on entire 
barns after the manner of Hood's Sarsapa- 
rilla, and I think that it paid first rate, be- 
cause it looked so big. I got regular house 
and sign painters to do the work, and we 
painted twenty-two on the roads leading into 
the village and by the side of the railroad in 
the suburbs of the village. It cost quite a 
good bit to do it. but it paid because it was 
an unusual thing for a village dealer to do. 
People had seen such things from big city 
dealers and from the patent medicine houses, 
but it made things look big for us to do it. 
We had.no trouble to get the barn3. A good 
many of the owners were glad to let us paint 
them just for the sake of having them paint- 
ed, and a pair of shoes fixed things right ev- 
ery time. 

Another dealer from over the way has got 
a lead on us in working the country trade. 
As soon as it gets nice and warm and the 
farmers wouldn't come into the village be- 
cause they were so busy, this sharp dealer 
put a horse and wagon on the road with an 
assortment of sizes of the sort of goods farm- 
ers wear— plow shoes, rubber boots, a few 
solid shoes for children, some of the medium 
and cheaper grades of women's shoes ana 
slippers. It was wonderful what a nice little 
stock he was able to get in a one-horse 
wagon. It helped out the sales, too, I under- 
stand, although it cost something to run the 
thing and he could only put it out two days 
in a week. 

I think I am going to get a lead on him. 
though. I've made a deal with the grocery 
house that sends out a wagon into the coun- 
try all of the summer, to carry a line of out 
goods on commission and I think that the 
scheme is going to be a winner.— I Fitem, in 
"Boots and Shoes Weekly." 



NOTES. 



Handsome signs for use in frames are be- 
ing made by sign manufacturers on ebonized 
wood. The wood is first ebonized, then the 
designs are printed on in the usual way. 
Painters may make a good imitation, as fol- 
lows: First, ebonize the wood. There are 
several different ways. Probably the sim- 
plest is — boil logwood chips until you have a 
strong solution, give the wood several appli- 
cations of this, then Wash freely with strong 
vinegar in which some rusty pieces of iron 
have been allowed to remain for some time. 
After this is dry, it may be smoothed, and is 
ready for the lettering, when all should be 
varnished. 



An exchange says: When oil paint 
"crawls," for instance on a sign board to be 
written on. a simple remedy consists in 
painting the surface with diluted white of an 
egg. After the gilding and before the sign 
is varnished, the white of egg is washed oft 
again; otherwise the varnish will crack. Ox- 
gall renders the same service. A still simpler 
way is to rub the respective spots lightly 
with a half of a raw potato or onion. 



Some sign painters, and not a few, are 
realizing considerable income from the paint- 
ing of cards for advertising purposes. Every 
painter has his notion about this kind of 
work, but the majority of them use water 
colors, particularly for shading. For inside 
advertising those that are able to do so paint 
a water color scene on the card, and put the 
lettering in small letters. Again, several 
dry colors are blended on the surface of the 
card by means of a cotton pad. and the let- 
ters painted through this, which makes a 
very neat and attractive sign. 



If signs were made for decorative purposes, 
we should advise scrolling, etc., but, as they 
are made to read, would it not be a good idea 
to make them so they can be read? The 
ginger-bread effect of some sign work is ludi- 
crous in the extreme. Then, what is the use 
of it? In many instances it only obscures 
the meaning of the sign by making it bard 
to read. There are many persons for whom 
it is difficult to read plain lettering, let alone 
the fantastic creations of some sign writers. 



For fixing metal letters on smooth surfaces 
a putty prepared according to the following 
recipe is said to be useful: Mix 30 paits of 
copal varnish. 10 parts linseed oil varnish, 6 
parts raw oil of turpentine, with 10 parts glue 
dissolved in warm water, and 20 parts lime 
slaked to a powder.

The painter is frequently required to write 
the name of a firm on fine wire netting, so- 
called wire gauze, with oil paint. Such let- 
tering never looks well if the holes of the 
gauze are not well filled out, says the "Paint- 
ers' Magazine." To accomplish this, the let- 
tering is generally painted repeatedly with 
thick paint, whereby, however, the back ot 
the wire is soiled in most eases. In order to 
avoid this and to write the lettering but 
once, the wire is coated with a decoction of 
Iceland moss until a rough surface results. 
On the gauze thus prepared the writing Is 
done, and after the oil paint has completely 
dried, the moss slime is removed with warm 
water. . Gold lettering looks very nice on 
such wire gauze. 

. Decorators say, blue, as it advances 
toward yellow on one side or red on the 
other, loses Its cold property in proportion 
as it loses its own color*. Hence, if you have 
warm colors both for the face of the letters 
and for the background, it would be an error 
to introduce a red or another warm color for 
the shading or shadow. The effect would in 
all probability be muddy and devoid of both 
contrast and harmony. Always use a. cool 
color as a shade. It will then act as a neu- 
tralizer. Of the three primary colors, blue, 
yellow, and red. blue is the cool color and 
yellow and red warm colors. If all the colors 
on a sign are alike, darm or strong, the ef- 
fect is likely to be harsh; while, if the colors 
are weak, a washy appearance generally re- 
sults. Never put two colors of the same depth 
of tone side by side.

An advertising sign to be valuable should 
be in strong colors for the main parts and 
very legible. There is no question but that 
art tones are beautiful, <mit they do not at- 
tract the eye as quickly as strong masses of 
color. If any ornamenting is done, it should 
be done to increase the-legibillty of the sign 
rather than to beautify it. This calls for but 
few colors — yellow, blue, red and black and 
white. Lower-case letters are more legible 
than caps, because they are seen oftener. 
although they are not used in sign painting 
nearly so much. .

The case of H. G. Wilshire vs. C. A. Neil 
was tried July 22 in Judge Van Dyke's court, 
and resulted in Wilshire's securing a verdict 
against the defendant for $30, the jury hav- 
ing the case under consideration only twenty- 
five minutes.

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PROCESS WORK. 



A wood* engraving Is cat by hand on box- 
wood in such a way as to leave the printed 
part in relief. Tbat is, tbe skilled engrave! 
cuts away the light portion of the drawing 
furnished him by tbe artist so that when Ink 
from, the roller of a printing press is spread 
over the surface of the block so cut, all tbe 
lines of the drawing appear on the printed 
page, thus reproducing the design. The en- 
graver therefore comes between tbe designer 
and the public, and if not highly skilled in 
bis art, sadly misinterprets tbe. artist. In no 
case does he give a fac simile of the picture 
as supplied him. For this reason, artists 
hail with delight the newer fashion of process 
reproduction, since this being in tbe main 
mechanical, does give an exact fac simile of 
all the delicate hues and tones of the original 
picture. Since photographs can be readily 
used Instead of drawings, the ordinary adver- 
tiser can largely reduce tbe expense of bis 
cuts by eliminating the artist to some extent 
from bis bUl. 

He can not do without the artist entirely, 
as a skilled man must be called upon to make 
desired changes, put In the required letter- 
ing, and effect an artistic arrangement, with- 
out which a. cut Is not generally attractive, 
and so fails of its purpose. In process work 
the design of the artist or whatever Is to be 
reproduced, is photographed upon metal and 
tbe lights of the picture are bitten away by 
the use of acids rapidly and mechanically, 
instead of being cut away laboriously and 
slowly by an engraver. Every engraving 
technically consists of three parts— dead 
blacks, pure whites and the intermediate tints 
between these extremes, or -what is called 
for convenience, half-tones. In a photograph 
these bait-tones are made by the delicate 
shadings from one tint into another,* but thi3 
is not possible to the engraving, for the rea- 
son that the printing press uses a solid color, 
generally black, and therefore there can be 
no gliding imperceptibly from one tint into 
another, since all portions mked up by the 
rollers of the press would appear as simple, 
solid black. 

These half-tones, in the wood engraving, 
are effected by heavy or light lines, or by 
light and heavy dots. In the same way, a 
pen-drawing shows the half-tones. In a 
wash-drawing or a photograph, however, the ' 
half-tone is produced ty tints or masses of 
light or heavy shade, without strong lines 
or decided dots. Therefore, to reproduce a 
photograph or a wash-drawing, the wbole 
surface of the picture must be broken up into 
dots or lines. This, in the lithograph or print 
from the stone, is produced by graining, but 
in process work is generally effected by the 
interposition of a screen between the sensi- 
tive plate and the copy. This screen is made 
by ruling on a glass plate fine lines, crossing 
each other in two directions like the mesh of 
a sieve, and then filling the grooves thus 
made by some opaque substance. The re- 
sulting negative .made with this screen is 
made up of large and small dots at greater or 
lesser distances apart^ An engraving from 
this negative gives what is known to the 
trade as a half-tone block. This half-tone 
block Is not fit for ordinary newspaper print- 
ing; it can be so used, and is so used to some 
extent, but the result is not sightly. In 
weekly papers or in magazines where a bet- 
ter quality of paper is used, better ink pro- 
vided, and more care taken with the press- 
work, the effect of a good half-tone is admir- 
able and where great care is taken, highly 
artistic. One thing we observe from the above 
is that it is simply impossible to make a line 
cut from a photograph direct. A half-tone 
can be made as the surface can be broken 
up into dots or grains, but as there are no 
lines in the photograph to start with, there 
is no way of making a direct reproduction 
from it which shall be made up of lines as 
in the ordinary newspaper cut. The only way 
to make such a cut is to have a drawing 
made from it by an artist and a cut made 
from that drawing. Newspaper cuts are most- 
ly In outline and are quickly made by experts 
in that line. To facilitate matters, however, 
a photographic print is made on drawing 
paper, over which the artist draws his lines 
and afterwards the photograph is bleached 
out with' mercury or cyanide of potassium, 
leaving only the lines drawn by the artist. 
As anything can be photographed and any- 
body can press the button of a kodak, the 
range of subjects open to common mortals 
Is immense. .These snap shots are good as 
far as they — and are valuable as sugges- 
tions, but since the standard of taste is ad- 
vancing with each day, and the public is be- 
ing educated up to a higher and higher 
standard, (at least here in the United States), 
one should be chary of relying on bis own 
unaided judgment as to what is or is not 
attractive to the public. It Is well to con- 
sult a trained man In this line, just as one 
does In any other. 

If I have" made plain to the reader the dif- 
ference between line and half-tone, I am sat- 
isfied for this time, for my experience shows 
that the majority of laymen need just such 
instruction. Any question as to process work 
or advertising, or matters of interest con- 
nected with photography will receive consid- 
eration If addressed to "Process Work/' 'care 
of this paper. 



PHILADELPHIA. 



A case stated was yesterday filed in the 
Common Fleas Court between the city and 
ex-Sheriff Samuel M. Clement, in which the 
court Is asked to decide whether Mr. Clement 
has the right -to retain certain fees collected 
by him during his term of office, from Janu- 
ary 1, 1894, to the first Monday of January, 
1837. amounting in the aggregate to $5,872.50.

Geo. Castner secured the contract for ad- 
vertising the big State Fair, as witness the 
following clipping: 

W. Judson Smith, general manager of the 
New York State Fair, which takes place the 
week of August 29, yesterday closed a con- 
tract with George Castner, the veteran bill 
poster, for handling all the advertising mat- 
ter, in the way of poster work, for- the forth- 
coming exhibition. This is the largest bill 
posting contract ever consummated in Syra- 
cuse. It provides that over 25.000 sheets of 
matter shall go on bill boards, 3,000 pieces or 
window work to be put out and upwards of 
50.000 couriers be distributed. 

The territory to be covered by Mr. Castner 
reaches from Albany to Rochester, and from 
Binghamton ' to Ogdensburg. the contract 
calling for all intermediate towns and vil- 
lages to be thoroughly billed, and. all the 
country within a radius of forty miles to be 
covered. This Willi require from eight to 
ten teams and upwards of fifty men, who 'will 
be kept busy from now until the exhibition 
takes place. 



T. V. Maxwell was convicted by Police 
Judge Low July 111 of a violation of au ofdl- 
nance which provides that advertising femes 
shall not be erected along the Are walls of 
buildings within the fire limits. Maxwell 
Greeted the fence in question July 14 on top 
of the buildings at the corner of Market 

Street and City Hall Avenue. He was gi.en 
a permit by the Supervisors to raise the 
structure. The Fire Department objected to 
.the .fence, however, and under the general 
law which forbids such structures caused 
Maxwell's arrest. Judge Low held that the 
Supervisors could not go behind their orig- 
inal ordinance and that therefore their- per- 
mit was invalid.

"Whereas, The law does not impose any such 
tax on free samples, but explicitly reads: 
"Articles manufactured to be sold *' : and. 

Whereas, Some officers of the Internal Rev- 
enue department have erroneously construed 
and attempted to enforce said tax against said 
free samples : and, 

Whereas, If it continues to be enforced it will 
work great hardship to proprietary remedy 
houses, and rob over five thousand distributors 
throughout the United States of a livelihood ; 
and. 

Whereas, We do not believe that the framers 
of the measure ever intended that it should be 
enforced against advertisements or sample 
packages, intended to create and build up 
demand ; now therefore : 

Resolved, That we. The International Asso- 
ciation of Distributors in convention assembled 
at Chicago, July :9th -22nd, individually and 
collectively protest against the enforcemeirt of 
said tax ; and be it further 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions 
and protest be drawn up and signed, and for- 
warded to the Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
with a request praying for a special rule which 
will exempt our business from total annihila- 
tion.

In our experience in Judging (In the show 
ring) borses and sheep, we have found it 
quite different from the way we were taught 
was right to do, viz.: give our reasons for 
placing first, second, third etc., as we had to 
do under Prof. J. A. Craig's instruction at 
the University of Wisconsin, As there is 
usually more competition in Bhowing borees 
we will take them for an example. 

Tbe average county fair has at least three 
days for Bhowing stock, and asks the people 
to pay for admission, and the people have a 
right to expect something of a show. Every- 
body likes to see a good horse and every man 
that has a good one wants people to see It; 
hence tbe only just way is to have a horse 
show every forenoon and a horse race every 
afternoon. Invite the patrons of the fair Into 
tbe amphitheatre Instead of charging an ad- 
mission .fee and keep everybody out of the 
show ring, which should be In front of the 
amphitheatre. In this manner spectators are 
comfortable and not In tbe way, and the 
ever-present small boy is provided for and 
the Judge has an opportunity to do his work 
justice. 

Since tbe single Judge system has become 
almost universal it Is all-Important that he 
be a man of integrity and honor and thor- 
oughly competent to do the work he has in 
hand. Tbe simple fact tbat he must rendei 
his Judgment public and give bis reasons 
therefor Is complete guarantee that no one 
can use moral suasion, money or friendship 
to Influence him, as the public will be Its 
own Judge, do what be will and say what be 
may. 

On the other hand, exhibitors will know 
that everything is a "square deal" and 
"above board," and that the "rake-off" 
method is not In operation. We believe that 
much less dissatisfaction would be found 
among exhibitors, andthe Judge would not be 
called on two days after the class was shown 
to give bis reasons why "my mare ain't 
better'n tbe old hide you give first to." Ho 
has the animals tbere before him for compar- 
ison, and If he is competent, he can Justify 
his decisions beyond question. 

In no class of stock would it be of more 
advantage than sheep, since tbe Judge sees a 
mutton sheep with bis finger tips. Tbe no k- 
master's art has covered many very serious 
objections which are invisible to the naked 
eye. but are readily discerned by tbe expert's 
finger tips. With such practice in vogue, 
and orderly, attentive onlookers, the giving 
of premiums would be more than a mere 
handling of colored cards and ribbons and 
granting the privilege of drawing so much 
money from tbe fair board. We hope tbat 
the progressive fairs of 9S will print in 
llifir premium lists the name of tbe judge In 
every class, and his reasons for placing the 
awards should be made public In every case 
of competition. — Geo. E. Douglass.

THE TROTTERS AT FAIRS. 



The trotter bas never feceived the proper 
recognition from the fair associations, says 
the Northwestern Horseman. While unde- 
niably the- greatest attraction there, the tend- 
ency of secretaries has not been in any way 
extravagant in offering inducements to the 
owners of good horses to contest on their 
tracks. They generally show an extremely 
economical weak streak when the purses and 
stakes are awarded, and evince an unhealthy 
yearning for an expensive balloon ascension, 
which is usually a fizzle, or a bicycle exhi- 
bition, which is as free from excitement as a 
funeral. The error of such a course is at 
once apparent. Without encouragement at 
home, the industry of breeding, training and 
driving the trotter must inevitably languish. 
Look for a moment how far-reaching in ef- 
fect Is this want of encouragement. The 
breeder, without the incentive of a good mar- 
ket, loses interest in bis choice and selection 
of stock; the lover of the light harness horse 
owing to the lack of opportunities to try the 
speed of bis horse, is satisfied with medium 
specimens of the equine family; the driver 
and trainer are forced Into other lines of em- 
ployment or leave the State, and dealers and 
buyers make their purchases elsewhere. 
Make It profitable to produce, train, and 
drive trotters on the tracks of the Northwest 
by making the purses and stakes liberal, and 
the greatest impetus possible will be given to 
the business. We subsidize and grant bo- 
nuses to hundreds of industries not one whit 
more deserving. Why not. then, unite and 
give all necessary aid and encouragement to 
an enterprise in which the Northwest can 
easily excel ?— Northwest Farmer.

INDIANA. 



The prize list of the State Fan: has been 
published, and is now being distributed by 
Secretary Kennedy to former exhibitors and 
others who are interested ln the fair. Ac- 
companying the prize list Is a statement from 
the State Board ot Agriculture, which reads: 

"For the last four years the management 
of fairs waa confronted with 'red-ink* bal- 
ances, until they,, together with the public, 
gave utterance to the cry tbat 'the day of 
fairs is past.' Nothing has been better dem- 
onstrated by the innumerable hosts that at-' 
tended the fairs ln 1897 and the rejuvenated 
interest in ail departments than that these 
conclusions were based upon false estimates. 
While this is true of fairs generally, it is 
especially true of state fairs, and no at- 
tendance in the history of the Indiana State 
Fair will approximate tbat of last year. The 
management are therefore pursuing the work 
ot arranging for the fair of 1498 with restored 
confidence, renewed energy and bright pros- 
pcts, and will certainly' come up to the stand- 
ard made for them by those who Intrusted 
them with their duties. 

"Tears of experience and the demands ot 
tbe times have advised some changes, and 
this year it will be a pleasure to both the 
exhibitor and the visitor to have the exhibi- 
tion of horses and cattle on a broad plaza 
intervening the grand stand and the race 
course, where the exhibitor can have the 
benefit of having his herds viewed and criti- 
cised by the masses instead of the few, and 
the visitor will enjoy a comfortable seat 
while he witnesses the performances on the 
track and the show of horses -and cattle at 
the same time. This arrangement will re- 
move the judges' and timers' stand to the 
opposite side of the course, thus avoiding an 
obstruction at the critical point of every 
race, 'the finish.' 

"What Is termed 'The Battle of the Breeds' 
is destined to become a most interesting part 
of the live stock show for 1898, and what 
particular breed and what particular blood 
lines will produce the prize sweepstakes 
herd will be determined in this contest of 
all breeders of all breeds of beef cattle. Ev- 
ery department has been revised, and the 
needed additions and deductions have been 
made until the following prize list is 'up to 
date.' 

"In the matter of special features we can 
only say at this time that the best tbat 
money will buy will be offered, and every- 
thing that will make the next State Fair in- 
structive and enjoyable will be provided." 

Accompanying the list is a great deal of 
information to exhibitors and the rules un- 
der which entries may be made. The fair 
runs from Sept. 12 to 17. A race, program 
has been prepared for four days, during the 
week, for which purses aggregating $7,60j 
have been offered. The speed program is 
to be superintended by M. S. Claypool. All 
races are to be in mile heats, best three 
in Ave. Purses are to be divided at 50, 23. 
15 and 10 per cent. There must be five en- 
tries and at least three to start in each race. 
The work of the fair will be divided into 
various departments, with a superintendent 
to oversee it. Following are the depart- 
mental superintendents: Admissions. Aaron 
Jones, South Bend; grand stand. Knode Por- 
ter. Hagerstown; speed, M. S. Claypo.l. 
Muncie; horses, John C. Haines, Lake; beef 
cattle, Claude Matthews, Clinton; dairy cat- 
tle and dairy products. Mortimer Levering. 
Lafayette; swine. Mason J. Niblack, Vin- 
cennes; sheep, H. B. Howland, Howlmd: 
poultry, Cott Barnett. Logansport: art de- 
partment. Jas. E. McDonald. Ligonler; hor- 
ticultural. E. A. Robison, Rocklane; agri- 
cultural. John L. Davis. Crawfordsville; me- 
chanical, W. W. Stevens, Salem; privileges. 
H. L. Nowlin. Lawrenceburg. 

The fair will be formally opened Monday. 
Sept. 12. The next day will be free to chil- 
dren under twelve, teachers in charge ot 
pupils and old soldiers. 

A pet stock exhibit will be conducted ip 
connection witb the fair by the Indiagua 
Pigeon and Pet Stock Association. Numer- 
ous prizes are offered for foreign and native 
birds and pet fowls. 

Tbe prize list contains offers for over 1.201 
different classes of entries.

WEST VIRGINIA. 

Lots of Printed Matter Being Sent Oat by 
the State Fair Publicity Department. 

The publicity department of tbe West Vir- 
ginia State Fair, under the direction of Sec- 
retary George Hook, and under the imme- 
diate supervision of Bert Schwartz, is giving 
the approaching exhibition greater publicity 
than has been had by any previous fair. A 
tremendous amount of printed matter will be 
sent to all parts of West Virginia, eastern 
Ohio, and western Pennsylvania. It would 
take the whole of a mail car to accommodate 
all of the matter. There are 5.000 tubes, 
each containing one of the attractive litho- 
graphed hangers; these hangers placed in 
a row would be three miles long. Then theru 
are 10,000 premium lists, 4,000 race programs, 
7,000 or 8,000 six-sheet posters, and 20,0.0 bul- 
letins. Properly distributed in tbe trl-state 
region, this systematic and expensive adver- 
tising ought to result in a largely increased 
attendance at the 1898 fair.

Under the title "A Hideous Defacement of - 
Nature." the New England Grocer publishes 
the following diatribe against bulletins: 

No one will deny that there is nothing" 
more offensive to the sight than the hideous 
sign boards that are put' up by advertising 
men at many of the most picturesque and 
beautiful places of the country for the pur- 
pose of forcing on the sight of the tourist 
or traveler the wares and nostrums of cer- 
tain manufacturers and patent medicine men. 
Our beautiful parks and boulevards are de- 
faced by the presence of these revolting and 
disgusting signboards. They have become a 
nuisance in many ot our most beautiful resi- 
dence districts in tbe city, and It Is high 
time our authorities were doing something 
to abate it. 

We have called attention to this matter be- 
fore in our columns. One can hardly go 
anywhere about the beautiful parks of our 
city, or take a drive upon our fine streets, 
and boulevards without being confronted by 
these hideous sign boards. We can not take 
a railway trip into tbe country or visit any 
charming rustic locality without being stared 
out of countenance by these hideous placards. 

We doubt- if this kind of advertising pays, 
as it can nqt fail to annoy the observer, and 
to cause him to think ill of the wares and 
nostrums thus forced upon his notice. 'We 
are happy to hear that New England bas 
taken bold of the matter with a strong hand. 
On a late visit to tbat locality we were par- 
ticularly impressed by the abuse of this 
privilege, which had somehow been accoidid 
to advertising men. We are informed by an 
Eastern contemporary that "a bill bas been 
introduced in tbe Massachusetts Legislature 
providing that "no person shall place or 
maintain within 500 feet of a State highway, 
or of a parkway or boulevard, an advertising 
sign, or picture or poster intended to serve 
as an advertisement, if the superficial area 
of the said advertisement, either by itself or 
twenty feet of it. exceeds ten feet square." 
It is further provided that any person violat- 
ing the provisions of this act shall be fined 
not to exceed $100 for each week during 
which the violation continues." This is good 
sense; we need a similar law, not only in Il- 
linois, but in the other States of the West, 
In Minneapolis and other cities the nuisance 
has become almost unbearable to the citi- 
zens. To allow this abuse to go on until ev- 
ery picturesque buildiag, rock or fence in 
the country is painted with these gaudy, 
glaring and vulgar Inscriptions is to permit 
the spread of a nuisance that will become un- 
bearable to all people who have any sense 
of the sublime or beautiful in their souls.— 
Grocers' Criterion. 

Agreeing with our contemporary, we regret 
that the committee of our State Legislature 
to whom this bill was referred bas reported 
it inadvisable to legislate. The evil ought 
to be corrected by law. The expenditure Is 
wasteful and foolish, and the defacement of 
public squares is indefensible. We are glad 
to state that we find that in very many towns 
and cities of Massachusetts this defacement 
is prevented by local ordinance and by law. 
The advertiser who defaces public places 
can not bone to win a confidence from tbe 
people. He wastes his money and offends 
the consuming public at the same time.

The Complete Stenographic Report of the Convention of The 
International Association of Distributors. 



Held at Chicago, July J 9-21. J898— The Minutes of the Meeting repro- 
duced entire — Somewhat tardy, but interesting and instructive. 



Owing to a delay on the part of the stenog- 
rapher, the minutes of the Chicago meeting 
did not reach us in time to appear in our Au- 
gust issue. In spite of the tardiness, how- 
ever, we believe it best to reproduce them 
this month, because there is much in them 
that can be read with profit by members of 
the I. A. D.. and distributors at large, as 
well. 

The report Is given in full, and though it 
will consume some time to get through it, it 
will amply repay the reader. 

Convention called to order at 10:30 a. m. by 
the President. Jos. Refd. 

A committee on credentials was appointed 
and after a short discussion it was moved, 
by W. H. Steinbrenncr, that the convention 
be adjourned, to meet at 2 p. m. sharp: 
which motion, after being duly seconded, 
was submitted to the vote of the hcuse, and 
unanimously carried. 

JULY 19, 2 P. M. 

Convention called to order by the Presi- 
dent. Jo?. Ucid. 

Second order of business: "Filling va- 
cancies in office by temporary appointment.** 
Pending the absence of the First and Second 
Vice Presidents, Mr. W. C. Tirrill, of Lima, ■ 
O.. and Mr. O. P. Fairchild. of Co*.ington. 
Ky.. were appointed by the President to fill 
said vacancies. 

Third order of business: "Roll call of the 
members by the Secretary.'" 

W. H.' Steinbrenncr. Secretary-Treasurer, 
before calling the roll, stated that he had ar- 
ranged the roll alphabetically, according to 
the States, and proceeded to cell the names 
of the members of the association, many of 
whom were present, and answered to the 
roll call. 

Fourth order of business: "Appointment 
of Committee on Credentials." 

Tfie President here stated that the nature 
of the office of Secretary necessitated having 
two members of the association to act with 
him in case there was anything to be done: 
that he and Mr. R. S. Douclass had gone 
over the books with Mr. Steinbrenncr. antici- 
pating that some few would be brhind in 
their dues. Such Credential Committee re-

L. Hill), when I I 
assumed the duties of this office I found ab- 
solutely nothing in the way of ' information, 
either regarding our members and their ter- 
ritory or the advertiser who was friendly to 
our association. Much valuable time has been 
taken to gather up and arrange information 
concerning the members, their territory, 
prires. etc. I am pleased to say that I have 
these points of reference arranged now nearly 
to my satisfaction, and with a very few ex- 
ceptions am enabled to state to the adver-* 
tiser the price of the different class of work 
he may wish to place, also the class of ser- 
vice he will receive at the hands of that par- 
ticular mer^bcr. 

Durloir tb" year rnci««» July 16. 189S. I 
have received letters as follows: Frc,m mm- 
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bcre, 1,552; from advertisers. 976; from dis- 
tributors, not members, and seekers after in- 
formation, 421. 

During the same time I have sent out let- 
ters as follows: To members, 1,544; to ad- 
vertisers, 934; lists of members sent to ad- 
vertisers, 421; to distributors, not members, 
and seekers after information, 418; postal 
cards sent out, 495. 

During this time I have paid as postage 
dues. $L68. 

The items of expense may be summed up 
as follows:

During the past year I have received from 
the Secretary-Treasurer the sum of $87.25. 

During the year I have placed work with 
the members at different points to the 
amount of $687.33, and at the present time 
am placing it in Pennsylvania, (with the ex- 
ception of Pittsburg and Philadelphia), and 1 
am sure that our members will all have their 
share of work this fall. 

It is not my intention or desire to censure 
any member for neglecting to report prompt- 
ly any new work or inquiry, he may receive 
concerning work, but I would recommend the 
passage of an article, .for insertion in our 
constitution and by-laws, making it compul- 
sory for a. member to report at least every 
thirty days. This would enable this office to 
Issue a list of tips that would be strictly up 
to date. 

I have been fortunate in settling several 
matters between the advertiser and the dis- 
tributor without having recourse to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, with a probable: loss to the 
association. 
I have found it necessary to prefer charges 

against one or two of our members, and have 
referred the papers to the Executive Commit- 
tee for action. 

Trusting I have covered the ground to your 
satisfaction. I remain. Yours fraternally,

President: Tou have heard the report. 
What is your pleasure? 

L. H. Ramsey: Mr. President, I move that 
the report of the Soliciting Secretary be re- 
ceived and adopted as read. 

The motion being duly seconded, was put 
before the house by the President, and unani- 
mously adopted. 

Mr. Tin-ill: Mr. President, I think if the 
Soliciting Secretary has preferred charges 
against any of the members of this associa- 
tion, the names should be read out. I there- 
fore move that the Soliciting Secretary pro- 
ceed to the reading of as many charges as 
he has in his possession. 

The motion, after being duly seconded, was 
put to the vote of the house by the President, 
and unanimously carried. 

Soliciting Secretary, (referring to letters! — 
First, we have a charge against J- H. Beltz, 
advertiser, signed by Wilford Hope. (Reads 
letter.) The only defense he appears to make 
is his letter, which I now read. (Reads let- 
ter.) These are all the papers I have in this 
case. 

Member: Mr. President. I believe'Mr. Geo. 
M. Leonard has some information on that 
particular case. 

Mr. Leonard Mr. President, I will state for 
the benefit of the members that I went to 
Scranton. Pa., in February or March, and 
stopped at the Hotel German. I sent out a 
dozen letters inquiring who the prominent 
distributors were, and was answered back by 
all that Reese & Long. were. I went to this 
man's house, walked two blocks in the mud, 
did not find him, and could gain no informa- 
tion. I made inquiry at a grocery store and 
a drug store, and was informed that he dis- 
tributed his bills by sending them out with 
boys. Afterwards, these communications 
were sent to me to present here. The first 
complaint was made under oath; the man 
who makes the written, defense has not done 
so under oath. 

Mr. Hill: Mr. President, it occurs to me 
that under Art. IX. of our constitution we 
are superseding our authority by taking this 
matter away from the Executive Committee. 
President: I gather this idea, that the 
statement should probably come before the 
Executive Committee, but when we are as- 
sembled in convention, we are the ' Executive 
Committee— we include, the whole. _ . 

Secretary reads a" letter from Charleston, 
S. C. . ' 

Some time ago Mr. Keogh. wrote me a let- 
ter, saying that Hood and Miles had taken 
their work. away. I wrote, asking what he 
had done, as these two firms 'were slow- in 
taking their work away from any one. 

Secretary reads letter from Dr. Miles, stat- 
ing that the charge was made against Keogh 
because work was not being done in a proper 
manner, and failing to meet their representa- 
tive, Mr. Keogh stating that he did not have 
time to talk to Dr. Miles* agent- 
Mr. Hill: Mr. President, the greatest 
trouble we have is that men come into this 
association and then they get to feel that they 
are little gods: when an advertiser comes 
along, he has to get down on his knees to 
them. I make it my business to get to the 
advertisers as quick as possible, and I think 
the sooner these men find out their business 
the better it will be for all of us. 

President: I heartilv agree with the Exec- 
utive Committee in this matter, and the sin- 
gle proposition. "He hadn't time" — that alone 
makes him unworthy of membership in this 
association. A man to hold a membership 
here must be just as prompt in attending to 
a message left on a slate as any other — that 
much attention Is due from him to the asso- 
ciation, if not to the message. 

Soliciting Secretary: I have another charge 
of such a bulky nature, I think it had best 
be referred to the Executive Committee— 
•gainst A. P. Phillips. Conneaut. O. 

President: The Secretary had better read 
one or two of the letters. 

One letter was read, making charges, and 
the answer of Phillips. 

A portion of another letter was read, bear- 
ing on the same subject, the right of fran- 
chise In a district which had been transferred, 
and now in all probability two men are doing Mr. DeLong. 



distributing there; There must be some law 
along this line. 

Mr. Curran: The situation is somewhat 
similar to the one in Pueblo. We claim the 
franchise there. This man Mitchell worked 
for us and did all that he could to undermine 
us, until I was forced to put him out, then he 
started in, in opposition, and in about six 
months we bought him out. and I sent a copy 
or the bill of sale to the Secretary: also a 
copy of the letters and everything else. 
President: I have heard all of this case, 
becretary: Mr. President, the reason that 
was not voted upon, I find that sending a 
complaint to the Executive Committee to be 
acted upon is a long piece of work. I further 
state that I saw the bill of sale, etc., and I 
believe Mr. Curran is in the right, and owns 
the franchise. 

President: I would say that I think Mr. 
bteinbrenner has never failed to send me re- 
ports, and I have undertaken to settle a great 
many, and have settled a great many cases; 
when we have to go around to look up the 
members of the Executive Committee, it takes 
a great deal of time. 

Mr. Steinbrenner then read the minutes of 
the preceding meeting. 

Mr. Hill: Mr. President, I understand from 
the report just read that the President was 
empowered to approve of bonds offered by the 
association. It should have been made by the 
Secretary and Treasurer to the association. 

President: I have never had the pleasure 
or honor of signing any bonds for the asso- 
ciation or for Mr. Steinbrenner. If there were 
any bonds required, he would have no trouble 
in obtaining them. The association has re- 
quired no bond. I was the person who raised 
the question of a bond, but it was neglected 
and knowing the condition of the Treasury 
all the time, I did not feel that bonds were 
needed. 

Mr. Leonard: Mr. President, as on.- asso- 
ciation is not incorporateo, a bond would be 
no good. As far as Mr. Steinbrenner is con- 
cerned, any loss to the association incurred 
through him I stand ready to make It gooes. 
Mr. Leonard further stated that he thought 
in time the association would grow to such 
immense proportions that it would have to hs 
incorporated, and when that time comes there 
will be money enough in the Treasury. 

President: I want to tell Mr. Leonard that 
he was appointed on a committee for that 
purpose, and was not here to hear of his ap- 
pointment- 
Minutes of last meeting "approved, - ~" 
President: In regular course of business 
we now come to No. 10, "Communications 
• and Bills." It has been suggested that we 
suspend the rules and pass "Election of New 
Members" and the applications offered for. 
election. ■: 

Before we proceed, there will be an applica- . 
tion for Scranton. Pa., from Reese & Long.

Mr. Steinbrenner: Mr. President, I wish to

Mr. Leonard: Mr^President- As a member 
of this association. I have, been to Brooklyn- 
four times: I have known Mr. Murphy for 
nearly thirty years; they have,- one of the " 
finest plants for bill posting in the city. We 
want a good representative in Brooklyn. I 
don't know of a man who will fii}: the bill 
any better than Mr. Murphy. " 

President: Mr. Murphy, I would like to 
ask you. a question: 'Which branch of this 
business do you keep upstairs, bill posting or 
distributing— which one- do you hold in ad- 
vance? Do you set as much store on one as 
on the other? 

Mr. Murphy;. I have always made my 
money on bill posting— made more from that 
than distributing. 

President: But whatever distributing' you 
get, you get it with the same desire to have 
it as well done as your bill posting? 

Mr. Murphy: Everything we have done in 
the last thirty-five years we have done to the 
best of our ability. 

Motion made and duly seconded, placed be- 
fore the house by the President: Mr. Murphy 
is unanimously elected.

On motion, duly seconded and put to the 
house.

President: Mr. DeLong, you pre unani- 
mously elected, and a speech is celled for.

Mr. DeLong: You say it is the chance of 
my life. If I serve this association as I 
served Uncle Sam from 1861 to 1865, I will do 
myself proud— I got a discbarge with eleven 
engagements on it. 
Cheers. 

Secretary: If Mr. DeLong serves the asso- 
ciation as he has Uncle Sam, it will be a life- 
time job. 

President: We will now attend to the tenth 
order of business, "Communications aud 
Bills." 

Secretary: I wish to say, before going to 
any other business, there was an application 
to be made out for a Buffalo firm. 

President: While ycu make it out, we will 
call on the Executive Committee to make a 
report of these cases. 

Mr. Douglass: Mr. President. I have been 
delegated the duty of making the report for 
the committee.

Mr Leonard: Mr. President. As far as 
iliMiibuting circulars Is concerned, I make It 
noint to employ men only; my rates have 
•ilways been from $1.50 to $2 per thousand; 
• hire has never been over 25 cents profit on 
, thousand. I have raised my prices from 
il -,o to $1.75 this year; I have written to each 
;,["„„ customers that I could not do the work 
f,ir liss and everyone says: "Go ahead, and 
Live us the same service you have been glv- 
inK " 1 pay iuy mcn a Co!lar a day - • do 
noi" think any man who can do good, flret- 
, I iss work can be secured for less than a dol- 
lar a day. I don't think any of us ought to 
■ 'innloy boys. Where you give a man good 
service he will not object If you raise your 
mi, is I think in any ordinary town $1.75 is 
•in average price, and is small enough. 
' Mr Curran: Mr. President. Therc is hard- 
iv aiiv work we do for less than $2 per thou- 
sand or $2.50 and $3. Wc did a lot of work 
for the Allen's Foot Ease Co.; wc sampled 
■.even towns and got $2 a thousand. I went 
down to see him at Buffalo: he showed me a 
ii«t of his work he had done at $1.75 per thou- 
sand 1 made a compromise for 33.000 at $2 
a thoutand, and got 3,000 cards at $20 a thou- 
sand lie told me he got cards In Chicago 
at a cent and a cent and a half— but l.told 
him that I guaranteed good advertising. I 
believe in getting $3 a- thousand, and no less. 
Anv town we cannot give out 3,000 circulars 
in "we get 50 cents a hundred. I don't care 
who the advertiser is: if good, he will not 
object to fair prices for good service. Some 
bill potters will post a sheet of paper at four 
cents a month: now. I get 12 cents a month. 
I want it to be understood that no man car 
distilbute at less than $2 a thousand. I con- 
sider that we can not distribute more than 
«ix to eight hundred in a day of ten hours 
and 1 pay $1.50 per day for distributors 

Mr Otting: Mr. President. 1 want to tell 
vou there is certainly a minimum price, be- 
iow which work can not be done at a profit, 
no matter what the town, or what the section 
of the country, or what the characteristics of 
thc town may' be. Therefore, as this asso- 
ciation has grown, in my estimation, to be a 
creat big. powerful association, and as there 
is behind this association an absolute guar- 
antee for good service. I think this associa- 
tion has a duty to pe.-form— that is. to estab- 
lish a ir-inimum price, and make that mini- 
mum high enough to be profitable, for, unless 
profitable, it will never amount to much as 
a business. I would earnestly enjoin you to 
adopt a rcirimum price, and as soon as pos- 
sible to adopt a rigid and fixed price. 

J. H. Crownover: 1 have as large a busi- 
ness as any one here: we have various prices: 
competition is strong. There are no less than 
twelve or fourteen men in the business who 
will make bids from 75 cents to $2 per thou- 
sand and a great many advertisers arc taken 
advantage of. Dr. Miles' man came through 
rey territory some time ago and was looking 
for a man who would do the work at $1.25 per 
thousand. In my cities, St. Paul and Minne- 
eapolis. work can not be done at the same 
prices; owing to the way the cities are built. 
one is mire ccm-art than the other. I emrloy 
men only: I have placed 660.000 pieces this 
season, and I have about 90.000 pieces of ad- 
vertising matter to place in the next month: I 
employ six men and pay them $1 a day. and 
when out far from home, I furnish lunch. I 
think at the present time if a scale of prices 
were fixed for my territory it would drive me 
out of the bUFiness: I have done work at $1.50 
and $1.75. and mrde very little; I sometimes 
t»ke work at $1.25 just to keep my men em- 
ployed. I have' raised my prices on most of 
my work now, eince I have established my 
reputation. I think it would be an absurd 
thing to fix a Ecale of prices. 

Mr. Crownover said much more along this 
line. 

Mr. Hill: Mr. President. I agree with 
almost everything that has been said in the 
convention In the South and Southwest 
there are fewer di«tributors who actually 
irake a tu l"ess cf distriluting than there are 
in thc North and Northeast; for that reason, 
there is less matter sent out than further 
East: therefore, for that reason. It is harder 
for a distributor to get a good price. Now. if 
you arc going to lay down a fixed price, I 
think it should be a minimum price. 

Mr. Murphy: Mr. President. I believe a 
prcat deal of time is being lost in this discus- 
sion. I believe as Mr. Fairchild dors— let ev- 
ery man run bis own business, and do it hon- 
cftly. We ought to know just as well about 
it as somebody a thousand miles away. 

Mr. Steinbrenner: I think there is one other 
point that has aot been touched on yet. In 
regard to pric s. One firm will come into a 
city and make six distributions a year, while 
other firms will not come but once a year. 1 
think a distributor can afford to work for less 
for one than for tho other: then, again, there 
are firms who advertise, and we are doubt- 
ful whrthrr we will gel our money, and we 
have a right to charge something extra for 
the risk. Say, for instance, the Dr. Chase Co. 
1 am working on thc sixth distribution in thc 
layt twrlvc months, while we have other firms 
who come once a year only. Again, in thc 
I'r. Chase work I have the whole territory: 
other; firms, after I have made a price, try to 
shirt me out In some suburb. 1 think I ought 
t" have a right to charge what 1 like. 

Mr. Grebe: Mr. President. I think thc 
only show Is to adopt a minimum price; we 
all know It costs just about so much to get 
out anything— therc may be some occasions 
when you want to cut low, to get out and 
underbid your competitor. 

Mr. Otting: Mr. President. Let tho asso- 
ciation do something towards tho advance- 
ment of prices. I think now is thc time to 
reiec thc prices to at least $2 a thousand, or 
Jl.7r. as a minimum. To facilitate matters. I 
i-hould like for this to be put before the 

""Use. 

Mr. Ilamsey: Let $1.50 be tho minimum. 

Mr. Curran: Mr. Prcrldcnt. Just one mo- 
ment. Our Bill PoBters' Association went 
through all this price business; we raised our 
inices from five to six cents per sheet, and 
■ionic of our men said they would be afraid to 
i'*k that price, but WP stuck to it. and now I 



am getting twelve cents per sheet. If we do 
good, satisfactory work, no reliable firm will 
take their work from you on account of your 
price. We might at least establish a mini- 
mum price. 

Mr. Dixon, of Milwaukee: Mr. President 
Our association is in its infancy; for the 
good and benefit of ail we must handle this 
thing with gloved hands. A distributor will 
never be able to get enough for his work. I 
bdicve the price is low now. but we are not 
the only distributors on earth. If we, as dis- 
tributors of this association, should fix a scale 
of prices commensurate with our woik, these 
advertisers would turn from us and we would 
lose our trade. I know these advcitisers. I 
employ nobody but men. I can not make 
more than 25 cents on the thousand at $1.50. 
I put out in Milwaukee, 50,000 pieces, working 
five to tix men. But I know if the price was 
fixeo for the City of Milwaukee, they could 
net be fixed so as to help my brothers in the 
smaller towns. I think the best thing we can 
do it. to work for the good of the association 
and compromise the matter, and lit it go un- 
til we come back next year; then we may be 
prepared to do something with this question. 

Mr. Marvin: I am not an orator. I will 
say that in small towns, not more than loo 
population. I distribute for $1 a town; then 
again, where there are 4.000 I charge $4 a 
thousand; ttis is otUida of Au:ora; in Aurora

lished this scclo. If we cculd do th-.it, 1 wcu'd 
gladly enter into the arrangement. I have 
one of the most scattering territories; in some 
of thc district to be gone over, the residences 
are far apart and high up: others are built 
close together on 25-foot lots. Some parts 
of the town could be gone over at $1 a thou- 
sand with more profit than other parts at $3 
a thousand, and I think these conditions pre- 
vail all over the country. The question under 
discussion: Can we fix a price for St. Louis. 
St. Paul. Minneapolis, and all the other 
towns? Take St. Louis, for instance; a man 
can put a thousand pieces out at a profit at 
$1 a thousand, come right up to Alton and 
put them out at $1.50, and he will lose money 
— I could net make even a minimum price; 
go to small towns, where a man can not put 
out more than 500 to 3,500, and it is worth $5 
a thousand. How are you going to do it for 
less? You ask to have a minimum price, but 
I say that I want to run my business myself. 

Applause. 

Mr. Ramsey: Mr. President, I move that 
we lay this matter on the table for another 
year. 

Motion seconded. 

President: It is moved and seconded that 
this matter, the establishing of a scale of 
prices, or even a minimum price, be laid on 
the table until our next annual meeting. 

Mr. Leonard asks to amend the motion, to 
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we distribute at $2 and $1.75: usual'y S2. and 
guarantee the tdv.-r isir. Wc utc no.Lins b. t 
men to do this work. 

■ Mi. Tirrill: Mr. President. I consider this 
a very serious question, and one that must 
be handled very carefully. In distributing, 
the conditions and service vary, aud the price 
must necessarily vary. Ycu can distribute 
some matter at a certain price and make a 
profit. There is a vast difference in thc re- 
quirements of firms: some require you to put 
a circular at the door: others require you to 
put it inside of the house, and you can't do 
one at the same price as the other. Again. 
If wc establish a price that Is too high, there 
are no advertisers controlled by this associa- 
tion who can be compelled to give their work 
to the members of this association. Any man 
can be a distributor; no capital is required; 
a man need not even own a team of horses 
and a wagon. A man can go into the dis- 
tributing business without investing a dol- 
lar, and it he is disposed to do so he can go 
into a town and pick up a man to do thc 
work for thc advertiscr.and not always even 
work himself. I think the only thing to do 
is to allow the price to rest with the distrib- 
utor. Undoubtedly, it would be a good thing 
if this association was powerful enough, to 
make a scale of prices, but 1 don't think we 
have arrived at that state yet. and it is a 
question in my mind whether we ever can. 

Mr. Held, the President: Gentlemen.— I 
have some ideas, but I am too much one- 
sided, hardly to be permitted to speak on t'<ts 
question. Thc bill posters have undoubtcdly 
establishrd a priry and mode a success, but 
they arc so different; they have sheets, and 
they have boards to put up. and they have 
horses and wagons. I don't see that they have 
but very little competition in their business. 
They have a scale of prices that is commend- 
able; they cct their prices by having cstab- 



the effect that the President appoint a com- 
mittee of three or five to decide the matter 
before the next convention. 

President: I decline to do that. The con- 
vention can appoint a committee. I am too 
biased in my views to appoint a just com- 
mittee. 

Cries of "Question! Question!" 

President: You have all heard the motion, 
that the scale of prices, as well as thc mini- 
mum of prices, be tabled for one year. 

Motion unanimously carried. 

Motion made to adjourn, to meet on the 
steps of the Art Institute at 9 a. m. 

Motion carried. Adjourned. 

WEDNESDAY MORNING. JULY 20, 1S9S. 

10:30 a. m.— Meeting called to order by the 
President. 

President Gentlemen. It is now past the 
hour that wc should have come together, but 
1 think it would be wise to permit the vis- 
itors who are present to talk at this time, as 
some of them want to leave. I think we have 
a representative of the Dr. Chase Medicine 
.Co.: and also of the Dr. Miles Medicine Co. 
with us. We will open with a talk from the 
representative of Dr. Miles, inasmuch as I 
am acquainted with you. Mr. Hayes. 

E. C. Beardslcy. of Ellshart: Mr. President 
and Gentlemen.— I came over, not to talk, but 
to listen, and perhaps to look. I had some 
curiosity, and I must say that I am very 
much pleased with what I have seen and 
heard. When this orgtnization was first 
started, we felt very much like encouraging 
it: wc believed it was organized on a proper 
basis; we believed it would lift the work of 
distributing out of the gutter and garbage, 
and I congratulate you, gentlemen, on the 
progress you have made. The business of 
distributing circulars has been In the past a 
picked-up business. I am gl-d you have made 
it a first-class business. We have been very 



much pleased with the work you have done 
for us except in one or two cases, and in 
each case such complaint as we have made 
has been promptly attended to. There We 
one or two things necessary in order to get 
good results. In the first place, the distrib- 
utor should do bis work well and right; we 
believe the proprietor should pay his em- 
plcy s rntugh to enable good woik to be done. 
I was in a city a few weeks ago and saw a 
man distributing. I asked him if he usually 
did bis work in that way— he belonged to a 
big concern. He said: "No: but we arc only 
paid a dollar a thousand, and we can't afford 
to do it any better." I said: "If you are do- 
ing distributing for a living you can not af- 
ford to do It at all: you could not get a job 
from us. If you work at a price that you 
can't afford to do your work well, you can't 
afford to do it at all: you are casting dis- 
repute on the work of distributing. As 1 say. 
I am very glad to meet you. gentlemen, col- 
lectively, and I congratulate you again on 
the progress you are making, and extend to 
you, each, individually, a kindly invitation 
to call on us at any time when you are near 
enough to come. 
Applause. 

Mr. Hayes: Mr. President and Gentlemen. 
—I have nothing to say. I have done my 
share In giving the boys what I can to dis- 
tribute. I am not a speech-maker, but a dis- 
tributor. 
Applause. 

Mr. Tirrill: I think Mr. Hayes has been 
around with most of the boys. 

Mr. Steinbrenner: I think Mr. Burnhams is 
the manager of the distributing department of 
the Miles concern, and I know we all would 
like to hear from him. 
Mr. Burnhams begged to be excused. 
Mr. Runey was called on next. 
Mr. Runey: All I can say about the Cali- 
fornia Co. is that Its distributors double up 
occasionally. We like to have our matter put 
out separately and alone. 

President: Did you ever hear of any of that 
sort of work done by any member of this as- 
sociation ? 

Mr. Runey: No: we are very much afraid 
of that sort of man, consequently we favor 
the International Association. We send men 
out very frequently ourselves to do our dis- 
tributing. I could mention a good many 
towns where this doubljng-up Is done. I 
think it food for thought- 
President: I thought perhaps you had some 
one In mind who was a member of this asso- 
ciation, and if so I should like for you to 
make a charge direct- 
Mr. Hessler: Mr. President and Gentlemen. 
—This is the first time I ever had a chance 
to make a speech In a convention, and I 
am quite a distance away from home and a 
little afraid of the cars. (President: We all 
expect to be benefited, and there are no cars 
here.l I publish the Two Bills and the Ga- 
zetteer. I think most of the members have 
received one. Anything I can do to help the 
distributors, I should like to have the pleas- 
ure of doing it. •»«=»• 
President: If there are any gentlemen with 
us who make a business of distributing who 
are not members of the association, we would 
oe glaa to hear from them. 

Mr. Crownover: There is a gentleman hero 
from Freeport. 

Mr Waller, of Freeport: I have been en- 
gaged in distributing for the last ten years. 
I find there is a great deal of poor distribut- 
ing done in Freeport, (not by me. but by 
some other men.) I have a good trade so 
far; I do my work right and good, and I 
would like to Join this association; and will 
agree to stick by the association. 

President: We should like to hear from 
Mr. Runey. 

Mr. Runey, Jr.: Mr. President. Mr. 
Runey is my father: he does the distributing 
in Waukegan. He usually gets about $175 
for distributing. He takes two men and one 
goes on each side of the street through the 
town; each takes as many circulars as he 
thinks It will take to cover one particular 
district or street; he thinks this gives the 
best satisfaction. 

President: I think it would be a good idea 
if some of the other distributors would tell 
us how they distribute their circulars. 

Mr. De Long, of Joliet: Mr. President, w« 
have a member here right from the State 
capital, where they are thought to do good 
work— Brother Horn. 

Mr. Horn: Gentlemen.— I have been in the 
bill posting and distributing business for four 
years now, and have never had any trouble 
with any work except once, and it was not 
poor service took that work away— it was 
spite work, and after some difficulty I got 
the matter settled up. We do our work with 
boys. We have found that you have to watch 
men just as much as you do boys. We get 
good boys, who come out of the schools: do 
not take boys raised n the street. You have 
to pay a man from a dollar to one-fifty a day. 
while you can get a boy for 50 cents a day. It 
don't pay to send out either boys or men 
unless you watch them. I have had good suc- 
cess with boys, and I hope to be a member of 
this association. 

President: I would like to inquire what 
aged boys you use? *. 

Mr. Horn: From fifteen years of age up. 
Another thing I have to say; the opposition in 
a town is one of the things the association 
has to work to put down. There are lots of 
agents who get the money and pay the men 
on the spot; the agent hires men to put out 
the work; sometimes he stays there and 
watches them. I have had agents come to me 
and give the bill of lading to me. and I went 
after the work. These agents are sent out to 
watch the work, but it is the distributor who 
is responsible and has the work done. If a 
man comes to me and asks my price, and he 
then asks if I have any opposition in the 
town I always tell him "Yes." I will not 
stand in any man's way. I get six or seven 
cents a sheet for posting, while the Opera Co. 
will put it up for two or three cents a month. 
For distributing. I get $1.75 a thousand: I 
used to distribute for $1.50. but have gone up 
on my prices, and the firm I have worked for 
the last four years wrote me that they would 
ship me their work at the advanced price. 
President: Are you & member of the In- 
ternational Association of Distributors?. 
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Mr. Horn: No; I am a bill poster.' 
President: We will now go back to No. 13. 
"New Business." Is-.theFe anything uuder 
that head? 

Mr. Douglasscr-Mr. President. As an ofli- 
rcr of 'this association, I want to offer a reso- 
lution for the Rood of the association: 

Whereas. The international revenue tax 
imposing one-eighth of one cent on proprie- 
tary remedies, if imposed upon sample pack- 
ages intended as advertisements for distri- 
bution from house to bouse, is prohibitive; 
and. 

Whereas. The law does not impose any such 
tax on free samples, but explicitly reads, "ar- 
ticles manufactured to be sold:" and. 

Whereas. Some officers of the Internal Rev- 
enue Department have erroneously construed 
and attempted to enforce said tax against 
said free sample packages; and. 

Whereas, If it continues to be enforced, it 
will work great hardship to proprietary rem- 
edy bouses and rob over 5.000 distributors 
throughout the United States of a livelihood; 
and. 

Whereas. We do not believe that the train- 
ers of the measure ever intended that it 
should be enforced against advertisements or 
sampler packages intended to create and build 
up demand: now. therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we. the International Asso- 
ciation of Distributors, in convention as- 
sembled, at Chicago. July 19-22. individually 
and collectively protest against the enforce- 
ment of said tax; and, be it further 

Resolved. That acopy of these resolutions 
and protest be drawn up and signed and for- 
warded to the Commissioner of Internal" Rev- 
enue, with a request praying for a special 
rule which will exempt our business from 
total annihilation. 

Mr; Douglass: I don't think that resolution 
needs much debating. I offer it for the good 
of this association. 

President: Gentlemen, what is your pleas- 
ure? . . 

Mr. Crownover:*I think it necessary to have 
it signed and sent off in short order by regis- 
tered letter; it has hindered my business 
about $60 in the last two weeks; it worked 
hardship to me, as well as to the manufac- 
turer. 

Mr. Douglass: For the benefit of the mem- 
bers, or the association, I will say that reso- 
lution was instigated by Dr. Burkhart. Dr. 
Burkbart finds his business is being very 
materially injured. He says if they let him 
alone, he expects to distribute a great many 
samples, but it this law is kept in force he 
will have to give it up: if we pass such a res- 
olution and give him a copy he will take it 
-down to Washington and try to get -the law 
repealed. It has been decided by some judicial 
advocate that under the law free samples 
could not be taxed. 

Mr. Fairchild: I believe the resolution is 
a good one: it will do a lot of good to send it 
to the Internal Revenue Department. You 
cannot make it too strong. 

The resolutions were fully discussed, and 
several changes suggested, and finally unani- 
mously adopted as above. 

President: Is there anything else under 
"New Business?" 

Mr. Grebe: Mr. President. I want to ask 
the association a question. I found out this 
morning that a member of the association in 
a town adjoining me was taking work from 
my own town. I want to know if there is any 
law against that. 

Mr. Steinbrenner: You might write to him 
and call his attention to the constitution. 
" Mr. Hill: I think that question will come 
up in the matter of Lavs and Revision of 
Laws. 

Mr. Steinbrenner: Mr. President. I find in 
some cases that members bare had a con- 
tract with a firm before thry have jcined the 
association. I have a similar contract which 
I will turn, over if arrangements ran be made. 
I don't know how we can get arcund a con- 
tract made 1 before joining the association; 
after joining, he has no right to accept work 
without the-consent of the member. 

Mrv-Grebe: .I-shculd like to know how long 
after be becomes a member he has a right to 
continue to- take work in your district? 

President: "There is a bare possibility that 
he has. had a standing contract with these 
people. If it is true' that he aas been a mem- 
ber and has done it in violation of the consti- 
tution and- by-laws- of this association, it is 
a matter that will have to be adjusted. When 
you go back it will be best for you to see 
him. He is entitled to his contract, as he 
could not surrender the contract ho already 
had without insulting' the' people. If it is a 
violation of his' duty, "thenMt is a" matter for 
the Executive Committe-eHo' adjust. 
• Mr. Hill: ' Mr. President- I had a number 
of contracts in other"* towns, but? we had a 
man- located there, and I turned them oyer to 
him', and there has never been any" friction 
about it. 

'■- President: Those matters can'be very easily 
adjusted if handled right; if they are net, we 
take the case away from them. 
•'-Member: Who is looking out for the press? 
President: Mr. Stefnbrenner will_ attend to 
that. We will now pass on from "New Busi- 
ness** and go down to No. 14, "Remarks for 
the Good of the Order," again. 

Mr. Douglass: Mr. President. This asso- 
ciation-is laboring under a great disadvantage 
in not" being incorporated. We would be 
stronger and .able to give better service by 
. being" an incorporated body; it would increase 
our influence. This is a matter that takes a 
good deal of consideration: it took the bill 
posters' about two- years to get incorporated; 
therefore, to get tife matter in proper shape, 
I offer the following resolutions: 
. Whereas. It is for the benefit of the I. A. of 
D. to be chartered as "-an incorporated com- 
pany; and." 

Whereas, To incorporate such an organiza- 
tion as the I. A. of r>. is quite a. complicated 
matter: therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the. Executive Committee 
of the 1. aL of D. be instructed to take such 
steps as may be necessary to properly pro- 
cure a charter for this association, and to 
report at the next annual convention; and, be 
it further 

Resolved. ' That "the Executive Committee 
be instructed to ask Mr. J. F. O'Mealia, of 



Jersey City, to co-operate in procuring such 
charter. 

President: Gentlemen, you have heard the 
resolution. What is your pleasure? 

(Motion made and seconded that the reso- 
lution be received and adopted as read.) 

President: Are there any remarks; if this 
resolution lias any frieuds, cow is their titn>; 
to speak. fc 

Mr. Grebe: 1 want to go on record as one 
of the most enthusiastic friends of the reso- 
lution. That is the only way to do business. 

Mr... Curran: I understand in the resolu- 
tion there is no amount stated to be incorpo- 
rated. 

Mr. Crownover: The way I look at it, it is - 
one step more towards the protection of the 
advertiser. If such a thing can be accom- 
plished they will be fully protected. 

Mr. Sttinbrenner: I think as our associa- 
tion is a business association, we should have 
a business standing, and I think a charter 
would be the proper thing. We could then 
sue and be sued. 

President: Gentlemen, you have all heard 
the motion, which has been duly seconded. I 
want to speak on this subject. 1 will read 
Article X.. Section 1: "The service tendered 
advertisers by this association is guaranteed 
to be absolutely reliable by the members at 
large." 

Sec. 2. "In the event of a member being de- 
tected in violating his obligation to this asso- 
ciation or advertisers for whom he may be 
doing work, by reason of dereliction of duty 
or non-performance of any stipulations of any 
contract or agreement which he has entered 
into with any advertiser, and it shall be 
proven, upon investigation, that said adver- 
tiser has sustained a loss at the hands of the 
aforesaid member* this associatiou shall take 
immediate steps to reimburse said advertiser 
for said loss." 
I don't see any contradiction there. 
Mr. Fairchild: Mr. President. The idea 
of incorporating an organization of this kind 
is to escape individual liability, and the very 
rock this association was founded, on was 
that each independent member was liable for 
the derelictions of the others, and vice-versa, 
all the other members were responsible "for 
any one individual member. 

President: We are merely responsible. If 
you were not a responsible person you would 
Inot be eligible to membership in the associa- 
tion, and the association would certainly re- 
lieve itself from such membership. But still 
I .do not see the necessity "of being incorpo- 
rated. To be sure, the incorporation carries 
•with it a little thunder and certain privileges, 
but we can't get any real benefit out of it. 
and we might get a great deal of annoyance, 
ir I failed to do my duty, advertisers in Kan- 
sas City might prosecute the association, 
bring every one of us into disrepute, and 
virtually destroy the association on account 
of .4 little spite or misunderstanding with me. 
On the other band, as it is. they can destroy 
me. (and certainly having bad the benefit of 
the association up to this time I would make 
every: effort to get myself right again. Ap- 
plause.) I myself might go down because of 
my poverty or indisposition, but I feel it 
would be an unfortunate thing if the asso- 
ciation had to suffer as a body. I am inter- 
ested in this association: we can't afford to 
be sued for a debt we can't pay. I would 
much rather be sued for a debt I could pay 
than for a debt I could not pay. You let this 
association be sued for a debt you can not 
pay, and you will have to adopt a new name. 
Of course there are people in the association 
who would go down in their pockets and pay 
the hundreds of dollars: we have that to do 
in this association. We are not perfect by 
any means, nor is it composed of perfect men. 
There are people who love a dollar well 
enough to destroy- this association to get it; 
we are liable to get somecf these people, and 
may have them now, and when their: oppor- 
tunity comes we would have to go to work 
and meet" all the obligations at once. I say 
we have had good friends to await our ability 
to meet our obligations, but what we will 
guarantee is different: there are people in the 
advertising business who have failed just as 
far to be true and j'ist, and we are liable to 
come in contact with them at any time. 

Mr. Fairchild: I would like to ask a plain 
question, in plain language: "Could this as- 
sociation, as an association, collect one dol- 
lar unless incorporated?" They could not 
collect one dollar legally. 

President: The difference between tRis as- 
sociation and anything else I ever came in 
contact with is so great that there is nothing 
to- compare ourselves with. The bill posters 
and sign painters are just exactly matched 
along with us: we are the same people, but 
our organisation is for a specific purpose, and 
we obligate ourselves as a brotherhood to per- 
form this purpose, aud our existence depends 
on our discharging that duty. You have obli- 
gated yourself to pay my bills; you as an in- 
dividual, you as a body, if I fail to pay them. 
Of course, if you can get incorporated I have 
nothing more to say: your judgment is cer- 
tpinly better than mine, as 1 am only speak- 
ing as an individual. 

Presiilcut: Any om- present want to make 
any further remarks on this resolution? 
Motion is put to the house by the President. 
Resolution is lost. 

President: I>r. Talbrrt. we are all expect- 
ing a-Sneeeh from you before dinner. 

Dr. Talbcrt: I can't say much, but I will 
do the best I can. and you must make allow- 
ance for the rest. I expectrd to get up here 
yesterday, but dceidid I had better not come 
until to-day. I did not come herewith the 
intention of talking, but still a person -who 
has had the experience I have had with the 
I. A. of I), has a right to talk. I don't know 
of any one that f ran say anything but a good 
word for. and I hope that our experience iu 
the future will be as satisfactory as in the 
past. I have not been able to patronize the 
members of this association as much as for- 
merly on account of the; curtailing of a cer- 
tain amount of outdoor advertising in favor 
of newspapers. I have always considered 
that if the work could be done properly it 
would become more satisfactory every year. 
I am satisfied that through the members of 
this organization the work of distributing 
from house to house is as near perfect as can 
be. Of course, as Mr. Reid says, we occa- 
sionally find a member who is not perfect. My 



experience Is that It can not be done too per- 
fectly, and if a member will only take palus 
with it and do it carefully, I don't see any 
reason why he should not have abundance 
of work. Now. I believe If the members of 
this association will not neglect any part of 
their work, they can go ahead Increasing the 
membership and usefulness, and 1 don't be- 
lieve there is any limit to the work to be se- 
cured through honest, and careful service. 1 
hope to be able to control a good deal of work 
—I don't know how mueh— but 1 know we do 
not intend- to give up distributing altogether. 
I have nothing else to say. only that I wish 
the association unbounded success, and any- 
thing 1 can do to assist you 1 will be glad to 
do it. and if I find any member worthy I am 
always ready to recommend him to any ad- 
vertiser, and I hope 1 may be able to do the 
association a great deal of good, directly and 
indirectly. I am glad to meet you here, and 
hope to meet you again, and when I meet 
you again 1 hope you will have double the 
meiribership you now have, and that you arc 
all having more work than you can do. 

Applause. 

Mr. Steinbrenner: I would like to say a 
few words. I had a little experience in plac- 
ing some work for Dr. Burkthart, and I 
would like to call the atteution of the mem- 
bers to the fact that they write too long let- 
ters, and they don't have bill heads: some of 
them send in a bill written with the letter, 
not on a separate sheet of paper; again, they 
send a postal card, caying: "1 have done your 
distributing. I want to impress upon the 
minds of the members that they should pro- 
vide themselves with letter heads and a bill 
head, and don't include your bill in your let- 
ter. Get a few bill beads. They will last for 
years. 

Mr. Crownover: Mr. President. Under the 
head of the good of the order, I suppose any- 
thing will be acceptable. I don't know 
whether I have a peculiar method of my own, 
or whether my ideas have been picked up 
here and there, but I can say that my busi- 
ness has increased - from 75,000 pieces to over 
650,000 thousand pieces this year. When 1 
have taken a job I draw a map with red ink 
and mail to the firm, and give the district ; I 
then take- the map of the city and mark that 
district to correspond with the postal card; 
each day I mark -off the district gone over, 
and when the job is completed the map is 
completed. I mail to the firm each day tbe 
map of the portion of the city gone over, and 
when I send in my bill I send the completed 
map to the firm, with a list of grocers or 
druggists, and a list of merchants who carry 
their goods, and a list of those who do not. 
I have never heard any remarks, but certain- 
ly think it a good thing by tbe way my busi- 
ness tas inc.essed. I think i* all of cur m m- 
bers would pay strict attention to keeping 
the advertisers informed every day we would 
secure more work. In addition to this, I 
want to say that this association has an offi- 
cial cut; we ought to make a law compelling 
our members "to use this cut or to withdraw 
from the association. As long as this associa- 
tion meets and we have the expense of $40 or 
$50 to come here, as we meet here for our 
mutual benefit, we should each do all we can 
to get the association in the best possible 
shape for the good of all. 

Mr. Runey: Mr. President. I understand 
there is a movement on foot by the theatrical 
people to patronize this association. I haven't* 
this as official, but they tell me they are dis- 
satisfied with the way loafers around theatres 
distribute their bills. I don't know but it 
-would be a good plan for our distributors to 
look after that matter a little* I referred the 
gentleman to our Soliciting Secretary. 

(Some remarks were here offered on the 
subject of theatrical distributing.) 

Mr. Hill: Mr. President. I believe I am 
further South than any of the members or our 
association, except, it may be, Mr. Douglass. 
Our population is more scattered and we have 

cheap labor to compete with: our towns are 
further apart, and we necessarily have to 
charge more for distributing. I have two ad- 
vertisers talking with me now about con- 
tracts, and they both complain of the price I 
have to charge. 

Mr. Steinbrenner: Mr. President. For the 
good of tbe order. I should like to find out 
just what sort of stationery each member 
uses. 

Mr. Tirrill: Mr. President. I want to speak 
on the subject of uniforms. I have found it . 
a great benefit in obtaining home work, as 
well as foreign work, to have my men in uni- 
forms. The uniform is simply a blue cap and 
a red e:oat, with large brass buttons on it, 
and a badge, and white pants. The uniform 
is very attractive, and there is no other uni- 
form like it: another thing, it comprises the 
National colors, red, white and blue. Sev- 
eral of our distributors have been there and 
have seen it. and speak very highly of it. 
Mr. Curran, of. Denver, adopted the same uni- 
form: .1 sent him a sample of the cap. I 
think the uniform is something we should 
have:* it brings our men Into prominence: 
people know who they arc when they go up 
to the door with their circulars. I had the 
measures taken of the three fellows in my 
employ, and the uniforms made. The first day 
I went out with them; one of the men said he 
was sick, and went home. The next morning 
the other two said they had decided that they 
Could not work for me If they had to wear 
a uniform. I told them that they would have 
to wear tbe uniform If they worked for me. 
so they left. I put a little ad. In the paper, 
and had seventy applicants, and have had no 
trouble about the uniform since. The fore- 
man told me the. other day that he did not 
feel right to go out without a uniform. I 
think this association should adopt a uni- 
form of some kind. In the summer my men 
wear a blue serge coat and white cap. If an 
inspector comes into my office I can direct 
him to the part of the town my men are sup- 
posed to be and the inspector can go there 
and without difficulty see what they are do- 
ing. We can go behind them four or five 
blocks, and watch them all the time. It is 
the best way in the world to Insure good 
service. I .charge $2 a thousand for all work 
distributed through mc in Lima. I have one 
opponent in Lima who doers very good work; 
the only trouble with him Is that he will 
allow his circulars to be thrown In the yards 
and on the porches. I will not do that kind 
of work; each circular I distribute Las to go 



in the house, under the door. If any of our 
members desire any further information about 
this uniform, 1 will be pleased to furnish it. 
as It Is a matter I consider of vital Im- 
portance to the associatiou. 

Mr. Fairchild: I think a. uniform Is a 
very good thing, but I think a hat band or 
something of that kind la a sufficient uni- 
form— a red uniform would drive me out of 
the association. 

Mr. Ramsey: It would be a good thing to 
ask the Secretary to communicate with some 
regalia house concerning uniforms for this 
association. I have six men In my employ: 
five of them are married men. I would not 
ask my men to wear what I would not wear 
myself, and I know I would not wear a red 
coat. A blue coat with I. A. D. on It, and In 
summer white duck pants, would be a neat 
uniform; a regalia house would get them up 
for $10 a suit, while if you had them made 
at home they would cost you from $15 to $20. 
I would like to make a motion that the Sec- 
retary be requested to correspond with some 
regalia bouse In regard to furnishing uni- 
forms for this association. 

Mr. Curran-: I don't agree with my friend. 
Mr. Fairchild. that a band on a cap Is a suffi- 
cient uniform. I find that the red coat has 
increased my business wonderfully; I can dis- 
tinguish my men two or three blocks away. 
When the Inspector comes, I don't go out 
with him— he can go out and see for himself. 
I would like to sec the red coat generally 
adopted. 

Mr. Leonard: I couldn't ask my men to put 
on red coats: this matter was mentioned be- 
fore them one time: they said they would 
rather starve to death than be dressed up like 
monkeys. 

Mr. Faiichild: The agent who can't find a 
man with a band on his hat with your name 
printed on it must be blind. They can find 
them just as well as If dressed up in that 
conspicuous way. 

Mr. Steinbrenner: Mr. President. I would 
just say that I believe I would rather starve 
before I would wear a red coat like some Ital- 
ian's monkey. When the inspectors come to 
our city. I can put them on a car and send 
him within a block or two of where the work 
is being done. 1 am in favor of a uniform. 
. but I am not in favor of anything as conspic- 
uous as red. I think a gray, as the mall car- 
riers wear, or a nice blue, as the policemen, 
fire department, gas. telegraph companies and 
others wear, would do very well: they cer- 
tainly don't ask their men to wear anything 
as conspicuous as red. I am like Mr. Fair- 
child; I would rather quit the association, I 
would rather lose my franchise, than put my 
men in a regalia of that kind. I want to keep 
my men. I know good men when I get them, 
but I would rather have no uniform at all 
than one so conspicuous, and therefore I ob- 
ject. 

Mr. Grebe: There has been a. good deal of 
discussion on this subject, but I don't be- 
lieve a motion has been made. I move that 
the question of adopting a uniform be laid 
on the table until next year. 

Mr. Leonard: 1 have an idea of a dark 
green uniform— dark bottle green, almost 
black — it I don't change my mind I will bring 
a sample with me next time. 

Member: I second the motion, that this 
matter be laid on the table until next year. 

President: There is a motion before the 
house. I want to give my ideas about a uni- 
form. I never wore any red bloomers or 
anything of that kind. I would just as soon 
wepr red bloomers as white ones. I don't 
believe we ought to adopt a uniform. It is 
a nice thing to see a man or a body of men 
-in uniform, but the International Association 
is not known as an association. It Is the 
I«onard Distributing Co.. the Steinbrenner 
Distributing Co.. or it is the Midland Distrib- 
uting Co.— it matters not what the name, 
nearly all have more name than money. (Ap- 
plause.) Something like ray own. we have a 
whole lot more name than money. When I 
named my concern. I thought we would prob- 
ably be alive when the International Associa- 
tion of Distributors was dead, and I did not 
want to be compelled to change my name. 
We have our own names, and are not known 
ps an association: therefore I think if Mr. 
Tirrill wants bis boys to wear tbe John Bull, 
or even the Spanish uniform. I would not 
ehject to it. but let us all do as we please 
about the matter. 

Mr. Tirrill: I am consistent, at least: I 
don't use letter heads with a cut of a man 
in uniform distributing, and when you come 
into tbe town you don't find a single uni- 
formed man. 

The President thought it would be unjust 
to adopt a uniform on account of the extra 
expense to distributors who could not af- 
ford It. 

Mr. Leonard argued that a uniform was 
necessary for protection against bad work: 
that you were liable to get tbe credit of doing 
all the distributing In your town. If your men 
were uniformed they could easily be traced 
and it would be known exactly what work 
they did. I think we ought to have uniforms. 
Mr. Runey: I see a good many here who 
have done distributing for me. and 1 think 
they do good work. I think these men do 
my work themselves, and I want them to 
continue doing it as they have in the past. 

Mr. Douglass: I believe the uniform would 
be a good idea, but I do not believe In mak- 
ing It compulsory. In large towns it Is al- 
most necessary: I have had the same trouble 
Mr. Leonard has. Doys will go around and 
leave enough circulars at one place tn start 
the Area for a month. The agent will come 
in and say: "Your men do so and bo." Now. 
In fact, my men will not have done that job 
of work, but we arc held responsible. I am 
in favor of a unirorm of some kind, but am 
not In favor of compelling men to adopt a 
uniform If it Is not to their Interest. I think 
as an Individual, that a uniform Is a great 
protection. I would suggest that Mr. Leonard 
make himself a committee of one to Investi- 
gate the matter and furnish us with samples. 
Mr. Leonard: I think Mr. Steinbrenner can 
do that, as in bis town Is located one of the 
largest regalia concerns In the world. 

President: I will say that If you want any 
Information on this subject, you can just ad- 
dress our Secretary-Treasurer. 

Dr. Burkhart: Mr. President and G-ontlc- 
mcn. — I feel a delicacy In taking a moment of 
your time, as I fool that I am using your 
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in ii-ious time, but at the same time my busi- 
es hero was to meet you as a body and lulk 
ii> you about distributing Dr. llurkhart's Veg- 
etable Compound. Before I proceed further 
[ will say, as regards uniforms, I have one 
request, one suggestion to make : that Is. 
have a cheup cap with the name or the ubbo- 

i.tiou or tbe name of your company of dis- 
tributors, and 1 will send you a nice silk 
"hand," and printed on that "Dr. Uurkhart'B 
Vegetable Compound," and I want as many 
as distribute my circulars to wear that. I 
just offer this as a suggestion. Now. gentle- 
men, if we call get a little matter decided in 
Washington 1 have thirty million pieces of 
advertising matter to be put out In the United 
States, Canada and Mexico, and from my past 
experience with the International Associatiou 
of. Distributors I have decided to give you this 
work, where it is possible to do so. I have 
not two letters in my office— one a letter of 
recommendation— to every one of the boys 
who does good work I will mall one of these 
letters, and I am going to mail one to the 
Secretary If it Is done properly, so that he 
will know what kind of men he has got— on 
the other hand I have got another letter, and 
you will be sorry to gel that letter, it is not 
going to be a pleasant one. Iwant each of you 
to submit to me your territories and prices 
within a short time. On the 15th of next 
month I am going to Washington, I have two 
Senators aud four Congressmen who are 
working for me, trying to get this stamp act 
on samples repealed, aud I have little fear 
that Inside of thirty days we will get it off, 
and I wish that each of you would use your 
influence with your Congressman and try to 
get this tax off the samples. (For the benefit 
of those who had not done the Doctor's dis- 
tributing, be here Illustrated how he wanted 
each package placed — Btuck in the door, high 
up, so that It could not be reached by a 
child.) These samples cost me $9 a thousand 
by the time they are delivered to you for dis- 
tribution: they are valuable, and I want the 
work properly done. I want to be able to 
attend this association next year and be able 
to recommend every member. Here be re- 
ferred to a case In Ohio of an old colored man 
who was employed to distribute Dr. llurk- 
hart's Vegetable Compound samples, who 
went to town once a week with butter and 
eggs and took a pocket full of samples to 
distribute on the road. (That was not the kind 
of service he wanted.) When the work is 
completed, you are going to get your money; 
the 5th and 15th are pay days at my office to 
all distributors. 

Mr. Hill: Mr. President. Mr. Hayes, of the 
Dr. Chase Co., is here, and would like to say 
a few words. 

Mr. Hayes: Mr. President and Gentlemen. 
—1 merely wish to say that all parties who 
wish to make contracts with the Dr. Chase 
Co.. we are ready to talk to them. I will 
meet them in the next room. 

{Moved and seconded that the convention 
adjourn, to meet at 2 o'clock p. m. 

Motion carried. 
WEDNESDAY. JULY* 20. 1S98. 2 P. M. 

Convention called to order by the Presi- 
dent. 

President: We will open under the twe'fth 
order of business. "Unfinished Buslnes?," 
and the Secretary has some applications to 
be acted upon. 

Secretary: I have here the application of 
W. C. Teide. of Raeiue. Wis., i odors, d by 
C'arence Runey. Thomas Runey and the Cal- 
ifornia Fig Syrup Company. 

Mr. Leonard: I move that the application 
of Mr. Teide be accepted. 

Motion being duly seconded, was placed be- 
fore the house by the President, and Mr. 
Teide's application was unanimously ac- 
cepted. 

Secretary: We heve an nnnlicatlon from 
the American BUI Posting Company, Phila- 
delphia. Mr. Fairchild vouches for it. 

Mr. Otting: The American Bill Pcsting 
Company of Philadelphia Is all right. Mr. 
Sanford F. Robinson put in the application 
for the company, if Philadelphia was ep;n. 

On motion of Mr. Leonard, duly seconded 
and put to the house, the application of the 
American Bill Posting Company. Philadel- 
phia, was unanimously accepted. 

Secretary :' We have also an application 
from Richard Waller: references. Clarence 
Runey. DeLong and Douglas. 

Mr. Green moved that application be ac- 
cepted. 

The motion, being duly seconded, waft put 
to the house by the President, and the appli- 
cation of Mr. Waller was unanimously ac- 
cepted. 

Secretary : We have an application from 
the Curran Bill Posting Company, Pueblo. 
Col. I will say that -we have a member 
there whom Mr. Curran has bought out. 

Mr. Curran: Mr. President.— This man 
Mitchell, of Pueblo, worked for our company 
in Pueblo four years. At last he got to run- 
ning the town himself: In. fact, going so far 
as having advertising matter shinped in his 
own name: so I let him out. He went to 
Kansas City, and after while came back to 
Pueblo, and. with a Mr. Johnson and r-ome 
other man went Into business, called the 
bill posting and advertising company. Mitch- 
ell had no money whatever, and Mr. Hani-, 
one of the managers, bought him out, and 
we bought out the whole company, bill 
boards, distributing racks and all. and Mr. 
Mitchell was left out; but It seems that ho 
Is trying to start up again now. Now, we 
bought them out fair and square: paid the 
money asked. I thought when I bought him 
out I was buying a franchise In the Interna- 
tional Association, which I considered a good 
thing. I sent to the Secretary the exact du- 
plicate of -the bill of sale. After that I sent 
on my dues from Denver. Col., and was sur- 
prised when they were returned to me, say- 
ing Mr. Mitchell was a member there. 

President: Does the bill of sale describe 
the franchise? 

*•«•• Curran:- No; It describes their good- 
will, their buckets and everything but ho:se 
and wagon, -which Mr. Johnson took. 

Mr. Dixon: 1 would like to ask. Can a man 
sell a franchise In the association? I thought 
we had to make a thorough examination. 

Mr. President: We make a thorough ex- 
amination of the party to whom the franchise, 
goes. 

Mr. Curran: lie was working for us at $75 
a month. Pueblo Is 125 miles from Colorado 



Springs, and a few of the busine:s men tad 
wc ought to have the independent company 
called the Pueblo Company; aud while he 
was in our employ he wrote to other firms 
having advertising matter in his own name. 
The first instance was the C. 1. Hood Com- 
pany. I Investigated fuither, and I found he 
would-be a good man to let go. 

Mr. Grebe: Does Mr. Curran's bill of sale 
he tent to (he Secretary show on Its face evi- 
dence that he went out of business. 

Secretary: I haven't the.contiact here, but 
I will state It includes the goodwill, the bags 
and everything, and I will state further that 
Mr. Mitchell claims to own the franchise. 

Mr Grebe: I move that Mr. Curran's ap- 
plication be accepted and acted upon. 

Mr.. Douglas: I think we are going the 
wrong way. 1 am in favor of Mr. Cuiran; 
know that he Is a thorough business man in 
every respect: but I think the proper way is 
to drop Mr. Mitchell first. Of cou.se. I be- 
lieve that Mr. Curran expected to get* this 
franchise. I will make a motion that Jesse 
Mitchell's name be dropped from the asso- 
ciation. 

President: Mr. Mitchell must have a hear- 
ing. I will ask the Secretary it Mr. Mitch- 
ell's dues are paid. 

Secretary: Mr. Mitchell owes for this quar- 
ter's dues, from July 1 to October 1. 

Mr. Curran: Have you had some corre- 
spondence with him in regard to this matter? 



light. I have no objection whatever to Mr. 
Mitchell's name being dropped. 

Mr. Case: I would ask. why not have M-. . 
Cunan make charges in the regular way ani 
have Mr. Mitchell's name dropped. I would 
make a motion to that effect, that we di op 
this Mr. Mitt-hell from the roll on account of 
his improper conduct to the association.

Mr. Fairchild: As in the ease of Mr. Cur- 
ran, Mr. George Castner bought Mr. Cocl: j y 
out under the same circumstances. Mr. 
Cooley still claims" to own the franchise un- 
der exactly the same conditions. ": Mr. Cast- 
ner wrote me that he intended to be here in 
person, but on arriving home he found (5 
sheets, advertising the New York Stat? Fair,

He claims he did 
not sell you the franchise: he withheld it. 

Mr. Cuiran: We bought his good will, and 
he told other parties that be withdrew aud 
started in for himself.

President: The present quaiter began July 
1. It Is not customary to drop a man fcr six 
to nine months for nonpayment of dues, but 
we have the power to if it be expedient.

He has seen the ccpy of rhls 
bi.l of sale by which he sells his good wil'. 
I think we have no place in this association 
fcr a man who has sold his franchise fair 
and square, and he should be dropped. When 
a man sells his business of distributing, hi; 
bags, tacks, etc. I move that the name cf 
this man be dropped from the association. 

Mr. Dixon: I think we have gone at it the 
wrong way. I think this is a matter for the 
Executive Board. I don't see how we cpn 
drop his name when he has sold out. Let us 
give Mr. Mitchell a chance to defend himse f. 

Mr. Curran: I say so. too: give Mr. Mitch- 
ell a fair show. He was In my employ a 
trusted man. signed contracts and every- 
thing. His own letter to the Secretary says 
he sold out to me: you can't sell a horse and 
keep his head or tall. 

Mr. Fairchild: I look at his conduct before 
he sold out. "Would this association like t-> 
uphold a man who did as he did? I don't 
think inch a man ought to he in the asso- 
ciation. 

Mr. Otting: Mr. Curran has been excep- 
tionally fair In this transaction. Mr. Curran 
could have called upon me as a witness In 
his behalf. He wrote me at the time he 
bought Mr. Mitchell out. He wrote that "all 
was serene:" he had bought the franchise. 
' I have known Mr. Curr*n a long time, and I 
know that **« would uot misrepresent.

I do know- 
that Mr. George Castner bought Mr. Ccoley 
cut. and agrod that he would give "Mr. Coo- 
ley a position as manager of the Binghaniton 
Bill Posting Company.

Now we have been talking about boy 
service, I believe Mr. Horn stated that he

Member: I will state for the benefit of the 
brotherhood that I have heard of Mr. Horn s 
work, antf have always had good results re- 
norted from Springfield. 

MrTHorn: I will state that I employ no 
boys under 15. My work does not pay. 
enough to keep men entirely. I have one 
man employed steadily. My partner will 
start out with a boy, he going on one side of 
the street and the boy on the other. 

President: I don't employ any boys. 1 
have In the past employed boys. My ex- 
nerience with boys is that a boy ranging 
tnm 12 1 to 16 years old will do Just as good- 
work for two or three days as a man; but a 



boy gets so very tired in a few days ycu 
can't trust Mm to do good work. But if you 
put him with a good man he will do good 
work. He gets terribly weary after a few 
dajs. In some cases bovs can be used, but 
when a man makes app.ication to tbis asso- 
ciation who uses boys exclusively, as is dune 
by the American District Telegiaph Compa- 
ny, who use mere children, I do not tntuk 
that man is eligible to membeiship in thU 
association, even though backed up by the 
best men on earth. Now, if Mr. Horn usej 
boys, and goes with them and sees that they 
do their work. If he does that, I have no ob- 
jection to him using boys 

Mr. Curran: I have been in this business 
since 18S5, and I have never in my life sent 
out a boy alone with work. 

Mr. Hill: The question has been asked. 
What is a boy? I would consider 15 yeais of 
age a boy; and I get good results from what 
I term youths or young men. If I were asked 
if I employed boys, I wou.d say, "No." 

Mr. Crownover: In my past experience, 
when I carried the sack myself I was thrown 
in direct competition with boys, and I have 
yet to find the first honest boy for over two 
or three days. I would not use one if he 
gave me his wages. . 

Mr. Murphy: You are hard on the boys. 
I say let the boys live. We were boys once, 
and some of us may have boys of our own. 

Mr. DeLong: The business of bill porting 
and distributing has been put down in the 
gutter. It has heretofore been amest impos- 
sible to get reliable persons to do the work. 
Now it is better. I keep three men, and 
never have any trouble about the work being 
well done. The only trouble I have Is with 
my competitors. They go around and take 
the things off the door knobs. We guaran- 
tee our work; guarantee the best results. I 
have the first firm to come and tell me that 
his advei rising did not pay. 

President: There is a motion -before the 
house as to the acceptance of Mr. Horn's ap- 
plication. 

Motion carried. Mr. Horn is elected. 

Secretary: We have an application from 
Mr. Frank P. Meyers, of Danville. Ill . mad a 
by Horn at the request of Mr. Meyeis. The 
references are the same as on Mr. Horn's 
application.

— While there is a unanimous sentiment heie 
for the re-election of the officers, such mo- 
tion, if carried into effect, will defeat the de- 
sire of the majority of this association. I 
know the sentiments of every member here. 
If you will pardon roe. Mr. President and 
gentlemen, this association Is a great, big 
association now. and it can't be run on littla 
one-idea principles.

Mr. Steinbrenner has been a worker from 
Workertown. I have seen him work for the 
good of this association till 2 or 3 o'clock in 
the morning. X know what his capacity 1», 
but I want to relieve him from some of the 
onerous duties he has to perform. In just'ee 
to the association, the offices of Secretary 
and Treasurer should be separated. 

Mr. Leonard: I withdraw my motion. 

Mr. Fairchild: Three officers are not here, 
and. according to our constitution, they are 
not entitled to re-election unless they have a 
good excuse for being absent. 

Mr. Leonard: While I cuite agree with 
Mr. Otting that we don't want to burden Mr. 
Steinbrenner. he has worked faithfully and 
stuck to it. and all he possibly can get out of 
it is a little advertising. I understand that 
the new constitution provides for a new or- 
ficer. 

Mr. Krutz: I say for Mr. Steinbrenner ve 
must not get another Secretary, or we will 
get a stiff in there ttat will ruin our asso- 
ciation. 

Mr. Hill: I believe I have not heard anv 
objection to the election of the same offices 
except the Treasurer and Secretary, and it 
seems to be the sentiment of the house that 
we should have two officers instead of one. 
I will move that we proceed to the election of 
officers, and leave the Secretary-Treasurer 
outside for the present.

Gentlemen: I thank you. I to'.d you the 
other day, when I opened this meeting, that 
I would not talk much. I know it Is not tho 
duty of the President to talk until he has 
heard the voice of the people. I have at no 
time left the chair and Invited any one e se 
to take the chair while I made a speech on 
any subject. By accident I have developrd 
my views along certain lines when I was 
strongly In favor of it: so I strongly ex- 
pressed myself on the franchise matter: the 
constitution is all the franchise I want. 1 
am • very thankful for the honor you have 
conferred upon me. I accept it. and will do 
the best I can for the association. We are 
separated by many miles of country, but 
when difficulties come up the officers of this 
association advise with each other and do 
the best they can to adjust and settle all dis- 
agreements and misunderstandings. I shall 
snuggle harder in the future for the welfaie 
of this association than I have in the past. 
I am glad to have met so many here, but I 
had hoped to see a hundred faces. Our meet- 
ing, in our judgment, has been a sue 'ess. 
Many of you have no idea of the respon lil.I- 
ty connected with a work of this kind. It is 
not simply to go out and do a good piece of 
woik for the dollars there are in it. Not 
only must we do that, but we must at all 
times be ready to advise and offer sugges- 
brlng good and honor to this association, 
in here and make trouble from stait to fin- 
tions and do everything in our power to 
We are not a pel feet people. Men may come 
Ish. We must separate ourselves fiom all 
such-, and I think we have done a good woik 
in mustering out the ones we have. Do your 
duty; live up to your contracts; even if you 
happen to make a contract to your own dis- 
advantage, live up to It and fulfill it faith- 
fully. You beard Mr. Steinbrenner say that 
he completed a contiact for the Dr. Chase 
Company, and the net results were 40 cents. 
He discharged his duty, and in doing so he 
won the confidence of that firm. You will 
all find, if vou live up to your contracts. j.( 
will be the best advertisement you can have. 
I would urge you all to be faithful to the 
trust and confidence these big firms place in 
you. and be assured the time will come when 
\ ou will get fair prices for your work. Again 
I thank you for the honor conferred upon 
me and for the confidence you have in me. 
and I will try to meiit it more in the future 
than I have in the past. 

(Long and loud applause, shaking the very 
waits of the Hotel Leland.)

Great applause. Cries of "Speech! Speech!" 



Mr. Steinbrenner: I would like to say to 
the members present that I am not a speech- 
maker: I think I can do better working for 
the interest of the association away from 
than I can with them. 1 have tried to do my 
duty; tiled to mnko tho association a sue 
cess, and as far as it. has gone 1 am proud 
to say it has been a success. I don't think I 
deserve as much credit as "The Billboard." 
It has done as much for this association as 
anything else. I thank you all, and I will 
persevere and do as well In the future and 
even better tban I have in the past. I want 
to say in regard to a stenographer, that 1 
have one, and I am glad tue members of this 
association can't all see her at once, but if 
any of you call at my office in Cincinnati I 
will introduce you. 

Applause and laughter. 

President: Nominations for Soliciting Sec- 
retary are now in order. 

Mr. Tirrill: I otter iu nomination our pres- 
ent Soliciting Secretary, Mr. W. H. Case. Ft 
Wayne, Ind. 

Mr. Curran: I move that the nominations 
close, and that the Secretary be Instructed to 
cast the vote of the house for Mr. Case. 

Motion seconded and carried. 

Secretary: I herewith cast my vote, the 
unanimous vote of this association, for Mr 
W. H. Case, of Fort Wayne, Ind., as Solicit- 
ing Secretary for the ensuing year. 

A speech being called for, Mr. Case said:

Member: We have with us Mr. Clough. one 
of the earliest members of Ibis association, 
and our first President; we have not yet 
heard from him. 

Mr. Clougb: Mr. President. I understand 
there are parties trying to come in on our 
territory, and I paid for my territory two 
years ago. and I km doing a Just distributing 
business In this city. I don't see how they 
can come in and take this place. I pay niy 
dues and I riaim just as good a right to this 
place as any man. The American Bill Post- 
ing Company proposes to come in here and 
drive me out. 

Discussion from various parlies. 

r-residmt: Any further remarks. 

Mr. Fairchild: We have been profitably 
and pleasantly entertained by a number of 
gentlemen. I think the names of the men 
who have done more for this association tban 
any advertisers in the United States should 
be spread upon our minutes: I)r. W. S. Rurk- 
bart. Dr. Chase Company. Dr. Miles Company 
and the Lydia Piukham Company. 

Mr. Leonard: We also have the Wells- 
Richardson Co.: we have the C. I. Hood Co.. 
the Chattanooga Medicine Co. — one and all 
have gIS-cn us work. If we go to work and 
pass a resolution of thanks, what will the 
people who are left out have to say? 

Mr. Curran: That is what I say. Dr. Burk- 
hait has made bis kindly remarks, which we 
all appreciated: Dr. Chase Company and Dr. 
Miles' Company bave been represented here, 
and the Chattanooga Medicine Co.: they have 
spent their time and money, and showed their 
good reeling: that is their side or the ques- 
tion. But there are othir firms who patron- 
ize Us. -

House called to order by the President *t 
10 o'clock. 

President: We will open under the head 
or "New Business," No. 13. 

Mr. Curran: I move that we take up the 
new resolutions. 

Motion seconded. 

President: There Is a call for the report 
of the Committee on Laws and Revision of 
Laws. 

Motion carried. 

The following resolutions were read by Mr. 
Case. Chairman of the Committee on LaWB 
and Revision of Laws: 

Mr. President:— Your Committee respect- 
fully recommends that Article XII. of the 
constitution be amended to read as follows: 

Section 1. "No more than one member shall 
be accented from any one town or city." 

Sec. 2. "Nor shall any member obtain or 
hold a franchise for any town or city over 
which he does not hold and exercise personal 
supervision." 

And that Section 4 of Article IV. be amend- 
ed to read as follows: 

"Suspension for nonpayment of dues shall 
continue until all due and arrearages are 
paid In full, and if at any regular meeting 
there be any member resting under su« pen- 
sion for nonpayment of dues,, and such' mem- 
ber does not pav said arrearages at said 
meeting, he shall be dropped from the roll 
rf membeiship; and, If he applv for member- 
sh'p again, he shall pay Into the treasury all 
raid arrearages, besides the Initiation fee. 
the same as If tw had never been a member." 

Also that Section 2 of Article IV. be 
amended to read as follow*, vis.: 

"All dues shall be paid semi-annually In 
advance on or before the date on which' they 
are due." 

We further recommend that Section 2. Ar- 
ticle VII.. be stricken out. and that Section 
4 of the same article be amended to read as 
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follows, viz.: 

"All officers shall be allowed all necessary 
expenses for stationery, postage and sten- 
ographer s for the proper discharge of their 
duties; and the absolute expense attending 
the presence of the Secretary and Soliciting 
Secretary at each meeting shall be paid by 

I he association. " 

We recommend, furthermore, that the fol- 
lowing section, marked No. 4, be added to 
Article III., viz.: 

"No person having once been a member of 
this association may be re-elected or re- 
instated unless he shall have first paid into 
the treasury all dues and arrearages charged 
against him at the time of expulsion." 

"No member of this association shall do 
advertising work of any kind In the territory 
of a brother member without first obtaining 
a written permit from the member in said 
territory, setting forth the name and nature 
of the work to be done. This permit must be 
riled with the Soliciting Secretary. 

"Failure to provide himself with a permit 
will subject the offending member to a fine 
or expulsion, at the discretion of the Execu- 
tive Committee. 

"Where a member has held more than one 
city or suburban town, he Ehall be given ten 
(10) days' notice by the Secretary In which 
to file an application for such territory, and 
thirty (30) days time in which to make final 
settlement for such. 

"It shall be the duty of each member to re- 
port to the Soliciting Secretary at least every 
thirty (30) days as to what has been done in 
his territory, the kind and class of woik. 
also any Inquiries he may have had from ad- 
vertisers regarding work in his territory. 

"We further recommend that the office of 
Secretary-Treasurer be abolished, and that 
two offices be created in its stead, namely, 
that of Secretary and that of Treasurer, the 
latter to be bonded In the sum of $1,000. 

"All sections or parts of sections connot- 
ing with the above sections shall be null and 
void. 

"That hereafter all transfers or member- 
ship be required to pay the regular member- 
ship ree. and that EUch transfer is not ef- 
fective until approved by the Executive Com- 
mittee." 
(Signed) W. II. CASE. Chairman.

Mr. Curran: I move that the resolutions 
be adopted section by section as read. 

Motion Ecrr.nded. put to the house by the 
President and unanimously can led. 

The above resolutions were read and each 
section dlecu'sed and fully explained, aft- r 
which a motion was duly made and second- 
ed, and the President placed the motion be- 
fore the house, and each section was voted 
upon and unanimously adopted separately. 

The amendment to Section 2. Article IV.. 
Mr. Steinbrenner explained, would require 
all membets to pay six months' dues In ad- 
vance, the object being to save the postage 
and a great deal of labor. 

After the reading of the following section: 
"We further recommend that Section 2. Ar- 
ticle VII.. be stricken out. and that Secttrn 
4 of the same article be amended to read as 
follows, viz.: 'All officers shsli be allowed 
all necessary expenses for stationery, prstag* 
and stenographers for the proper discharge 
of their duties,' " 

Mr. Crownover made a motion, which was 
duly seconded, that there be added to that 
section the absolute expenses of the Secre- 
tary and Soliciting Secretary incurred In at- 
tending the conventions, stating that their 
presence was a necessity: others could come 
or stay away, as It suited their convenience. 
Mr. Grebe.: I agree with Mr. Crownover. 
and ask that that section be amended to I- 
elude the expenses Incurred by our Secretary 
and Soliciting Secretary in attending the 
meetings. 

The President objected to the expene? cf 
the Secretary and Soliciting Secretary belm 
paid by the association, not that he did net 
fully appreciate the valuable services of th» 
gentlemen, but he always was in favor of 
the whole and not the individual. Neither 
the Secretary nor Soliciting Secretary asks 
for a salary; they would not accept It If of- 
fered. 

Mr. Case: I think I voice the sentiment of 
Mr. Steinbrenner when I say that we came 
here prepared to pay our own expenses. 
Mr. Fairchild: Mr. President. I believe it 

Is necessary for the Secretaries to be here: 
the other member* can find an excuse for not 
being here. Therefore. I believe It would 
not be any more than right to pay their ex- 
penses. 

Mr. Crownover: Mr. President. If our 
members at large would consider for a mo- 
ment that these gentlemen are bound to be 
here, no matter how Important the business 
they have to leave, that they work for our 
interest during the whole year, while we are 
only attending our own business, I do not be- 
lieve that any one would object to a special 
assessment or a little advance in our fees, to 
be applied to thi» purpose. I know that 
within the last year our Soliciting Secretary 
nss thrown tn my way over $198. and I cer- 
tainly would be very selfish- were I to object 
at this slight extra expense Involved. And I 
em sure non» of us have ever written to our 
Secretary, Mr. Steinbrenner, asking him for 
prices, or any other nuestlon, that we have 
not received an immediate reply. And what 
benefit do these gentlemen get? Onlv a llt'le 
extra prominence, and they have to take the 
r,,, k of the responsibility They work for 
this association, while we sit and read the 
papers In front of our homes. 

There was some discussion concerning a 
fixed salary for a stenographer, but It w«s 
decided to leave that matter entirely in the 
Iwds of the Secretary. 

On motion of Mr, Douglass, the reso'utKn 
was read as amended, or with the folowlng 
section added thereto, viz.: "And the abso- 
lute expense* attending the presence of the 
Secretary and Soliciting Secretary at each 
meeting shall be paid by the association." 

Unanimously adopted. 

There was a lengthy discussion on the ad- 
visability of the member* of the association 
furnishing the Secretary with the price- they 
were paid for distributing bv advcitlsl-g 
firms. It was finally agreed that as the mat- 
ter was entirely confidential and strictly for 



the good of the membership, the Secretary 
should be kept Informed, as far as pos«ib e 
as to the rates charged, but the matter was 
left to the discretion of the members. They 
were advised, however, to furnish such- in- 
formation. 

After reading the amendments to the con- 
stitution section by section, each section be- 
ing discussed, amended and finally adopted 
tor. Curran made the following motion: 

"I move that all these sections, as now 
read and passed on, be adopted as a whole." 

Motion seconded, put before the house by 
the President and unanimously carried. 

President: When the constitution and by- 
laws come out the sections as adopted by 
you will appear therein. 

A motion was here made as follows: "That 
we revert back to the 'Election of Officers.' " 

Motion seconded, put to the house and 
e-rrieii 

President: The election of Treasurer is 
now in oiuer. 

Mr. Douglass: I move that we nominate 
Mr. Fairchild as Treasurer. 

Motion seconded. 

Mr. Fairchild: Mr. President, I don't wish 
that at all: I don't want it: put a younger 
man In that place. Mr. J. F. Otting is Just 
as convenient to the Secretary, and I nomi- 
nate Mr. Otting for Treasurer. 

No second to the nomination. 

President: It has been moved and sc-nd- 
ed that the unanimous vote of this ass cia- 
tlon be cast for Mr. Fairchild as Treasurer. 

Secretary: I take pleasure in casting thi . 
entire vote of this convention for Mr. O. P. 
Fairchild. of Covington. Ky.. as TreasurertaS^ 
of this association. Mr 

(Applause.) 



the best plants in America. We do as much 
bill posting as any other firm, and we have 
built up that business in fi\e short yeais by 
good, honest work. In talking with your 
members here, Mr. Clough thought that 
probably we wanted a membership for tbis 
territory. We told him that was not our 
business. We told him we would only pais 
that portion of business over to him; that I 
wanted the membership for the purpose of 
license and driving cut fifteen or twenty sim- 
ilar distributors. You can take my tip for it, 
and that of Colonel Robbins, that we will do 
lor your member here in Chicago what he 
could nor do for himself. (There are a few 
Spaniards here. I have known them to take 
woik at 85 cents a thousand. I have watched 
them canvassing for business. We are the 
champions of high prices. We know what 
distiibuting is. The Colonel and myself 
have been twenty-five years in the show 
business, and have done more work and had 
more woik done for us than any two men I 
know of. I am in favor of making Chicago 
not only the best bill posting, but the best 
distributing city in the world. (Appiausa.) 

Secretary: I want to introduce to this 
meeting the President of the International 
Bill Posting Association. 

Mr. Schaefer, President of bill posting as- 
sc eat ion: Mr. President.— I regret that I am 
not prepared to address you. The gentleman 
who has- preceded' me (Mr. Campbell) has ex- 
plained the situation in Chicago. I voice his 
sentiments. 

Colonel Robbing called for. 

Colonel Robbins: Mr. President and Gen- 
altn. — I can only concur in the thoughts ex- 
pressed by my partner, Mr. Campbell. I 
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Mr. Fairchild: Mr. President and Gentle- 
men. — I am very thankful to you for the con- 
fidence shown in giving me this office, 
though I don't want it. 

President: This completes the entire list 
of officers. We will now pass again to "New 
Business." 

Secretary: We have an application for 
membership from Smith £ Loath, of Van- 
Wert, O., Indorsed by W. C. Tirrill, J. F. 
Otting and Charles F. Bryan. 

Mr. Crownover move* that the application 
be accepted as Indorsed. Motion seconded, 
put to the vote of the house and unanimously 
carried. 

Secretary: I have an application for mem- 
bership In this association from the Ameri- 
can Bill Posting Company, of Evanaton. HI., 
signed by J. A. Clough, R. S. Douglass and 
Charles F. Bryan. 

Mr. Crownover moves that the application

Mr. Otting here Introduces the new mem- 
bers, representing the American BUI Posting 
Company, Colonel Robbins, and Mr. R. C. 
Campbell, of Evsnstnn. The gentlemen were 

greeted by the President and Secretary. 

President: As President of this association 
I am pleased to welcome the American Bill 
Posting Company as members of our asso- 
c^s'ion. and I will say that we will not be 
fairly satisfied without a speech from each 
or vou. 

Mr. Campbell: Mr. President and Gentle- 
men. — As newly elected members from Ev- 
anston. we thank you. We trust our work 
will be such as will merit a continuance of 
your good will. We are the champion bill 
posters of the United States. We have one of 



have a minor position. I look after the 

money, and I assure you I look after that 
very carefully. 

Mr. Crownover: We have not- heard any- 
thing from our Brother Miller yet. 

Mr. Miller: Mr. President. I am compara- 
tively a new member. I came here to near 
from others; I am not a speaker. 

Mr. Henderson: Mr. President. If all the 
new members have been heard from, I would 
like to take this opportunity to bring the 
question of ' commissions before this meeting. 
I think, myself, that 16 2-3 per cent, is a good 
big commission for advertisers to receive 
from the local bill posting and distributing 
concerns; I think Houghtaling.vOf New York, 
would be satisfied with 10 per cent. I believe 
with our- Chicago member on the subject of 
high prices pertaining to everySiusiness, the 
bane of my business has been'jhe cut-throat 

prices between the local bill posters. I don't 
think we ought to complain when we give up 
16 2-3 per cent., if that is considered for the 
good of 'the order. Therefore, (.tuove that it 
be the sense of this association that 10 per 
cent, be sufficient commission for us to allow 
for distributing work. 

Mr. Crownover seconded the motion. 

Member: I should like to ask the gentle- 
man whether this commission applies to the 
work of the International Association? 

Mr. Henderson: I intended It to apply to 
all generel agents who sent work out. 

Mr. Douglnss: The motion as offered would 
maVp e'-eryhedy In the country a general 
agent. We are going too fast. We must pro- 
vide for a general agent before we take anv 
action. We cau make the American Bill 
Posting Co. a general agent, or Mr. Stein- 
brenner a general agent, and give them 10 



per cent, off; that would be all right; but are 
we to consider Dr. Burkbart a general agent 
and he get 10 per cent, off of all his business - 
in the United States. I decidedly object to 
any such proposition. 

Mr. Henderson: I don't think the gentle- 
man understands my proposition. Every 
member must be his own judge of who a gen- 
eral agent is: -of course, no proprietor of a 
patent medicine, as Dr. Burkbart, or C. I. 
Hoed Co., should have a per cent, off; but it 
is not much trouble to determine who the 
general agents are. Our Secretary, for In- 
stance, should have it. and any other general 

contractor, as The American Bill Posting Co. 

I don't think we will have any trouble In de- 
ciding who is entitled to the per cent.; the 

opinion was that 16 2-3 per cent, was mos>t 

too much to allow, and I made the motlou 

that it be the sense of this meeting that 10 
per cent, was enough. 

Member: I would rather pay more,- and 
get good paying work. I have been paying 
16 2-3 to the Colonel; I have bad some work 
from Houghtaling, New York, and they de- 
ducted only 10 per cent- 
Mr. Fairchild: If Mr. Houghtaling did that 
he must have favored this gentleman. I am 
willing to allow 16 2-3 per cent., if It is good 
work, but if the firm is doubtful and we have 
trouble in collecting from them, that per 
cent, is too much. 

Mr. Steinbrenner: Mr. President. I don't 
think 16 2-3 per cent, is any too much; I 
round when I placed work for Dr. Burkbart. 
there was a whole lot of work connected 
with it; it took about 12 cents for postage, 
sfending blank contracts, certificates, etc. I 
think it is worth fully lfi 2-3 per cent., and I 
am willing to pay it for a list of good, fair 
work at fair prices. There Is a great deal of 
work connected with this business that you 
do not appreciate. There was one big con- 
tract I tried to obtain, and went to New York 
twice and then failed to get it, and of course 
the entire expense was a loss to me. When 
we do get a contract, we ought to make 
enough on if. to even up the losses we sustain- 

Mr. Horns offers an amendment to the ef- 
fect that the commission be 16 2-3 per cent. 
Mortion. as amended, seconded. 
President: You have heard the motion to 
the effect that the 10 per cent, be the amount 
raid for commissions, and you bave heard 
the amendment made by Mr. Horn, that the 
amount be raised to 16 2-3 per cent. 

Vote taken, and division called for. 

President: All in favor of the commission 
being 16 2-3 per cent, will rise. Forty-three 
rise, favoring the amendment. 

President: All opposed to the amendment, 
and in favor of the original motion, tbat the 
commission paid be 10 per cent., will now 
lise. 

Sixteen are opposed to the amendment. 

Motion carried, 43 to 16. 

The matter of commissions was further dis- 
cussed pro and con. It seemed impossible to 
reach a very satisfactory conclusion. 

Mr. Douglass: I move that the whole mat- 
ter be laid on the table. 
.Motion seconded. 

President: It is moved and seconded that 
the question before the house be laid on the 
table. 

Motion unanimously carried. 

Mr. Campbell favored high prices all 
around. 

Mr Hayes had nothing to say. 

Mr. Talbott thought prices should be high 
enough to enable distributors to make a 
profit; he did not believe in doing inferior 
work. 

A prospective member asks if this 16 2-3 
per cent, is to go to the advertisers of patent 
medicines, etc. If they are to make a con- 
tract and then have a rake-off. 

President: The men who are doing the ad- 
vertising would certainly not ask anything 

of that kind. 

Mr. Tirrill: I would make an amendment; 
that is, that this commission be allowed to 
members of this association. 

Motion duly seconded, put to the vote of 
the house. Division called for. 

President: All those who favor the amend- 
ment to the original motion, tbat this 16 2-3 
per cent, be allowed to members of tbis as- 
sociation only, will rise. 

Forty in favor: 21 object. 

President: The motion, with amendments 
as now passed, is that "With persons who are - 
not members of this association; you ~canr ~ 
make any contract you choose. I don't. care- 
to make any remarks. I have always been a 
friend to a commission; I don't think I care 
to go out and labor and come in in the even- 
ing and give all the work I bave secured to 
my neighbors; but when I have secured a 
contract for thirty million: circulars to- be 
placed before the people in the United States, 
and divide this contract out, I should have 
my per cent. : it is my capital, my business. 

The question of electing honorary members 
to the association was fully discussed, Mr. 
Steinbrenner stating that he had a friend, an 
old gentleman, an old distributor, whom he 
would like to propose as an honorary mem- 
ber, that it would be a great pleasure to him 
to become an honorary member of the asso- 
ciation—Mr. Fisher, of Omaha, Neb. 

Mr. Carleton: Mr. President, as I have the . 
franchise for that city, I take pleasure In 
presenting the name of Mr. Fisher as an hon- 
orary member of this association. 

Mr. Hill: Mr. President. There is no way 
we can bring Mr. Fisher in as a member, or 
an honorary member, of this association, un- 
less we change the constitution. Section 2, 
under Article III., reads as follows: "No 
person shall become a member of this asso- 
ciation who does not do, or have done under 
his direction, circular or sample distributing, 
or print, solicit or own advertising matter 
for distribution. No person shall become a 
member of this organization unless he be a 
"bona fide" distributor." 

Mr. Steinbrenner: I simply brought his 
name before the meeting. I have nothing 
further to say. 

President: As there Is no provision in the 
constitution and by-laws, it might establish 
a bad precedent. 

Mr. Curran : As there is nothing before the 
house, we all want to know where we are 
going to meet next year. I extend you an In- 
vitation to meet at Denver. I assure you If 
you meet there you will see sights you have 
never seen before. 

Prsident: We will consider that invitation. 
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Mr. Fairehild: Mr. President and Gentle- 
men. — 1 want to extend a. most hearty and 
cordial invitation to this association to meet 
at Cincinnati. 
Member: Where is that? (Laughter.) 
Member: It is' a suburb of Chicago. 
Mr. Crownover: I don't offer our town. 
"The Twin City," St. Paul and Minneapolis, 
as it would be* too far, but I invite each mem- 
ber of this association to call on me there. 

Secretary reads a letter from Appleton, 
Wis., extending a cordial Invitation to the 
convention. And we have an invitation from 
Detroit. - 

Member: I should like to read Section 2, 
Article I., of by-laws: "The regular annual 
meeting shall be held at a time and at a place 
to be designated by the Executive Commit- 
tee." 

President: I understand it is the duty of 
the Executive Committee to act when the as- 
sociation is not in convention. W hen this 
body is in session, they are the power that 
does elect, so you are not depriving your Ex- 
ecutive Committee, of any of its rights and 
privileges when you name- the place of our 
next meeting to-day, for our Executive Com- 
mittee are taking a part. We should consider 
the matter of .convenience and transportation 
in deciding this question— not many of us 
travel on .passes and other kinds of trans- 
portation. There are a great many who can 
not come a great distance to attend one of 
these conventions, so it would be advisable 
to locate your convention as convenient as 
possible, and at a. time when we can leave 
our business the best. 

Mr. Fairehild: Mr. President; I think it 
would be wise to discuss the matter and lo- 
cate the convention in Cincinnati, but I think 
the power should remain in the hands of the 
Executive Committee to change that location 
if circumstances should come 'up making it 
desirable to meet some other place. 

Mr. Hill: I think we should locate it where 
we could get special rates. We could not get 
any rates here. Next year the Christian En- 
deavored, meet in' Detroit, and tbey always 
get cheap" rates.

President: Cincinnati is our next place of 
meeting, subject to the consideration of the 
Executive Committee.. Are there any sugges- 
tions as to the time. Would any preier to 
have the convention meet in the winter? 

Member: I think about this time of the. 
year.U the best, as there is lets business 
beingdone. 

Secretary: We should arrange our meeting 
so as not to conflict with the convention of 
the bill posters, as many of them are mem- 
bers of our association. 

Mr. C. C. Cox. representative of Orator F. 
Woodard,.cf New'York, is introduced, and a 
speech called for. 

Mr. Cox: ' Mr. President and Gentlemen. —

So cleverly have business men arranged 
advertising, almost every conceivable form 
has been invented to attract the eye. ("1" 
indicates one dollar.) 

The fields of literature, music, painting and 
the polite arts generally are being explored 
in search for materials which may be used to 
attract custom; even the sun, moon and stars 
have been playing their pans, until it seems 
they should protest againit the great bur- 
lesque. Does old Sol rise earlier tor having 
supposedly having taken a pill, or can the 
man in the moon wink one eye because of 
having received a chew of somebody's to- 
bacco? 

We beat the world with Yankee ideas of 
"Yankee notions." The burlesque of yester- 
day is to-day a veritable accomplished fact. 
Caricature is the hot-bed of invention. The 
cartoonist, working for bread and butter, 
points his pencil and aims bis shaft of ridi- 
cule in a sneering mood at supposed impos- 
sibilities, not realizing his own genius, but 
striving to raise the laugh, fails to patent his 
absurdity, and wakes up next morning to find 
his fun turned into' solid earnest by some 
shrewd Yankee, who patents it as his own 
invention and reaps a wonderful harvest of 
royalties from the manufacture of a really 
practicable working device. 

It is one thing to discover the X-rays, and 
quite another to make the X-raise. Talent 
may think, but tact will raise a ten-dollar 
bill. "Quacks may prescribe, ducks can lay 
eggs, a hen may incubate the yellow brood; 
but it is shrewd, cool calculating determina- 
tion that hatches golden eagles and double- 
eagles. 

Disbelieving in a veritable Santa Claus, or 
in spirits, genii, fairies and the like. Puck, 
the comic illustrated weekly, has made mil- 
lions out of the Shakespearean fancy. It has 
, tickled the public. Puck, becoming pro- 
nouncedly successful, has its imitators. 

Palmer Cox, the poet-artist of New York, 
invented and peopled the world with the irre- 
sistable and ubiquitous Brownies, first in a 
series of toy books; now they "cut their 
shines" as a well-paid investment by many 
manufacturing firms to advertise. Brownies 
are found in our coffee and upon our table- 
cloths; they form rag-doll regiments, and per- 
form neck-breaking feats for a "chew of 
Thingumbob's tobacco. It is not that they are 
real— it is a pleasing, delusive fancy, delight- 
ful and merry, and appealing to appetite — 
touching the pocketbook through the love of 
humor. 

A recent advertising "craze" in magazine 
work was a sort of lexiconic orthography- 
lists of words to be spelled from a certain 
given word. There were also drop-letter puz- 
zle contests. In short, they were monstrous 
lotteries. The illustrated rebus has played a- 
big pait in the game. 

The retail trades also employed the illus- 
trated rebus, as did also the soap and coffee' 
trades. Prizes for solutions were offered with- 
out fee. 

Everybody puzzles their brains to win gold: 
age or sex making no difference; the turn of 
Fortune's wheel gladdens few hearts and sad- 
dens many. . (As in the experience of the 
writer, who* out of many contests received 
$2.50 gold in one case on a rebus, and this 
year a $50 (?) watch and chain by payment 
of $6 for a five years' subscription to pre- 
vent forfeiting the chance of having a chance 
at drawing the $300. The magazine came six 
months. The watch and chain came by mail 
— not by express, as agreed and paid for — 
BROKEN. Not a penny is received ever 
after, although they agree to print names of 
successful contestants. Nothing like that ap- 
pears.) . 

Signs and symbolism are the foreshadow- 
ings ; of truth through which we reach intel- 
lectual height and scholarly acquirement. 
Delightful as Puzzledom is to the senses. 



it is handmaiden to the common education, a 
gymnasium for mental athletes. The prac- 
ticability of this mental recreation is the llcx- 
bility of thought, penetration of idia. the see- 
ing of both sides of a subject, at once: it dis-

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It is very aggravating, when using two or 
mure colors, to happen to dip the brush in 
Hie wrong color. This may be obviated by 
using a receptacle in. say, three divisions. 
Pave lids for each of the two end divisions 
un hinges, and in such position so that when 
one division is in use, the other two may be 
covered by simply throwing tae lids over in 
the same manner as a double box with a lid 
only made large enough for one fastened on 
a hinge in the center to throw both ways. 
The utility of such an arrangement will sug- 
gest itself when working on a ladder, as It 
will save bothering with two or three buck- 
ets Its usefulness may be further aug- 
mented by having it arranged so as to fasten 
to a belt around the body, as a carpenter 
does his mail pouch. Little tin Bhelves. with 
clasps, may be put on the front side to hold 
the brushes. 

We have mentioned in these columns be- 
fore about the advantages of a stone and 
muller in the sign painter's shop. We find 
that some of the younger members of the 
profession do not know what a stone and 
rnuller is. The stone is a level marble slab 
of any size, say over fifteen inches square. 
It matters not of what shape it is, so it Is 
large enough. The muller is a small piece 
of marble of such a shape as to be easily 
held in the hand. It is used for grinding 
paint. What is more, paint can be ground 
finer with a stone and muller than with any 
paint-gritding apparatus that has ever been 
invented. To use such an arrangement, lay 
the slab in a horizontal position. If you wish 
to grind- dry colors in oil. such as Prusian 
blue or any of the water colors, pour some 
of the dry color on the stone. First free it 
from lumps by washing them or otherwise 
disposing of them. Do not put too much on 
the stone until you get up to handling the 
muller. which you will accomplish in one or 
two trials. Now. pour on what oil you think 
would bring it to a consistency, when ground, 
to that which you buy in cans. If you get 
it too thin, it may be easily remedied by 
putting in more dry color. Now, with the 
muller, rub the dry color into the oil and 
keep on rubbing until when you take a bit of 
it between the fingers it feels perfectly 
smooth. Some? test it by spreading a little on 
a piece of glass and noting its covering prop- 
erties. Coarse paint docs not cover well on 
glass. If it does, it is always sandy-look- 
ing. Paint thus prepared beats anything you 
can buy; besides, you can grind up anything 
that comes handy. Common cement ground 
in oil in this manner makes a first-class 
high-colored paint. In connection with the 
stone and muller, a large spatula, which is 
a double-edged knife, will be needed. While 
we are talking about grinding paint we might 
as well tell you hov to make a good water 
color in dry cakes. Grind in the same man- 
ner as just noted, but instead of using oil. 
use water. As the grinding progresses, put 
in some gum arable and grind it up along 
with the color. After the grinding is com- 
pleted, make it In cakes by putting it in 
oiled paper molds made in the form of small 
paper boxes, like you have seen the Chinese 
make. Allow the water to evaporate and the 
cakes to become dry. The gum arable will 
hold the mass together, and you will have 
just as good a water color as you can buy. 
U preferred, you may grind it in glue water, 
but it will be harder to melt when you wish 
to use it. Iceland moss, a thick, slimy sub- 
stance, is what Is used in making the water 
saved and used with the aid of a stone and 
colors that you buy. Much paint that is re- 
garded as useless and thrown away might be 
muller. Old paint skins, odds and ends. etc.. 
may be thrown on the stone and ground into 
fairly good paint. The light colors might be 
ground by themselves, the dark colors being 
treated the same. 



Sign painters are fast beginning to realize 
that the value of a sign docs not depend so 
much on Its artistic appearance as it does on 
that of its worth, as an advertisement. "To 
draw trade" is the intuition that governs the 
action of all advertisers. What is the use 
or a sign ir It Is not to augment the busi- 
ness it represents. A sign may be used 
merely to mark a place of business, and as 
such, proclaim nothing that might Influence 
a prospective customer; yet it Is an adver- 
tisement so far as it goes. Being at the 
place where the business is done, it serves 
rather as a guide-board; and further than 
that, its influence is lost. But where the sign 
is distant from the place of business, the 
more value It has as a drawing means that 
Induces people to go to that certain place of 
business or to buy a certain product, the 
more It partakes of the nature of a good ao- 
vertisement. To give sucn worn value is the 
oucstlon. "BUY YOUR SUIT OF THOMP- 
SON." Here we have a fair sample of what 
is usually seen along country roads near 
towns, In the suburbs of cities, and indeed 
on some of the btg bulletin boards. Where 
Is its value as -an advertisement nny more 
than It proclaims that Thompson is a tailor 
and In keeping his name before the public? 
It Ib true that the passer-by will road it. 
for perhaps it stares him in the face in such 
a way that he can not help it. He rends it, 
and that is all. If he thinks about It at all, 
he reasons: "Why should I buy my suit at 
Thompson's sooner than where I have been 
tutylng them?" "Are his suits any belter, or 
nre they any cheaper?" He reasons ir they 
were, he would say so. The word "Thomp- 
son" conveys nothing to him. One-half of 
the world. If not more, wnnt the most they 
run get for their money, and the r*st want 
the best. In thlB case, such an advertise- 
ment is only excusable where Thompson is 
famous as a tnilor, and It is already under- 
stood so by the public. Reasoning In this 
manner, it is plain to unde;rstnnd. then, that 
a sign, to be valuable aa an advertisement, 
must carry more with It than merely a corn- 
mandatory phrase. There must be some- 
thing that will tend to induce people to go to 
a certain placs beforo they will to others of 
the name kind. And, another thing, wouldn't 



it be well to expunge this commandatory- 
phrase business from advertising altogether. 
It Is not understood, however, as a direct 
command, but it would look better and be 
Just as well in some other form. 

The simplest method of putting on smaltz 
is to first paint the letters in the colors they 
are intended to remain and let them dry. Then 
paint in the background around the letters 
and sprinkle on the smaltz. When dry, shake 
off the excess. Painters who do much of this 
kind of work have a bellows to squirt on the 
smaltz. It is just as good when done by 
hand, when a little care Is used to get it on 
even.

I believe that show caTds inside the store 
hcln to sell the goods. They frequently 
suggest to a visitor a want of which he was 
scarcely conscious. You know this is said 
to be one of the objects of newspaper adver- 
tising— to bring to people a feeling of a want 
previously unfclt. 

- These inside cards, to be put in show cases, 
tacked on shelves, or attached to goods, 
should not be very large. One-fourth of a 
2'i:-£b sheet of board, or 11x14 ' inches, is a 
er ?t enient size, and frequently it will be 
found advisable to cut these in two, making 
them 7x11. White board I believe to be pre- 
ferable, and the lettering should be di-tinct 
and not too large. Two or three words in 
"lower case" letters in the centre of th8 
card, in black or dark blue, makes a tasteful 
and effective piece of work. 

I know some stores where they put out 
from two to six full-sheet show cards, out- 
Fide the store, every day. Some of them have 
these ordinnry "A" signs, others have per- 
' manent bulletin boards. These cards are 
painted with black paint, made by just 
moistening lamp black, with linseed oil, add- 
ing a small amour t of most any kind of var- 
nish, and then thinning it down workable 
with turpentine. Unless too much oil Ss 
used, this mixture will not spread or run on 
cardboard or muslin. Like all other show 
cards, these should be worded so briefly and 
pointedly that the passer-by comprehends 
the meaning at once without any conscious 
mental effort. And they sbould be changed 
daily. You can buy cardboard for 75 to 90 
cents, a hundred sheets that is good enough 
for the purpose. 

The making of these handsome, varl-col- 
ored show cards is an art in itself, and it is 
obviously impossible to so describe the work 
ss to enable ot«:ers to do it without further 
instruction. But the combining of colors is 
slmost a fixed science, and can be described 
dearly: and notes on this and kindred sub- 
jects will be piven next month.

THE EXECUTIVE COM- 
MITTEE 



Met August 10th. at Hotel Bar- 
tholdi, New York. 



The lirst meeting of the Bxeeutive Comniit- 
l«e of the A. B .P. occurred Aug. 10 at the 
llolfl Harthuldi. New York City. There were 
present, Jas. K. O'Mealia. Prttidetif. J. Bal- 
lard Carroll; Secretary. E. C. Donnelly. Geo. 
M. Leonard. Al. Bryan. Samu< I Pratt, E. A. 
Slahlbrcdt and O. J. Gude. 

In addition to the regular routine business, 
rhe committee passed the following resolu- 
tion, viz.: 

"Krsclvcd. That it is the wish of the Exec- 
utive Committee that "The Billboard," pub- 
lithcd by 'The Billboard" Publishing Co.. or 
Ciminnatl, shall, from and after this date, 
refrain from publishing any opposition bill 
posters" or solicitors* advertisements, and de- 
list from mentioning the 111 in their columns 
in any manner whatever." 

H- G. Wilshire was summoned before them 
late In the evening, and spoke in favor of his 
scheme to combine the bill posting plants of 
the country. The committee, by a dose vote, 
eomludrd not to indorse the idea. 

Mr. Wilshire immediately formulated an en- 
tirely new plan, and is meeting with consid- 
erable encouragement. The following arc a 
few salient features of the new plan: 
To owners of bill posting plants: 

Hear Sirs.— The Executive Committee of the 
Associated Pill Posters has declined to in- 
dorse my original plan, notwithstanding the 
fact that 1 had conditional assents from the 
following cities: Chicago, St. Paul. Minneap- 
olis. Su Louis. San Francisco. Louisville. 
Lexington. Worcester. Providence, Brooklyn. 
Pittsburg. Cincinnati. Albany. Rochester, 
Newark. New Haven, Jersey City, Allegheny. 
Los Angeles and New York City. 

1 admit there were poseibly objectionable 
features, which are all easily eliminated. 

1 beg therefore herewith to submit the fol- 
lowing nrw plan for the unification of the 
ownership cf the bill posting plants in the 
larger cities of the United States: 

A company with an authorized capital of 
ten million dollars should be incorporated by 
us s*. once. 

Any designated owner (or owners) of a 
plant could be offered, until a certain fixed 
dale, stock in this company upon the follow- 
ing terms, viz.: 

The company will leaee bis plant for twenty 
years, with option of purchase after three 
years, at a rental equal to 13 per cent, of its 
gross earnings. ■ 

The company will also agree to employ the 
owner, if he so desires, as local manager dur- 
ing the lease, at a salary equal to 19 per cent, 
of the total gross earnings* of his plant, aug- 
mented by an additional amount equal to 10 
per cent, of the gross earnings derived ex- 
clusively from his local commercial work. 

The minimum upon which salaries and rent- 
als will be based will be guaranteed by the 
company to be equal to his annual gross 
earnings for the year ending Aug. 1. 1£98. 

His plant, as hereafter defined, will be es- 
timated, in purchasing, to have a minimum 
1 ash value equal to Its annual gross earnings 
for the year ending Aug. 1. 1898. Both mini- 
mum purchase price and rental arc guaran- 
teed in caeh. 

It. will be expressly understood and agreed, 
however, that this estimate shall be increased 
to a maximum valuation equal to the great- 
est amount of its annual gross earnings for 
any one year of the '.three years Immediately 
succeedlng the first day df operation by the 
company. 

in consideration of the assumed value of 
the lease Itself, the company will agree to 
Issue to the owner, or hlB rcprerentatlve, en- 
tirely free, and In addition to the cash pur- 
■ hese price. Its full pcl< and unassessable 
common stock, equal In lace value to the es- 
timated value of the plant. 

The first stock will he Issued as soon as 
Irene is signed and will have a par value 
• qual to the amount of gross annual earn- 
ings of the plant for thw year immediately 
preceding Aug. 1, 1898: I. e.. Its first valua- 
tion. Whenever, during the three years after 
the lease, an Increase of the gross annual 
earnings of a plant establishes ror it— ns per 
ncreed method ot estimating Its value— a 
greater valuation, the company will at once 
jpttie to the owner additional stock, pro rat- 
ina- with such Increase. 

"Plant" shall be construed to mean and to 
I'xiudo only the billboards. All other proper- 
ties pertaining thereto, such as horses and 
wagons, paste machines, office fixtures, etc.. 
etc.. are arbitrarily to be classified under 
this plan as "personal property." and .will be 
pi'jrt for In cash by the company at present 
value, as estimated Jointly by owner and 
company, when the "plant" proper Is pur- 
chased. 

In the Interim the company will pay an 
annual cash rental of 20 per cent, upon the 
value of such "personal property." 

It Is admitted that there arc variations, not 
as great, however, as commonly thought. In 
lie physical condition of hill boards constitut- 
ing the various plants, but to attempt a com- 
parative Inspection throughout the country 
■villi a view of adjusting relative values sat- 



isfactorily to the different owners is decided 
to be practically impossible. It would take 
twenty-five years to reach an agreement. 

At most. JuO.000, it is conservatively esti- 
mated, would bring up all existing boards to 
a uniform standard of excellence. The first 
six months' reductions in location rents alone 
would be equal to this amount. 

Mutual <-onccssions are-inevitably ncccsEary 
in the formation of all combinations. 

It Is also conceded that the ratio of net to 
gross earnings varies with different plants, 
hut it is justly contended that such variations 
are simply a necessary concomitant to com- 
petition and will disappear with its elimina- 
tion. Such variations must be the result of 
one or two causes: 

1. A faulty syBtem of operation. 

2. Excessive location rents. 

The operation of all plants with standard 
and uniform rules under a single management 
will immediately reform the first fault and 
simply the absence of comnctition will alone 
speedily regulate and equalize rents. 

Hence it is clearly seen that the gross 
earnings are the simplest as well as the truest 
index of the value of a plant. 

As soon as the company demonstrates, to 
the investing public, its actual earning ca- 
paiity, there will be no difficulty in selling 
sufficient of the preferred stock to provide 
the ncccseary funds to purchase Ihe original 
plarti*. as well as others which may later on 
be desired to oe included in the combination. 

The percentages allowed on gross earnings 
fer rentals and salaries may be thought too 
small. If fo. it is an error on the safe s id o. 

The company can not pay more in rentals 
and er laries than the sum of its net earnings. 
A'ter that, if a surplus remrins it will be dis- 
tributed in dividends on stock. The owner 
will cet his pro rata share exactly the same, 
but through another channel. 

As an inducement for early action, the 
owners firet Joining the combination will have 
their plants estimated at a double valuation 
and be given a bonus of 100 per cent, addi- 
tional caEh and stock. 

Upon the basis of the 3S citi-s having a 
gross income of Jl 37o.OOO and estimating the 
net income at orly 20 per cent, of the gross, 
cr S275.000. which is ascertained to be- ap- 
proximately correct, we have $1,100,000 ex- 
pended to-day for working expeDscs and 
rectals. 

The cash" reouired for Durchase of plants at 
a maximum is J2.750 000. This is upon the 
basis of a value equal to twice present earn- 
i^es. If tbis cash was suprlied by sale of 
preferred stock, the antipal int-rest st 7 per 
cet-t. would be $192.i*no. There would be re- 
al ired for salaries cf 38 local managers, sav 
an average of $2 000 each— *T6 000. Some would 
«---t i*i,ooo and some less, according to size of 
plant. 

The estimated reduction in location rents is 
Jt«Xi ono. and certainly a centralized manage- 
ment should reduce the werkine ox*>enses 
over 10 per cent . or, say. another $100,000. 

It mev be Fefelv estimated that both these 
economies could be effected, and yet. at the 
same time, the ero^s earnings b° increased 10 
r-cr cent., or $137,500. I. myself, estimate it 
at ""0 per cent.

1 es- 
tinn te that upon the oian as proposed, the 
owners will receive at least twice as much in 
c^sh for their plants as they are worth to- 
day, nnd thev will still own the company's 
common stock, issued as a boons over and 
above this cash price, which will pay them 
at least 10 per cent, annual dividends. 

A meeting was held at the Auditorium 
Hotel. Chicago. Aug. 22. Many owners at- 
tended, and the plans were discussed quite 
thoroughly and pretty generally indorsed. Tho 
preliminary organi»ation was formed, and 
altogether Mr. Wilshire has reason to feel 
very murh encouraged over the outlook. 



The Trust vs. The Executive 
Committee.

While the general argument that the solic- 
itor's interest Is tho same as that of the bill 
poster's, and that therefore he* should bo cli- 
rlhle to membership and hence a scat on the 
executive Committee. Is true in the main; 
still. It has exceptions. 

A case in point is this vote of the Executive 
Committee, throwing cold water on Mr. Wll- 
sMre's Plan for consolidation. 

Mr. Gude made the opening argument 



against the plan, basing his opposition upon 
the fact "that while It might do bill posters 
borne good, it might leave the solicitors out 
in the cold. That even if the advertiser 
thought that a solicitor 'was connected with 
an effort at a bill posters' combination, he 
might withdraw bis patronage, not from the 
bill posters, but lrom the solicitor." 

Now, this may, or may not be true. We 
think, certainly not; as the advei tiser has 
as much interest in cutting down location 
rents as the bill poster. But, true or not, it 
is not an argument that should weigh with 
bill tiosti is, no matter how much it appeals to 
a solicitor. 

'J'ue Executive Committee should, first and 
foremost, decide as to how bill posters, the 
owners, are affected. That is what they arc 
elected to consider. We are not making an 
argument against giving the solicitors a full 
chance to air their views, as we admit that 
the positiou they necessarily occupy gives 
them a broader and more general view over 
the whole situation throughout the country 
than that bad by any single bill poster. 

However, the fact that they have a better 
view of things does not make them less con- 
siderate of their own interests as opposed to 
bill posters. 

A single ownership of bill posting plants in 
the country, properly managed, would un- 
questionably benefit the owners of bill post- 
ing plants, but the same certainly can not be 
expressed as to the benefit to any particular 
solicitor. At present, he can dictate to a cer- 
tain extent to the bill poster, and usually at 
present this dictation is a good thing for both, 
but-after the combination the bill posters will 
dictate to everybody— to the solicitor, the ad- 
vertiser, and the lot-owner. 

This position of power that the bill poster 
will find himself in has in itself the danger 
of making him overbearing to customers and 
the public generally. There will be no more 
licking of boots for him, but he must be care- 
ful net to try and make others lick his boots. 
We recognize that the Executive Committee 
was passing upon Air. WHshire's original 
plan of sale of plants, and that the second, 
or "new. rlan of lease," dated Aug. 13, is an 
entirely different proposition. Whatever ob- 
jections there may have been to the first plan 
are apparently obviated in the second plan. 
We would suggest that instead of the Exec- 
utive Committee voting in general terms on 
this plan that they intelligently criticise it. 
If it has weak points, let them be pointed out 
and amendments suggested. AU bill posters 
wiFh a combination, and all that is necessary 
to bring it about is the presentation of a plan 
fair and acceptable to all. If Mr. WHshire's 
plan is this, let it be adopted. 

The question of owners demanding money 
in advance before entering a combination is 
about as senseless as demanding being paid 
before joining the association. 

The great majority of the big industrial 
combinations were formed without a dollar of 
outside capital. This is true of the Sugar 
Trust, the American Tobacco Co., the "Leather 
Trust, etc., etc. After the combination proved 
successlul. then the public was offered stock, 
and all these stocks now meet ready sale, 
whereas at the beginning tbey could not have 
been sold at any price. 

The latest combination we note is that of 
the Chicago breweries. The owners all put in 
thrir plants, taking stock in exchange and 
net a dollar in cash. ANON. 



Solicitors. 



In his annual mes age to the members of 
the Associated Bill Posters at Buffalo, Pres- 
ident O'Mealia observed: 

"That we should have at least one solicitor 
in every large city is a fact that is evident 
to every one. It is very true that each mem- 
ber cf the association is a solicitor, and some 
cf them are of the opinion that an official so- 
licitor, appointed for the purpose of soliciting 
work, would interfere with our members do- 
ing the same. Such ts not the case; it brings 
more new business and better business to 
our members, and an intelligent and com- 
petent solicitor working in a big city or a 
small one is a great benefit to the local mem- 
bers, and also to the members at large, and 
should be ercouraged." 

The President voiced the unanimous senti- 
ment cf the members at large when he ut- 
tered those words. The proposition Is so 
p'ain and simple that it cannot be misunder- 
stood. The more solfcitors, the more wo:k 
the bill poster will obtain. 

"The Billboard" has tirelessly advocated 
this measure for the past three years, and 
views the adoption at Buffalo with consider- 
able satisfaction. 

The provision bonding solicitors In $5,000 
was a wise move. It is in no sense either pro- 
hibitive nor a hardship. Any man of good 
standing can procure the bond of a trust 
company by the payment of a fee that is 
little more than merely nominal. 

The ability to procure the bond should, on 
the other hand, be evidence sufficient of tho 
applicant's worthiness to hold the position 
cf solicitor. 



Journeymen Billposters and 
Distributors. 



Pill Posters" and Distributors* Union No. 1 
of New York, on Aug. 1 sent the following 
communication to all managers in Greater 
New York, viz.: 

We. the Bill Posters and Distributors of 
Greater New York, thinking it only just that 
we should have a uniform salary for our men 
employed in the advertising department of the 
theatres, do hereby submit to you the follow- 
ing: 

First. That the manager or advertising 
agent of theatres agree to employ no bill 
poster or distributor in Greater New York ex- 
cepting those being members of the Bill Post- 
ers* Union No. 1. or such others as will be 
rceognlred by them through affiliation. . 

Second. That from Au-rust 1. 1S98, two 
routes per day shall constitute a day's work 
at bill pasting or distributing. Work to com- 
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mence at 8 a. m. and end at 5 p. m., one hour 
at noon for dinner. 

Third. That the minimum rate of wages 
shall be ten dollars ($10) per week, and all 
labor performed in excess of a regular work 
day, in or out of theatre, shall be paid at 
the rate of 75 cents per route. 

Fourth. That any member employed as 
ticket taker or usher shall receive $12 per 
week. 

Hoping this will meet with your approval, 
we await your reply. 

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

T A. Shchan, walking delegate of the union, 
with offices at 8 Union Square, informs us 
that the demands have been "quite generally 
agreed to, an assertion which is borne out by 
the following clipping from the New York 
Journal of Aug. 3: 

BILL POSTERS GET WHAT THEY WANT. 
About one-half of the theatre managers yes- 
terday granted, the demands of the organized 
bill posters for a minimum wage of $10 a 
week. In some theatres the demands will be 
refused and the bill posters will strike. Out- 
side bill posting agencies report that their 
men are paid at least as much as the theatre 
employes demand. 
The New York Sun of the same date says: 
"The. managers of the Star and several 
other theatres granted yesterday the demands 
of the organized bill posters for a new wage 
schedule. It is thought that most of the the- 
atres will follow suit, but in one or two cases 
the bill posters may have to strike to galu 
their end. They will wait a few days before 
striking. Some of the theatres employ no bill 
posters, but have contracts with firms of bill 
posters that employ a number of men. These 
firms say they pay their men at least as much 
as what the bill posters employed by the the- 
atres demand. The demands are an eight- 
hour work-day, a minimum wage rate of $10 
a week, extra pay for overtime and a salary 
of not less than $12 a week to those who act 
as ushers.

Colonel Burr Rbbbins. 



We have been exceptionally fortunate in 
securing a' portrait of Colonel Robbins that 
reproduces in cold Ink some measure of h : « 
forceful features and portrays partially his 
habitual expression. In an accident, which 
occurred some years back (and, by the way. 
it would have killed outright any man of less 
v itality), the lower portion of his forehead 
was frlfhtfully crushed. The injury Is still 
in evidence, although; strangely enough, 
when one comes to know him well, it is 
scarcely noticeable. Photographs, as a rule, 
however, magnify and distort the irregularity 
into a positive disfigurement. 

Any one who knows Colonel Robbins wilf, 
therefore, readily agree that the cut which 
occupies our first page is indeed remarkable 
in that it portrays Colonel Robbins .exact y 
as he is. 

Still, it is the man himself, and not his ap- 
pearance that appeals most strongly to the 
Interest. 

Keen, evenly balanced and wonderfully 
shrewd, it, of course, goes without saying 
that he halts from Ohio. When he was mus- 
tered out of the aimy, with the rank cf 
Colonel, at the close of the rebellion, he re- 
turned to his native state, and shortly there- 
after engaged in the ciicus business. 

He started with nothing. In fact, the story 
of his life reads like a romance. For- in- 
stance, during the panic of 1873. when busi- 
ness in all directions was utterly prostrated. 
Colonel Robbins' Circus cleared nearly $60,- 
000. Its earnings increased every year 
thereafter as long as he operated it.

They abourd In interest, and we com- 
n-and an almost inexhaustible supply of 
them. 

Though at an aee when most men are con- 
tent to take things easy. Colonel Robbins 
sti'l takes a lively and active Interest In 
business. He owns the controlling interest 
in the American Advertising and BK1 Post- 
ing Company and the Western Ad-Sign Syn- 
dicate, both of Chicago, and finances bout 
concerns personally. 

He possesses great tenacity of purpose. In 
the face of great difflcuties and adverse cir- 
cumstances, the American Advertising and 
Bill Posting Company has. under his guid- 
ance, grown to be quite the largest bill post- 
ing business in the world. 

We speak advisedlv on this point, and are 
not unmindful of Philadelphia and Boston, 
when we make the assertion. Both the latter 
are admirable — nay. wonderful plants, but 
the- Chicago plant surpasses the one in the 
superficial area of its holdings and the other 
in the net volume of busines". - 

The Western Ad-Sign Syndicate. thnu«h 
but recently launched, is a most premising 
vonngster. and bids fair to monopolize tho 
bulletin business of the Windy City at no 
distant date. 

Indications all point to the fact that 
Colonel Robbies has at least twentv or twen- 
ty-five years of active life ahead of him. and 
there is simoly no tell'ne what he will ac- 
iv>r"nlish before he retires to enjoy the fruits 
o f **is labors- 
He is a millionaire now. but his tempera- 
p-ent is such that he simplv cannot abide 
th* idea of going out of l>*-tn**ss. 

tr*^ friends ape manv. and they are all of 
the kind worth knowing-and worth having. 
We regret that we cannot at this time dilate 
a* greater length on the career, characteris- 
tics and attributes of this trulv remarkah'e

It Is seldom, indeed, that a man has been 
honored by the Associated Bill Posters as has 
J. H. Simpson, whose portrait we present on 
another page. Mr. Simpson is not an owner 
nor an employing bill poster. He is the busi- 
ness manager of Owens & Varney. of San 
Francisco. Yet the Associated BUI Posters 
elected him their Vice President, thereby ov- 
erturning a]] the precedents and traditions or 
their organization. What is more remark- 
able is the fact that he was elected at the 
first meeting he ever attended, and that, too, 
unanimously. 

Mr. Simpson was born in San Francisco 
Jan. 23, 1856, and is therefore now in his for- 
ty-third year. 

He graduated from the Spring Valley Gram- 
mar School in 1871. 

Mr. Simpson learned the printers' trade in 
early life in the office of the San Francisco 
. Bulletin, where for over ten years he was 
foreman of their composing room. He also 
served upon the paper In the capacity of 
local reporter and finally as advertising solic- 
itor. 
He entered the employ of Mr. L. D. Owens, 
: (now Owens & Varney), in August, -1893. Pre- 
viously he had been with the California Ad- 
Signs Co., from its organization until it was 
succeeded by Owens & Varney. 

He was Grand Master of the Grand Lodge 
of California, I. O. O. F., for the years 1894 
and 1895, and is a member of Argonaut Coun- 
cil, No. 597, Royal Arcanum, of San Fran- 
cisco. 



A Pioneer. 



On me occasion of a recent visit to Indian- 
apolis the writer-had the pleasure of meeting 
and Interviewing A.. S- Burt, probably one of 
the oldest American clicus agents now liv- 
ing. 

It was through the kind offices of Mr. Al 
Ringling. of the famous Ringling Brothers 
Show, that the meeting was brought about. 

Mr. Burt, who is now living in easy afflu- 
ence at 838 English avenue, Indianapolis, 
goes back to the days of Yankee Robinson's 
beginning, and bis reminiscences are highfy 
interesting indeed. 

He claims, among other things, that he was 
the first person to build a bill board for the 
accommodation of stand work. Also that he 
was the first person to use paste in posting 
paper. Up to that time, he says, it was 
tacked up with paper tacks. 

When they first used paste, Mr. Burt says, 
they used to layV the sheet face down and 
apply the paste to the back, after the manner 
•f paper bangers. This innovation was in- 
troduced about 184S. 

Mr. James A. Bailey, now owner of the 
Barnum and Bailey Shows, posted bills under 
Mr. Burt's supervision, and the latter was 
instrumental in getting him his first posi- 
tion as an agent. 

Mr. Burt avers that Yankee Robinson was 
the first American showman to put out a 
really imposing parade, and also that John 
Robinson I. was the first to use the ring 
bank of turf as we see it to-day. 

It was down In Georgia that happened, 
just before the war. In those days they used 
to carry box curbs for the rings, and those 
with the Robinson Show were' swept away 
from a -wagon overturned at a ford. 

In this dilemma Uncle John Robinson 
threw up the ring bank of earth, which' has 
endured ever since. We hope to present a 
photograph of Mr. Burt in a future issue, to- 
gether with more of his earlier experiences. 



An Earnest Protest Entered. 

State Editorial Association Opposes Illegal 
Advertising by Street Cars and Manhattan 
Ekvit:d Railway Ccmpany. 

At the last meeting of the Editorial Asso- 
ciation of the State of New York, the follow- 
ing resolution was adopted: 

"Resolved, That the President of this asso- 
ciation appoint a committee of five, of which 
the President and Secretary shall be mem- 
bers, to confer at their earliest convenience 
■ with the Governor and with any other consti- 
tuted authorities that may be deemed neces- 
sary regarding the action that can and should 
be taken to put an end to the illegal and 
unwarranted use of street and other cars for 
advertising purposes." 

The President appointed as such committee 
John A. Sleicher, of Leslie's Weekly; Thomas 
P. Peters, of the Brooklyn Times, and W. 
J. Cline, of the Amsterdam Democrat. 

Our readers will be interested to know what 
one of the most popular metropolitan journals 
has to say on the subject. The following is 
from the editorial page of Frank Leslie's 
Weekly: 

"At the recent gathering of the State Edi- 
torial Association of New York, an earnest 
protest was entered against the further tol- 
eration of street-car and elevated-railroad ad- 
vertising. It is the belief of the editors that 
the charters of street car lines were granted 
for public purposes, and that under these 
charters the surface and elevated lines have 
no more right to engage in advertising busi- 
ness than they have to engage in the dry 
goods, the grocery, or any other line of trade. 
In this connection it is interesting to observe 
that Attorney General Hancock, of this State, 
was recently asked to revoke the charter of 
the Manhattan Elevated Railroad Company, 
of New York City, because it is engaged in 
the advertising business, in violation of its 
charter. This suit was of the utmost im- 
portance to the newspapers throughout the 
country, and it was unfortunate that it was 
decided, not on its. merits, but on a techni- 
cality. The diversion of advertising from the 
legitimate channels of the newspapers and 
magazines to the street car lines has become 
a serious matter within recent years, and the 
newspapers have not taken up the question a 
moment too soon for their own best interests. 
Every dollar diverted to street car lines in 
this way is a dollar taken from the regular 
advertising publications of the country. It 
is estimated that during the past year more 
than $2,000,000 of legitimate advertising was 
thus turned away from the daily and weekly 
newspapers, magazines, and other publica- 
tions, into the coffers of street car lines and 
their allies, although the charter of the street 
car- companies never contemplated, and, in 
fact, forbid the pursuit of any other business 
than that of carrying freight and passen- 
gers." 

The Neu-rot-ico Medicine Co., of Hornells- 
ville, N. Y., is taking an active part in the 
campaign against street railway advertising. 
At Rochester, N. Y., the telephone and tele- 
graph companies have been prohibited from 
utilizing their poles for advertising purposes, 
on the ground that they were not chartered 
for that purpose. But then, neither is a news- 
paper or magazine, for that matter. 



Billposters' Notes. 



One fact regarding the circulation of "The

Ore., knows 
Oregon and Washington thoroughly. Many 
advertisers turn all their paper for these two 
States over to Mm, and he in turn sends it to 
the local bill posters, with all of whom he is 
intimately acquainted.

The old claim of James B. Boyd against 
Thomas Mulvihill for the S10.COO rent due 
from his brother. Thomas F. Boyd, for 
Boyd'sTheeter from June 1. 1894, until De- 
cember 10 of that year, has made its appear- 
ance again In the shape of a. suit in the dis- 
trict court to recover from Mulvihill that 
amount. 

According to the new complaint. Mulvihill 
ruaranteed the payment of the $18,0 annual 
rental from September 1. 1891. until Septem- 
ber 1. 1896. indorsing an agreement to that 
eff _t between the Boyd brothers under 
which the theater was leased. It Is alleged 
that the rent for the time between June 1 
and December 10. 1894. on which latter date 
Thomas F. Boyd's occupancy ceased, has 
never been paid. The defense which ha-'t 
lwn raised in the pa«t has been that Mulvi- 
hill. who Is now in confinement as an Inane 
person, was not in his right mind at the 
time he signed the guaranty.

Editor of "The Billboard:" 

We are pleased to be able to report that al- 
though we have not had much Eastern work 
to put out recently, business with us is good. 
Exceptionally so in the distributing and 
. painted sign departments. During last month 
we put out among other work, 50,000 book- 
lets for Swift's Specific Company, two large 
caseB of Melllns' Food samples, 9,000 cata- 
logues of our list of best residences in Saa 
Francisco, tor Goldberg, Bowen & Co.; 7,000 
addressed- for Aetna Springs, and 12,000 in 
Oakland, Alameda and V-rkeley for Warner's 
Safe Cure; 67,000 for Great American Import- 
ing Tea Company: 20,000 circulars for the San 
Francisco & North Pacific Railway; 900 sam- 
ples to doctors for Hagee's Cod Liver Oil; 
8,000 addressed for Prof. L. S. Dodge; 25,000 
pieces for Blackwell's Durham Tobacco, to 
the soldiers and sailors of Camps Merritt and 
Barrett, the Presidio and Mare Island Navy 
Yard— in addition to the regular work of the 
California Jockey Club, Foxhall Market, 
Palne's Celery Compound, Dr. Williams' Pink 
Pills. 

Among recent orders executed, or In process 
of execution, in the painted sign department 
are Included 2,500 running feet, ten feet high, 
for Capadura Cigars; these cigars are also 
advertised in the street cars, and we have on 
the boards this month 200 sixteen-sheet 
stands. Their advertising has been very suc- 
cessful. In spite of the fact that the price to 
retailers is a little more than other brands 
of five-cent cigars, the sales are reported to 
have been very large, indeed. 

We have also put out 1,000 running feet for 
La Belle Creole Cigar, 200 feet for Grand Mas- 
ter Cigar, 750 running feet Arabian Nights 
Cigar. 400 feet for Tesla Coal Co., 1,400 run- 
ning feet for Ghirardelli Cocoa. The Ghtrard- 
elli Company is a persistent and heavy adver- 
tiser, and about controls the Pacific Coast 
market for chocolate and cocoa. 

We are also painting 1,430 feet for the Cen- 
temeri Gloves. These people began to do out- 
door advertising in a small way about a year 
ago. using a few posters and painted signs 
and one or two lines of street cars. They re- 
ported a tremendous increase in their sales 
for the past year, amounting to something 
over 100 per cent. They have just signed with 
us a large contract for sign and street car ad- 
vertising. The sign bears a picture of a pair 
ot lady's gloved hands, and are simply let- 
tered in white on a black ground. They are 
very striking. 

It has been said by a great many of our 
visitors from tbe Bast that San Francisco is 
a large lumber yard. This because of tbe 
50,000 odd of running feet of bill boards with 
signs on the upper tiers. Notwithstanding 
this, we are still putting up new fences. 
Among others just erected is one of fifty-five 
feet frontage on Market street, within two 
blocks of the ferries, and one of eighty-five 
feet frontage on the corner of Third and 
Stevenson streets, just back of the new Claus 
Spreckles Building. These are temporary 
fences. In front of buildings in course of con- 
struction, but are both down town. Besides 
these, we have also erected permanent fences 
on the following locations: 

Corner of Page and Devlsadero. 225 feet; 
street cars are operated on both streets and 
the two lines transfer at the corner. 

O'Parrell and Devisadero streets, 70 feet; 
south-bound O'Farrell street cars turn into 
Devisadero street at this corner. 

Kentucky and Eighteenth streets. 190 feet; 
this board is almost directly opposite the 
corner where the Sixteenth and Fillmore 
street cars transfer to the Kentucky street 
line, and is within a short distance of the 
Union Iron Works, where from 2.000 to 3.000 
men are continually employed building cruis- 
ers and battle ships like the famous Oregon. 

Howard and Eighth streets, 450 feet; the 
Howard street cars are operated on one side 
and on Eighth street is being built an elec- 
tric street railway. This location Is within 
two blocks of the down-town baseball grounds 
on one side, and the new City Hall on the 
other. 

Fourteenth and Mission streets, 400 feet; 
this board surrounds the lot on which is being 
built the new S. P. R. R. hospital. The Mis- 
sion street cars and the San Mateo electric 
line pass on the respective sides, and trans- 
fer at this corner. 

T. V. Maxwell, whom you mentioned in last 
months' number as having been arrested for 
erecting a fence over a fire wall of a one- 
storv building, was convicted in the Police 
Court. The Judge imposed a nominal fine 
and the case was appealed to the Superior 
Court, where it is still pending. Should it be 
decided ln favor of Mr. Maxwell, who had a 
permit from the Board of Supervisors, we will 
continue the painting on the fence. It is on 
Market street, running back to City Hall Av- 
enue, upon which fronts the new City Hall. It 
is needless to say it will form a very attract- 
ive feature of the neighborhood when the 
various signs are all completed. 

Besides the 200 sixteen-sheet Capadura 
noted above, we have on our boards 1.500 
Bheets for various cigars for Seldenberg & 
Co.: 1.000 sheets for the S. F. & N. P. R. R., 
1,500 sheets for the Great American Tea Co.. 
250 eight-sheets for General Arthur Cigars, 30 
twenty-eight-sheets Battle of Manila; 20 
twenty-four sheets painted stands for Ar- 
mour's Pork and Beans: 150 eight-sheets, Lil- 
lian Russell; also, 500 two-sheets. Lillian 
Russell: 50 eight-sheets Mastiff; 100 eight- 
sheets Arabian Roast Coffee; 75 twelve-sheets 
for J. Noonan; 75 four-sheets wall paper for 
G. W. Clark Co.. 100 eight-sheets Van Vroom 
Dental Parlors. 75 eight-sheets J. T. Sullivan 
shoe posters. 70 twenty-four-sheets for 
Rambler ' Bicycles, 65 twenty-four-sheets 
Aetna Springs. 

We have done a very good business this 
season in painted stand work, a sample ot 
which we showed you at the recent session 



of the Associated Bill Posters' Association at 
Buffalo. Many of the large society picnics 
favor this class of work, as do a number of 
■ local advertisers, who like to have posters of 
a different design each month. We really be- 
lieve our facilities for doing mis class of 
work are greater than that of any other con- 
cern in the United States. This sounds big 
we know, but we have devoted to this work 
most of the upper story of the Yosemite Pan- 
orama Building. This floor gives us a clear 
space close on to 13,000 square feet Upon it 
we have erected eight galleries eighty feet 
long., so we have room to handle at one Ume 
60 twenty-four-sheet stands. The painters 
work off trolley cars. The walls of the room 
are thirty feet high at the sides, and from 
the side wall springs an immense truss roof 
in which are set large skylights, all the way 
around. ^So you see we have plenty of room, 
plenty of light and fresh air. ' 
ln other parts of the building are located 
our carpenter shop, bill room, which contains 
the paste machine and engine; also the paste 
tank, holding 1,000 gallons; stock room, sta- 
ble; a department set apart for the use of the 
street car advertising service; distributing 
room; general offices and the private offices 
of the members of the firm. This building is 
located at the corner of Market and Tenth 
streets, and runs back to Stevenson street 
Yours truly.

I have been looking through the files of 
your paper, and find' an editorial in the 
April (1897) Issue that partly covers the 
question, which is this: Is there any deel- . 
slon of a high court that can be made to 
cover the question of license? We own all 
the boards in this town, and pay rent for the 
ground on which they are. The city now 
comes and says we must pay 150 a. year for - 
the privilege of using our own property. 
Any outsider, or any one In fact, can come 
and put up all the posters they wish, for 
themselves and not pay a cent If we put 
them up we must pay *50. We have refused 
to pay the license, and I am now under sev- 
eral hundred dollars -bond to appear at the 
next term of the district court They arrest 
me every time I send the men out to post 
It is inconvenient an monotonous. We In- 
tend to test the case ln the highest court, 
and I wish to get all. the information I can 
on the point I believe that it will not stand 
on account of being excessive. Again, the 
statute says the city may license any or all 
trades and occupations carried en ln Its 
limits-. I cannot see the justice of this. Why 
one should be singled out and others not I 
find the greatest variance in the amount of 
license— from 81 to 8300. I sent out 159 postal 
cards. Got over 100 answers, but have not 
found what I want yet. so appeal to you. 
There Is no general license for all businesses, 
but a few are taxed, among them "BUI post- 
ing, 825 for six months." Yours truly.

Editor's Note.— There Is no decision of a 
high court on record. Municipalities have 
power to levy occupation taxes, and a bill 
poster's license comes under that head. It 
Is a very difficult matter to determine what 
constitutes "excessive." as most bill posters 
In the past have regarded licenses as pro 
tective. and have rather preferred a pretty 
stiff figure. The best remedy will be found 
In an appeal to the municipal legislative 
body. A statement of fact presented by 
some one ot influence should effect a rem- 
edy.

Before the ink was dry on the document of 
agreement he said he intended to return to 
the business, and succeeded in getting his 
wife, John McGuire and another party to 
open up a. shop. Kendrick flew high, ard 
boldly announced himself a manager, even 
going so far as to build a big bcaid 4:0 ftet 
long, on which he painted several adve.tlse- 
ments. Then he tried to palm it off as as a 
sign board. He went still further, and suc- 
ceeded in landing a small Job of posting. 

C. A. Harnois had injunction proceedings 
brought against him, and proved to the satis- 
f action of the court that Mr. Kendrick's ac- 
tions should be stopped, which was done. 

Now, Mr. Kendrick is studying law. to see 
what other dirty work he can spring up. As 
a witness he went so far as to te!l the Judge 
that other people might call a big sign like 
he had painted a bulletin board, but that he 
called it a sign.

Advertisers'.Expcsition. 

An exposition is necessarily an advertis- 
ing exposition, but an "advertising exposi- 
tion" is not necessarily an exposition. At 
least, one now organizing in England, and 
which will open in London April 13 next, is 
a. "somewhat different kind." To be exact, it 
is absolutely unique in the way of expositions. 
It will be nothing more nor less than an ex- 
hibition of advertising media. . 

Mr. S. H. Benson, the London advertising 
agent, outlines the scope of exhibits as fol- 
lows, viz.: 

1-— BILL POSTING. 

Lithographed posters, zinc posters, alumi- 
num posters, -wood-cut posters, -wood-type 
posters, and classified particulars of service, 
boarding stations, etc. 

2.— SIGNS. 

Painted signs and bulletins, embossed signs, 
carved signs, hand-painted show cards, trans- 
parencies, muslin banners and sandwich-men. 
3.— HAND-BILLS.

ON FAIR ASSOCIATIONS. 



A Year's License Compulsory for a 
Four Days' Show. 



Ruling Made by the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue— Washington Notes. 



The following ruling of the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue, with respect to special 
show taxes, in reply to a letter of inquiry 
frore Collector Franks, of Owensboro, will 
be found of interest to all county fair asso- 
ciations: 

This rule was issued Aug. 11 and compels 
fairs that only give two. three, four or five 
day shows to pay a yearly license, or nearly 
so. Fairs held in the month of September 
will be mulcted in the sum of $83.33; that is, 
ten months, until July 1, 1S99. October fairs 
catch It for $75. 

This shows the necessity of a national or- 
ganization of fairs. If fairs were organized, 
provision would have been made to tax them 
fairly. 
We give the ruling in full : 
"In reply to your letter of the 26th, you 
are hereby advised that county fairs, under 
whose management and control .tests of 
speed of horses are exhibited, but (as you 
state) no 'feats of horsemanship and no acro- 
batic performances,' are' not required to pay 
special tax for circuses, under Paragraph 7 
of Section 2 of the act of June 13, 1898: but, 
as it appears, they should pay special tax 
under Paragraph 8 of that section. 

"In every case' where a county fair has 
under its complete control and management 
various shows in which acrobatic perform- 
ances, together with theatrical performances, 
a.-* exhibited, a special ,tax of S100 for the 
year beginning July 1. or at that rate, reck- 
oned from the first day of the month in 
which the liability began to the first day of 
July following, is sufficient, in the opinion 
of this office, to cover all these shows within 
the inclosure of the fair grounds. 

"Where, however, the fair association has 
no such control or management of these ex- 
' hibitions, and does "not hold the special tax 
stamp under Paragraph 7 of the act. each of 
the separate exhibitions must be required to 
pay a separate special tax, either under Par- 
agraph 8 of the section, (where the exhibi- 
tion does not include feats of horsemanship 
or acrobatic sports), or under Paragraph 7 
of that section, where the exhibition is such 
as to clearly come under the head of a circus. 
"A mere theatrical performance, not con- 
nected with any exhibition of feats of horse- 
manship or acrobatic sports, it is held, does 
not come within the meaning of the seventh 
paragraph, and, therefore, the $100 special 
tax is not required to be paid for such theat- 
rical performance. 

"N. B. SCOTT. Commissioner." 
Elsewhere in this issue will be found an 
advertisement calling upon each and every 
fair association in the United States and 
Canada to send a delegate to the annual con- 
vention of the American Association of Fairs 
and Expositions, at Omaha, Neb., Oct. 26 
next. The association, ■which is now com- 
posed of State fairs only, is to be enlarged 
in scope. 

All fairs are to be admitted. It is proposed 
to make the organization open at first, and 
franchises mav be had for a nominal sum. 

Ultimately, however, it is bound to merge 
into a close corporation, and franchises will 
become as valuable as those of the Asso 
ciated Press. 

It behooves all fair associations to send a 
delegate.

Ci.*cus Advertising. 

Fair managers who have failed to interest 
exhibitors and have concluded that the for- 
eign exhibitor is not interested in fairs 
should visit the great Wallace Shows should 
opportunity afford. 

This big circus carries a regular exhibit 
of agricultural implements. It occupies a 
prominent portion of the menagerie tent, and 
attracts quite as much attention as any of 
the rare animals. 

All day long farmers and folks from the 
country examine the various implements and 
discuss their merits. The Deering Reaper, 
Studebaker Wagon, Oliver Chilled Plow, 
etc., are all in evidence, and they pay enor- 
mous prices for space. 

Of course a circus gives better exhibiting 
value than a fair, because it appeals to an 
entirely new concourse of people every day, 
showing as it does in a different town daily. 
A fair is attended by the same people 
twice, three times, and even every day. 

But the prices obtained by the show people 
for these privileges are very alluring. In no 
instance is it less than $1,000 for the season. 
(150 days), and when the Implement or tool 
requires a demonstrator, or is hauled about 
town in the daily parade, the price ranges 
to as high as $1,500. 

White's Yucatan Chewing Gum has a hand- 
some sign on the houdah and blanket of one 
of the elephants in parade, and all the bal- 
loons that the riders jump through bear 
their advertisement. They pay $500 per sea- 
son therefor. 

The Crown Perfumery Co. of London, Eng- 
land, has built a costly parade chariot, equip- 
ped with a complete set of bells or chimes, 
and bearing their advertisement. They pay 
$1,250 per season for the parade privilege and 
space in the menagerie tent. 

The Wallace Shows play to an average of 
4,500 people a performance, or 9.000 daily. 
Thtir total admissions in 1S97 were 1,413,210. 
Of this, practically none was duplicated. 

Fitting and Showing Dairy 
Cattle at Fairs. 

In showing our herd of cattle at the. fair? 
our aim is to show them in the same condi- 
tion as to flesh, that we believe is best for 
their development at home. 

The condition of the skin and hair goes a 
great ways toward the general appearance 
of an animal. 

It is wise for all cattle to be shown, to be 
kept from heat, sunshine and flies as much 
as possible. 

When flies begin to bother, the cattle paw 
dust all over themselves: it sifts into the hair 
and makes it grow longer and look rough. 
If kept during the day in a dark stable or if 
not dark, a blanket, on the animal, the hair 
and hide will rapidly improve. All horse- 
men know what effect continuous blanketing 
will do for a horse, and it will put a cow or 
heifer in the same fine condition. 

Feed plenty of foods that are nitrogenous 
instead of fattening. 

Old bulls, when shown, often have long 
feet and crooked legs. Plenty of work in a 
tread will straighten out the legs if you will 
first pare the toes. About the easiest way to 
do this is with a small saw. Have it sharp 
and plenty of set in it. 

If the cattle are taken off from grass en- 
tirely, at least a week before going from 
home, they will not get nearly as thin and 
gaunt when shipped. Aim to be early, on the 
grounds and get the cattle well rested before 
show days or buyers come around. 

Lastly, be sure and stick to the Wisconsin 
idea, and don't fatten dairy show animals.

Disinfecting Pens at Fairs. 

As the fs.ir season is opening it is Im- 
portant to observe all the measures that cau 
be taken to prevent the spread of disease 
among stock. People do not exhibit infested 
Etock purposely, but unknowingly, and at 
times cause serious loss. At the last session 
of the State Legislature, a law passed re- 
quiring the disinfection of swine pens, the 
disinfection of .exhibit crates and swine be- 
fore unloading, and a statement that no chol- 
era had been upon the premises within two 
months prior to exhibiting. The law Is de- 
fective in some respects, but has a very ben- 
eficial effect, and has met with little oppo- 
sition. Last fall fifty-seven fairs were held 
in the State at which hogs were exhibited, 
and all but five disinfected thir pens. In 
1896, losses aggregating more than $8,000 Wfre 
directly traceable to contagion on fair 
grounds. Last year only two reports were 
made of contagion, and the loss was small. 
Indiana breeders exhibiting In adjoining 
States where such precautions were not 
taken brought back disease and suffered con- 
siderable loss. 

The disinfecting of fair grounds should be 
done a week or more in advance. Remove all 
litter, allow the sun to do as much as pos- 
sible, and give everything a coat of white- 
wash, or apply a solution of chloride of lime, 
four ounces to the gallon of water. The 
State law specifies that a ten per cent, solu- 
tion of carbolic acid should be used. Use 
the acid as a spray twice a day during the 
exhibition. A spray pump is the easiest 
means for applying a disinfectant.

Agricultural- Fairs and the 
Grange.

South Bend, Ind. ' 

Editor. Grange Department, Ohio Farmer.— 
AH good farmers desire to keep in touch with 
the work of the State Boards of Agriculture 
and Horticulture, and also the National de- 
partment of agriculture. Great advantage to 
the farming population will result by co-op- 
eration with the various departments of the 
nation and States in their efforts in promot- 
ing the leading and basic industry of the 
nation. 

The season of the year is approaching for 
holding county and State fairs. As a rule 
the directors and managers of fair associa- 
tions desire to so manage them as to promote 
agriculture. I know in some cases just crit- 
icism has been made- that the speed ring has 
monopolized more than its share of atten- 
tion, and that other attractions, some ques- 
tionable, have been introduced to amuse the 
people, rather than to educate and Improve 
the general agricultural intersts of the coun- 
try. If there has been any mismanagement 
in the past, let farmers see to it, now, that 
county and State fairs are managed for the 
legitimate ends for which appropriations are 
made from county and State treasuries. 

An increasing interest shoe Id be taken in 
ail the fair associations of the Country by 
the actual tillers of the soil, men who know 
about farming and stock-raising from expe- 
riftrce. Patrons of husbandry should take 
an active interest in all matters that have a 
tendency to the improvement of the agricul- 
tural interests of the nation. Such active 
interest would Boon eliminate all objection- 
able features from fair associations and make 
them as originally intended, means of stlm<- 
ulating to greater efforts in agriculture, hor» 
ticulture. stock growing— In short, all that 
pertains to improvement of the country and 
the building up of pleasant, attractive coun- 
try homes. 



A Western Watermelon Feast.

Though much excellent fruit is grown in 
the district about Rocky Ford, especially ap- 
ples, pears and plums, first-class vegetables 
and No. 1 farm produce generally, it is the 
watermelon that takes first place when 
sneaking of the products of the valley At 
the 1897 Arkansas Valley Fair, twelve cr. I 
loads, about 15.000 melons, were stacked in 
a big pile. 126 feet long. 18 feet wide and 5 
feet in height, surrounded by a margin of 
cantaloupes for gratuitous distribution to the 
assembled multitude. 

This pile was inclosed by a table three 
feet wide and about three feet high. Inside 
this inclosure were men arrayed in white 
duck uniforms, armed with long butcher 
knivos. and at 10 o'clock when the signal was 
given for the onslaught on the melons to be- 
gin, each man seized a victim from the pile 
and laying it on the table, with one stroke 
of his weapon disclosed its blushing heart 
which was speedily dissected by the hungry 
throng, who, armed with big spoons, ate 
their fill. If they preferred, they could carry 
them away to eat under the trees in the 
shady grove. 

This "watermelon day" is a regular event 
every fall. It has so advertised the fame of 
Colorado melons that they are now favorites 
in most of the cities of the middle and east- 
ern States, being shipped as far east as Bos- 
ton. It would be well if other communities 
devoted to some special crop would try this 
or similar means to get up a reputation for 
their stuff. It will pay. 



. T5? .manager of the Electrical Exposition 
In Philadelphia asked Mr. Edison to send on 
a phonographic cylinder setting forth some 
of his latest ideas of electrical interest. Mr. 
Edison complied in his own way. The mes- 
sage was as follows: "My Dear Marks.— 
rou ask me to send you a phonographic cyl- 
inder for your lecture this evening and to 
say a few words to the audience. I do not 
think the audience would take any interest 
in dry scientific subjects, but perhaps they 
might be interested in a little story that a 
man sent me on a puonographic cylinder the 
other day from San Francisco. In the year 
18i3. a man from Massachusetts came to Cal- 
ifornia with a chronic liver complaint. He 
searched all over the coast for a mineral 
spring to cure the disease, and finally he 
found down In the San Jioquin Valley a 
spring, the waters of which almost instantly 
cured him. He thereupon started a sanitar- 
ium, and people all over the world came and 
were quickly cured. Last year this man died, 
and so powerful had been the action of the 
■waters that they had to take his liver out 
and kill it with a club. Yours truly, Edison." 

"Umbrella BUI" McGulgan is attempting 
to organize the horsemen racing on the Chi- 
cago tracks into a sort of "protective" asso- 
ciation, and to that end he has issued a cir- 
cular letter to owners, breeders, trainers ami 
Jockeys, urging them to unite for their pro- 
tection. He ealls attention to the fact that 
the continued existence of racing, especially 
in the West, is now seriously threatened, 
and declares that if those who are moBt di- 
rectly interested, namely, the owners, breed- 
ers, trainers and jockeys, will but unite to 
that end they will be able to prevent tho 
threatened destruction of the sport and to ob- 
tain legislation In Illinois. Ohio and other 
States that will inure to its benefit. The 
horsemen, he says, should bo fully organ- 
ized before the next meeting of the American 
Turf Congress, so as to ask the co-operation 
of that body In their efforts, declaring that 
the horsemen are certainly entitled to a lot 
of consideration from the Western governing 
body. Inasmuch as about nine-tenths of Its 
big revenue comes from the license fees for 
trainers and jockeys, and the fines collected 

against them.

Harness Racing Finding: Increasing: 
Favor Every Year — Demand for 
Running: Horses Falling; Off, 
Especially in the West. 



In a talk with "The Billboard's" represent- 
ative at Lexington the other day, Francis 
Ware, whose position as Treasurer, manager 
and auctioneer of the American Horse Ex- 
change is calculated to make him thorougniy 
conversant with the rasing situation, gave it 
as bis opinion that harness racing is, with 
each recurring year, gaining a greater hold 
on the American public, as a direct result 
of which there is a steady increase in the 
value of trotters and pacers, while on the 
other hand the demand for running horses 
is on- the decline. Mr. Ware finds a cause 
for the slump In the thoroughbred market 
In the condition into which the running game 
has fallen. Out here it is the prevailing 
opinion that racing in the East was never 
in a more prosperous condition in every re- 
spect than at the present time. but. accord- 
ing to the manager of the American Horse 
Exchange, the situation is not so delightfully 
serene as it has been made to appear. There 
seems to be more or less friction among the 
racing fraternity about the metropolis. Mr. 
Hi] mont, who is regarded as the head of The 
Jockey Club. is. according to the gentleman 
quoted, disposed, to be dictatorial to a degree 
bordering on tyranny, and other members of 
The Jockey Club are showing an inclination 
to kick out of the traces. In other words, 
internal dissensions and discord are at work 
in the big Eastern turf-governing body, 
whether for weal or for woe remains to be 
seen. 

The tracks are in the hands of the right 
kind of people, but the trouble is with the 
governing body itself — the organization that 
owes its existence to the desire to elevate 
the sport and to keep it free from entangle- 
ments calculated to arouse the latent hos- 
tility of a very large and Influential portion 
of the populace that is known to be opposed 
to the racing game by reason of its gambling 
feature. 

In the West, though, the welfare of the 
sport is threatened from a different cause. 
It Is in the ownership of the tracks, in Mr. 
Ware's estimation, that the greatest danger 
to the continued existence of :he si>ort out 
bere lies. The gambling element appears to 
have almost complete control of riciiur. and 
this in the end is bound to ■.ring bad re- 
sults. Whether his fears as to the outcome 
of the situation are well founded or not, 
there is no question as to the correctness of 
the first part of his proposition. The 
gambling fraternity certainly are in control 
of Western racing. 

A few years ago every prominent track in 
the West and South was owned and operated 
by reputable business men of the locality in 
which it was situated. Latonia, which was 
then the only track in existence here, was 
owned largely by the business element cf 
Cincinnati, the "outsiders" among the stock- 
holders being a few prominent breeders of 
Central Kentucky. A similar condition of 
affairs existed with reference to the other 
Western' tracks. Now, however, there are 
only two or three among the dozen tracks of 
the West that are operated by the business 
element of the community in which they are 
located. 

Under the old regime at Latonia, the club- 
house and spacious grand stand were 
thronged nearly every afternoon of a meet- 
ing with the very best people of Cincinnati 
aud its suburbs. Inclement weather alone 
caused an exception to the rule. In the last 
two or three years, however, the reverse has 
been true. The better class has been as con- 
spicuous by its absence as in other days it 
was by its presence. The old chestnut about 
•hard times" affecting the racing business 
disastrourly, while it may and probably does 
account for the general falling oK in the at- 
tendance of the local tracks, cannot, of 
course, explain the slump In the quality of 
the attendance. The cause of that must be 
sought elsewhere. As all the other condi- • 
tions are exactly the same as they were in 
the more prosperous days of racing here, the 
loss of interest in the sport on the part of the 
better element of society must be attributed 
to the fact that that element has dropped 
out of the business itself, to the marked 
change in the character of the ownership of 
the tracks and to the overdoing of the sport 
in consequence thereof. What Is true of Cin- 
cinnati in this particular is equally true of 
Chicago. There has been the same falling 
at the Chicago tracks. The crowds at John 
• oodon's recent Washington Park meeting 
were not. according to all accounts, of the 
same social prestige as those that patronized 
the big Chicago track when the represeata- 
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If we were asked the above question, we 
would unhesitatingly answer "for both," but 
the Farmers' Voice sails into the matter in 
the following breezy style: 

ARE FAIRS FOR FAKIRS OR FARMERS? 
"The Aurora (111.) News has the folowing 
account of the prospects of the Kane County 
Fair, which muBt be pleasant reading for 
those who look upon the agricultural fair as 
an important aid to the science: 

" 'The coming Kane County Fair looks like 
a recoid breaker even from this dfstance. 
Secretary Pratt has been a buBy person for 
several weeks, and reports that entiles along 
the different lines are coming in very lively, 
and privileges are selling way ahead of last 
years's fair, and at a rate that shows the 
confidence the fakirs and refreshment dealers 
have In what the fair is going to be this 
year. • • • Balloon ascensions, parachuts 
leaps and many other drawing cards are 
signed or about to be, and the special attrac- 
tion features of the fair will certainly be the 
best ever presented by any fair In this pa;t 
of the country. The grounds will be lighted 
by electricity every evening, and the dancing 
pavilion and "fakirs' row" will be ablaze ia 
a glory of electric lights and gasoline chan- 
deliers'.' 

"We need not go further to discover the 
cause of the decadence of the fair. It has 
become, instead of an uplift to the social and 
practical side of agriculture, the *enter of 
interest to th« fakir and cheap showman. 
Instead of appealing to the high-miaded. It 
caters to the vulgar, too often to the piuri- 
ent: instead of elevating agiicultuie. it is 
made the medium for the farmer's huml.ia- 
tion and loss, confidence men and cheap 
fakirs holding the seats of hoaor. 

"The time has come for this sort of thing 
to stop. The fanners of the land should run 
the agricultural fairs— not a lot of city chaps, 
leagued with the semi-criminal elements in 
a conspiracy to bleed the farmer. Let us have 
an agricultural fair; if the fakiis want to 
run a show of their own, they must find 
same other place for it." 

We would like to see such a fair as the 
Farmers' Voice would have. It would be the 
lonesome** frcst en record. A morgue would 
be cheerful in comparison. 

The fact is the fair is neither a school nor 
a chu-ch. It is a festival in which amuse- 
ment joins hand with Instructive observation, 
and contest rules the hour. 

Grafters and swindleis. or sure-thing men. 
are not to be defended at any time or place, 
but the fakir is an altogether different per-, 
son. 

The fakir is naught but a street vender— 
an itinerant peddler. Now. he has led and - 
blue toy balloons, now whistles, now Yankee 
notions. He is fully as legitimate as the 
W. C. T. U. who retail lemonade that costs. 
le?s than- one cent for fire cents a glass. 

Here is another contribution from the 
Farmers' Voice: 

TRICKSTERS AT THE FAIRS. 

"To the Editor: — Wherever large numbers 
of people gather a class of persons is usually 
found who make a living by deceiving the 
public. They have schemes and tiicks in- 
numerable that appear to be easy and simple, 
but in reality they are quite difficult and in 
some cases impossible to successfully per- 
form. They have wheels and machines that 
are doctored to turn as the proprietor may 
wish to make them. They have cocoanut- 
headed negro dodgers to arouse the brutality 
in men and boys. They have tented shows 
which are disgusting In coarseness and vul- 
garity. 

"Among '^e throngs at agricultural fairs 
these ieec" are out of place. They con- 
tribute noi_ ..e helpful or good. They do not 
add to the attraction of the fair. They do 
not bring desirable patrons. They do not 
swell the gate receipts. 

"They are not patronized by the inte ligent 
patrons of the fair. They are not win'f.d 
by honest farmers. They are shunned with 
fear by thoughtful parents. Because of their 
presence, even the fair Is not patronized by 
manv of our best citizens* famll'es. 

"The harm accomplished by these self-ia- 
vited fakirs would doubtless surprise us. 
were it possible to gather and trace back to 
their door all the results of their work. 
They distract the thought, they divert the 
attention, they destroy the interest in tho 
real work of the fair. The competitive exhi- 
bitions, the meritorious displays, the award- 
ing of prizes are all robbed of the undivided 
interest that belongs to them and which' the 
proprietors have labored day and night to 
develop. 

"The morals of the country suffer seri- 
ously, we believe, from actions and words 
that, without warning, are sprung upon in- 
quisitive audiences in the tent shows. 

"We are glad to see that a strong effort is 
being put forth this season to keep these ob- 
jectionable features out of the grounds, and 
the attitude of managers Is encourag'ng.

In- 
secure buildings. It a safe place cannot be 
provided, refuse to be responsible for them. 
Don't fail to start races and other amuse- 
ment features at the advertised time. 

Don't give all the premiums to fast horse- 
men and- compel farmers to he content with 
merely nominal prizes. 

Don't give the women some secluded cor- 
ner for displaying their fancy work. Pro- 
vide a light and pleasant place for this ex- 
hibit. 

Don't give all the prominent corners to 
venders of cheap jewelry and other worth- 
less material. 

Don't fail to have one or more good bands 
to furnish music. 

Don't scatter the stoek barns all over the 
grounds. Have them as close together as 
practicable, so that visitors can easily view 
the animals. 

Don't delay work on the walks and drives 
until a few days before the fair opens, then 
compel visitors to travel over unsettled 
paths. 

Don't encourage club exhibits unduly, but 
strive to have large individual showings. 
Don't neglect the apiary department. 
Don't allow dogs inside the grounds. 
Don't allow beggars or "organ men" to 
pass through the gates. 

Don't be completely discouraged if the 
weather is rainy. 

Don't cut premiums because of a poor at- 
tendance If you ever expect to hold another 
fair. 

Don't omit the good old-fashioned parade 
of premium stock, particularly where the 
stock barns are not easily accessible. 

Don't fall to have pure drinking water in 
adequate supply. - 

Don't try to have too many amusement 
features. Get a few first-class attractions, 
and insist that these be the best obtainable. 

Don't make exhibitors of live stock wait 
for their stalls, but have them all ready by 
the opening day, or before if possible. 

Don't neglect the women's department, but 
have a representative showing of good qual- 

Don't allow side shows with their bands to 
parade the ground, distracting the attention 
of visitois from legitimate exhibits. 

Don't have very large fair boaids, and ap- 
point only competent, honest, active men. 

Don't tolerate pool selling, gambling or 
betting of any kind. 

Don't forget to offer premiums for the 
largest yields of farm craps and for the 
largest yields raised by boys of any fixed ape, 
say under 16 or 18 years.— New England 
Homestead.

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The Visit of American Bill- 
posting Delegate to Ireland. 



From The Billposter. London. England, (Sep- 
tember IsHue.) 
Mr. W. B. Lowden. who was elected to rep- 
lTSont American bill posters at our annual 
meeting at Dublin, was at the last moment 
unable, owing to pressure of business en- 
gagements, to come: consequently. Mr. Isaac 
B, Monk, of Peoria. Illinois, U. S. A., who 
was second on the poll, was invited to attend 
in his st en (I. At the time that Mr. Monk 
received the intelligence, he was some 1.700 
miles west of New York. Nevertheless, with 
characteristic enerpy and promptitude, with- 
in a space of three or four hours he was on 
his way. Unfortunately, the boat he had in- 
tended to catch, and which wculd have land- 
ed him at Ouocnstown. had left some twenty 
minutes or half an hour before he reached 
the wharf. lie was therefore compelled to 
avail himself of the Londonderry boat.

The Late Moses Wolf.

A Santiago Hero— Contracted Camp Fever 
in Cuba— Almost Died at Montauk, but 
His Father Took Him Home and Nursed 
Him Back to Life. 



In our June issue we chronicled the fact 
that E. M. Sloeomb. jr.. son of E. M. Slo- 
comb. manager of the Newark Bill Posting 
- Co., had enlisted in the Second Massachu- 
setts Regiment. • 

The sequel is found in the following) clip- 
ping from the Newark Sunday Call of Sept. It 
"Among the many Newark soldiers home 
on furlough is a young man who has had 
a bitter experience of camp life. He was in 
the fights in Santiago, and he came out of 
them unscathed, only to fall sick afterward. 
lie is Corporal Edward M. Sloeomb, of 370 
High street. 

Corporal Sloeomb is a son of Mr. E. M. 
Sloeomb, the head of the Newark Bill Post- 
ing Company. The young man is a student 
of the University of Pennsylvania, and is 
twenty years of age.. Last May he was visit- 
ing his brother, who is now Postmaster at 
Greenfield, Mass., and when the Second Regi- 
ment of that State went to the front he 
went with it as Corporal of Company I. His 
regiment took part in nearly all the fights 
outside of Santiago and the young Corporal 
had some thrilling experiences at El Caney. 
It was in this fight that the First Lieuten- 
ant of his company was shot, and shortly af- 
terward died in the young: Newarker's arms. 
"He gives a thrilling description of the 
night attack as his men crawled up the hill 
of El Caney. Every time they fired at the 
enemy the fire of their old-fashioned Spring- 
field rifies served as beacon lights for Span- 
ish bullets. Cue bullet struck the stock of 
Corporal Slocomb's gun, glanced off and 
grazed the breast of his comrade. 

"It was not until hostilities had ceased that 
young Sloeomb became sick. He was af- 
fiicted with camp fever -and came north a 
week Rgo on one of the transports that un- 
burdened its afflicted load of humanity at 
Montauk Point- The young soldier had a vig- 
orous constitution and while he was a very 
sick man he managed to keep out of the hos- 
pital. He was placed In the detention quar- 
ters at Montauk. His father visited that 
place on Wednesday and asked to see his son. 
A tent was pointed out to him as that of his 
son. 

"Mr. Sloeomb said: 'I lifted up the flap 
and looked in. and saw a bearded and ema- 
ciated man whom I would never have recog- 
nized as my son. I was going to search fur- 
ther when a guard called me back and told 
me that the man I had just looked at was my 
boy. He was in a weak condition and just 
about able to stand. I determined to take 
him home, but all the furlough I could ob- 
tain was for five days. I dressed the boy and 
we were waiting for the furlough papers to 
be drawn up when General Wheeler and Sec- 
retary Alger came along. The latter noticed 
how weak the boy was; he was able to stand 
up and salute, and that was about all. The 
Secretary of War asked some questions and 
when he found out that a furlough of only 
five days had been granted, he said: "Give 
him thirty days* furlough." He insisted upon 
the papers being made out then and there, 
and made General Wheeler sign them to 
avoid further delay. He also told the officers 
to allow all sick men who were able and had 
relatives close at hand to go off on thirty 
days' furlough.* 

The young soldier suffered a relapse when 
he arrived home, and has been delirious at 
times. In his delirium he goes through the 
scenes of the fight. Dr. Thomas P. Loweree. 
of Hill street, is attending him. The patient 
is suffering from a form of malaria and other 
troubles, due to the hardships of camp life. 
He was somewhat easier last evening, but is 
allowed to have no visitors." 

Writing under date of Sept. 10, E- M. Slo- 
eomb. sr.. says: "Yes. the boy will pull 
through. He is still weak, but gaining stead- 
ily, although slowly." 

Slocomb's many friends throughout the 
country will rejoice to learn of his son's con- 
valescence. 



On another page we present a portrait of 
the late Moses Wolf, of Dayton. O., whose 
sudden and shocking death was chronicled in 
our last issue. He was born in the Grand 
Dukedom of Baden, Germany, Oct. 15, 1846. 
He came to America in 1858 and engaged in 
bill posting in 1868. 

He was struck by a train on the C C C. 
& St. L. K. R. Wednesday, Aug. 10. and died 
of his injuries Tuesday. Aug. IT. 1898. 

His brother William survives him and con- 
tinues the business. 



The phenomenal prosperity of Breslauer, 
Scott, Sherer, et. al„ together wU?i the re- 
cent slump in the demand for newspaper ad- 
vertising, excited the cupidity, spite, malice, 
and envy of the Minneapolis papers to such 
a degree that they endeavored to inaugurate 
a crusade against bill boards and bulletins. 
They lashed themselves into all manner of 
fine frenzies and conniptions without effect. 
All their noise came to naught. 

It brought out a sensible review from the 
Sunday Times, however, that is well worth 
printing in full. Lack of space, though, pre- 
vents us quoting from it, except in the brief- 
■ est possible manner, viz.: , 

"Several of our esteemed twin city con- 
temporaries have been conducting a crusade 
lately against the innocent bill boards which 
serve at least two desirable purposes: they 
are pretty good advertising mediums and 
they conceal from the public a number of va- 
cant lots overgrown with offensive weeds and 
the receptacles of cinders and ashes, tin cans 
and refuse of various sorts. Moreover, some 
of the bill boards are rather artistic and 
ornamental. 

"Why should our contemporaries wage so 
fierce a crusade against the harmlrss bill 
board, when there are so many far more 
grievous nuisances which should be made the 
targets for the big guns? Take, for example, 
the plastering of the inside of the street cars 
with offensive pills and tape-worm and sim- 
ilar advertisements: and the encroachments 
of traffickers of all kinds upon the streets 
with their wares and their huckstering; and 
this complacency has: made the crusade 
against any of these evils and impositions 
appear almost like a persecution. * * « * 
"Why rail at the bill board as an offense 
to good taste when there are a hundred 
other real nuisances which we tolerate with 
meekness. * • * * 

"To people who are really refined they are 
less directly annoying and offensive than the 
jangling bells of milk wagons, the earth- 
quake rumbling of ice wagons, and discord- 
ant yells of fruit peddlers and unearthly, 
nerve-piercing shriek of the fish-horn : the 
whistle of the belated idot going home at 2 
or 3 o'clock in the morning and leaving be- 
hind him a lurid wake of profanity, as he 
rends the silence of the night with his shrill 
and diabolical rending of "Paradise Alley" 
or "Oft in the Stilly Night," or some other 
eld thing; the screech of innumerable whis- 
tles engaged -in what appears to be a regular 
early-morning contest for supremacy in the 
realm of noise; the thunder of monstrous 
trucks that pour along the thoroughfares, pil- 
ing on the aeony ; the army of leather-lunged 
hucksters filling the air with unintelligible 
yawp, and all the other sounds of pande- 
monium — crunching, shrieking, jangling and 
roaring noises that have arisen since the 
world began and all concentrated as though 
in one mighty effort to wake the dead. 

"There Is no more reason that the public 
should be afflicted with this anarchy of sound 
than there is that the business of trafficking 
in meat and fish, or In vegetables and fruit, 
should be permitted on the sidewalks of some 
of the most crowded streets; than why deal- 
ers in boots and shoes or dry goods should be 
allowed to overflow In the same way with 
their traffic. Room enough will be found in- 
doors just as soon as it is demonstrated that 
" the sidewalks can no longer be occupied by 
market stands and peanut roasters, but must 
be kept free for the convenient use of the 
public In passing along the street." 



They Don't Advertise Enough. 



I have been reading with a great deal of 
interest the various articles that have ap- 
peared from time to time in "The Billboard" 
concerning the village bill poster, his suc- 
cesses and fizzles — mostly fizzles. 

The causes of his failures have been laid 
to many things — poor service, prices too high, 
town to small, etc. — but it seems to me, that 
none have struck the key-note of his failure. 
My opinion is that he doesn't advertise 
enough. Don't advertise at all in nine cases 
out often. But he thinks Mr. National Ad- 
vertiser ought to place his paper with him. 
Oh. yes! Advertising pays— for the other fel- 
low; but when you mention the idea of his 
spending $4 or $5 a month to push his plant 
with, he wilts. 

He has a plant in a good town, gives good 
service, but has hardly enough work to keep 
him alive. Perhaps on his boards he has 
some foreign paper, that has been sent him 
by some persistent advertising agent, who, 
after some five or six letters, succeeded In 
finding there was a bill poster in the town, 
and that he posted bills. This bill poster 
goes plodding along, month after month, and 
never thinks of coming out of the woods and 
"hollerin' " at the patent medicine iran, the 
tobacco man, or the gentleman who sells 
chewing gum, and telling him that he is on 
earth, and owns a plant that is giving good 
service; his prices, his capacity— all the 
strong points of his business, if he has any 
besides the paste. 



Our small bill poster will say he can't af- 
ford it. times are too hard. Heavens, man, 
you will never better times, if you don't 
have some push about you. Don't you find 
the names of your successful bill posters 
among the advertising columns of your trade 
papers? You may be sure they were not 
always so large and powerful. They started 
with perhaps no more than you have. Hut 
you can count on it, that they spoke right 
out in meeting, and told Mr. Advertiser '-their 
business, and their address. And to-day you 
point them out as successful men in your line 
of business. '- 

But don't think that advertising is going 
to do it all. No. not by any means. You 
must have something to back your adver- 
tising up. A good plant, good service, and 
business methods enough to at least answer a 
letter within three weeks from time received. 

And another thing— don't expect that one 
issue of your ad. will bring the pro ratas to 
your wallet. You all know that old saw about 
"constant dropping, etc. 

Try it, my friend. Advertise! If you can't 
write a good, bright ad., hire some ad-writer 
who can. Good-business-bringing, straight- 
from-the-shculder talks, and inside of a year 
your business will be doubled.

Boston Boobies. 



Unable to successfully cope with the evil 
pass system, a few managers in the Hub 
have undertaken to get along without the 
bill boards. The Dramatic Mirror says: 

"The managers of the leading theatres in 
Boston have made an agreement to restrict 
the use of printing this season. The parties 
to it are John B. Sehocffel. manager of the 
Tremont Theatre; Eugene Tompkins, man- 
ager of the Boston and Park Theatres, and 
Isaac B. Rich, manager of the Hollis Street 
Theatre and Boston Museum. 

"The agreement was made in January last 
and goes into effect with the opening of the 
present season. Under its terms stands of 
printing are abolished entirely. No litho- 
graphs or other window printing are used, 
and lithograph passes are prohibited. Each 
theatre in the combination is limited to 3J0 
three-sheet boards in the city of Eotton. and 
not more than four seats a month can be 
given for any three-sheet boaid privilege. 
Photographs and frames may be exhibited in 
windows. Half-sheets to the number of luo 
may be displayed in hotels, railway stations, 
at ticket agencies, etc., but indoors, only. 

"In the course of a season, if this com- 
pact is strictly lived up to, there will be 
saved to the Boston managers and the com- 
panies playing at their theatres at least $60.- 
000. There has been little objection thus far. 
and the great majority of those booked dur- 
ing the season have expressed their hearty 
approval of it. 

"The result will be followed with the keen- 
est interest, and if it is satisfaeloiy the abo- 
lition of printing will extend undoubtedly to 
the first-class theatres in other large cities. 
Even greater than the saving in actual out- 
lay for material and posting will be the enor- 
mous gain in shutting off the army that gets 
into the theatres on lithograph passes, the 
bulk of which fall into the hands of the 
scalpers and are sold at cut rates. 

"It has been estimated that in former sea- 
sons twenty thousand persons a week have 
secured admission ou these passes. The cut- 
ting off of nearly half this number will un- 
questionably serve to create a mateiial in- 
crease of paying playgoers." 

The saving of $60,000 that is mentioned in 
the clipping is very likely to turn out quite 
the most expensive saving that th5 managers 
ever made.

COMFORT FOR CAMPBELL 

The English Official Organ Is a Loser, Also. 

The following excerpt from the proceed- 
ing, of the United Hill Posters' Association of 
Great Hi itain Uiows that their paper. The 
Kill Pester, the official organ of the organi- 
zation, and published by the association is 
operated at a loss, like its Amciican name- 
sake: 

"Then there is an Item against The Bill- 
poster. The receipts in that account wire 1800 
and the payments were $1,100, which repre- 
sents a lots of ubout $300 for one year o» 
the working of that journal. That loss could 
very easily be turned into a profit if every 
member of the association subscribed to the 
journal, and sent occasional advertisements 
to it. We do not give an exceptionally good 
number every month, but there is no doubt 
that in every number there is certain in- 
formation which should be In the possession 
of every member or the association. There is 
a credit item of $275, which does not appear 
in the statement of amount or receipts be- 
cause It is not part of either. Shortly after 
the resignation of your late Secretary, (Mr. 
Ilcnnell), your committee instructed the aud- 
itors to report on the accounts for the past 
three years. They did so. and discovered a. 
deficiency of $273. Mr. Bennell has sent a. 
cgheque Tor that amount, which waa Just, 
received this morning, and consequently docs- 
not appear in the balance-sheet. We are- 
therefore not losprs by the irregularities in> 
the aceounts of our late Secretary." 

We were surprised to discover this condi- 
tion of affairs. The paper is well edited, and 
deserves support. If the British bill posters, 
do not support their official organ, tbe ques- 
tion naturally arises. What chance bas our 
officii:! organ got to become self-supporting?

Mr. Alton and Mr. Bland were 
made a committee to draft a constitution and 
by-laws. The association adjourned to meet 
in Fort Madison at the Eblnger Opera House 
at 2 o'clock, Oct. 5, 1S98. 




LICENSE IS INVALID. 

Supreme Court of South Dakota Renders 
a Decision Important to Billposters and 
Distributor.* 

(Special Correspondence.) 

Pierre, S. D., Sept. 6, 1888. 

Among the opinions handed down by the 
Supreme Court at its lute sitting was one 
in which the validity of the license law 
passed ut the last sew. ion of the Legislature 
was passed upon. 

After citing the act, the Court holds that 
the law is a violation of the Interstate Com- 
merce act, as it attempts to regulate com- 
merce between States, a function of the Gov- 
ernment which Is granted to Congress alone. 
In support of this, the Court says: 

"While the license tax is appamtly im- 
posed regardless of the amount of business 
transacted, the Irresistible effect or the law 
as applied to this case is to regulate com- 
merce between States by compelling a Min- 
neapolis firm to pay in advance for the privi- 
lege of attempting to procure customers in 
one of the counties of the State. Decisions 
too numerous to justify citation, lidding that 
interstate and foreign traffic is entirely ex- 
empt from such a tax. regardless of the 
method of imposition, are grounde'd upon the 
doctrine that a State has no power under the 
constitution to burden such commcre*e either 
by way of a direct tax upon the subject mat- 
ter or by requiring those engaged in the oc- 
cupation of soliciting orders or advertising 
the commodities of some person residing 
wtbln another State', to pay a license for such" 
privilege. 

"We find that commerce among the States 
consists of traffic between their inhabitants, 
and includes the purchase and sale of com- 
modities through the agency of persons em- 
ployed to solicit otders by the use of sala- 
ries, etc., and the power to license and regu- 
late such business in Congrrss exclusively. 
Our conclusion, therefore, is that the enact- 
ment under consideration, as applied by the 
Court below to plaintiff in judgment ap- 
pealed from is reversed, with the direction 
that the accused be discharged."

Editor "The Billboard:" 

September number is at hand, and I find it 
full of interesting items which are well worth 
any one's evening of reading, and adds much 
to the pleasure one derives from his favorite 
journal. "The Billboard" has certainly im- 
proved since 1 first saw a copy. May it con- 
tinue and its "bank balance grow long." 

I am very much taken with the war cry 
of the Ardniore denizon of the wild and 
woolly West. He certainly comes on the 
jump and bits the nail on the head square, 
awakening a cry cf sympathy from many a 
poor isolated member. It is true, few iso- 
lated members derive much benefit from the 
amount paid in, but they do derive some. 
There is no question about thati. Many mem- 
bers get some work simply becausc-thcy are 
members of an association, because it docs 
just what they preach — "advertise" them, 
and as a general thing an association tries 
to get the best men possible, they are then 
stamped as the best party at that point. 

Naturally, advertisers give them preference 
and sometimes, sorry to say, their confidence 
is misplaced. Then, again, with an asso- 
ciation there are men who work in somehow 
or other who should not be there. It is so 
in every large body of men, and on that ac- 
count I am loath to accept his sweeping as- 
sertion that the I. B. P. A. is an Association 
of Asses, though 1 have no dcubt but that it 
has its share. 

I am a strong believer in organization, even 
if little benefit be derived from it at first. 
It helps many and may help me more later 
on. I remember perfectly well when I first 
Joined a little "sucker"-catcher and voted 
myself an entire "Association or Asses" in 
one, but joined them. and. strange to relate, 
all aided me but one. besides being a step- 
ping-stone to a better association. I will 
say, though, that I was caught for only one 
ten-cent box of ointment in my cmbyro state 
as a distributor. 

I would like to be a member of the I- B. P. 
A.. A- B. P. and especially the I. A. of 11.. 
but it seems that I can not, as all the large 
cities where one can support one's self are 
already taken, and the only way I can do is 
to* travel. . 

Did you ever notice the interest taken in 
posting and advertising matter in these lit- 
tle cross-roads settlements and villages? If 
not. just go out to one of 2a to 100 people, 
pest up one or two one-sheet or two-sheet 
posters, take at least three patent medicine 
circulars, camples alEO —if ycu can, a sample 
of soap— one of powders, a story paper, etc., 
leave them at the houses, then go and post 
your bills. Next Sunday evening come back 
on a visit. You will find that every person 
has some "ailment jist like so-and-so in" one 
or the other patent medicine circulars: soap 
and powders have their supporters, while ev- 
ery one has some criticism on your poster. 
The voung lady of the house has finished the 
paper, and all want you to send them the 
next number. Try it: you will be astonished. 
Up North, you do not have the many, very 
many small country towns that we have here 
in the South: you have many more railroads, 
but try it in some small place not often 
worked, and see. . 

1 see Pontiac, Mich., "finished a ]ob for 
Err C I. Shoop a little while ago. He came 
up to my price of $2 per thousand," etc. The 
only comment that I wish to make is. if there 
is any one who can make an honest house-to- 
house distribution at less than $1-50 to $2 per 
thousand on small orders and make a living 
I would like to buy a. receipt: and as for F.

*It has been some time since we sent you 
any communication from "this neck o 
woods." so thought would let you know we 
are alive: business has beeu very quite with 
US throughout the early summer, but now 
that the war seems to be over it commences 
to pick up. Foley & Co.. of Chicago, gave us 
850 sheets in July, made up of three-sheet, 
eight-sheet and 24-sheet stands: also 1.000 W. 
P. signs for tacking. We covered the county 
with same. They are a fine firm to do busi- 
ness with, and treated us like gentlemen. For 



the past two weeks we have been very busy 
advertising the great Mansfield Fair, that 
comes off Sept. 27 to 30. It calls to gather a 
great concourse of people. They spare no 
expense of advertising it well. We have had 
two wagons and four men at work for them. 
They use everything from a one-eighth sheet 
up to 24-sheet pictorial, and cover everything 
in sight like a circus. They have a grand 
array of special attractions, among which are 
the celebrated "Rossow Midgets." "Lotto & 
Dello. in the trick house act:" "Lunetaro, 
Japanese Magician and wonder worker; "Col- 
tons' Donkey Circus," besides a three-day 
baseball- tournament. With the "Midgets" 
comes twenty-eight 24-sheet stands of beau- 
tiful pictorial paper: they advertise into live 
counties, besides covering railroad routes for 
100 miles out. With good weather a safe esti- 
mate places the crowd far third day at least 
20.000. During a severe storm on the 6th 
inst. one of our wagons containing two bill 
posters was wrecked and one man killed in- 
stantly and the other badly injured: it only 
delayed us a short time, we having the third 
wagon ready and on the road withiti twenty- 
four hours. 

We joined the International Association of 
Distributors in July, and believe it will be 
of great assistance to us. We confess that 
we have already begun to see returns from it: 
it is certainly a good thing, and we hope 
the time will come when every honest dis- 
tributor in tbc land is a member. 

We have just received 6,000 circulars for 
distribution from Dr. Chase Co.. Philadel- 
phia: have on the road 3.000 booklets from 
Boston Medical Institute. Chicago, 8.000 book- 
lets from Lydia E. Pinkham Co., (second dis- 
tribution): also 3.000 pieces from Dr. Miles 
Medical Co., Elkhart, Ind.: have done their 
work for two years, and their inspector ex- 
pressed himself as well pleased with our 
work, when here a short time ago. giving us 
more tenitory. We have hat posters from 
two firms and Red Cross stove posters from 
anotht r firm, all local, that wc are working 
on now. and are about to close a contract 
for potting 1,600 sheets for another firm of 
national advertisers. They are beginning to 
see the benefit of our well-defined "country 
routes." Are pleased to note the good fcel- 
inw now existing between. "The billboard" 
and the Billboard Display Advertising, aud 
am sure it will bring gcod results to the 
craft. Wc have never had the pleasure of 
receiving a circular from Mr. Wilshire. but 
would be pleased to have one. Possibly we 
might want to come under the cloak, if it is 
to include all. 

In mentioning work, did not mention the 
TOO sheets we have received from Opera 
House during August and September. Our 
Mr. H. M. Griggs is the present manager. 
Thanking you for favors shown to us, we arc.

1 ani confident that one of the best things 
done by the association at its last meeting 
was its resolution in regard to the date or 
sending in lists, and In which It decides that 
the bill poster who fails to send the list with- 
in three days shall forfeit the entire amount 
of the bill. .Iv.st as soon as the bill posters 
Irani that this rule was made as much for 
their benefit as for the advertiser, and that 
it was not made from a feeling of enmity 
toward them, or from any expectation or 
taking advantage of them, just so soon will 
pill posting come to something like its proper 
position in the advertising world.

SIGN PAINTING IN ALL 
ITS BRANCHES. 

Surface Preparations - Fillers. 

CHAPTER I.. PART I. 

There are so many distinct divisions or 
branches of the sign painter's art. that, in 
undertaking to write a scries of articles on 
the subject, one hardly knows with which to 
begin. But as the surface comes first in the 
manual manipulation of a sign, we will begin 
with It. 

While there are so many kinds of surfaces 
— tin. steel, various kinds of wood, 'stone, etc. 
—that in some instances would require spe- 
cial treatment that would be a benefit to the 
learner, we shall only deal with them in a 
general way. As respecting wooden surfaces, 
the best sign painters agree that the out- 
side cut of a close-grained log is the best, 
giving as a reason that because of its b.ing 
more exposed in Its growth that it is the 
toughest and better season. d. This is not 
the true reason, however; it is because it is 
younger, and for some reason yet unexplained 
the sap-wood of a tree will decay quicker 
than .the heart when left ill its natural state. 
but when seasoned and oiled or coven il with 
paint, will last longer than the heart . 

In the first place, the sign painter should 
have some alcohol tin liar. This is made by 
dissolving gum shellac in ak-ohel to a con- 
sistency that It will spread easily and still 
cover the pores of the wood. Its use in sign 
painting Is confined to filling the pores and 
for killing knots and preventing sappy places 
from showing, and for mixing colors. It is 
usually mixed in the proportion of one-quar- 
ter pound of shellac to one pint of alcohol. 
Powdered sealing-wax. one-half to one and 
one-helf ounces of alcohol, makes a very good 
substitute. It should be made stouter than 
this; that Is. more shellac should be used, 
when wanted to kill knots. Make ycur own 
shellac, as then you can rely on it. Ke-ep it 
excluded from the air. A self-sealing fruit 
can is an excellent receptacle for any paint 
solutions that are liable to evaporate. 

In prepaifng a board for a good job of sign 
painting, give p. couple of coats of shellac. 
using previously the stout shellac over the 
knots and sappy places. The best way of all 
to kill knots, however, is to bore them out 
with an auger to the depth of about a quar- 
ter of an inch and fill the boles with stiff. 
bard drying putty, made as follows: Take 
fine whiting and beat up to a working con- 
sistency In one-third drying oil and two- 
thirds Japan dryer: work it into these holes 
and into all other Inequalities with a square 
pointed putty knife. When this is done, give 
a good, stiff coat of white lead with sufficient 
dryer added to make it dry in a reasonable 
time. Now. if you wish a very smooth job. 
rub down with lump pumice stone and w^tcr 
in tiad of rand-raper. Go over it aga'n. when 
dry, and puttr up all deficiencies with a putty 
made of white lead and common store putt v. 
half and half. Put a little more japan in 
your paint and give it another coat, and 
pumice-stone or Band it when it is ready for 
the grained coat of color. The above is an 
old way, but a good one. 

Since the advent of all kinds of fillers, this 
method Is out of date on account of its being 
so elow. more than of anything else. It Is 
usually the case now. that a cheap filler i« 
Riven the board, and then grounded out with 
ready-mixed paint and let go at that. 

There Is a filler known as Deno filler, or 
umber, when mixed with white lead in the 
proportion of one-third filler and two-thirds 
lead, will give a good surface for color, when 
sanded. In one coat. This rubs smoother with 
sand-paper than any other filler that has yet 
been discovered. 

It Is often the sign painter has to contend 
with tar spots. These may be removed by 
first scraping them well and coveting with a 
couple of coats of strong glue size. 

Most of the surfaces for cheap sign work 
is prepared with glue size. Soak the glue 
In cold water over night and melt in hot 
water, using only a sufficient quantity of 
water to fetch it to a working consistency. 
Glue size Is all right when the boards are 
not exposed to a position where It will draw- 
dampness. The glue will then soften up and 
the paint will scale off.

While no great exertion, like a bellows, is 
required, it is more convenient to breathe at 
times than to carry a green-goods grocery — 
that is, to have a potato or an onion at hand. 

HOW A COUNTRY PAINTER "GOT 
THERE." — An awkward - looking country 
painter set forth to boom a three days' cen- 
tennial at a country town. When nearly 
there, he returned home to rest. Shortly he 
made a new start a-foot and got there while 
decorations were going up ail over the town. 
He was totally a stranger, carrying neither 
a letter of introduction or references— noth- 
ing, excepting a few sample cards of bis own 
work. Seeing a man with a dish of color and 
a brush enter a restaurant, tho countryman 
slid in to see the motion, which to his sense 
seemed awkward, as the town artist was en- 
gaged in a futile attempt to get the "hang of 
the thing" to be described upon numerous 
large sheets of card-board. During these ef- 
forts, the vest-pocket samples were quietly 
handed over the counter. The young man 
over there grinned and examined, and with 
an exchange of knowing looks. Mr. Artist 
was shown the samples. Without a word, he 
laid down his string and pencil and departed. 
The stranger was invited to "catch on,"

be to brand our employer as a "th(i)ef" blind 
of an eye. Showiug Mr. Kicker such a re- 
sult, he not only saw the point, but trouble 
ahead, and relented. For so doing, a small 
sign was then painted for him. which pleased 
him so well he thereafter protected the bul- 
letin against any defacement. Diplomacy is 
better than blows. 

TO PREVENT COLORS RUNNING.— Hav- 
ing everything seemingly well mixed, once a 
black background for cut work crawl, d over 
the undiled white letters. This was stopped 
by adding to the black paint a little of a mix- 
ture of one part of Japan dryer with three 
parts spirits of turpentine, and having the 
color rather stiff. Cleaning the letters which 
first had been put upon the old diy paint on 
the wall, then n little of the same liquids 
c.l.led to the white lead paint, the letters 
were retouched, then a retouching of black 
over the background settled the trouble and 
produced a- good result. 

TO PREVENT LETTERS SHRINKING.— 
While lettering upon a background of ready- 
tllixed lubber pninl. the letters, after a few 
moments, acted like water upon Klass and 
vanished entirely. We doctored the black let- 
tering point with jap mid turps, with no re- 
sult; then added varnish and railed. Finally, 
inhaling n good breath, a blast was breathed 
from the open mouth over the immediate part 
to be lettered, and at once began letteiing. 



which he did, and made things fairly fly. siz- 
zle and boom. Crowds gathered to witness 
the placards which were posted every few 
moments, while others were being rapidly 
dashed off with a seemingly reckless grace 
born of experience. Customers pressed him 
with orders, and the poor fellow was soou 
loaded with money and honors until the start- 
ing of the monster procession.

Other "light- 
ning sign writers" had preceded him from 
distant towns, but he was correspondingly 
happy, feasted free of expense the while upon 
food fit for any king and suited to the 
queen's taste. He was retained after the cen- 
tennial for some days. As he was a bold pen- 
man and a good colorist, he was solicited to 
execute a great amount of real penwork. 
Having a well organized mind, keen and 
alert, he hud assimilated the principles of art 
from the teachings of text-books and the 
trade journals, among which none are more 
helpful than "The Billboard." Thus he acted 
naturally and free from hesitation. How 
would such a fellow do to strike some fair- 
holding town in time? . It may be yours for 
the trial. Ycu can. Will you?

Sign Sense. 



In connection with ell of the preliminary 
work above mentioned it would be well to be- 
piii some strong out-door display advertising. 
This is one of the most important kinds of 
advertising ycu can do. It is the permanent 
kind that you should keep constantly before 
the people, so that they can not forget your 
poods. Dailies are too expensive for continu- 
ous large advertising, in my estimation, and 
as small advertisements would be lost it 
would be well to drop them after the goods 
are once thoroughly introduced, aud to keep 
up a strong out-door display. 

Painted signs and wall displays are better 
as a rule, than any other kind of out-door 
display, because of their enduring qualities. 

It is said by some that when a painted sign 
becomes old. people cease to notice it or at 
least to take interest in it. This is not so, 
judging from my experience, or course, peo- 
ple become familiar with it. but so familiar 
that simply a glance is enough to make them 
think of the advertised article again. It Is 
said also that people living near a railroad 
never hear the train as it passes. This may 
be so. but they know, almost unconsciously, 
that a train lias gone by. The same principle 
may be applied to the method by which the 
large outdoor display operates on the minds 
of the people. The sign is limply a reminder. 
It rorms a mental habit by constantly recall- 
ing to the mind the article It advertises. It 
usually presupposes some previous knowledge 
of the article, gained from other sources. It 
is not within its province to give details, but 
it should give enough details to keep the 
character as well as the name of the goods ; 
before the public— E. B. Mower, in Adver- , 
thing Experh nee.

INK FOR SHOW CARDS.— Take four or 
five ounces of white wax and one and one- 
half white soap. Melt and mix thoroughly 
and add one-half ounce lamp black. Heat 
this mixture and add an ounce of spirit; 
shellac. It is said that with this ink the I 
finest to the heaviest lines may be drawn i 
without danger of spreading.

Do not try to get your lettering too large. 
Leave a good broad space between borders 
and between lines, and give plenty of room 
between letters. This is the secret of why a 
hand-painted sign looks better than a type- 
printed one. and for the same reason why a 
block-printed poster looks better than a type- 
printed poster. Type, generally speaking, is 
made to get the greatest number of Utters 
into a given space, much to the detraction, 
too. of the general appearance of the printed 
matter. An extended, roomy-looking Utter 
with good space between lines, is much more 
effective than large, closely crowded type on 
the same space. 

Care should be taken to get strong con- 
trasts between lettering and ground, and at 
the same time not sacrifice harmony. 

A very pleasing effect is had in a cheap 
sign by a black letter on a straw or light 
yellow ground with dull orange shafing. Do 
not get the orange too bright, as it is not so 
good as a more subdued tone, say "russet- 
orange." 

A "new" sign painter is too prone to orna- 
ment and embellish. To such we would like 
to say that a poorly lettered job looks still 
more "poorly" if an attempt is made by in- 
experienced hands to cover the defects in the 
lettering by various "didoes" and "whirli- 
gigs." Let scrolling and ornamenting alone, 
son. If you can net make a good letter, you 
will make a worse scroll, and the "tout en- 
semble" would give the muse a spasm. 

In "bringing up" work from the raw sur- 
face, whether it be metal or wood, the best 
effects are to be had by making the prelimin- 
ary coatings of paint flat, or partially so. Es- 
pecially is this true for signs that are to be 
lettered in gold or silver leaf. If the letter- 
ing is to be done in dark colors on a light 
ground, make the last coat gloss only, as it 
is a well-demonstrated fact that a gloss coat 
"glosses" better over Cat undercoats. 



Allen E. Harbaugh. 



On another page of this issue we print a 
portrait of Allen E. Harbaugh, of Mill Run, 
Pa., recently appointed Secretary of the Com- 
mi ttee of Arrangements of the National Sign 
Painters' Alliance. 

Mr. Harbaugh was born In Springfield, Fay- 
ette County, Pa., July 7, 1849, and is there- 
fore forty-nine years of age. , He is a sign 
painter of great talent and ability, and a 
writer of great force and character. In early 
life he was a journalist, filling his first as- 
signment at sixteen years of age. He is an 
artist, too. of rare attainments, being equally 
at home in portraiture, landscapes or ani- 
mals. He embarked regularly in sign paint- 
ing for the first time in 1871, and has .followed 
it steadily ever since. •■ 

Just at present he is devoting himself prin- 
cipally to bulletin fence and rock painting in 
three counties adjacent to Connellsville. His 
work has obtained much attention His 
methods are decidedly original. He searches 
out the principle and grasping it. the thought 
is assimilated and filters through the alem- 
bic of his mind; nature is reproduced and re- 
flected as in a mirror under the magical touch 
of brush or pen. He was married in 1877 and 
has three sons and two .daughters. He is al- 
most constantly busy at bis painting and art 
work. His ardent admirers call him the 
"poet-artist," as he has the happy faculty of 
reaching the heart and sweeping the chords 
in unison. 

Quite recently he wrote and published a 
pioneer history of the township, in which he 
reEirieft and it obtained wide attention in that 
locality.

SODA PAINT.— Dissolve one-hair p>-und of 
soda lye in rain water, preferably in the sun. 
Previously stir In 5 pounds of starch in cold 
water (as soft as possible) and nonr the e*is- 
polved soda slowly and carefully irto this. 
The starch is rendered thick thereby, and 
when it has attained a transparent? gla- 
tiaous appearance, stop pouring in the lye. 
Then allow the «f»rch to Etand for awhile. 

The above is said to make a cheap and last- 
ing filler. Possibly its cheapness wculd rec- 
ommend It to sign painters as a substitute 
for cheap work. - e nature of the mixture 
indicates that it should be -excluded from the 
air. This reminds me that shellac dissolved 
in soda lye (sal soda! makes an excellent 
covering for grease spots. 

Brussels" Size for gilding Is made by taking 
equal parts of common molasses such as 
found in stores, and the yolk of an egg. well 
mixed. The places to be gilded are coated 
with this. It Is almost the color of gold, and 
one coat is generally sufficient. The w?y this 
size is made in this country is by mixing 
yolks of eggs with glycerine by shaking the 
rlvcerine and egg together. It is understood, 
of course, that these sizes must be used thin 
and indoors. The thinner is warm water, 
added to the size, warmed somewhat. 

A lead pencil in the hands of a small boy 
is the curse of bill posters. On a huge sign 
board on Grand Avenue .U an advertisement 
of a centring match with two l»nn hounds 
hot on the trail of a bounding rabbit, who i=? 
always just a little ahead— eneugh to be oi-t 
of danger. Some youngster, has written this 
serawl underneath, making Sir Bunny ex- 
rlain hi-, own proweser "I eat — break- 
far t food."— Los Angeles Call. 

Aluirinum silver bronze possesses a very 
handsome soft lustre, which, unfortunately, 
vanishes partly in the air. Aluminum silver 
leaf, however, has been found to be far pre- 
ferable to silver. There is no doubt that the 
painter will yet owe many an improvement 
to the aluminum, metal.— Painters Magazine.

Aluminum gold bronze consists of 5 to 10 
parts aluminum and 90 to 95 parts copper, 
and gives a durable gold-like bronze. With 
copper and zinc cheaper alloys are obtained. 
Mixtures of aluminum with ordinary gold 
bronze are also offered for sale, but these are 
less recommended than those prepared from 
the molten alloy. 

A good way to lay off letters on glass is to 
first smear whiting and water on the oppo- 
site side to which the letters are to appear, 
then with a sharp stick mark out the let- 
ters on the whiting. These outlines may be 
easily followed on the other side. After- 
wards wash off the whiting. 

There are many methods of making sizes 
for outside work. The one that has been in 
vogue for years is to take a small quantity 
of boiled oil, litharge and red lead. Set aside 
and shake often until bleached, then draw 
off in a bottle. Thin with turpentine.

At the last meeting of the Executive 
Committee official attorneys presented a 
bill for $100 for attending the Buffalo 
meeting. T ere was a great kick, but it 
was promptly paid. Perhaps the bill for 
J300 which has been owing The Billboard 
for over three years will now be paid. 
_ It has been ignored, sidetracked, pigeon 
holed and tabled so often, though, that 
there is no telling what is yet in store 
for it. 

It is a legitimate, honest debt of the 
association, audit would be interesting to 
know why many debts contracted since 
it became due have been paid, while it 
was persistently ignored. 

Every member should keep in mind 
the resolution adopted at Buffalo, viz : 

Resolved, ■ hatthememters of this 
Association be requested to furnish a 
list of locations on all contracts call- 
ing- for a "listed and protected" t?me 
display, and mail such list to the firm 
or agent sending out the work within 
three days after the date of posting. 
The penalty for failure to comply 
with the same will be a forfeiture of 
the amount of the bill. 

A list is designed to afford an adver- 
tiser an opportunity of checking up a 
display during the life of said display. It 
is oc no use whatever if sent after the 
paper is dead, or when the showing is 
about to expire. Three days is plenty of 
time. Any billposter who wishes to com- 
ply with the rule can do so without in- 
convenience. 

Those -who do not will forfeit one or 
two bills, ami then they, too. will find 
it comparatively easy to obey the man- 
date.

When it is considered that this Is 
one of the greatest crops in the His- 
tory of the country, the fact that tne 
Western and Southern banks are able 
to handle it almost unaided must be 
taken as actual evidence of prosperity.

Newspaper advertising has not been 
as dull in thirty years as it has been 
during the last three months. This is 
a fact. Authorities and experts on 
every hand are a unit in voicing this 
one sentiment. It is significant. In 
fact, highly significant, therefore, 
■when it is known that bill posting has 
been good. All of the poster printing 
houses have been more than ordinarily 
busy, and the demand for space 
among the bill posters has been great- 
er than in any previons year. 

What is the natural inference? 
There is one, and one only. Newspa- 
per space could not be made to pay, 
land advertisers cut it off. Bill board 
space continued to pay, and adver- 
tisers continued to use it. Right there 
is the conclusion, and all the "argument 
and explanation on earth will not al r 

ter it. 

)■ * * 

We probably heaF from re ore dis- 
tributors' .monthly than any other one 
concern in the United States. Out 
correspondence in this way is .enor- 
mous. As far as we" are able to judge, 
the houses who advertise through dis- 
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tributors have increased their appro- 
priations, if anything. At any rate, 
they have not cut them down. 

Here is another significant fact. Con- 
trast these conditions with those ex- 
isting in newspaper circles, and you 
will get an idea of the relative value 
of the two mediums. 

House-to-house .work is certain. It 
pays every time. Newspaper space 
pays now and then, and almost as 
often it does not pay.. 

Experienced and knowing advertis- 
ers have cut down their appropria- 
tions for newspapers, but they are 
spending a little more than usual on 
hottsc-t o-houso work. 

Ad-signs and painted bulletins, to- 
gether with mural signs, continue to 
find unabated favor. While the pub- 
lishers are complaining bitterly, the 
bulletin men are industriously build- 
ing additional boards and hunting for 
more dead walls. Ad-signs have never 
enjoyed finer favor than they have ex- 
perienced in the last few months. 

■a Ins unexampled prosperity of the 
sign men has been so obvious that it 
has excited the cupidity and roused 
the spleen of the publishers. In sev- 
eral cities this has led the newspaper 
men into attempting to inaugurate 
crusades. against signs. The motive 
ascribed was usually the unsightliness 
of the signs. 

In reality, it was nought but tln- 
envy of the publishers. 
* * 

The final call for this year's con- 
vention of the American Associa- 
tion of Fairs and Expositions appears 
iu this issue. It will take place at the 
Hotel Millard, Omaha, Oct. 25 and 20. 
This meeting is an important one. Es- 
pecially is it important to county and 
"district fair associations. 

At this meeting the scope of the or- 
ganization is to be extended. ITere- 
after, minor fair associations will be 
eligible for membership. With this 
end in view, a sweeping invitation is 
extended to-all the fair associations of 
America to send a delegate. 

It is desired that all societies be rep- 
resented. Indications point to a very 
large attendance, partially due, no 
doubt, to the opportunity of attending 
the Omaha Exposition, but owiug 
largely also to a lively interest in the 
outcome of the meeting.

A Short Sketch of Our Delegate's Visit to the Annual Meeting 
of the Bill Poster's Association. 
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Held in Dublin, Ireland, August I6th and J7th, 1898— Illustrated with 
views of British Billboards and Hoardings.

that the Anchor Line steamship An- 
choria would leave at 12 o'clock, en- 
gaged passage on the same, and by a 
little quick maneuvering, managed t 
get on the boat in good time. Before 
leaving, however, Mr. W. D. Lowden 
arrived at the wharf and bid your rep- 
resentative good-bye and God-speed 
and a happy journey and a wish to 
express his regrets to the members of 
the British Association that he was 
unable to attend, but hoping that they 
would accept me in his stead. 

We left Xew York with old Father 
Sun shining brightly. It was indeed 
a jolly party, not an overly large cabin 
list, and while the Anchoria is the 
smallest boat in the Atlantic service, 
she is a thoroughly well-built vessel, 
and outside of her reputation as a 
roller is as sea-worthy as any in the 
service. "We passed out of the harbor 
with a smooth sea, and had a faiy 
pleasant trip, outside of a few icebergs 
and some fog. A more genial lot of 
passengers it has never been my lot 
to meet. All jolly, good-natured fei- 
lows, and a more genial list of officers 
no ship can boast of. The Captain, 
steward and the purser, all old sea 
dogs, and as jovial and pleasant as it 
is possible to be. Outside of some 
heavy sea and no very heavy squalls, 
we touched Moville, Ireland, in just 
ten days from leaving New York; 
after bidding them all good-bye and 
they all wishing me God-speed, I left 
the steamer and started for London- 
derry, arriving there at 12:50 with just 
barely time to get my trunk through 
the Custom House and catch the train 
for Dublin, which is a six hours' ride. 
Arriving at Dublin, a bit late, I 
boarded a jaunting car and was driven 
direct to the Shelbourne Hotel; only"to" 
find every available room in the house 
aheady occupied. The good-natured 
clerk, however, told me not to be dis- 
heartened, as nearly all the rooms iu 
the Dublin hotels were already en- 
gaged and occupied, as next week" oc- 
curred the Royal Dublin Horse Fair, 
which, of course, is the really great so- 
ciety event of the season in Great

To begin with, on about four hours' 
notice, your delegate, Mr. Isaac Monk, 
iu pursuance with your telegram an- 
nouncing the fact that through urgent 
business arrangements, Mr. W. D. 
Lowden, the first choice of American 
bill posters, would be unable to attend 
the annual convention of bill posters 
held at the aforesaid place, and after 
a hurried get-ready and a few little- 
hustles such as are characteristic of 
the Yankee, I left Terre Haute, Ind., 
at 4:31 on the world-famed Knicker- 
bocker, Aug. 4, 1S98, arriving in Xew 
York at the Grand Central Station at 
7:43 p. m., Aug. 5. The trip from 
Terre. Haute to Xew York was made 
without any particular event happen- 
ing to mar the monotony of ordinary 
railroad travel. Arriving at the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria, Mr. Monk found that the 
"Billboard" Publishing Co., of Cincin- 
nati, O., had made all necessary ar- 
rangements for the voyage across the 
ocean, over the fapious Cunard Line, 
steamship Lueania,, but, owing to a 
slight delay in the arrival of the train 
at the Grand Central Notation, it was 
found that connections Vould not be 
made, as the Lueania had already 
sailed, so your representative was 
compelled to consult the timeMable of 
the outgoing steamships, and \nding 
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Britain. From there I went to the 
Hotel Metropol, with no better luck. 
Finally, after trying six or seven ho- 
tels, I found one where the clerk po- 
litely informed me I could stay one 
night, only. The rooms were all en- 
gaged from that time on until after 
the Horse Fair, so here at the Gresh- 
am Hotel I put in my first night in 
Dublin. After getting things straight- 
ened around a bit, the next morning I 
went over to the ofBce of the Irish Bill 
Tasting Co., at 40 Gre at Brunswick 
street. I arrived only to find out that 
all the delegates had just started for a 
day's outing by rail and jaunting cars 
through the beautiful scenery which 
surrounds Dublin, but, however, by 
my taking a train I could meet them 
all at Bray, which is about twenty 
miles from Dublin, which I, of course, 
agreed to do at once, as the train 
would leave in about an hour. I 
started back to the hotel, and on the 
way I met Mr. B. McGIade, a bill post- 
er and advertising contractor of 14 
Hawkins, near the Theatre Koyal. He 
was delighted to meet me, and offered 
every assistance in his power, and also 
accompanied me to Bray. Arriving at 
Bray, I was surprised to find a large 
delegation at the station, for during 
the time between my visit to the office 
of the Irish Bill Posting Association 
at Dublin, their very genial manager 
had telegraphed to Mr. David Allen, 
Jr.. that I had arrived, and would 
meet them at Bray. Of course I was 
greatly surprised at the crowd at the 
station, as I expected that I would slip 
iu unannounced and surprise them all, 
but found them all waiting for me. It 
was indeed an agreeable surprise, 
after the long ocean voyage, a tedious 
journey by rail, only to get into Dub- 
lin about two hours late for the con- 
vention dinner, which generally closes 
all business meetings of this or other 
kinds in Great Britain, and then to be 
so warmly welcomed by people who 
hardly knew whether the American 
ambassador would reach them or not. 
After a very hearty hand-shaking and 
exchange of courtesies, I was escorted 
to the smoking-room of the Interna- 
tional Hotel, where a rather informal 
reception was held, at which they de- 
termined to make my visit as pleasant 
as possible. It being nearly 5 o'clock, 
dinner was ordered for 5:30. After a 
little jaunt around the Beach, which 
abounds in beautiful scenery, we re- 
turned to the hotel just In time for din- 
ner. It was indeed a great pleasure to 
meet so many new-found friends. Mr. 
Alderman Sheldon, of Bradford; Mr. 
J. O, Kogers, of Belfast, and Mr. 



David Allen, Jr., took it upon them- 
selves to introduce me to the bill post- 
ers and their wives already assembled. 
It was indeed one of the pleasantest 
events of my life. After toast to the 
Queen and the Royal family, then the 
President of the United States, then 
your representative, and then the 
American Bill Posters' Association, 
which were all heartily given and 
warmly responded to, Mr. J. O. Rogers 
addressed the members and extended 
me a formal welcome in a happy little 
address. Concluding which, he said: 

"I will ask you to drink with me the 
health of "the Associated Bill Posters 
of -America and Canada," coupled 
with the name of Mr. Monk." (Ap- 
plause.) 

The toast was drunk amid a scene 
of great enthusiasm. Repeated cheers 
were given for the American fraterni- 
ty. The members joined heartily in 
the singing of "He's a Jolly Good Fel- 
low," which your humble servant re- 
sponded to as best he could, after

which a very delightful repast was 
served. We afterwards returned to 
Dublin, via Harcourt Street Station, 
Arriving in Dublin, we went direct to ' 
the Shelbourne notel, where another 
and more lengthy banquet awaited 
me, for the committee had made all 
necessary arrangements for a splendid 
banquet at 9 o'clock. After a short 
ride around on the jaunting car and 
a peep into two or three of the the- 
atres, we returned to the Shelbourne 
on time. I was again introduced to 
the entire Executive Committee of the 
United Bill Posters* Association of 
Great Britain, and several theatrical 
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managers, who had found time to be 
present at this, the first international 
meeting of its kind in the "world. 
There were present at this sumptuous 
repast the entire Executive Commit- 
tee, excepting Mr. Walter Hill, of Lon- 
don.

Messrs. Robinson, Halifax. After the 
toasts, I was again called upon to 
make a few remarks, in which I gave 
them a general outline of our method 
of doing business in the States, and 
altogether a very pleasant evening 
was spent. I informed them of my de- 
sire to return as quickly as possible, 
and they decided to appoint air. Al- 
derman Sheldon as niy traveling com- 
panion for the few days that I had to 
devote to sight-seeing. 

The following is an outline of the 
tour. On Friday, the 19th, we visited 
Belfast and were shown around the 
city by Mr. Prout, of the Irish Bill 
Posting Co., afterwards being enter- 
tained at luncheon at the Grand Cen- 
tral Hotel with the following gentle- 
men, among others, present: . Mr. 
Wardman, of the Theatre Royal; Mr. 
Moulitt, of the Opera House; Mr. S. 
C. Allen, of David Allen & Sons, after 
which we were driven to the Iitho- . 
graphing and printing works of David 
Allen & Sons, one of the most ex- 
tensive concerns of its'kind in the Old 
World. After which, Mr. Prout again 
took us in. hand and gave a three 
hours' spin around Belfast, leaving at 
4 o'clock on the steamer Adder for 
Glasgow. Arriving there at 9 o'clock, 
we were met at the station by Mr. 
John Gibson, of Robert Peith Sons' 
Co.,. bill posters. The evening was 
spent at the Empire Palace Theatre, 
through the courtesy of the acting 
manager, W. H. Howard. At 10 o'clock 
the next morning Mr. Gibson was on 
hand and drove us around Glasgow, 
showing us all points of interest, and" 
also incidentally the largest bill board 
in the world, being 600 feet long and 
74 feet high, which I think all my 
American brethren will agree with me 
as being entitled to be so called. Back 
to the Stenoch Hotel, we were again 
entertained by a dinner, Mr. Gibson 
occupying the chair, supported by 
Mrs. McDonald, Mr. Adamson, Mrs. 
John Locke and others: after which, 
bidding them all good-bye, we jour- 
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neyed to Liverpool. Here we were 
met by Mr. R. A. Jackson, who was 
one of the best fellows you ever met, 
and who did all in his power to make 
us perfectly at home. On Monday, 
Blackburn and Black Pool were visit- 
ed. Mr. Smalley, of Blackburn, hon- 
ored us with a luncheon at the hotel, 
after which we went to Blackpool, 
which, by the way, as an amusement 
resort, is second to none I have ever 
visited, not excepting Coney Island. 
The location is delightful, with a large 
list of amusement places.- It certainly 
outclasses everything in that line. 
The doors of everything were open to 
us. Mr. T. Sergenson, Manager of the 
Grand Theater, as in every other in- 
stance, delegated himself as a commit- 
tee of one to show us through his the- 
atre, as did Manager Huddieston. of 
the Empire; also, Manager Hariff, of 
the Tower; Manager Brighton, of the 
Winter Garden, and the Empress Ball 
Room, which is the most magnificent 
ball room in the world. The beautiful 
winter gardens, with its grand pavil- 
ion, hall, fernery and palm house, the 
handsomest billiard room in Europe, 
grand buffee, grill room, Indian jun- 
gle, the Indian lounge, conservatory. 
Italian gardens, Oriental lounge. The 
splendor of these marvelously fitted 
up apartments is the talk of the entire 
globe. After a very pleasant after- 
noon, back to Liverpool. Tuesdav we 
were the guests of Messrs. Crookes & 
Grime, of 81 Lever street, Picadilly, 
Manchester. Here we saw the. largest 
bill posting plant in the world, having 
over 2,000 different locations and em- 



age had been secured on the steamship 
New England, leaving the next morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock, I was soon to bid 
farewell to those who had made it so 
very pleasant for me. Nearly all of 
them were down at the wharf the 
next morning when the great big 
ocean liner left and we could see them 
waving handkerchiefs in the fond 
adieu. I, myself, feel very highly flat- 
tered at the reception tendered me ev- 
erywhere, as everybody did every- 
thing in their power to make it pleas- 
ant for me. Hon. Alderman Sheldon 
is one of the best traveling compan- 
ions it has yet been my lot to meet, 
and oftentimes now I smile as I think 
of some of his bland sayings. Others 
deserving especial mention are: Mr. 
R. A. Jackson, of Liverpool: Sir. J. O. 
Rogers, of Belfast; Messrs. G rimes* & 
Son. of Manchester: Mr. Smalley, of 
Blackford: Mr. Joshua Sheldon, of 
Leeds, and Mr. Prout, of Belfast; also 
Mr. David Allen. Jr.. Mr. S. C. Allen 
and Mr. Fred. Warden. Also. Mrs. 
Jackson, Mr. Gibson and Mr. Beith. of 
Glasgow. These people did everything 
in their power to make tliiuu-; 'pleas- 
ant for me, and they certainly did it. 
I "nlv hope that at some future time I 
will have the honor of returning the 
courtesy. 

Now. speaking of my observations. 
I think the Old World is a bit ahead of 
us in some tilings: their bill posters all 
use short-handled brushes, and work 
on ladders. Their sheets of paper are 
not so large as ours, and tlier put it 
up much more carefully. You will sec 
by the illustrations herewith submit- 
ted, of photographs in various cities, 
that there are no ragged ends. They 
blank everything in. which a great 
many of our bill posters are doing 
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ploying over 150 bill posters, capital- r 
Ized for $2,500,000. Manchester is in 
the center of a very thickly populated 
district. Of course, to us Americans, 
this sounds fabulous, but Manchester, 
like the rest of Great Britain cities, is 
an old city. Here we see a saloon 
which has held a continuous liquor li- 
cense for 547 years, during which 
time its doors have never been Closed. 
Manchester is a wonderful place, and 
Mr. Grimes is a wonderful fellow. Af- 
ter showing us around, all arrange- 
ments had been made, for a very 
pleasant banquet at the Victoria Ho- 
tel, after which we journeyed back to 
Liverpool, only to find arrangements 
already made for another banquet at 
the Adelphia Hotel. 

Aud so ended ten of the happiest 
days I have ever spent. As my pass-

now. Bill posting is a great business 
over there, while we have but very 
few large bill board advertisers; they 
have hundreds. Nearly every mer- 
chant or tradesman uses bill posters 
of some sort there, and theatrical 
work only forms a very small part of 
the posting done. Railroad and steam- 
ship companies depend entirelv on out- 
side display work to advertise their 
business. Nearly every brand of cig- 
arettes and tobacco sold in Great Brit- 
ain is exclusively advertised on the 
bill boards, to say nothing of the va- 
rious brands of tea, matches, ink. 
whiskies, ales, porters, condensed 
milk, sauces and ketchups, and in fact 
nearly every manufactured article. 
Their bill boards or hoardings, as they 
call them, are truly metropolitan, ana 
for the most part well and strongly 
built. The Irish Bill 'Posting Co. have 
boards twenty-six feet high and 280 
feet long, and considered to be the 
finest permanent hoarding in Ireland. 
They also have branches at London- 
<!<•!".•?-. Moville, Port Rush, and Color- 
nine, Ballymena, Omagh, Portadown, 
Lurgan. Strabane, Lame, with general 
offices at Dublin. Mr. J. O. Rogers is 
the manager, who. with a very ef- 
ficient corps of assistants, lias been 
very successful. Their price for post- 
ing is higher than ours, as their sheets 
are only about one-fourth the size of 
ours; what we call a quarter-sheet 
they call a crown; what we call a half- 
sheet, they call a demy; our ordinary 
one-sheet, a royal. They also put a 
great deal more matter on their type 
sheets than we do. They do not post 
paper stuck together like we do, and 
they cut it apart and post it in smaller 
pieces. As you will understand, it is' 
usually a damper climate than ours.

with more rain. Taper has to be put 
up in the best possible manner to stay. 
They use the same kind of paste that 
we do. but they do a great deal more 
snipping, or, as they call it, fly post- 
ing. They are, however, beginning to 
see the advantage of having as little 
matter as possible on large stand.-, 
this being introduced by American 
amusement enterprises, who, when 
they make tours of Great Britain, use 
American printed paper. One sees 
a good many familiar pieces of paper 
on the boards, prominent among 
which are Quaker Oats. Curtlss Bros. 
Blue Laliel Ketchup, Nestles' Food, 
Singer Sewing Machines, etc. The ad- 
vertisers of Great Britain use a great 
many enameled signs. The exterior 
of all railway stations is literally cov- 
ered with the same, as are the tram 
oars, or as we call them, street cars; 
signs being displayed inside and our, 
which makes them present a very ani- 
mated appearance. I think a good 
many of our American advertisers 
could benefit by a similar trip like the 
one I have just taken, as the English 
manufacturers certainly believe that 
outdoor advertising is a sure cure for 
dull business. 

Now. after a very pleasant voyage 
back on the steamship New England, 
arriving in Boston Friday. Sept 2. 
just in time to come into the harbor 
with the warships which were return- 
ing to Boston, headed by the Massa- 
chusetts, with Gov. Wolcott and 
Mayor # Quincy on board, it was cer- 
tainly a triumphant ending to this 
- hurried totfr to the Old World. Im- 
agine how proud I felt on hearing that 
the war had been satisfactorily set- 
tled and peace declared, pending the 
negotiations for a surrender; to see 
the grand United States once more. 
Everything that could float was 
draped with flags and was out to meet 
the battle ships. Every whistle was 
blowing; every bell was ringing; every 
building decked in the gayest of gay 
bunting, and everybody In holiday at- 
tire. It was certainly a sight never to 
be forgotten. Arriving at the wharf, 
and getting as quickly as possible 
down to the city. I dropped around to 
see Mr. Edward Downley, Boston's 
popular bill poster, who was delighted 
to see me. and entertained me with a 
dinner at the Hotel Touralne, Boston's 
new palatial hostelry. An evening 
spent, jaunting around the theatres, 
and then to New ork via the N. Yi, 
II. & H. R. R.. leaving New York at 
the Grand Central Station, via the 
New York Central & Hudson River 
Lines— a delightful trip Indeed. Back 
again, safe and sound on the evening 
of Sept. 4. being gone Just exactly 
thirty days, leaving friends never to 
be forgotten; but still, at the same 
time, glad to get back, and with noth- 
ing but pleasant memories of those 
who were connected with the United 
Bill • Posters' Association in Great 
Britain and those who made It possi- 
ble for me to do the honor to represent 
Item.

Judges at Fairs.

probably have had to pay for their services. 
It is all right for fair associations to econ- 
omize, but it is poor policy to jeopardize the 
interests of exhibitors for the sake of a small 
saving to the society. I have all due respect 
for the students and for the colleges from 
which they come. They are all right in their 
place. Of late, in some of the colleges, ef- 
forts have been made to teach stock judging. 
The students are called together and prizes 
are offered for the best judging of live stock, 
and then a fat horse or cow is run out, and 
perhaps for a pastime, as much as anything 
else, they proceed to judge it. Nine out of 
ten of the boys would prefer a football game 
or a bicycle race. The fact is, a young man 
can not gain the competency that should be 
possessed by an expert judge by taking a 
college course. It requires a man who has 
had a long experience as a breeder, dealer 
and handler of stock; one who has been at 
both end of the string, both as a purchaser 
and a seller. It is true that a good judge can 
point out many good characteristics, but 
there are a thousand and one little important 
things that one can hardly teach to another 
and that can only be learned by years of 
practical experience. Some may think that 
almost any kind of judge will do at a eounty 
fair, or a "pumpkin show," as it is sometimes 
called. It does not make any difference, how- 
ever, even if It be only a pumpkin show, the 
judge should at least know a Yankee pump- 
kin from a gourd, and there should be just 
as much competency in a judge of a county 
fair as at a State fair. As a rule, exhibitors 
are not thoroughly versed in the points of 
good stock, and they go to the fair as much 
to learn whether they are falling into any 
mistakes in their breeding as for any other 
purpose. If the animals they show are su- 
perior or inferior, they want to know it. and 
to know at what points and why, and if they 
do not And it out at the fair, attendance is 
not profitable to them, as they hoped. More 
encouragement should be given by fair man- 
agers to farm stock, such as draft, coach and 
driving horses, cattle, swine and sheep, with 
a little less attention to racing. Better fairs 
would thus be built up. and it would be bet- 
ter for the country at large. Managers will 
spare no pains to secure the services of a 
good starting judge to start the races, but 
they are often quite negligent in securing 
competent judges to award premiums. Often 
the starter awards the premiums as well, 
and while, in nine cases out of ten, he is all 
right as a starter, he is not competent to 
make awards." 

The matter referred to is a timely one, for 
a fair association misses its' chance, for use- 
fulness if it fails to make the show as large- 
ly educational as possible, and to do this, 
judges who understand what they are about, 
who know animals thoroughly and well, and 
who, upon occasion, are able to give reasons 
for faith that is within them, should be em- 
ployed. They should be men who can detect 
faults and recognize points of excellence, and 
who are able to give due weight to each fault 
or blemish and each excellence, neither un- 
der-valuing or over-valuing them relatively 



to the balance of the animal. The larger the 
practical experience a judge has had, the 
greater will be his ability to judge, other 
things being equal. In some of the colleges 
of the country great pains are taken to teach 
students of live stock what constitutes a good 
animal, and how it should be judged. This 
systematic teaching is productive of good re- 
sults, and while it may not and does not at 
once make a full-fledged expert judge, it 
gives an excellent skeleton on which to hang 
after-acquired experience in the handling of 
domestic animals. So far as we have been 
able to observe, the students who become 
competitors for prizes in the stock-judging, 
courses, such for instance, as the Ogilvie 
foundatiqn at the Wisconsin Agricultural Col- 
lege and some others, are earnest and ener- 
getic young men who may, perhaps, have a 
fondness for football, but only in its place 
and not to the detriment of the more serious 
duties of life. This is not saying that the 
course they take makes them at once expert 
judges, fully competent to place the ribbons 
to everybody's satisfaction at fairs, for prac- 
tice must go hand in hand with science in 
order to do this. But it does mean that the 
courses do them a great deal of good and 
will probably make good judges out of them 
eventually. 

In this connection it might not be amiss to 
recall Eome work. that was done at the Wau- 
kesha County Fair in Wisconsin. Recogniz- 
ing the fact that live stock fairs did not pos- 
sess the educational value that they ought to 
have, and did not teach exhibitors and oth- 
ers interested as much about what consti- 
tutes a good animal of its kind as they ought 
to teach, Mr. George MeKerrow, Superin- 
tendent of the Wisconsin Farmers' Institutes, 
held three short Institute sessions at the fair 
named, and used the prize-winning animals 
in the fair stock rings as texts for brief lec- 
tures on the subject of judging, telling the 
reasons why each point was a defect or an 
excellence, as the case might be, and, in 
short, letting those who were interested in 
the subject see just how the mind of a com- 
petent judge worked when engaged in deter- 
mining the question of how a lot of premiums 
should be distributed. We last year com- 
mended this work at the Waukesha fair as 
worthy of imitation everywhere. We have 
since seen no reason to withdraw .such com- 
mendation, and believe the value of fairs, so 
far as live stock is concerned, would be in- 
creased many-fold if the practice of holding 
such sessions we're general.

A Word on Fairs. 

There has always been a disposition among 
certain manufacturers to kill off the fairs. 
Some would have a grievance against the 
management; their experience one year had 
been unsatisfactory on account of it being a 
bad year, or something or another had gone 
wrong, but they would come back in line 
and the exhibits at the fairs this year will 
probably average bigger and better than ever 
before. The season has been good and the 
dealers and farmers are prosperous and 
happy. The best fairs will stand for all time 
for many reasons. They afford the best op- 
portunity for the renewal of old acquaint- 
ances and the forming of new ones between 
manufacturers, jobbers, traveling salesmen 
and farmers. At a big fair a farmer or dealer 
can examine more implements and vehicles 
in a single day at a nominal expense than be 
could by traveling over the country for weeks 
at a large outlay. Besides, he can see many 
machines in actual operation. 

The. agricultural implement "and vehicle 
display has always been the chief attraction 
at many fairs, even to the women and chil- 
dren. The towering wind-mill, the buzz- 
ing machinery and beauty of the displays 
come in for a large share of the attraction of 
the fair sex. There are souvenirs of all de- 
scriptions handed out by handsome and pleas- 
ant salesmen, and the souvenir hunter finds 
time spent in the emplement and vehicle row 
most agreeable and productive of the best re- 
sults.— Farm Machinery.

The Texas State Fair. 



Probably no one enterprise in the whole 
history of Dallas developed as great a sur- 
prise, even to its projectors themselves, and 
has brought, and continues to bring, such 
lasting and material benefits to the city of 
Dallas, as well as the State at large, as the 
great Texas State Fair. 

Its organization was perfected in the early 
part of 1886, with J." B. Simpson as Presi- 
dent and Sydney Smith as Secretary- Its 
first entertainment was given Oct. 26, l»t>. 
and lasted ten days ; its thirteenth annual 
entertainment will be given Oct. 1, 1898, and 
will last sixteen days, with G. H. Gaston, 
President; B. E. Cabell, Vice President; J. B. 
Adoue, Treasurer, and Sydney Smith, Secre- 
tary and General Manager. 

Unlike most other institutions of its class, 
it had no small beginning, but opened out 
with its first entertainment in 1886 as a full- 
fledged, complete State fair, and although 
it is now conceded to be the largest combined 
fair, exposition and race meet in the United 
States, there are people who claim its first 
efforts have never yet been eclipsed. 

During the past thirteen years of its ex- 
istence, it has paid out an average of $70,000 
each year in premiums," purses and attrac- 
tions, and more than $250,000 in buildings 
.and general improvements, and its record 
' shows that it has entertained nearly 1,500,- 
0UO visitors. 

Its grounds. 120 acres, are enclosed with a 
tight board fence some 11.000 feet in length. 
* within which it has a one mile trotting and 
a seven-eighths mile running track, both of 
which are second to none in the South. It 
has five miles of gravel drives and walks, and" 
the grounds are abundantly supplied with 
water through some five thousand feet of 
service pipe. 

Its Exposition Building has 70,000 square 
feet of floor space; its Ponwer Hall has 25,- 
000 feet, equipped with boiler capacity of 275 
horse power, and its Machinery Hall has 80,- 
000 square feet. ■ i*f'.«IM 

Its poultry department will accommodate 
3,500 birds; its cattle department, over 500 
head of cattle; its exhibition horse depart- 
ment, over 300 head of horses; and its swine 
department more than 750 head of hogs. 

Its grand stand will seat some 5,000 people, 
and its race department has 580 box-stalls 
for race horses. 

Its Music Hall has 3,300 opera chairs, be- 
sides the galleries, and its Ladies* and Art 
Department Halls are 26 feet wide and 400 
feet in length. And last, but not least, it has 
five hotels run by the different churches in 
the city. ^. M#% 

The privilege row is 36 feet wide and 700 
feet long, and five bars well equipped and 
propeily run. 

The coming fair and exposition will be its 
banner entertainment, and no pains or money a 
will be spared to procure every species cf at- 
traction for the amusement and entertain- 
ment of all classes of its visitors. 

Its race purses aggregate some $30,000. its 
attraction list equally as much, and its pre- 
miums in the live stock department are 
larger than those of any other fair .in the 
United States. 

Among the many new features for the com- 
ing entertainment will be a miniature ostrich 
farm, with birds of all ages; a bench show, 
under the rules of the American Kennel 
Club, where dogs can be seen ranging in size 
from the Skye tenier to the great Dane, and 
at piices as high as $10,000. Under the man- 
agement Of the Texas "Coursing Club, lovers 
of this class or sports can witness the con- 
tests between the fleetest greyhounds and the 
wildest- jacks- 

Len Smell. Secretary of the Kankakee (111.) 
Fair, sends us the following ruling by the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue; "It has 
been decided that comparies giving tne-at- 
ricals or shows of any kind and charging ad- 
mission, at ccur-ty fairs, most pay a war 
revenue tax. When the county fair associa- 
tion has the shows under its complete man- 
agement and control, it must pay a $100 li- 
cense fee, covering ell the shows, but if the 
complete management and control is not 
vested in the association, the management 
of each show must take out a license." 

It was a notable show at Columbus, O.. in 
this year of 1898. The show of live stock was 
never better. There was noticeable among 
the stockmen a feeling of courage and cheer- 
fulness that reminds one of old times. 

J. W. Gaines, Secretary of the Lawrence- 
burg (Ky.) Fair, writes us that though this 
was their twenty-fifth, annual exhibition, it 
wrs the greatest success they had ever ex- 
perienced. 



Street Fairs. 



Reports from various parts of the country 
indicate that the street fair plan of drawing 
trade is to be adopted on a large scale this 
fall by merchants. Started in a modest way 
in some small towns, the scope and plan has 
broadened until the "street fair" this year 
will be a combination of the carnival given 
by many cities, the industrial exposition and 
the old-time county fair. 

The street fair has for its foundation the 
business enterprise of merchants in the towns 
and smaller cities, who fill their streets with 
booths for the display — not for the sale — of 
goods: then hire entertainers to give free 
exhibitions to draw the crowds. 

Ordinarily, the main street of the town is 
selected as the place of making a display, so 
that each leading merchant may have a 
booth in front of his own store. The time 
selected for the fair is as soon after, harvest 
as possible, the natural season for relaxa- 
tion. 

Any feat of daring or exhibition of skill 
that can be accomplished out of doors to ad- 
vantage is appropriate for an attraction at a 
street fair, and it is a poor street fair that 
has not at least one high rope walker, and 
one "daring aeronaut," with a balloon, a par- 
achute, and a thrilling leap to the earth. 
Then there are always a few strolling mu- 
sicians, who wander about the booths and 
play or sing wherever any seem ready to 
listen. 

Clowns and acrobats are popular additions 
to any street fair coterie of entertainers. 
Nothing pleases the children more, unless it 
may be a few trained animals that are al- 
ways in evidence; and as a rule, everything 
is free and beyond criticism, and intended 
to put the beholders in a pleasant frame of 
mind. The merchants in towns where street 
fairs have been held have found that even 
after a big harvest and a high price for his 
crops the ordinary farmer will part with his 
dollars in trade a little more readily if some- 
thing is at hand to keep him on a broad grin 
or in a confidential chuckle. 

Does it pay? It would seem so from the 
fact that all the towns that tried it last year 
are planning to do the same this year, and in 
most cases on a larger scale. Among the 
places at which street fairs will be held this 
year are Terre Haute, Ind., and the plans 
for display and entertainment are most elab- 
orate. An idea of the extent of the plans 
may be gathered from the fact that Main 
street, which is the principal street of the 
city, will be filled for a distance of six 
blocks on both sides of the street car tracks 
by booths and displays, leaving the car tracks 
and the sidewalks, for the accommodation of 
traffic It is intended to have at least one 
juggler, musician, clown, or entertainer of 
some sort at every corner all day. 

In cases where the street fair has entirely 
superseded the agricultural fair, as it has 
in some places, it offers a field for the riv- 
alry of farmers in the excellence of their 
products, stalls being arranged for agricul- 
tural exhibits, and valuable prizes given to 
those making the best showing, so that a 
procession of prize winners in the form of 
various kinds of fat stock, bedecked in gay 
ribbons and led by their proud owners, would 
not be counted out of place even at a street 
fair of the most modern 'sort. Both Mat- 
toon. 111., and Grand Rapids. Mich., held such 
celebrations last year, and propose to re- 
peat them this year. Any interested reader 
who may desire further information as to ex- 



pense, plans and results can doubtless obtain 
it from some merchant or official in these 
cities. Under whatever name they may be 
held. "Harvest Festivals," "Carnivals of 
Fun" or plain "Street Fairs," the general 
idea is to draw.the surrounding population to 
the town and thereby increase the trade of 
the local merchants. — Chicago Apparel Ga- 
zette.

Rush to Exhibit in Paris. 



The United States Commissioner to the 
Paris Exposition has received at his office 
in the Equitable Building in this city more 
than 300 applications for space from Ameri- 
cans who want to exhibit, and the total num- 
ber of applications at the New York and 
Chicago offices exceeds 600. The large nuhl- 
ber of applications caused some dismay to 
the commissioner, because of the compara- 
tively small space that this country has se- 
cured at the exposition. Only 150,000 square 
feet have been allotted to the United States 
thus far, and enough have applied for space 
to make a World's Fair of themselves. Com- 
missioner Peck, in view of the number of 
applications, will go to Paris shortly, and he 
hopes to secure 500,000 square feet, instead 
of 150,000. The rise in 'prominence of every- 
thing American owing to our victories in the 
war leads the commissioner to believe that 
he will be able to secure much more space 
than was originally awarded this country. 
That an increase is needed is shown by the 
fact that among the applications thus far re- 
ceived ten electrical companies have asked 
for more than 75.000 square feet, or more than 
half the available space. An agricultural 
company has also asked for more than half 
the space allotted. It was said at the office 
of the commissioner that a lot of applica- 
tions , would be rejected. A special commis- 
sion, whose duty it will be to award space 
and pass on applications, will be appointed 
in about four months. It has already been 
suggested by the commissioner that exhib- 
itors should combine in some way to make 
the best possible use of the limited space, and 
a number have agreed to do so. In one case 
twenty-seven kindred trades have put their 
exhibits in charge of one agent. It is expect- 
ed that there will be more than 2,000 exhib- 
its. — New York Sun.

Hdw to Advertise a Whisky 
and Get Your Money Back. 

I want to say. at the beginning that 
although born a Colonel, I know very 
little about whiskies. But in the course 
of a number- of years devoted to ad- 
vertising, I 'have seen a great many 
whiskies advertised, and iu the coins:; 
of business I have rubbed elbows with 
:i great many saloon keepers, and liava 
been given to understand that pretty 
nearly every saloon and bar in the 
laud has at least one bottle of every 
prominent whisky that has ever b.en 
advertised. 

There seems to bo no difficulty in 
disposing of one bottle of the adver- 
tised article to the retail trade: the 
only difficulty being that that one bjt- 
lle seems to last forever— ji;st a< maty 
cigar retailers make one box of im- 
ported Henry Clays last forever. 

Cigar manufacturers have a law in 
their favor which does not apply to 
whiskies: It is illegal for a cigar deal- 
er, or any one else, to put cigars into 
an old cigar box, and the penalty for 
so doing is very severe. 

The only law, however, against "put- 
ting new wine into old bottles" is the 
Scriptural injunction, and this does 
not seem to lie widely known to the 
retailers of whiskies. 

The Music Hall people ad iptcd. 
quite a long while ago. a plan to pre- 
vent, their waiters from taking ad- 
vantage of their patrons who desired 
red liquor. Their plan was to furnish 
an ounce bottle, holding just emugh 
whisky for an ordinary "dram." This 
bottle they labelled with the name of 
the brand and the price to b:> charged 
for it: in this manner the recipient 
knew if he was paying 2."» ecu's for 
the drink of whisky, that the waiter 
was also paying '2~> cents at the bir. 
and was not supplying'him with some- 
thing that cost the waiter a dime. 

Xow. if I were a millionaire ..distiller, 
and should wish to spend •f10:>.0"0 in 
advertising some brand of whisky. 1 
would endeavor to profit by the ex- 
perience of the Music Hall managers: 
and while I wouid bottle it in quarts 
and pints, as is customary now.- I 
would also bottie it In phials' suitable 
for a single drink, tying a small cork- 
screw to the side of the 'Kit lie. and I 
would have the name of the article 
blown in the bottle, aud also imprint- 
ed on the label that cavers the* cork. 

1 would then warn the imbiber to 
be sure that when he wanted a drink 
of Van Bibber whisky, to see that he 
gets a bottle that has never been 
opened, and that lie notices particu- 
larly that the maker's name and t:a'le 
mark are hlrtwp upon the bottle, and 
appear on thclahci covering the co'k. 

I would use a 24-sheet, or a 2S-sbret 
poster, and would devote, say I went v 
sheets, to displaying the name "of the 
lirand, and then use almut chrht sheets 
for small prlnl. telling how the whisky 
Is bottled. It Is customary to .advise 
against any small print on a poster, 
and J am among those who b divve 
that, way: itv spite of which 1 say, 
make the poster big enough, anyhow, 
and Ihen put the. small print in mine 
additional space and tack on at the 
end. It will be read: not every time 
the balance of the poster is read, lr.it 
it will ho read one time by all. and 
when they see the poster and the small 
type In future, they will remember 
what the small type said. 

By the way, Is there a "Van Bibber" 
whisky? If not, what's the matter 



with that name Tor a new brand? It's 
a good-enough name for a cigarette. 

"1 would then warn the imbiber to 
be sure that when he wanted a drink 
of Van Bibber whisky to see that he 
gets a bottle that has never lieeu 
opened, and that he notices particu- 
larly that the maker's name and trade 
mark are blown upon the battle, and 
appear on the label covering the cork. 
I would have a signature on the eark 
label, the counterfeiting of which 
would be a felony."

Big Strike 

Billposters of Greater New York Are Oat. 

There is a big strike on against the three 
big billposting firms of New- York, viz., Harry 
Munson, A. Van Beuren & Co. and Reagan & 
Clark. 
The News of October 19 says: 
Fifty members of Billposter's Union 1 were 
ordered to strike to-day by Delegate Thomas 
A. Sheehan In the shops of A. Van Beuren & 
Co.. 128 Fourth avenue; Reagan & Clark, 21 
Ann street, and Harry Munson, 4 Murray 
street, because they refused to sign the new 
agreement of the organization, although they 
had agreed to nearly all the demands In that 
document. The demands are as follows: 

Not to employ a bill poster or distributor in 
New York City excepting those being mem- 
bers of the Billposters' Union 1. or such oth- 
ers as will he recognized by them through 
affiliation; that from October 17, 1898, nine 
hours shall constitute a day's work, work to 
commence at 7:30 a. m.. and end at 5 p. m., 
one-half hour being allowed at noon for din- 
ner on Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday, Thurs- 
day and Friday: that on Saturady work shall 
commence at 7:30 a. m. and end at 5:30 p. m., 
with balf an hour for dinner at noon; that 
salary for steady men shall be $14 per week, 
rain or shine, and all extra routes shall be 
paid- $1 per route, a route to consist of two 
shh£ one-half hours' work; that all extra men 
1 "employed on the wagons or on foot routes 
posting three sheets or stands shall be paid 
at "the rate of J2.50 per day; that snipers are 
to be paid at the rate of ?10 per week, work 
to- commence at 7:30 a. m. and end at 5 p. ml. 
with one hour for dinner at noon, all extra 
^routes for snippers to be paid $1 per route- 
route to consist of two and one-balf hours' 
rork: that all emplayees shall be paid on 
Saturday of each week,- up to and including 
the preceding Saturday evening overtime. 
The Evening World of the same date says: 
ii Fifty members of Billposters' Union No. 1 
1 1 are on strike to-day from the shops of three 
leading firms, including A. Van Beuren & 
Co.. Harry Munson and Reagan & Clark. The 
trouble was caused by the refusal of the em- 
ployers to sign an agreement for a year from 
October 17. stipulating among other things 
that union men only were to be employed and 
that nine hours should constitute a day's 
work. 

The firms say they are willing to accede to 
the demands, but will not sign an agreement. 
The Journal of October 20 said: 
A strike of fifty members of Billposters' 
Union No. 1 was ordered yesterday by Dele- . 
gate Thomas A. Sheehan, in the shops of A. 
Van Beuren & Co.. No. 128 Fourth avenue; 
Reagan & Clark, No. 21 Ann street, and H. 
Munson. No. 4 Murray street. Tne strike 
was ordered to enforce the recognition of the 
union, the unicn wages of $14 a week, and 
unicn hours. 

Ttoare is a close alliance existing between 
the three employing firms, and they are joint- 
ly advertising for men to fill the strikers' 
places. 

THE STRIKERS* SIDE. 

Under date of October 20. Mr. T- A. Shee- 
han, walking delegate of the Journeymen 
Billposters' Unicn. writes as follows: 
Editor cf "The Billboard": 

You have doubtless learned of the strike ere 
this. Our grievance is that we want an 
agreement signed by the firms ' for one year, 
but they will only give us their verbal word. 
Our agreement has been endorsed by the 
Miscellaneous Section of the Central Labor 
Union of New York, and we have . all our 
men out to a man, and intend to stay out, as 
we think cur cause a Just one. . 

We have been out since Tuesday, 'October 
17, and have had all the' shops tied up. We 
have all our men still in the theatres, as they 
do extra work independent of the billposting 
firm. We have three hundred members and 
a good, financial treasury.' 

Hoping you. will give this a prominent place 
in "The Billboard." We remain,

claim of a victory in regard to the strike in New 

Relative to this matter, will say that Mr. 
Sheehan is the walking delegate for the Bill- 
posters' Association of Greater New York, which 
comprises a membership of 2<» men, and only 
about 15 per cent of this rat billposting associa- 
tion are practical billposters, working for the 
firms of A. Van Beuren & Co- H. Munson and 
Reagan & Clark, and the balance constitutes the 
rat and ash barrel billposting element They 
have lately co. te under the control and direc- 
tion of the Central Labor Union, who ha Ti sent 
fluent talkeis to the Billposters' Union at their 
weekly meetings Sundav afternoons, and. con- 
sequently, they have the' regular billposters 
worked up and laboring under ihe idea that 
they r re expert- and should 1 ec -ive salaries from 
?u^° ' J * 3 P« r day. The union then demanded 
this rale of wages from us, giving us three or 
four hours to decide and sign a contract for one 
year, and this the three bii:pTsting firms men- 
tioned above refused to consider, as the time 
given to look the matter up and consult with 
our attorney was not sufficient for us to decide 
upon. As a result, the billposters in the em- 
ploy of the three firms went out on a strike the 
18th inst., and are Hill out. 

The principal billposting firms in all the large 
cities from Chicago to Bangor. Me., have seut us 
all the help we require at present, although 
some of these billposters are only loaned us by 
the billposting firms in the adjacent cities. We 
are. therefore, open for first-class, intelligent 
billposters, American citizen.**, who know their 
trade and willing to accept steady employment 
at $12 per week. 

The three billposting firms mentioned are 
working jointly from A. Van Beuren s shoos at 
No. 128 Fourth avenue, downtown, and also from 
H. Munson 's shops at East Twenty-sixth street, 
covering the uptown territory.

Under no circumstances will the rat-ash-barrel 
element among the billposters in this city domi- 
nate the situation for the three billposting films 
mentioned in the future, pnd our old employes 
will only be taken lack as individuals after they 
have resigned from the rat billposting union. It 
seems a pity that a bright, intelligent class of 
billposters who know their trade should permit 
themselves to be dominated over by such an ele- 
ment, who. to say the least are of a very savory 
character in connection with the billposters' 
fraternity-, and. we believe, recognized no wheie 
on the face of the earth, or evtr have been, ex- 
cept as "rats' in the trade.

Took a Costly Boat Ride— P. F. Shaefer Is 

Robbed of $700 in Money and Jewelry, 

aid Has One Man Arrested. 

P. F. Schaefer, manager of the Chicago 
Bill Posting Company. 395 and 397 West Har- 
rison street, caused the arrest September 27 
cf John Ryan, charging him with being an 
accessory to larceny. Detectives De Roche 
and Muibrandon, of the Central Station, are 
scaichlng for two men who, in Ryan's pres- 
ence, robbed Schaefer of nearly J7C0 in money 
and jewelry. 

Schaefer says he met the men Sunday night 
on Washington street, and accompanied them 
to the foot of Van Buren street, where they 
hired a boat for a ride on the lake. Ryan 
was engaged to row the boat- During an 
hour spent on the lake, Schaefer says, he 
drank from a bottle handed him by one of the 
men. and soon afterward lost consciousness. 
He thinks he was drugged. When he recov- 
ered his senses he was on the pier at Van 
Buren street, with Ryan near him. He found 
he had been robbed of a gold watch worth 
$175, two diamonds valued at $350, and $160 
in currency. He asked Ryan what had hap- 
pened, and the boatman told. him he had fal- 
len asleep and his companion'had been unable 
to arouse him. They had left 20 minutes De- 
fore Schaefer revived. , 

Ryan told Detectives De Roche and Mui- 
brandon he saw Echaefer's companions shake 
him and bend over him in the boat when, it 
is supposed, the unconscious man was robbed.

Billboard Battle -Merchants' Ad Sign Co. 

Gets Judgment Against L A Bill Co- 

Another skirmish in the battle of the local 
hill board companies was enacted before 
Judge Allen. September 22, between the Mer- 
chants' Ad Sign Company and E. W. Camp- 
bell and the Los Angeles Bill Posting Com- 
pany. The fight was one-sided from start to 
finish, as the Merchants Ad Sign Company 
won hands down. 

The Merchants' Company was plaintiff in 
two suits. One was against the Los Angeles 
Posting Company, in which the plaintiff ask- 
ed judgment for the sum of $o,C00 as damages, 
and also that the company he restrained from 
engaging in conducting a bill posting busi- 
ness. The Merchants' Company, in Septem- 
ber. 1S97, purchased the good-will and ap- 
pliances of the City Bill Posting Company, 
which was owned by E. W. Campbell. A 
year later Campbell engaged in business and 
as a result the present suit followed. In this 
action the court cave judgment in the sum 
cf $1,200. In the second action, which was 
on the same ground, the court granted a re- 
straining- order, enjoining the defendants 
from engaging in such business.

Nagle leaves a widow, two sons and two 
daughters.

Don't Give All to the Circus. 



When the circus agent comes along, and 
says he wants all your bill boards, tell him 
that you have to retain a portion of your 
space for commeicial woik; tell him that you 
depend on commercial work for a living 
eleven months out of the twelve, and that 
such woik is therefore of consequence. 

The agent will object to this arrangement; 
will declare that he must have all your 
boards or none: will go off and buy lumber 
and hire carpenters and start into building 
boards of his own. 

Let him go ahead. When he gets his boards 
built, he wi.l come to you and take your 
space also: and in addition, he will » c il you 
his newly-built lumber at about one-half 
value, and you are well fixed for the coming 
year for commercial work, theatrical work 
and also for the next circus. 

The circus agent is a splendid bluffer, but 
there are a few bill posters that he don't 
bluff, among whom may be named the ex- 
bluffer. Bob Campbell, of Chicago. Campbell 
retains a portion of every bill board for use 
of his commercial work: he looks after the 
Interests of the commercial advertiser at all 
times, and as a result posts more commercial 
paper than any other L.ll poster in the world. 
It is claimed that the American Advertising 
and Bill Posting Co.. of Chicago, can post 
1.200 24-shaet stands for an advertiser without 
duplicating in a single instance. And they 
have built all these beards because of a de- 
mand for them: and they' have had a demand 
because they treat the advertiser right. 



Quick Action With Lists. 



The Associated Bill Posters, at their last 
meeting, passed a resolution requiring all 
membeis to send in lists of locations within 
three (3) days from date of posting, a failure 
to do so being punishable by forfeiture of the 
entire bill. 

That law was passed in July. Many mem- 
bers were present' when It was passed, and 
were instrumental in passing it. All others 
were promptly notified; in spite of which the 
quick list is still the exception rather than 
the rule. This is the experience of ail the 
sollcitois and all advertisers who send work 
diicct, up to the present time. 

There is only one way in which this law 
can be made effective, and that is to clap on 
the penalty. 

The honest, conscientious bill poster, who 
posts the paper thoroughly and on good loca- 
tions, and then through carelessness or for- 
getfulncts fails to tend in the list. Is plating 
himself, in the eyes of the advertiser, on a 
par with the bill poster who is not 50 honest. 
A few well-directed digs at his pocket-book 
will cure his foigctfuinets, and in a very 
short time there would be no cause for com- 
plaint, except against the very small per- 
ontaso of lu.-cais who have not yet been 
weeded cut.

We have not the slightest notion of 
v here this idea originated, but we do 
know that It is altogether a mistake. 

The one thing that actuated the men 
who organized the association was tho 
elevating of the calling of the house- 
to-house distributor. No member of 
Hie association has ever so much as 
dreamed of coerslve measures against 
advertisers. On the contrary, the dis- 
position has always existed to meet 
competitive prices, even while giving 
a hotter service. The distributing 
done by the members of -the Interna- 
tional Association of Distributors 
is worth more than that done by 
the greater number of unattached or 
independent distributors, and in time 
it will command a better price, but 
this condition will not be brought 
< about by compulsion. Ultimately, ad- 
vertisers will recognize the difference, 
and then the advance will ba allowed. 

"The Billboard" is in receipt of in- 
telligence of exceeding interest to dis- 
tributors. It is not a vague rumor, 
cither, but conies direct, and is well 
authenticated. Eleven of the lead'ng 
medicine houses who distribute have 
formed a close alliance. They each 
have inspectors on the road, and here- 
after each inspector will report, not 
only to his own house, but to all oth- 
ers in the alliance. For instance, if 
Hood's inspector gets into town and 
finds Miles' matter lieing put out, it 
will be his duty to watch the distri- 
bution closely and carefully, and re- 
port to the Dr. Miles Co. the result of 
liis observations. All that he hear.*, 
all that he finds out, directly or indi- 
rectly, regarding the service given the 
oilier houses in the arrangement, ho 
must also report.

Most distributors will readily admit that his 
course was the proper one. He was actuated 
so.ely by a desire to protect his client. It is 
a pity that the matter has not been satisfac- 
torily adjusted. 

There is a distributor— a member or the I. 
A. of D., who has owed "The Billboard" an 
account for so long a time that the number 
cf months it is past due is not readily recall- 
ed. Bills have been sent trim and statements 
galore. He has been reminded of his delin- 
quency by numerous letters, but without 
avail. Finally we proposed to accept one dol- 
lar a month until the indebtedness was dis- 
charged, but this. too. was unavailing. We 
know that he could pay if he would. The only- 
reason that he does not is that he has not the 
inclination. Such a man is dishonest. He 
honestly owes the money. He knows it has 
acknowledged it. but still can not bring him- 
self to pay the paltry dollar a month. 

We do not think he has any right to mem- 
bership in the I. A. of D. Furthermore, we 
think he ought to be exposed, and we intend 
next month to-prefer charges against him and 
publish the fact with his name.

Sign Painting in all its Branches 

Part I, Chapter 2— Brushes, Care of Them 
— Took Used by Sign Painters— Tracing 
and Transparent Papers -How to Make 
Them, Etc— Colcrs. 



To nothing does the good and practical 
sign painter attribute . Ms success more than 
to good brushes; therefore, constant and un- 
stinted care should be taken of them. It is 
not necessary that brushes should be new 
and In the perfect form that are made to do 
the best work. but. whether old or new, they 
should always be kept In good condition, for, 
it is generally the case, that a brush, par- 
ticularly a sign painter's brush, which has 
attained a certain slope from doing a special 
kind of work, is better adapted to do that 
special work than a new brush, or one that 
we might say has not been trained. The size 
and kind of brushes depend altogether on 
the kind of work to be done. If a sign 
painter Intends to engage In a general busi- 
ness of sign painting, besides a whole set of 
house painters' brushes, he should have a 
set of camels' hair pencils of different sizes 
a set of lettering fitches, some varnish brush- 
es and a. few bear hair brushes. The latter 
are mainly used In large advertising work 
for fllling In, or, as the term Is usually 
called, "cutting in." 

The necessary Implements, besides brushes 
that sign painters should have who expect to 
run a first-class shop, are, In general, al- 
though he may reduce the outfit to suit his 
convenience, or condition, or kind of work 
a. marble slab to grind; up old remnants, or! 
If be so desires, he may prepare much of "his 
paint by means of the slab and muller, at a 
cost lower than he can buy it prepared. Its 
saving of remnants will save the cost of It 
many times in a year If he does much busi- 
ness. A stopping knife, a small trowel, a 
pallet knife for use In connection with the 
s.ab, a square (carpenters), several straight 
edges, a T square, a pair of compasses a 
scale of measurement. Here Is a tool with 
wh.eh but few sign painters are acquainted 
but you wiU find it Is one- of the most useful 
tools you can have In the shop. Its use Is 
confined chiefl" when copying from a small 
picture In determining the scale on which a 
larger one or a larger letter than the one in 
the copy should be drawn. It will save much 
_ measuring and figuring to get the correct 
proportion. A two-foot rule, chalks of dif- 
ferent colors and degrees of hardness: also a 
chalk line, some pieces of charcoal. In place 
of using old cans, buy a couple of dozen of 
tin cups with handles. They are much han- 
dler, besides their use in measuring is more 
accurate, as you will naturally become used 
to measuring very accurate without going to 
the trouble of keeping a regular measure 
or of weighing, where the same size of ve- 
hicle is used throughout. One double glue 
pot, a couple of wire strainers for the pur- 
pose of ridding your paint of old skins and 
such matter that usually gets Into paint in 
one way or other, which sometimes is very 
aggravating. A scraper for removing burned 
paint, together with a painter's burner. An 
o.d plane bit is very good. Sand paper, dif- 
ferent numbers. Emery paper, or steel wool, 
which is. at present conceded to be superior 
to emery paper for rubbing down old work. 
Both a flat and half round file. Some pumice 
stone both in lump and powdered form. If 
you do fine work you should also have some 
Tripoli powder, a sponge, chamois skin, etc. 
In connection with these tools, there will 
be some special work which will require 
special material, and which we think proper 
to notice In this chapter, although their spe- 
cial uses will not be described for some time 
yet. You will often find that a knowledge of 
how to make a correct copy of a design will 
prove useful and. profitable in .many Jobs. • 
For this you should have some copying or 
tracing sheets. They may be bought or pre- 
pared as follows: take hard soap and lamp- 
black and mix them together -to the consist- 
ency of thick: Jelly. Brush It on one side of 
some thin, tough paper, and allow It to dry. 
To copy a design with this, lay the colored 
side on the surface on wKch tlje copy is In- 
tended to appear. Then lay the design to be 
copied, right side up on this, and tack to hold 
In place; then with a stylus, a sharp-pointed 
stick, of hard wood, a lead pencil or some- 
thing with a sharp, smooth point, proceed to 
go over all the lines of the design, pressing 
firmly but not bard enough to tear the paper. 
If your Instrument persists In tearing the 
paper It Is because the point Is rough. Have 
nave it a little blunt, and make smooth by 
rubbing on a blotter. A little practice will 
overcome the usual deficiencies when using 
any new method which always arise. By be- 
ing careful then the outlines of the design 
will appear perfect on the surface, when the 
colors, etc., may be filled In. 

Another way of getting designs is by pounc- 
ing, and is a great economizer of time where 
there are to be a number of signs of the 
same size and kind painted. No matter how 
large the signs are to be, first lay the sign 
just as It Is to be on a sheet of manilla 
paper, or, if necessary, use several sheets, 
numbering them to avoid confusion. After 
you have the sign laid off on the sheets, take 
a perforating or tracing wheel, and perforate 
the outlines. You mav perforate it through 
several sheets at the same time, and at one 
operation by laying one on the other, and all 
on a soft pine board, perforate through all 
of them at once, so If one sheet Is spoiled in 
any way you will have others Just like it- 
One side of the paper win be rough the tame- 
as a, tin grater, with: which there must be 
•ometMBg done before the perforated sheet 



can successfully be used. To press it only 
pushes the paper back into the holes, thus 
rendering it useless. Lay the design, rough 
side up, on a board and take sand paper 
and knock these rough points off, going over 
it at first very lightly, so as not to press the 
paper back into the holes again. If any of 
the holes should become filled, go over It 
again with the perforator, and repeat the 
sand-papering until the holes are smooth! 
and clear. The more care you take to make 
the perforated design perfect, the greater 
will be the expediency with which the after 
work may be done. Now, lay this perforated 
sign on the surface on which It is to be 
painted, keeping it Intact, that it may not be 
moved while the work of transferring is go- 
ing on, and take a pounce bag filled with 
powdered charcoal or whiting, according to 
the color of the surface, and gently tap over 
the design when the charcoal or whiting will 
sift through the bag, filling the holes in the 
paper, whence, on carefully lifting the per- 
forated paper, a true copy will appear on the 
surface, and may be readily painted. 

To care properly for brushes, they should 
always be suspended in some kind of liquid 
in such a way that the points of the bristles 
will not touch any thing. There are several 
methods in use, so it doesn't matter how you 
do It, just so you do it. The idea Is to keep 
the bristles straight and soft and springy. 
Linseed oil and water is usuallv - preferred. 
Both are good, but I prefer oil for several 
reasons. I think water Is the best, however, 
but one must be constantly on the watch that 
the water does not evaporate or get dirty, or 
freeze, or some thing: while oil is not guilty 
of "any of these faults. If you desire to keep 
brushes in water In the winter you should, 
after placing the brushes In the water, pour 
over it some glycerine. This will prevent 
_ the water from freezing solid. If you ■ have 
brushes which you do not expect to use for 
seme time, a good way to keep them in con- 
dition Is, after they have been used, to wash 
them out clean, soak them well in linseed 
oil (raw), and wrap them air-tight In pieces 
of bladder and bang them in a cool place. If 
wrapped tightly, they will remain In condi- 
tion for a long time, and when required for 
use all that Is necessary Is to rub out the oil. 
Before using a new brush it is well to wash 
It out good with a weak solution of soda lye, 
then, whether you wish it bridled or not, to 
take a few turns around it next to the ferrule 
or binding with a twine string, the same as 
used for bridling. This prevents the bristles 
from leaking out, which Is one of the most 
aggravating things In the trade. By having 
a brush wound with a few turns of string, 
or partly bridled, seems to give it more 
spring, compelling the bridles to fly back in 
their proper position, a most desirable qual- 
ity in a lettering brush. Now, these are but 
little things to notice, but, all the same, care 
of the trifling parts of any trade has a great 
deal to do with ultimate success in it. I have 
always noticed that the masters of the situ- 
ation in any kind of a business or trade make 
It a leading point to be masters of all the 
details connected with: It also. In future 
chapters we will have occasion to speak of 
work done by tracing paper. As we have 
given other ways of transferring in this chap- 
ter we will give the way to make tracing 
paper also. This Is the best. Take a pint of 
spirits of turpentine, one-eighth of an ounce 
of finely-powdered sugar of lead. Shake It 
well, and let stand for a couple of days. De- 
cant and add to It one-halt pound of Cana- 
dian balsom, and keep it gently heated stir- 
ring thoroughly until well mixed. Lay your 
paper on a smooth surface and brush it over 
with this mixture, when it will become ex- 
ceedingly transparent. The only drawback 
to paper prepared In this way is because it 
is not ready to use for four or five days, but 
when It is you can rely on it, because of its 
extreme transparency even on thick paper. 
We will subsequently refer to this paper 
when describing a most beautiful class of 
work on glass, whlcb, to my knowledge, has 
never been described In any work. 

It is not necessary that the sign painter 
should carry In stock many different kinds 
of colors, tints, etc. If he is acquainted with 
how to mix them so as to produce different 
tints, all that he needs, besides black and 
white, are the three primaries — red, yellow 
and blue. A knowledge of harmony In colors 
consists of knowing how to unite extremes 
of light and shadow by the use of Intermed- 
iate tones that will subdue the harsh effect 
of the use of opposites. If colors are used 
properly, they may be bright and clear, but 
still be In harmony. To do this, the learner 
should be thoroughly acquainted both with 
all the different mixtures, the contrasts, and, 
above all, the compliment of each. A con- 
trast Is effected by placing two colors that 
are opposite to each other In effect, and to 
harmonize them is the knowing of what color 
to use to tone them down. Although we can 
not give you a table of tints that may be al- 
together relied upon on account of the differ- 
ent degrees of strength of the various colors, 
but it will do as a practical basis from which 
to work, and extensive enough for the use of 
the practical every-day sign writer. In all 
future chapters, when we speak of blue, we 



will as of .the strength of color as that known 
as ultra-marine blue. Remember this, and It 
will save you trouble. 

TABLE! OP COLORS.— To produce the fol- 
lowing tints, procure some good lamp-black, 
a good white lead, two or three grades of 
yellow, as chrome, and ochre a good grade 
of red between a vermilion and Indian red, a 
good grade of vermilion, some blue of the 
hue of ultra-marine. Get them ground in 
oil. Now we are not going to give the pro- 
portions in pounds and ounces, for this is 
impossible. We 1 ave found that the best 
way Is to ascertain what color predominates 
In the mixture that we want, and govern our- 
selves accordingly. Thus, if you want a light 
gray, it will take more white to make it than 
It does for a dark gray. If you know what 
colors to use to produce a certain tint, you 
will soon learn- in what proportion to use 
them to make it of the required depth of tone 
by the cut and try plan that will be more sat- 
isfactory than by using set figures. 
GRAY— White and lamp-black. 
ORANGE— Yellow and red. 
GOLD — White and ochre and a little umber. 
OLIVE— White, yellow, black and red. 
CHESTNUT— Red. black and yellow. 
VIOLET AND PURPLE are mixed from the 
same colors — white, blue and carmine— but 
in different proportions. 

PEARL— White, blue and carmine. The 
same colors are used here as In violet or pur- 
ple, but white predominates. This is where 
the learner has bis trouble. Always watch 
for the predominating color, then tint it by 
using small amounts of the other colors at a 
time until It Is of the proper tint. 
BUFF— White, red. yellow and a little black. 
FLESH— Vermilion, white and yellow. 
FAWN — White, red, rellow and burnt um- 
ber. , , 

DRAB — White, yellow, red, raw and burnt 
umber. There are many different shades of 
drab, but these colors will produce them all. 
PEA GREEN— Chrome green, with white 
lead. 
CREAM— White and yellow ochre. 
CLARET— Vermilion and blue. 
PINK OF DIFFERENT COATS— White, 
vermilion and carmine in different propor- 
tions. 
CREAM— White and yellow ochree. 
The above are the principal tints used by 
sign painters, and, with but few exceptions, 
enough to do any kind of sign work. 

The transparent colors for use in shading 
on fine work are asphaltum. dragon's blood, 
carmine, the lakes and gambago. Be cau- 
tious In using turpentine with transparent 
colors. It makes them crumbly. Bleached 
boiled oil Is the better vehicle in which to 
mix them.

The Society for Checking the Abuses of 
Public Advertising does not appear to make 
much headway. We see no perceptible di- 
minution in the number of ugly boards bear- 
ing advertisements of pills, powders and so 
forth, that have so long disfigured the coun- 
tryside served by the principal railways. Nor 
do we anticipate that land owners and ad- 
vertisers will forego the profit attaching to 
the gentle art of defacing nature. We are a 
commercial people not prone on sentimental 
grounds to throw away opportunities of mak- 
ing money. Hence we can not imagine that 
the check which the society named Is en- 
deavoring to put on the "abuse" of adver- 
tising will have any effect at all. Those peo- 
ple who cry out against these horrible 
boards may nevertheless derive some consol- 
ation from the fact that some continental 
countries are just as badly off as we are in 
this respect. A writer in a contemporary 
points out that the Righi. the Teufelstein, 
the country between Calais and Marseilles, 
the Rhine and the waters between Bingen 
and Cologne are simply so many vast adver- 
tisement areas. It is said that the Cologne 
Gazette— a very powerful paper— protests 
against this desecration, and suggests the 
formation of a society for suppressing the 
nuisance, such as we have In England. If 
the German Society, when It Is informed, 
does not meet with more success than the 
English institution. It will not have achieved 
much.— Photographic News. London.

At the regular monthly meeting of the 
Master Painters and Decorators of Brooklyn, 
In September, Mr. P. J. Brankln, of Philadel- 
phia, made a masterly speech on reviving 
interest in the subordinate or city associa- 
tions. Among other things he said: 

"Is It not worth a man's while to become 
a member of an association In which he has 
earned his livelihood? If he claims to be su- 
perior, why not be a leader In that associa- 
tion and show the balance of them what they 
might aim at some day to be the equal of 
him. A man does not belittle himself by be- 
longing to an association in which all are 
supposed to be his equals, therefore, I hold 
that any man that Is not a member or has 
not been a member, can not stand out and 
say that he knows all that everybody else 
does. Such a man is egotistical." 

Mr. Butler, Secretary of the Philadelphia 
Local Association, also addressed the meet- 
ing, and explained how the membership of 
that society had been doubled since last Feb. 
ruary. During the course of his remarks, he 
said: 

We got Into a condition pretty nearly of 
dry rot. Our membership ran down until it 
was about 38 or 40. We had eight, nine or 
ten who would come to the meetings, the 
same people every month, and everybody 
that came there was In a hurry to get away.

Wo got 
out a letter and started out as individual 
missionaries to drum into them the necessity 
of belonging to a painters' organization 
Since Febiuary. when we got to work ami 
drummed up these people by letters and by 
aplication, we have Just about doubled our 
organization, and the applications are .-Uli 
coming in.

The time is fast approaching whrn 
Advertics will he taught in our com- 
mercial colleges. It will he estecmei - 
as important an element of the college 
course as aecountics, and fully as 
much time and attention will he de- 
voted to It. Ahont all that is lacking 
at the present time is a text-haok, and 
it will he forthcoming shortly. There 
is never a need made manifest hut 
some one arises with the ability to 
supply it. 

"We have a vast fund "of facts, and 
of course we must necessarily have 
among them more than one pseuclo- 
dox. These latter will he readily de- 
tected and thrown out in the process 
of systematizing and co-ordination. 

With our facts arranged and classi- 
fied, the method of induction will read- 
ily give us an order among them, and 
bring to light the regular laws, by 
which disseminative incentive, like 
every other other natural agency, op- 
erates. 

* 
* * 

Of course, advertising itself is an 
applied, or rather, a progressive art. 
Viewed in its purely utilitarian or ar- 
tificial aspect, it can never he reduce J 
to a science, from the very fact that 
science has to do only with the agen- 
cies of nature. But back of advertis- 
ing's artificial habiliments, back of 
the press, beyond the bill board, dis- 
tributing facilities, the telegraph and 
the mails, is nature, ever restless, ever 
operating. Her- agencies, ever pro- 
ceeding in a. regular manner, accord- 
ing to fixed and clearly defined laws. 

And here Advertics finds its prov- 
ince. The new science will not pro- 
fess to impart to man the power of 
advertising any more than logic glv:s 
i r m the power of thinking, or gram- 
mar the capacity of speech. Advertics 
will find men engaged in disseminat- 
ing incentive intelligence, and then 
proceed to unfold the laws involved,- 
just as grammar presupposes that men 
can speak, and proceeds to detect the 
rules of correct speech. And as gram- 
mar, by~its rides, enables persons to 



express themselves correctly, cl-.a.ly 
- and accurately, so Advertics, by ex- 
pounding the laws of disssminative 
incentive, will guard against mistakes 

in advertising. 

*

Its field is well marked, rigid and 
exact; for though it will always be 
more or less intimately as;OLiated 
with psychology, logic, grammar, rhet- 
oric and the science of language, it 
need never trespass upon the teriilo:y 
of its neighbors. 

"We may even go so far as to define 
it, and thereby accord it a place among 
the sciences. Let ns say that "Adver- 
tics is the science of the laws of in- 
centive intelligence." Starting with 
this the next step wi" be to carefully 
watch the operations. By so doing we 
may discover what these laws are, 
and express them in language or in 

formulae, as the case may be. 

* 

* * 

In doing this we are constructing a 
science which is co-ordinated knowl- 
edge, as distinguished from the knowl- 
edge of individual things or isolated 
facts, as they present themselves. The 
next step necessary is to effect the 
grand divisions. They readily present 
themselves. Intelligence is of two 
kinds; thought, pure and simple, as it 
exists in the mind, and thought ex- 
pressed—reduced to language. 

Therefore, Advertics should he di- 
vided accordingly. Tart I should take 
up thought, and the observations 
should, or rather must; he conducted 
by pure self-consciousness. Cognitions 
must be followed from sense percep- 
tion through their various phases, un- 
til they reach tne motive faculties or 
orective powers. Tart II should deal 
with the nature of the expressed in- 
telligence, examining into the partic- 
ular attributes which create desire or 
move the will to action. 

In both instances investigation 
should be conducted" by induction. 
Further than this we can not go in 
outlining our coui-se. We must be 
guided by the discoveries we make, 
by the nature of the new country into 
which we have ventured.

It can be said with certainty, how- 
ever, that progress will be greatly fa- 
cilitated by the construction of a par- 
ticular logic, an oganon, as it were, 
which will give us the laws of correct 
thinking upon our subject. This we 
require as a propaedutic, but many 
difficulties present themselves in form- 
ulating it, for although we need it in 
the beginning, according to the course 
©f human reason, it is the best tiling 
we arrive at, when the science has 
been already matured, and needs on!y 
the finishing touches to perfect It. 

Still the work would b3 fascinating. 
Let us organize a party to blaze a 
path into the new district. One man 
can not do it alone. "Who will go 
along?

Paris Exposition. 



The Way They Boom It. 

Desperate cases require desperate meas- 
ures. The American exhibit at Paris will be 
a frost, but it will not be on account of nig- 
early space accorded by the newspapers. 
Here are two clippings from the same edi- 
tion of the same paper: 

Tl'RNED DOWN BY MR. PECK. 

■■New York. October 21.— A dispatch to the 
World from Paris says: Twenty-eight appli- 
cations for space in the American building 
at the Paris fair of 1900, approved by the late 
Maj. Handy as commissioner general and 
submitted by him to the French commissioner 
general, have been "turned down" by Mr. 
Peck, the new American representative. 
When Maj. Handy was in Paris last year, he 
selected from among the requests for space 
for restaurants, caves and amusements with- 
in the American building twentv-eight which 
he judged to be up to the required standard. 
These he recommended -officially. As all con- 
cessions which involve entrance fees, sale of 
articles, etc., must be accorded directly by 
the French authorities, the commissioners 
of foreign nations have only the right to ap- 
portion space for and decide upon the purely 
competitive exniblts of their countries. In a 
letter to the French commissioner Gen. Peck 
declares that he can not sanction the appli- 
cations submitted and approved by his pre- 
decessor. As to space not another inch be- 
yond what was granted to Maj. Handy will 
be allowed the United States. It Is utterly 
impossible to get any more. Exhibitors 
must make the best of it and prepare to con- 
form their exhibits to the space limits. At 
the American Chamber of Commerce ban- 
quet M. Picard, in a witty speech, blasted 
American hopes for more territory when he. 
declared such a thing out of the question. 
He advised Mr. Peck to abandon his big 
dream and remember that Paris is not Chi- 
cago. The space accorded the United States 
is about S.flftO square metres in the Champ do 
Mars and 1,500 in the Esplanade des Inval- 
ides. 

MORE SPACE GRANTED AT THE PARIS 
EXPOSITION. 

Paris, Oct. 21. — Commissioner General Peck 
has won his fight for more space In the 
United States exhibit at the Paris Exposi- 
tion. Not only have the exposition officers 
withdrawn their decision that the United 
States could have no room for a separate 
Government building, but have granted 22,- 
000 more feet of space for the American ex- 
hibit. This gives the United States a total of 
98,000 square feet.

Amcng the paper seen on Munson's 
boards (not mentioning any of the amuse- 
ment paper at all, nor any of the small paper) 
are Franco American Soups, Blue Label 
Ketchup, Seidenberg's Cigars, Young's Hats, 
Adams Tutti Fruttl Gum, Virgin Leaf To- 
bacco.

All th-a theatrical printing houses have been 
extiemely busy for the past two months, but 
are catching up with their work now. and are 
sending their emissaiies among the manufac- 
turing concerns, and we may, therefore, hope 
to see many new advertisers on the billboards 
before the end of the year.

Rochester. 

Gty Loses in Action Against Billyosting Co 
— Sought to Have the Company Remove 
Billboard - Company Given a Permanent 
Injunction Restraining the City from Re- 
moving the Board. 

. (Special Correspondence.) 
The Rochester Bill Posting Company has 
come out victorious in its fight with the city 
which sought to have a bill board on East 
Main street removed on the ground that it 
was unsightly and dangerous. The case was 
decided by Judge Dwlght of the Appellate 
Division. ptember 27, the court giving the 
company a permanent injunction restrain- 
ing the city from removing the bill board. 

In November, 1894, the Rochester Bill Post- 
ing Company, had a bill board about ten feet 
high and 150 feet long erected on the south 
side of East Main street between University- 
avenue and North Union street. In the Sixth 
Ward. Objection was made to- the board by- 
some of the residents of the vicinity, and the 
matter was called to the attention of Alder- 
man Adams, who brought it up at a meeting 
of the Common Council. A resolution direct- 
ing the Fire Marshal to remove the bill 
board was adopted by the Council. President 
Stahibrodt of the company at- once took the 
matter into the courts and secured a tempo- 
rary injunction restraining the city from re- 
moving the bill board. The matter has been 
in the courts ever since, the temporary in- 
junction remaining In effect pending a de- 
cision on an application for a permanent In- 
junction made by the company. 

The case came up before Judge Dwlght In 
the Appellate Court to-day. Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel Flcckenstein appearing for 
the city and John R. Fanning for the com- 
pany. Several witnesses testifteld for the 
company for the purpose of showing that the 
bill board was not dangerous or unsightly, as 
•lalmcd by the city. No wltuesses were pro- 
duced by tho city. ______^__^_ 

Judge Dwlght rendered a decision gi anting 
a permanent Injunction restraining" the city 
from removing the bill board. The costs of 
the action will, therefore, fall on the city, 
and tho bill board will remain.

Painting Water Color Signs. 



The first thing to consider is the brushes. 
Regular water color brushes should it used. 
They are numbered from 1 to 12. For ordi- 
nary work alternate sizes should be used: 
that is, skip every other size. A couple of 
sky or wash brushes, a large one and a small 
one, are needed. These are used for putting 
in backgrounds, heavy sceneiy. etc. For 
rough, heavy work on brick, old weather- 
beaten boards, etc., ordinary house brushes 
will come in handy. He should also have a 
couple or more of lacquering -or varnish 
brushes; black Siberian are considered the 
best. A set of camel-hair quill pencils in 
sizes from 1 to S will complete an outfit for", 
all ordinary sign work in water colors. If 
you desire to save you brushes and keep them 
in condition to do good work, never permit 
them to be used in oil. When done using 
them for the time being, wash them out in 
water and lay them away. When wanted to 
be used again, dip them in water and work 
them until comparatively dry on the palm of 
the band or on a smooth board. 

The colors for fine work come in three 
forms, viz., dry cakes, mcist cakes, and 
moist tubes. Moist cakes seem to be the 
favorite. Tubes are the best, but are con- 
sidered too expeusive, except for fine illus- 
trated work. Outfits in mcist cakes suitable 
for placard work may be bad at any art store 
anywhere from $3 to $2S. 

House painters usually call them distem- 
per colors. No matter by what name the} 
are known, they are nothing more than the 
dry pigments, the same as used In oil. 

There are several prepared products used is, 
house decoration that servo admirably for 
water color signs; they are known by such 
names as Gypsine. Plastico, Onresco, Mures- 
co, etc. Gypsine is considered the most use- 
ful to the sign painter. This is the stuff that 
show people use when advertising on glass. 

Fading is the worst thing to contend with 
In water color signs, particularly when in a 
strong light. Purple and green fade most. 
However, the use of them may be avoided. To 
make them stand the weather, mix the water 
colors in gum or glue wtter, and when dry 
Bow on a coat of pale linseed oil. Another 
way is to give the work a coat cf isinglass, 
then a coat of Damar varnish. Possibly the 
best way Is to spray on the fixatlf made for 
the purpose. 

Common water colors always work best 
hot. Do not use common water colors as soon 
as mixed. First soak the colors in water for 
several hours, then pcur on hot water until 
tho proper consistency is reached. When 
mixed In glue \vater. dissolve a little chloride 
of potash In it. This prevents tho glue from 
cracking. 

Aim to wash in the background in one coat 
and to do the lettering In one coat. " Keep 
the colors stiff when lettering, relying on the 
dexterous use of the brush to get them 
smooth. A good and easy working water 
color may bo made by rubbing common dis- 
temper up in dextrine. A druggist's mortar 
may bo used to do this. 



Some thirty years ago a man painted a 
tij:i at "Harper's I'erry" in Chicago. 
The summer's sun and the winter's storms 
have in no way dimmed the lustre of the 
paint used on this sign. The words stand 
out boldly, and the sand blown against it 
by the wind has worn the unpainted wood 
until the letters stand out about one-six- 
teenth of an inch. Xo modern paint, it 
is averred by those who should know, 
could resist the inclement elements as 
that which was used on this sig::.

And the Convention of the A. A. O F A.E.

After considering the 
matter carefully, however, we decided 
that any account which came by wire 
must of necessity be vague, incom- 
plete and unsatisfactory; while to 
wait for the complete minutes would 
be altogether out of the question. _ 

Under the circumstances we decided 
to produce the whole report of the 
meeting in our December issue. "We 
have arranged for a complete steno- 
graphic report of the convention, and 
it will be revised by the secretary and 
carefully edited. It will appear in 
our Christmas number, issued Novem- 
ber 28 next 

Exhibitions as Good Advertis- 
ing Mediums. 

As the controversy as to the value of ex- 
hibitions as advertising mediums is always 
likely to be one of more or less interest to 
the general advertiser, it is particularly 
helpful at times to hear the subject discussed 
concisely and sensibly as it was done re- 
cently at the Northern Counties' Grocery Ex- 
hibition at Duckworth, M. P., in performing 
the opening ceremon -. 

In the course of his remarks he said: 
. "Certainly it was a very Interesting occa- 
sion, as they were met as business men, not 
_-o much, to air their eloquence as to 'talk 
shop,' their object being to facilitate busi- 
ness and not to occupy their time with em- 
pty cr useless talk. (Hear. hear). It might 
be asked. What were the aims and objects of 

I such an exhibition . as that? Well, they did 

■ not deny that it was In the nature of an ad- 
vertisement, and grccers did not despise ad- 
vertisements (Hear, hear). Some of them at- 
tributed much cf the»r success to judicious 

'advertising. There were advertisements 
which some of them would not like to own. 

"There were advertisements which overshot 
tne mark — advertisements which would not 
stand a very rigid examination : but he was 
pleased to say that in going from stall to" 
stall in that exhibition he had not seen the 
slightest thing that could in any way be con- 
sidered objectionable, and that everything 
was reasonable and_ fair and in accordance 
with the general views and requirements of 
the trade, . He dared say that some of them 
had seen 'advertisements that would not 
stand the test of examination; but it ought 
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to be their aim, as straightforward and hon- 
est business .men, whether in the wholesale 
or retail branch of the trade, to see that 
their advertisements were reasonable and 
fair, and in accordance with truth, and, 
above ail, they ought to try to see that the 
articles they advertised to be sold possessed 
some intrinsic merit. (Hear, hear)." 

Mr. John Mark, in supporting a vote of 
thanks to the above gentlemen, said: "Mr. 
Duckworth spoke out with no uncertain 
voice on a subject which he (Mr. Mark)— 
when as Mayor of Manchester he was enter- 
tained to a banquet by his fellow-traders — 
had occasion to deal with, namely, the terms 
employed in their advertisements by over- 
zealous tradesmen— terms which if analyzed 
would neither be found to be truthful nor 
fair, as they cast a reflection upon other 
tradesmen. That ought not to be. (Hear, 
hear). He quite agreed with what Mr. Duck- 
worth had said regarding business enterprise, 
but he also felt that in matters of that kind 
they ought to be exceedingly guarded not to 
say anything that would reflect upon either 
the credit or the character of their fellow- 
tradesmen. (Applause). If a man said he 
was selling 'the finest tea the world produc- 
ed' at a certain price, it went without saving 
that anyone who might be selling tea above 
the figure named in such an advertisement 
was abstracting from the public an unjusf- 
fiable profit. What he maintained was that 
such statements were untruthful and ought 
not to be made. (Hear, hear)." 

Looking round the numerous stands which 
included many of the largest and best known 
firms in the Kingdom, one could everywhere 
see the zeal for attracting attention the vari- 
ous exhibitors were displaying. 

As for instance, J. & J. Colman, Ltd., Nor- 
wich, had their stall in the form of an ex- 
act model of the works at Norwich, designed 
and made by Mr. Charles Clowes, of Gran- 
ville House, Norfolk-street. Strand, and one 
had only to look at the photographs of the 
factory hung on the screens to see with what 
care and exactness Mr. Clowes had accom- 
plished his task. . 

E. Lazenby & Son, Ltd.. London, liberally 
distributed free samples of all their leading 
preparations. 

Goodall, Backhouse & Co.. Leeds, were sim- 
ilarly generous with bottles.

Judging Fruit at Agricultural 
Fairs. 



To anyone who has ever given the subject 
any attention, the necessity for a reformation 
in the matter of proper naming of varieties 
of fruits on exhibition at our agricultural 
fairs is, I believe, so readily apparent as to 
hardly admit of argument. Attending, as I. 
have done for "the last half dozen years, an 
average of some six or seven fairs each sea- 
son, and with a natural love for an interest 
in the fruit exhibits made at these fairs, 1 
have been strongly Impressed with the incon- 
gruity of the awards of premiums as they 
are often given on even some of the more 
common varieties of apples and pears, such 
as should be readily distinguished by . any 
man sufficiently a judge of fruits to entitle 
him to act in such capacity. 

Of course, it is easy to understand how, 
with so many varieties of fruits as nearly 
identical in general characteristics of form, 
color, etc., as they are, mistakes would be 
liable to occur, and this even with expert 
judges on such sorts as do closely resemble 
each other, particularly at the early date at 
which many of these exhibitions are held. 
But when one sees, as I have often seen, a 
first premium for Bartlett pears placed on a 
plate of Clapp's Favorite, or a plate. of King 
apples, every sample of which Is perfectly 
typical of that variety, bearing the label of 



Ben Davis and awarded first prize for the 
latter sort, it certainly seems as if there Is 
something wrong either with the fruit grower 
who makes the exhibition or the judge award- 
ing the premiums, or with both. And yet 
this latter did occur under my own observa- 
tion at one of our local fairs "in our own 
county when, the following fall*, another plate 
of apples from the same tree was entered as 
Ben Davis and by another,- an expert fruit 
judge, was iu!ed out as wrongly named, the 
owner of the fruit became very angry at the 
judge and appealed from his judgment to the 
officers of the association, who, however, up- 
held the judge in his decision. . 

"Why," said the exhibiter, "these apples 
are ceralnly Ben Davis, for the tree from 
which the original scions were taken came 
from the nursery labeled as that sort," and 
he would not be convinced of the possibility 
of an error in the case. 

The judge of fruit, however, told him he 
was quite willing to stake all his reputation 
on the decision of any competent authority 
on the question, and at his request the man 
sent a sample of his apple to the pomologist 
of the horicultural department at Washing- 
ton. D. C, who reported the name cf the 
variety as King of Tompkins Co., thus show- 
ing him- it was just possible that by hook or 
crook a vaiiety might ~e sent out from a 
nursery wrongly labeled. 

No doubt many of the mistakes In nomen- 
clature come from such mistakes, whether 
intentional or otherwise, in labelling of trees 
at the nursery, but the carelessness in per- 
mitting such errors to be perpetuated surely 
does much harm, and If our agricultural so- 
cieties are to be educational in their influ- 
ence there should be some means devised by 
which such gross errors would be avoided. 

"But." says some one, "what is the rem- 
edy, and how shall it be applied?" While I 
do not know that I have any unfailing rem- 
edy for the evil. I would herewith make a 
suggestion, or two on that line. First, it 
would be well for all our agricultural socie- 
ties to employ for judges in this department 
such as may be called expert judges of fruits, 
and give to them the authority to rule out or 
exclude all Varieties that are entered under 
a wrong name, subject only under certain 
restrictions to the privilege of the exhibiter 
to make corrections at any time before the 
judging of the fruit takes place. Then, if 
possible, let the one appointed to take charge 
as superintendent of the fruit department be 
also one who. if not an expert judge, has at 
least a good knowledge of the leading sorts 
and who will see to it that all exhibits are 
arranged in proper order and so far as pos- 
sible classified according to season of ma- 
turity and general characteristics .of simi- 
larity. 

By such arrangement the work of judging 
■will be greatly expedited and valuable time 
saved for the society as well as better sat- 
isfaction being given in the award of pre- 
miums. — E. J. Brownell, Delaware Co., 
N. Y.

New York State Fair. 



The last exhibition of the New York State 
Agricultural Society was probably the larg- 
est and best one it ever made. The entries 
in every department were more than usually 
numerous, and all articles very fine. The 
animal department, from the best blooded 
horses and cattle down to the bantam chicks 
and Guinea pigs, was fully and splendidly 
represented. Farm implements and appli- 
ances, and products of all kinds, were shown 
by large numbers of manufacturers. The 
display of vegetables was grand, and some 
of the finest specimens ever seen. The col- 
lection of fruits by the Western New York 
Horticultural Society and the Eastern New 
York Horticultural Society. The former took 
the first prize and the latter the second. The 
display of the Eastern Society was remark- 
ably fine, and it is not Improbable that anoth- 
er year will see it carrying on" first honors. 
The show of plants and cut flowers was a 
fine one, but the very hot weather during 
fair time was unfavorable to the good keep- 
ing of cut flowers.

It wag noticed with pleasure that the ob- 
jectionable feature of fakir side shows did 
not appear, the grounds being entirely free 
from them. The officers of the Society are 
to be commended for this result. 

A temperature of 85 and 90 degrees or 
more, nearly every day of the fair, waB not 
conducive to the comfort of the people or 
the animals. The buildings for the accom- 
modation of the latter are very commodious 
and their comfort was secured to as great a 
degree as possible. The people, however on 
the grounds were fully exposed to the sun 
from a cloudless sky, and that during some 
of the hottest weather of the past season 
How thankful everyone would have been for 
the shade trees, but not a tree adorns the 
grounds. It is a great mistake that they are 
not planted. If this had been done when the 
grounds -were first occupied by the Society, 
the trees would now afford considerable 
shade, and each succeeding year would in- 
crease their beauty and usefulness. This is 
a matter which should be no longer delayed, 
and a' proper committee should be appointed 
and funds appropriated to plant the grounds 
suitably and In good stylo. 

There are a great many . persons, agricul- 
tural papers, implement manufacturers, etc., 
who will donate premiums and prizes for 
the advertisement It gives 'them. A premium 
of this sort is very often more highly prized 
than a cash premium. 



The Kentucky State Fair. 

It is extraordinary that so great a state as 
Kentucky should not annually enjoy a great 
state fair at one or other of her leading cit- 
ies. No doubt either Louisville or Lexing- 
ton would gladly co-operate with the state 
authorities In furnishing the necessary facil- 
ities for holding such a fair, and it does not 
seem that there should be any difficulty in 
bringing negotiations to a head with this end 
in view. We learn that of late a movement 
has been set afoot to have the state fair held 
in Lexington, but that negotiations can not 
be completed in time to permit of anything 
being done for a fair this season. This is to 
be regretted, but all. possibly, will be well if 
a state fair is held iu Lexington in 1899. 
There does not seem to be any valid reason 
why a state fair can not be held in Lexington 
as well as in any other similar city in any 
other state of no greater resources. It is not 
to be expected that the state of Kentucky 
will turn out an enormous attendance as, for 
Instance, the state of Illinois: but why should 
it not turn out as many as Wisconsin, whose 
fair managers manage annually to distribute 
some $30,000 among stockmen and some $10 - 
COO more among employes and officers, for the 
most part residents of the state. Kentucky 
could certainly do as well, and with her, as 
with most of the other commonwealths, the 
major portion of the prize money offered 
would stay at home. Besides, wherever the 
Kentucky state fair is held, harness racing 
must obviously form a leading part of the 
show, which points to the selection of a loca- 
tion where that sport has an ardent follow- 
ing. No doubt Louisville would make an ad- 
mirable point at which to hold the fair: but 
so long ^as the preponderance of opinion 
points to Lexington— and history tells us 
that state fairs do not necessarily succeed In 
cities of metropolitan proportions— by all 
means let the citizens of that place and its 
vicinity contribute each his share In work. 
Influence, or money, to the end that a state 
fair may be permanently established In Ken- 
tucky fully worthy of her resources and 
wealth.

Papers that are purely educational usually 
have small circulations , and consequently 
limited opportunities to exeicise educational 
influence. It Is the same with fairs. Unless 
there Is a potent attraction In the way of 
many and varied amusements, there will be 
but small attendance, and the exhibits will 
fail to influence as they should.

Management of Fairs. 

The failure of so many fair associations to 
keep out of debt is one of the great subjects 
for discussion at this time of the year. The 
real difficulty appears to be the intrusion of 
the sporting element, which Is manifest In 
racing, gaming and fakes of all sorts. The 
apparent attractiveness to the public or 
things of this sort so often deceives fair 
managers that they will always be able to 
produce their evil results. 

Most of them are willing to pav directly 
towaids the support of the falls. Not a pro- 
fessional gambler who follows thcEC meet- 
ings but is more than ready to pay a round 
fee for space Inside the fence, for he Is usu- 
ally obliged to stop on the outside. He Is 
even then able to gather about him so many 
people that the managers of the fair arc In 
doubt as to the propriety of keeping such 
things at arm's length, and so the more legi- 
timate trotter Is embraced 111 full. 

If the actual helps to a fair, helps that wilt 
remain such year after year instend of driv- 
ing away the real supporters of It, were made 
the mort of. good cultivators, breeders, man- 
ufacturers and the promoters of household 
affairs, there would be no need of the catch- 
penny methods that let in the verv people 
who would do Injury lo the community at 
large and are a pest wherever they go. If it 
were possible for 'airs to succeed by means 
of the fakirs and spurting element, they 
would at once fall Into the class to which 
Mils gentry belongs, and should be voted a 
•lanKeroux combination. The excuse for gam- 
ing Is that It affords amusement, so that one 
of the alms of the fair association should be 
to furnish all possible amusement of the in- 
nocent sort, so that It will set aside the mis- 
taken demand for amusement that dissipates 
and demoralizes the public— Farmers Jour- 
nal. 



France, the Paris Exposition 
and the Lafayette Monument. 

In spite of all the paid puffs and ' hired 
booming of the Paris Exposition, American 
exhibitors are holding off. Attempts have 
been made to create the Impression that ap- 
plications for space have far exceeded the 
original allottment, when, in fact, not one- 
tenth of It has been taken. Commissioner 
Peek is In France, and hl.i dally itinerary is 
eablrd to the American press. His doings, 
his plans, his aims and his successes are 
chronicled at great length, but little If any- 
thing is said of the insults offered to Amer- 
icans in France solely because they are 
A merleans. 

Humiliating affronts, marked discourtesy 
and mde treatment Is dally encountered in 
Fiance, not only by American men, but by 
ladies, and even little children. The news 
does not come to us through the press, how- 
c\er. It is brought by private letters and 
returning tourists, all of whom are a unit in 
declaring that life In France for an American 
is simply unbearable at the present time. 

The American press seems united in an at- 
tempt to suppress these facts. It is also 
united In an attempt to boom the American 
exhibit at the Paris Exposition. But for all 
that American exhibitors are asserting their 
Americanism and boycotting the Paris Ex- 
position. 

It is a safe prediction that the prospect to 
raise $250.0*0 in this country by popular sub- 
set iption for a monument to Lafayette, to be 
erected in Paris, will not go through with a 
whirl, although If a number of people of 
wealth desire to carry through such a move- 
ment there can be no objection to It. 

Hut the scheme to squeeze this enormous 
amount out of the poor school children of the 
United States by a "Lafayette Day" process 
Is very much on the sandbagging order, and 
ought to be sat down upon instantly. 

To begin with, a quarter of a million dol- 
lars is a very large amount of money for any 
monument. The monuments that have cost 
as much as that are not numerous, either in 
America or abroad. This, however, is not 
the important point in the matter. The mem- 
ory of Lafayette has been honored with en- 
tire sufficiency by the people of the United 
States in proportion to what he did for us in 
the Revolutionary War. During his life- 
time he was honored tremendously through- 
out the country upon the occasion of his 
visit. He received as a gift vast grants of 
land and $200,000 in gold from Congress, and 
was altogether given such general tokens of 
gratitude as probably no young nation ever 
showered upon an assistant to Its liberation. 
All over the United States there are towns 
and counties bearing Lafayette's name, 
streets, parks and avenues by hundreds are 
called after him. and numerous statues and 
monuments stand to his honor In public 
places. The fact of the matter Is that some 
other foreign officers who helped us nobly 
during the revolution have been sadly neg- 
lected. 

The idea of setting up a monument to La- 
fayette in Paris is well enough, but to raise 
a quarter of a million here from school chil- 
dren when half of our great cities have no 
monuments of any sort to either Washing- 
ton or Lincoln Is utterly absurd. If the 
school children are to be drawn up and filled 
with patriotic enthusiasm, while they are re- 
quested to "each bring a dime" for a Lafay- 
ette monument to be put up some th""««nH- 
of miles away, why not work the sa' 
first for some statues costing a fifth > 
and set up closer to their vision? 
- In view of the fact that Lafayette i. 
ready been splendidly honored In this Co^_ 
try, it Is also worth while to remember that 
France has shown herself entirely the oppo- 
site of friendly toward the United States up- 
on numerous occasions during the century. 
There is no denying that right recently dur- 
ing this Spanish war the most miserable 
petty Insults have been heaped upon Ameri- 
cans In Paris. Hundreds of private letters 
have narrated street attacks, insults to wo- 
men and men in public cafes and hotels that 
make the blood boll. The French news- 
papers have, as a rule, treated us in the 
manner of a lot of snapping curs and sided 
bitterly with the Spaniards. 

The French people have shown decidedly 
their contempt for the United States on every 
occasion. They care nothing for anything 
American except our dollars, and for us to 
spend a quarter of a million in adding to the 
ornamental attraction of their capital Is be- 
yond all reasonable calculation. 

What we most need here Is to keep a pro- 
per proportion In our estimates of the heroic 
personages In our national history, and then 
spend our thousands upon monuments to 
decorate our own localities. The United 
States Government spent $250,000 only a few 
years ago for a monument to Lafayette which 
was made In Paris by French sculptors, and 
now stands In Washington. The most dis- 
tinguished sculptor In America, who himself 
suggested that the French sculptors be chos- 
en, stated afterward. In commenting on cri- 
ticisms as to the "carelessness" of the work, 
that these aforesaid Frenchmen had declared 
It "good enough for America." Whether 
this Is true or not wc do not know, but we do 
know that Americans are looked upon as 
barbarians In a good many places amongst 
theso people, and that their knowledge of 
America Is as small as their contempt for 
anything outside their own country is great. 

Now that the 'fair Is over, why not obtain 
An early start? Why not perfect the organ- 
ization, elect the officers and claim the dates " 
for next year's fair before the present year 
expires? It will give the manager and the 
secretary a better chance to work. It will 
<io more than anything else to make the fair 
a success. Call the meeting thla month.

The State Fair at Sacramento a Frost. 

The California Jockey Club has lost money 
duiing its two weeks of racing In this city, 
and numbers of our citizens are deploring 
that result, declaring that the club will not 
hold another meeting at Sacramento. 

As citizens vitally interested in every thing 
that conduces to the advantage and welfare 
of Sacramento, we can not say that we would 
bn soiry If this city never saw another race 
meeting, with its attendant evils of book- 
making and pool rooms. 

Legitimate racing is a splendid sport. But 
racing as now conducted is conductive of 
more gambling evils than all the faro games 
that ever existed. The pool rooms have been 
the financial and moral ruin of men, women 
and boys In San Francisco and Oakland. 
They have created embezzlers, forgers, con- 
victs. And their evil hand Is now upon this 
city of Sacramento. . 

If racing can not be conducted without 
spreading this blight of feverish and insane 
gambling among our people, to the detriment 
of business, to the ruination of morals, and 
to the Increase of convicts, then we say that 
It Is far better that Sacramento never sees 
another race meeting. 

And from these strictures we fio not except 
the state fair. If the state fair can not be 
made a success unless by the promiscuous 
spreading of this pool room gambling among 
our people— gambling which is not one-tenth 
as square as the average faro table— then we 
say Godspeed to the day when the state fair 
is taken away from this community— Sacra- 
mento Bee. 

Thus does the Sacramento Bee. in its inde- 
pendent, vigorous style, confirm the argu- 
ments used by the writer when we fought 
and voted against an appropriation for carry- 
ing on a state fair on the grounds that, in- 
stead of benefitting the agricultural classes, 
the state fairs had simply become race 
courses for pool selling and gambling. As 
conducted in this state the large appropria- 
tions made for these state and district fairs 
are worse than thrown away because they 
demoralize the communities in which they 
are held. Last legislature appropriated $40,- 
000 for the state fair. etc. We are in favor 
of agricultural fairs, which add interest and 
stir up competition in the lines of produc- 
tions. But that is not the line on which our 
fairs are conducted, as this article from the 
Bee shows. 



Paris Exposition. 

work on the Building Completely Suspended 
—Valuable Time Being Lost. 

Paris, France, Otober 7 (Special Corres- 
pondence).— All work on the Exposition 
buildings and underground railroad leading 
to them has entirely ceased, and the biggest 
strike in years is on. 

Sixty thousand mechanics and laborers, 
embracing practically all of the building 
trades artisans of Paris and its immediate 
environs, are involved.

At 3 o'clock in the afternoon 
there was a balloon ascension, and when the 
balloon had attained a considerable altitude 
10.0CO advertising circulars In the form of 
telegrams were thrown overboard and flut- 
tered slowly about the heads and into the 
hands of the thousands, of waiting people be- 
low. Then followed a scramble among the 
spectators who had captured one of the cir- 
culars to get them to the offices of the com- 
pany and receive a cash prize. There were 
28 prizes for men and the same number for 
women: to the first to deliver a circular. $20 
to the second $10. to the third $5, and to the 
next twenty-five $1 each. 

There were two special circulars, on which 
were printed, "Ayer's, the sarsaparilla that 
made sarsaparilla famous." and "One thing 
Is certain. Ayer's Hair Vigor will make hair 
grow." respectively. The persons who se- 
cured these two circulars and presented 
them at the office received $10 each. There 
was great hustling to get to the office of the 
Ayer Company first. Horses and bicycles 
were used, while many small boys depended 
upon their legs to win prizes for them. The 
event was advertised a long lime In advance 
by ads three-quarters of a column deep and 
three columns wide in the Lowell papers. — 
Printer's Ink.

In 
a few years he is the possessor of a good- 
sized poultry establishment. He has perhaps 
forgotten that the was influenced at all by 
the show at which he got his ideals, for the 
ideals are to him consciousness rather than 
a series of objects. Nevertheless the show 
had Etartcd influences that go on increasing 
in power according to the great mles of evo- 
lution. The seed was little and weak, but 
the tree resulting from the seed is great and 
its fruit excellent. The poultry shows must 
be fostered and encouraged, for they hold in 
them great power for good.

Bloomington's Big Bloomer. 



The fair at Bloomington. Ind., turned out 
a pronounced failure as usual. The follow- 
ing letter to a prominent and well known 
Cincinnati printing house tells the sad story: 

Replying to your letter of the ISth. in re- 
gard to the draft which you forwarded on the 
fair, will state that the big Bloomington Fair 
is a "thing" of the past, busted flat in every 
manner possible. 

The fair already owed $2,000 before this 
fair was given.. and I made an effort, backed 
by a number of others, to make a little money 
this fair to help pay on the old debt: instead 
cf that it rained, rained, rained, and the fair 
went In the hole a $1,000 more. I am out 
three months' solid time in working for the 
fair, besides at least $200 expenses and money 
advanced in getting ready to hold the fair. 
What little money was received from fair 
sources was paid for labor bills. The horse- 
men were paid 50 cents on the dollar; nobody 
else has received any money. Every dollar 
of fair money is gone and exhausted. 

I turned over into the funds for the pav- 
ment of fair debts my salary, and so did the 
other officers of the fair. The fair has no 
property of any value which it is able to sell 
to realize any money. The fair grounds are 
owned by the county, and the buildings there- 
on placed by the Fair Association has been 
turned over to the county for rent due for 
the use of the Fair grounds and buildings 
thereon. This was done last spring with the 
understanding that the county will permit 
the Fair Association the free use of the Fair 
grounds and buildings thereon this fall for 
the purpose of holding a fair. The fair is 
over, and the lease was surrendered to the 
county last spring and ill the buildings went 
to the county. 

I am sorry to state that this is the state of 
facts that exists. I have lost more money 
than anybody else in the failure of the fair. 
I believe two-thirds of the county fairs in In- 
diana this year lose money, and a number of 
them went entirely broke, as it rained al- 
most the entire month of September. I know 
several of the fairs that paid SO cents on the 
dollar, and knew a number of others by rea- 
son of owning the Fair grounds were able to 
borrow money, as they had some security to 
offer. I remain Respectfully.

SOME ANCIENT STYLES OF ROYAL 
SALUTATION. 



Extrnvasrnnt and Fantsmtlc Apnella- 
tloiiH Appropriated by Some of 
Those Who Sat In "That Fierce 
Light That Beats Upon a Throne." 

Shcnstono, In his quaint cs.sny on "Ad- 
venture, 5 ' printed with long s's in tho 
year 1S02, says, "It is a very convenient 
piece of knowledge for n person upon a 
journey to know the coispellations with 
which it is proper to address those he hap- 
pens to meet by tho way." Tho author 
found himself well or ill used in propor- 
tion as ho happened or not to suit his salu- 
tations to people's ideas of their own rank. 

"It may not be imprudent," ho snys, "to 
accost a passenger with a titlo superior to 
what ho iray appear to claim. This will 
seldom fail to diffuse a wonderful alacrity 
in his countenance and bo perhaps n 
method of securing you from any mistake 
of greater importance. I was led into 
theso observations," ho remarks, "by some 
solicitudes I lately underwent on account 
of my ignorance in these peculiarities. 
Doing somewhat mora versed in books 
than I can pretend to be in the orders of 
men, it was my fortune to undertake a 
journey which I was to perform by means 
of inquiries." After enumerating tho 
mishaps that befell him an account of 
misplacing tho titles "Friend," "Honest 
Friend," "Honest Man," "Dame," 
"Madame," "Sir," "Sweetheart," etc., 
ho says, naively, that he was within a foot 
of rushing down a precipice by calling 
another "Forsooth." 

"When you reflect upon this subject," 
he continues, addressing the public of his 
day as a sympathetic friend, "learn to be 
wise from others' harm, and do not forget 
to observe decorum on every occasion. In 
the meantime you may, if you please, con- 
sider the vast importance of superior titles 
when there is no one so inconsiderable but 
there is also a mind that it can influence." 

Tho Princess Elizabeth in an undated 
letter from "Hatflldo" sends by request 
her picture to Queen Mary and concludes 
tho carefully worded epistle with: "And 
thus I wil (trobling your Maiestio I fere) 
end with my most humble thankes, be- 
sechlng God long to preserve you to his 
honor, to your cosort, to tho realmo's 
profit and to my joy. Your Maiestie's 
most humble Sister and Soruanto." 

St. Foil tells us, says tho elder Disraeli, 
that kings were usually addressed by the 
titles of most illustrious, your serenity 
or your grace. Tho appellation of your 
majesty was established by that Tiberius 
of Franco, Louis XI, whoso manners were 
of tho most sordid nature. So distinct 
were onco the titles of highness and ex- 
cellence that when Don Juan, brother of 
Philip II, was permitted to take up tho 
latter and the city of Granada saluted 
him as your highness, it occasioned such 
serious jealousies at court that had he 
persisted in it ho would have been con- 
demned for treason. 

This samo historian of curiosities tells 
us that when tho church of Rome was in 
its glory to be called reverend was ac- 
counted a higher honor than to be styled 
illustrious. But by usage illustrious soon 
grew too familiar, and reverend became 
vulgar, until at last the cardinals were 
distinguished by tho titlo of eminent. 

Until the reign of Constantino tho pro- 
flx illustrious belonged only to thoso who 
had made a splendid reputation in arms 
<>r in letters. Tho word was too noble to 
lio used indiscriminately on thoso who 
might claim it by accident of birth or for- 
tune without individual merit. Sueto- 
nius rcicrds the rallies of those to whom 
Oils distinction belonged, nnd it did not 
require n larga volume. At this tiir.o tho 
f-ons of princes distinguished in war or 
itl tors could not lay claim to tho titlo, 
which after n period beenmo common and 
lost its exclusive quality. Ancient law- 
yers in Italy wont beyond tho poets and 
iinnicd emperors super-illustrcs, in dis- 
tinction from tho kingly lllustrcs. 

In Spain tho affectation of titles grow 
to snch a degree that Philip III published 
an act which forbade servilo and ridicu- 
lous attrioutus, reducing them ia tho slm- 
I'lo "tho king our lord." Ferdinand and 
Isabella were highnesses only. Francis I, 
who styled himself tho first gentleman in 
his kingdom, saluted Henry VIII as your 
majesty. Tho latter was tho first monarch 
who took to himself tho titlo of majesty. 



1 Ancient Portuguese writers give fan- 
tastic accounts of the kingdom of Mono- 
motapa, a native African kingdom fa- 
mous for its gold mines, lying in the low- 
er Zambesi basin and chiefly in the pres- 
ent Mashonaland. Tho king of this re- 
gion ' is surrounded by musicians and 
poets, who thrive in his atmosphere and 
who "aduluto him by such refined flat- 
teries as the lord of tho sun and moon, 
grcnt magician and great thief." 

Tho king cf Persia is called "branch of 
honor, mirror of virtue, roso of delight." 
His majesty of Ava is called God, and in 
his correspondence with royalty styles 
himself king of kings and insists upon 
being obeyed, as he attends to the preserva- 
tion of animals — an ambiguous conclu- 
sion, to which foreign royalty might rea- 
sonably object Ho is also regulator of 
the seasons, the absolute master of the 
ebb and flow of the sea, brother to the 
sun and king of tho four and twenty um- 
brellas. To mark his dignity the four 
and. twenty useful and often plebeian 
articles arc always carried before the au- 
gust monarch. 

Tho self styled great lion of Quiterva 
(Quitevar) allows no killing of lions ex- 
cept at royal huntings, on account of the 
respect attached to his kingship's choice 
of names. 

Tho most striking titles of the king of 
Achem aro "Sovereign of the Universe, 
whose body is as luminous as the Sun, 
whom God created to be as accomplished 
as the Moon at her plenitude, whose eye 
glitters liko tho Northorn Star; a King as 
spiritual as a ball is round, who when he 
rises shades all his people" 

In the age of Augustulus "Your Eter- 
nity" and "Your Perpetuity" were not un- 
usual titles. A law of Theodore the Great 
begins, "If any magistrate, after having 
concluded a public work, put his namo 
rather than that of 'Our Perpetuity,' let 
him be adjudged guilty of high treason." 
When Caesar had conquered Rome and 
was put to dine with tho gods, be had the 
good tasto to insist on the removal of his 
new title, "Demigod," from bis statue at 
the capital. — Alyn Yates Keith in New 
York Commercial Advertiser.

Jome of Them of Thirty-two Qnarta 
In Capacity and Rather Elaborate. 

A man who wasn't much interested In 
such things might suppose that any sort 
of pail would do for bait, that all you had 
to do was to get a pail and put in some 
water and put your bait in; but, as a mat- 
ter of fact, there are pails designed espe- 
cially for the carrying of live bait. They 
are made in various sizes, ranging from 1 
to 32 quarts, this last a pail of capacity 
equal to a quarter of a barrel. 

The smallest and simplest bait pail, one 
holding a quart, is of painted tin, with 
the cover on a hinge, and this cover per- 
forated with many holes. 
. A 32 quart bait pail has inside of it and 
made of such a sizo as to fill the pail ex- 
cept for the space required to permit of 
lifting it out and setting it back easily a 
tin cylinder with many perforations in it 
all over, the live fishes for bait being kept 
in this perforated cylinder or inner pail. 

The perforated cylinder in the big pail 
is made thus so that it can be lifted out of 
the pail and put overboard in a lake or a 
river or other body of water where the 
fishes in it will get the benefit of a free 
circulation. When the bait is wanted, 
the cylinder is taken up and pnt back in 
the outer pail, which is of course filled 
with water, and the bait is then' ready for 
transportation or for keeping where it can 
be got. at conveniently. 

There are smaller pails of various sizes 
that have removable cylinders in which 
the live bait can be submerged. Some of 
these cylinders are intended to be lowered 
to the bottom. There are some that are 
made with an air compartment on top so 
that the perforated cylinder is kept float- 
ing in the water. Some of the largest 
bait pails have the outer cover made de- 
pressed in the middle, like a shallow, 
straight sided pan, so that a cake of ice 
can be laid on top. 

One of those big bait pails might be 
nsed in a camp and the smallest bait pails 
by individual anglers. The angler is very 
particular about his bait. — New York 
Sun. - -

A Cover Design by Grasset. 

The November Century is to have a novelty 
in the way of a colored cover designed by 
Grasset, the famous poster-maker of Paris. 
He has pictured Alexander the Great on his 
steed "Bucephalus," to mark the opening of 
Professor Benjamin Ide Wheel's serial "Ufa 
of Alexander," which will be a feature of the 
magazine during the coming year. Grasset's 
present design is entirely different from his 
famous Napoleon poster, "The Sun of Atis- 
terlitz." which be made for The Century, but 
it is none the less striking. The great gray 
war-horse is represented In the immediate 
foreground, reined in until he has almost 
fallen on his haunches. On his back is tho 
determined young Alexander, in rich trap- 
pings of gold and purple. The background is 
a typical Macedonian secene, with stately 
temples and palaces showing through the fol- 
iage. In the distance are the purple Olym- 
pian mountains. The colors are quiet, but 
rich, like old tapestries. Tie cover for the 
December, which will also be printed In col- 
ors, has been designed by the eminent French 
artist Tissot, who painted the famous illus- 
trations for the -"life of Christ."

BISMARCK'S HUMOR.

Bismarck's humor was entirely of the 
German stamp, says Professor Kuno 
Francke in Tho Atlantic. It was boister- 
ous, rollicking, aggressive, unsparing — of 
himself as little as of others — cynic, im- 
moderate, but never without a touch of 
good nature.

His wit was racy 
and exubevant, never equivocal.

"one of those figures which appear to ono 
when one has the nightmare — a fat frog 
without legs, who opens his mouth as 
wido as his shoulders, like a carpetbag, 
for each bit, so that I am obliged to hold 
tight on by the table from giddiness;" 
whether he characterizes his colleagues at 
the Frankfort Bundestag as "mere carica- 
tures of periwig diplomatists, who at once 
put on their official visage if I merely beg 
of them a light to my cigar and who study 
their words and looks with Regensburg 
care when they ask for the key of the lav- 
atory;" whether he sums up his impres- 
sion of the excited, emotional manner in 
which Jules Favre pleaded with him for 
the peace terms in these words: "He evi- 
dently took mo for a public meeting;" 
whether he declined to look at the statuo 
erected to him at Cologne, because "he 
didn't care to see himself fossilized;" 
whether he spoke of the unprecedented 
popular ovations given to him at his final 
departure from Berlin as a "first class fu- 
neral" — there is always the same childlike 
directness, the same naive impulsiveness, 
the same bantering earnestness, the same 
sublime contempt for sham and hypocrisy.

Monk's Mismanagement. 

The Peoria Hustler Makes A Bad Break. 

A big surprise was the news that Isaac M. 
Monk, of Peoria. 111., had been caught char- 
ieylng. At first It seemed almost past belief, 
but we are loath to say that it seems to be 
fully confirmed. The following clipping from 
the Peoria Journal of Nov. 11 tells the story: 

"There was a representative of the Dr. 
Miles Medical Company, of Elkhart. Ind.. in 
Peoria yesterday, and his business here was 
to investigate a matter which involves a 
charge of fraud against Isaac M. Monk, who 
is well known in connection with bill post- 
ing and advertising work here and in several 
other cities. The specifications against Monk 
are far from trifling, and if found to be true 
he is exceedingly liable to find himself in un- 
comfortably close quarters. The circum- 
stances, plainly stated, are about as follows: 

"Few people have any adequate conception 
of the vast amount of money expended in 
read, but no one thinks of the cost of making 
a distribution of the kind in several large 
States at once. Isaac M. Monk was inter- 
ested in this kind of business, and the Dr. 
Miles Company entered into a contract with 
him for the proper and effective distribution 
of its printed matter In Peoria. That com- 
pany does a large amount of business, and 
has lecal contracts of the kind in something 
like 4.C00 cities and towns throughout the 
United States. 

"It appears that the Dr. Miles contract 
here was entered into by Monk, who agreed 
to give the work his personal supervision, 
and see that the distribution was effectively 
made. When completed. It was agreed that 
he shou:d send In a voucher and collect pay 
for the job. He was furnished the necessary 
blank voucher, and a shipment of about 14.- 
0C0 pieces of printed matter was sent by the 
Dr. Miles Company to be distributed in Peo- 
ria. This was about a month or two ago. 
It is now alleged that Monk filled out the 
voucher in due course, and certified that the 
distribution was commenced and completed 
on certain specified dates, the entire work 
being completed on Nov. 6. according to con- 
tract, and In an entirely satisfactory and 
business-like way. But there was reason to 
regard this voucher as In some sort mislead- 
ing as to the main facts In the case. The Dr. 
Miles Medical Company was advised that the 
distribution had not only not been properly 
made, but that It was questionable if it had 
been made at all. This naturally led to an 
Investigation, and on yesterday a representa- 
tive ef the company came to the city, and 
among other little matters discovered the en- 
tire consignment of 14.000 pieces stored In a 
warehouse. 

"It now seems that Monk can not be found 
here. He was in the c'.ty a few days ago. but 
has gone again. He has for some time been 
alternating between Peoria and Tcrre Haute. 
Ind.. and by way of recreation tore himself 
away from his distribution labors long 
enough last summer to make a trip to Europe 
In the interests of a bill posting organisa- 
tion. If found here, he Is, of course, llab.e 
to arrest, but he Is not in Peoria, and prob- 
ably not In the State of Illinois." 

We wrote Monk Immediately upon receipt 
of the news, but have not heard from him at 
this writing. The trouble probably lies In 
the fact that he has too many irons In the 
fire. He has a business In Peoria and man- 
ages a theatre In Tcrre Haute. Latterly, 
too, he has had a small Bhow on the road, 
which has engaged considerable of hlB atten- 
tion. 

We have no doubt that ho fully Intended to 
carry out the provisions of the contract, and 
doubtless left minute Instructions to that ef- 
fect with his employes, but the matter was 
overlooked.

"I'll show you the neatest set of burr's 
you evtr saw Sown the road a piece. I was 
over this territory two weeks ago. and put 
out paper in every town: but this fellow 
G!ll?.n*i ds-wn at Rcanoke was the on'y 
fe!!ow in fifteen towns that could give me 
a guarantee, thirty days with renewal. He's 
a hustler, and when you know him and see 
his work ycu will say so." 

My curiosity was now thoroughly aroused. 
We talked about politics, the growing crops 
that we gazer! upon as the train swept past 
Held after ftol*. The train stopped at Ro- 
a*noko. Mv friend sal«*: 

"We wait here twenty minutes for dinner. 
romo on and 'III fliow you the boaris I 
told you r.bout." 

We left the train. A half block aw*y wis 
a 48-sheet stand, entirely covered with the 
tob?.cce ad. A neater Job I neveT saw. We 
walked r.rcund two or three blocks and Eaw 
more board* with "Quaker Oats." "Pepsin 
r-iim," 'Xocoa," "Comedy Companv" upon 
them, all done with the same ner.tnc— as 
the first one. We now returned to the train. 
I completed my business trio In Missouri. 
On my return trip I Mopped at Ro^.n-cks. 
Having a hobby for printer's Ink. and un- 
able to »ay what charms a printing offtcs 
hold for me, I called at the Sentinel of- 
fice. The editor with a business air. and 
srlanclng at a sign on the wail. "This Is my 
bu«y dav." came forward. I Introduced my- 
self. When I had told him my profession, 
he slid: 

■•Weil'. I'll havo to tell you a bit ot his- 
tory c-f our bill poster here. ScveraJ years 
ago when I came to this place and bought 
this plant, old man Giiland camo to me and 
wanted mo to take his boy In and learn 
Mm the trade. I wait la need of an appren- 
tice, and consented. He began work; could 



not tell an cm rjuad from a shootln' stick: 
nor I couldn't learn him anything. I let 
him eo. Next he went to work in a lum- 
ber yard; then tried the blacksmith trade; 
then he secured a position in Stewart's gro- 
cery, but falling to meet with all Stewart's 
ideas of a clerk, lost his job. Next he tried 
the farmer. Klnailv. a circus came to town, 
and he went away with it. He was gone 
about two years, and suddenly returned one 
day, wearing good clothes, and having a 
considerable amount of money. He got an 
attorney to draw up an ordinance, licens- 
ing a bill poster, paid me for its publica- 
tion; erected the beards you see around 
town, and began business right away. He 
hr.s his boards full all the time; be.:!??;: 
that, he Is a first class paper hanger. They 
r.iy he is making good money. There he 
s-smes now for some 'dates* for that show 
next week." 

A tall, manly fellow stood before me. The 
editor introduced us. We talked a long time 
about our business. He gave me pointers 
about firms that were advertising the most 
extensively, while he waited for the dates 
teir.g nilntcd on an old-time Washington 
hand press. He got the dates, and- invited 
mo to dinner with him. Said I was his 
special guest, and no excuse I could offer 
would suffice to release me.

A Short Chat With a Veteran Who Is Still 

in Harness. 

Louis Miller, of Philadelphia, who is gen- 
erally called "Dad" by his friends and ac. 
quaintances. can no doubt lay claim to the 
title of "the oldest bill poster in the world." 
He was born March 1, 1821, and has been 
actively engaged in business since he was 
twelve years of age. He Is still hale and 
hearty, able to eat three meals a day, and 
take spiritual nourishment as often as he is 
asked. Mr. Miller has seen bill posting de- 
velop from a puny industry into a business 
where millions of dollars are invested. At 
present he is the superintendent of the stock- 
room at the American Bill Posting Compa- 
ny's plant in Philadelphia, and despite his 
age Is -to be found at his post every day. 
With sufficient of this world's goods to make 
bis declining years comfortable, with a berth 
that Is pleasant and which gives him a 
chance to meet many of his old friends, 
"Dad" Miller is the happiest man In Amer- 
ica.

A kind old lady, a gentlemanly old man. 
find two sisters were introCuced when we 
had reached his home. We became fast, 
friends. My stay in Koanokc lengthened to 
three days, and when'! left I had his prom- 
is:! to pay me a visit. Two years passed. 
One Say I received a card stating he would 
visit me in Julv. after doing the Trans- 
Mlssisslppl Exposition at Omaha. True to 
his word he came. One night we were dis- 
cussing the events that lead to our acquaint- 
ance, when our friend the tobacco drum- 
mer's name was mentioned. My friend said: 

"There's the finest fellow I ever saw. 
Or.ce. When I was with a circus years a^o. 
we showed In a small town in Illinois. The 
canvss men failed to put up the seats cua- 
stantla'iy. and wtoen they were thoroughly 
packed, gave way. Several people were hurt- 
It caused a panic. A little girl about twelve 
years of age was thrown against a sasoline 
lamp; her clot.ilng took fire. I rushed up 
and smothered the flames with a piece cf 
carpet used In the ring. Everybody made 
me out p. hero. Her father Insisted on me 
accepting a check for S5C0, which I used to 
c'.srt in business. Well, her brother Is ihe 
tobacco drummer: that was her father that 
gave me the money: stae's my best girl, mm! 
you CRn look for an Invitation to our wed- 
ding soon."

With this pad we carefully rubbed out all 
bubbles and wrinkles, using aa much care 
as a paper-hanger does at the present time. 
The bills we used at that time were very 
small, being about as large as a one-eighth 
sheet. After this, the steam-boat companies 
began to advertise, and they used a little 
larger bill, when Barnum opened his Chi- 
nese Museum In this city the size of the bills 
increased. By this time I had a plant of my 
own, and was making money. 

The first pictorial bills I remember seeing 
were used by several dancers, who were giv- 
ing prize competitions ac one of our theatres. 
They had small cuts made, which they used 
on one-sheet posters. When Welch opened 
his circus here they had a one-sheet pictorial, 
made, which they used in the centre of th« 
three-sheets they put out. These created 
quite a sensation. One of the biggest con- 
tracts I ever undertook was when Dr. Helm- 
bold was advertising a patent medicine called 
"Buchu." He paid me S500 to cover every 
theatrical postei in the city one night. 
Though it was exceedingly difficult to get 
men to work at bill posting, I succeeded In - 
having every bill In the city covered with. -"" 
the advertisement of "Buchu." Col. Sinn 
was then the manager of the Chestnut Street 
Theatre, Mrs. Drew of the Arch, and a Mr. 
Hemphill the manager of the Walnut. They 
held an indignation meeting the next morn- 
ing, and offered a reward for the arrest and 
conviction of the people who did the work, 
but they never succeeded In finding out who 
was responsible for it. 

During my early experience In business no 
one ever thought of wasting paper. Any new 
paper which we could not post we could sell 
tor seven cents a pound, and even the refuse 
paper that we scraped from the walls we 
could get two cents a pound for. I con- 
tinued in business until 1874. when Moxley, 
from Washington, came here to open a bill 
posting plant. I sold out to him, and con- 
tinued with him for three years, when I 
went with Wm. H. Na^le. who died last 
month. When Nagie sold out to the Ameri- 
can Bill Posting Company. Sanford H. Robi- 
son said I had to go with the plant, and here 
I am. I guess I'll stay here until I'm called 
to that place where you will never hear the - 
tall stories of the circus advance agent. 1 
hope so anyway, for I am perfectly contented 
and happy." 

"Dad" is without doubt one of the young- 
est old men in the United States, and though 
his duties at the present time do not call for 
any outside work, he can still use a brush 
with as much skill as a twenty-year-old. He ' 
is better acquainted with the history of bill 
posting than any other man living, and any 
one who desires to while away a few hours 
can find no more interesting person to con- 
verse with than "Dad" Miller, the oldest bill 
poster In the world." 



When the writer met him a few days ago 
he was in a reminiscent mood, and the fol- 
lowing facts related by him will no doubt be 
Interesting and helpful to the younger mem- 
beis of the profession. 

"My memory Is falling a little." said Dad, 
"but I would be glad to relate a few cf my 
experiences to you. I first posted bills when 
I was twelve years old. My first work was 
with a man called Yankee Bowman. He was 
an actor at the Walnut Street Theatre, and 
attended to the bill posting and distributing 
when not engaged at rehearsals or acting. 
We had to put out bills every dav, as the 
programme was changed nlehtly. We pasted 
about ICO bills each day and distributed about 
the same number In taverns. There were no 
"fakes" given out In those days, as the the- 
atre bill was considered an item of news. If 
we ever wanted to get liquor from one of the 
taverns, all we had to do was to miss leav- 
ing the bills one day. Upon our appearance 
the next day we would be treated, royally, 
for the proprietors of the taverns could not 
afford to get along without the theatre an- 
nouncements. At that time we ; posted bills 
in a peculiar manner. The paste we carried 
in a small tin bucket, which was attached to 
the waist by a strap. Wo used an ordinary 
dust brush to apply the paste to the bills, 
and after we put them on the walls we 
smoothed thorn out and made them adhere 
closely by a large pad which we carried.

Judging by the number of sales of ma- 
chines for making paste which are recently, 
reported by Messrs. J. H. Day & Co., of Cin- 
cinnati. O.. It would seem that bill posters 
are waking up to the fact that there is money 
to be made by an Investigation of the sub- 
ject of paste-making machinery. We under- 
stand from Messrs. Day & Co., that their 
customers contemplate making paste not only 
for their own use. but also to sell to others, 
and we believe if bill posters generally only 
realized how much they could save by mak- 
ing their own paste, and also what profits 
can be made by supplying others, there 
would be few but the very smallest voncerns 
who would be willing to do without a paste- 
making machine.:- 

No bill poster will be the loser by turning 
to the advertisement of Day & Co. in another, 
column. Their machine will pay for Itself 
in a short time, and the surplus of paste sold 
to other local firms in various lines of busi- 
ness will, to say the very least, wipe out an 
item which has alw»vs be»n a fixed expense, 
and a serious handicap to the majority o. 
bill posters. :: --

The Clown's Christmas Time. 

Satin and Santa Claus at Sfcriveport — How 
a Good Deed Saved Dan Rice from Death. 

Dan Rice, the famous circus clown 
and manager, who at the age of 76 
is living in retirement at Long Branch, 
New Jersey, was accounted by his 
confreres' the bravest man in a calling 
to which cowardice is an almost un- 
known quantity. It is claimed for 
him— and his record would seem to 
justify the contention — that he never 
felt the slightest sensation of fear, and 
the additional fact that he is a sincere 
fatalist may serve to further explain 
his imperturble self-possession, cool- 
ness and sometimes seemingly insane 
hardihood, on occasions of murderoua 
assault and in moments of imminent 
periL Odd and contradictory as it 
may at first appear, the near coming 
of the anniversary season of "peace 
on earth, good will to man," through 
contradictory association, recalls an 
unpublished but authentic incident in 
the great clown's sensational career, 
creditable alike to his patriotism and 
pluck, and tragically stirring and ro- 
mantic, beyond the latitude allowed 
to fiction. The facts as sketched with- 
in the limitations here permitted were 
not gleaned from Dan himself, and 
until he sees them spread upon the 



broad pages of the Holiday number of. 
"The Billboard" he will be entirely ig- 
norant of their publication. Bein- 
"the bravest of the brave," he could 
not play the braggart: has never re- 
ferred to the incident in question, th« 
outlines of which have been furnished 
by an employe, who was with him at 
the time. With which opening over- 
ture we will now proceed to the "hur- 
ricane" performance in the blood- 
soaked Southern arena. 

During the fall succeeding the close- 
or hostilities in the war of the Re- 
bellion. Dan Rice organized a steam- 
boat circus, and set out via the Mis- 
sissippi River to make a winter river 
tour of the South. As he was ear- 
nestly warned, the unsettled condition 
and temper of that section made the 
venture a most hazardous and dan- 



vest as soon as he crossed Dixie's line. 
That he was not assassinated seemed 
a miraculous confirmation of the as- 
sertion that the bullet never was 
moulded that would find a mark in 
him. For example, while he was tak- 
ing tickets at the door of his show in 
Grenada, Miss., a drunken loafer fired 
at him, point blank, with a big re- 
volver, the ball passing through his 
coat. Dan never turned so much as 
a hair, and eooly remarked: "Oh, put 
that up; we're used to that sort of 
thing here. Tickets! Tickets!" "By 

G d. Rice, you're too brave a man 

to kill," replied his assailant, and then 
he lurched off. gun in hand. And so 
it went from day to day, the trouble 
increasing, and Dan indomitably fac- 
ing it with his square jaw biit the 
more firmly set. 
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gerous one, but to all advice and re- 
monstrance Dan's reply was: "I'm 
popular in the South; there's big mon- 
ey for me there; I need it, and I'm 
going to get it.'; It is by no means 
certain that the result -would not have 
justified Dan's judgment and nerve, 
but for the dastardly mendacity of a 
rival showman, who had been his pu- 
pil, and who preceded him with a 
small show, scattering broadcast the 
falsehood that he organized and com- 
manded a negro regiment during the 
war. Nothing could have been better 
calculated to unreasonably and mur- 
derously influence -Southern enmity, 
and the dragon's teeth thus sown 
brought forth an ample crop of dan- 
gers and difficulties for Dan to har- 



At length, and during Christinas 
week. Dan's big "grasshopper," with 
flags flying and band booming, steam- 
ed up to the levee at Shreveport, on 
the Red River. The news of his com- 
ing had preceded him, and an enorm- 
ous crowd had gathered at the water 
front to meet him. That the majority 
was more than unfriendly was evi- 
denced by the storm of execrations 
hurled at him, and to which he seem- 
ingly paid no more attention than 
though they had been snow-flakes. 
Some of the more conservative begged 
him not to risk death and the destruc- 
tion of his show by attempting to land 
He calmly replied: "This is a freo 
country; I have wronged no man In if 
I have paid for a license to show here 
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Nj4- Paste Boiler and Mixer. 

and I will either land here and show 
or die in the attempt." And land he 

In order that the situation mnv he 
better understood, it should be "inci- 
dentally remarked that at that tlmo 
Mireveport was probably the most 
Godforsaken and lawless hole on the 
face of the civilized earth. Law and 
order were temporarily overwhelmed 
in a tidal wave of the vilest human 
scenes, made up of bushwhackers 
camp followers, blackleps. thieves' 
thugs and outlaws. Life was not 
worth a picayune's purchase; murder 
apparently a pastime, and a corpse lv- 
;n K stark and stiff in the earlv morn- 
ing light too common a street spec- 
tacle to attract more than paps'ii™ 
notice. " " 

The extraordinary courage which 
dared to confront and defv such con- 
ditions seemed to temporarily overawe 
the mob. and it subscribed to the Gre- 
nada ruffian's dictum, to the extent at 
least of refraining from ssr acts of 
violence while the show was being 
unloaded and the tents put up. But 
as the hour for the afternoon perform- 
ance approached, the gathering storm 
became so black and threatening, that 
Rice's company, almost to a man 
weakened and left the show grounds' 
J»an was compelled to act as his own 
ticket seller, and when he entered the 
ring unattended he was confronted 
and encircled by such an audience as 
hell itself could scarcely duplicate. 
Scores of his patrons were amusing 
themselves by shooting through the 
tent's top. and pandemonium reigned 
in all the lustiness of bad blood and 
worse whisky. During a momentarv 
lull some one shouted a demand that 
the stars and stripes which floated 
from the center pole be hauled down, 
and a roar of approval followed. Com- 
manding silence with an Imperious 
gesture. Rice launched forth into the 
most extraordinary speech that was 
ever heard In any arena; of a charac- 
ter so fearless, defiant and scourging 
that his audience was paralvzed into 
silence. As he raised himself to his 
full height and struck his breast with 
his hands, his wonderfully powerful 
and sonorous voice thundered: "Shoot! 
lou are a set of d— d cowards, who 
dare not shoot anybody. Who are 
you, who would force me to hand 
down my country's flag in dishonor? 
I respect the gallant men who, taking 
their lives in their hands, faced that 
flag in defense of what tliev believed 
to be a noble principle. Where were 
you then? Skulking at home, like the 
dnstardly bushwhackers vou are, rob- 
bing, ravishing nnd rioting. I say to 
you again, standing here unarmed and 
alone, -under the fold of Old Glory, 
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flint you are a lot of cowards, and I 
defy you to murder me." Amid the 
death-like silence which succeeded 
this magnificent and tremendous out- 
burst. Rice deliberately and proudly 
walked to the dressing tent curtain 1 : 
:ind disappeared. Not a shot wasr 
fired, not a whoop indulged in. The 
dumbfounded mob had met Its master, 
and sullenly admitted it by filing out 
In silence. 

The circus company was so demoral 
ized that It was useless to attempt giv- 
ing a night performance, and the mul- 
titude had nothing better to do than 
to congregate in the hotels and bar- 
rooms and discuss the unprecedented 
events of the day. In one saloon, 
while a post-valiant fellow was loudly 
asserting what he would have done 
had he been present at the afternoon 
anxious meeting, a man wearing a 
slouch hat. with his coat collar turned 
up, who had been silently leaning over 
the bar, suddenly straightened up 
and fronting the bully sternly said: 
"Well, sir. I am Dan Rice." "The 
h -1 you are!" exclaimed the surprised 
tough, as he reached for his pistol 
pocket. Then there was a blinding 
Hash, a sharp report, and the would- 
be murderer dropped stone dead, shot 
straight through the heart. As the 
smoke lifted the startled bystanders 
looked into the muzzles of two leveled 
revolvers, from behind which came 
these words: "The first man that 
moves follo%vs that one. If there's a 
single game man in this gang he'll 
asree with me that it is a low-down, 
dirty piece of business to convict and 
kill a brave man without giving him 
a chance to defend himself. I don't 
believe Dan Rice is guilty of the 
things he is charged with. Give him a 
show to clear himself. If he can't do 
it yon can count me out of the game. 
Mr. Rice, you have the floor." At 
this invitation Dan jumped upon the 
counter, nnd so eloquently and con- 
vincingly did he plead from that ele- 
vated rostrum, that inside of ten min- 
utes those who had been thirsting for 
his heart's blood were cheering him 
to the echo, nnd wound up by carry- 
ing him in triumph on their shoulders. 

As soon as Dan could escape from 
those whose newborn kindness threat- 
ened to work worse results than their 
enmity, he Invited his rescuer to ac- 
company him to his boat While ten- 
dering suitable hospitality there. Rice 
said: "Sir. you have undoubtedly 
saved my life, and I most gratefully 
appreciate the fact and acknowledge 
the debt: but at the same time I am 
greatly puzzled to understand why an 
entire stranger should take so serious 
a risk in my behalf." 
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"Perhaps you'll understand the 
game better, Mr. Rice," was the re- 
ply, "by recalling the fact that some 
ten years ago. in New Orleans, vou 
befriended a sick and broke gambler; 
had him nursed through a bad attack 
of Yellow Jack, then' -took him on 
board your boat, and when' you reach- 
ed St. Louis liberally staked him for a 
fresh start. Well, sir, he was my only 
brother. Poor fellow; he's dead now; 
but he often charged me if I ever had 
a chance to do yon a favor to' do it in 
remembrance of him. You see. -it just 
happened to come my way tonight. If 
you're willing to call it square I'm 
sure I am. Thank you: I don't care 
if I do chance another thimbleful — it's 
rather better stuff than we've got up 
on the hill."

The busiest place in New York on Mon- 
day. October 31, was, undoubtedly, $am W. 
Hoke's offices. The same thing might be 
said of the last day of most any month, as

bill to run into the next month. But Oc- 
tober has been an especially busy month 
with 1 Hoke, and as a result there were sev- 
eral hundred bill. posters to be settled with. 
The bills ranged from two or three dollars 
up to $2,600, and the aggregate sum must 
have been enormous. Checks went to New 
York City to Austin. Tex.; to Portland. Me., 
and to Portland, Ore.; to Great Falls, Mont., 
and to Bangor, Me., and to nearly every 
important town between. Jam tells me that 
on the morning of November 1 not a bill 
from a bill poster remained unpaid, and he 
offered me a new Hawes hat if I could show 
otherwise.

For a Big Billposting Plant. 

The New Home of the American Billpost- 
ing Company of Brooklyn. N. Y. 

The handsome and commodious building at 
■S!*4 Fulton Street, Brooklyn, was built espe- 
cially for that mammoth concern, the Ameri- 
can Bill Posting Company, and it is in truth 
an ideal structure. The officers, by reason 
cf their long experience, knew exactly what 
they needed and required before they com- 
menced building, and as a result the struc- 
ture is perfect in appointments and a marvel • 
of convenience. 

The writer was shown through its various 
depaitments by the Secretary, Mr. Fay. and 
is enabled to give a fairly accurate descrip- 
tion of the building with the aid of the ac- 
companying cuts. 

It must be seen, however, to be fully ap- 
preciated, and no bill poster visiting New 
Vork should miss the opportunity of visit- • 
ing it. 

'the building, as will be seen from cut No. 
1, is a handsome two-story structure with an 
entrance for the numerous wagons and in- 
spection carriages used by the concern. To 
the right is the cashier's office, through 
which. . entrance is had by a handsome stair- 
way to the palatial offices of the manager and 
directors, which occupy the entire front of 
the second floor. These offices are richly 
furnished. There is a profusion of fine roU- 
top desks, an imposing directors" table, and 
beautiful rugs and hangings. 

Fine paintings, rare bric-a-brac, and arti- 
cles of value ornament the walls and shelves, 
and the whole atmosphere of the place is one 
of elegance and refinement. 

From the directors' room, a doorway leads 
into the bill room, picture in cut No. 2. 
Laige and commodious it is, well lighted, and 
in every way in keeping with the rest of the 
premises. The pasting tables are admirably 
constiucted and well placed, and the route 
bins are only two tiers high, which render 
them easy to get at. A hundred men could 
be worked in this room, without crowding, 
if need be. It is very large, as will be seen 
frcm cut No. 3. which is a view of the other 
end of it, and shows the Superintendent's 
office. ; 

Cut No. 4 shows the paste boiler and mixer, 
the latter the very best make of the J. H. 
Day Manufacturing Company, of Cincinnati. 

Downstairs, just beneath the bill room. Is 
the wagon house. It is as big as an ordinary 
livery stable, but its capacity is taxed by the 
vehicles of the concern. They use twenty- 
one wagons and Ave inspection carts and 
buggies. A portion of this department is 
shown in cut No. 5, but it gives but a poor 
idea of its commodious size and roominess. 

Downstairs, in the basement, are the sta- 
bles, snug, warm and comfortable in win- 
ter and cool and well ventilated in summer. 

We picture a portion, of it in cut No. 6. 
There are stalls and accommodations for fifty 
head of horses, and they are all occupied, 
except three, at the present time. 

The building, taken as a whole, could 
hardly be improved upon, and Messxs. Mur- 
phy, Link and Fay are entitled to much com- 
mendation for their enterprise and progress- 
ive spirit. 

If every big plant was housed In magnifi- 
cent quarters like these, it would lend a tone 
and importance to the business which would 
prove both beneficial and profitable.

Owing tokhe meeting of the New York 
State Association, it was after 4 p. m. be- 
fore President O'Mealia could gather the 
members of the Executive Committee to- 
gether and call the meeting to order.

Ballard Carroll, E. A. Stahlbrodt, Sam Pratt, 
AI. Bryan. Edw. Donnelly. 

Mr. O. J. Gude was absent, in Chicago, and 
Mr. R. C. Campbell could not attend on ac- 



It was found, however, that Manager 
Kearney had been very derelict in the matter 
of forwarding lists, and the committee there- 
fore found the defendant guilty of gross care- 
lessness. 

She was severely censured and reprimanded 
and furthermore was ordered to return all 
the Curtis Blue Label paper she had on hand 
to E. A. Stahlbrodt. to pay the freight 
charges both ways on same, and to pay for 
such paper as she could not account for. She 
was also ordered' to- make no charge what- 
ever for such of the paper as she had posted, 
but on the contrary was to pay for it Just 
the same as if it had been destroyed. In 
other words, Mr. Stahlbrodt refused to admit 
that any paper had been posted, and Insisted 
that any part of the original shipment that 
Mrs. Mulvihtll could not' return should be 
paid for at the printers' prices. 

It was generally conceded that while Stahl- 
brodt had driven a hard bargain, the com- 
mittee could not do otherwise under the cir- 
cumstances than sustain his demands, no 
matter how exacting. 

There are certain laws of the association 
which must be obeyed. The Executive Com- 
mittee must uphold them. That is what it is 
for. In Mrs. Mulvlhill's case It cou'.d not act 
otherwise than as it did. and on this account 
Its action will be commended. 

Ward, the offending member at Newport 
News, was unceremoniously tossed up in the 
air and kicked out of the association before 
he came down.

The regular annual meeting this year 
should have been held Nov. 8, hut as that 
date was election day, the President and 
Secretary realized that it would hordCy be 
possible to secure a quorum, and hence di- 
rected that the meeting be postponed until 
Monday, Nov. 14.

There was no unfinished business, and no 
new business, so these numbers in the order 
of business were passed. 

Under the head or "Good of the Associa- 
tion." an informal discussion was held, in 
which the members participated generally.

The Chicago Firm Makes an Assignment. 

The firm of Chas. B. Hood & Co., official 
solicitors of the Associated Bill Pesters of 
Chicago. 111., made a voluntary assignment 
November 9. They catch bill posters all 
over the country for various amcunts. 

The concern originally consisted of Ohas. 
B. Hood and R. C. Campbell, but the latter 
retired some two years ano. His retirement, 
it appears, was not generally known, and 
many billposters continued to grant credit 
to tho concern under the Impression that 
C-impfc«ll was still In it. 

The Executive Committee of the Associat- 
ed Bill Posters will Investigate the failure 
on behalf of those of its members who are 
creditors. 

In view of the rumors that are flying 
around regarding another official solicitor, 
the bond scheme Is liable to be extended to 
all members of the association. 



Rampant Exaggeration and 
Prevarication. 

Hundreds and thousands of dollars are lost 
to bill posters every year by the extraor- 
dinary statements that are made by them 
and by contracting agents, regarding the 
"enormous" sums spent by this and that ad- 
vertiser. 

It is no unusual thing to hear it. stated 
that Beeman's Gum is spending half a mil- 
lion dollars a year on bill posting; that the 
American Tobacco Company spends two and 
a half millions a year: that the George W. 
Chllds Cigar is spending a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars per month, and that the H. O. 
Company are expending not less than .a thou- 
sand dollars a day. 

. Some advertisers who hear these extraor- 
dinary exaggerations, put faith in them, and 
feel that, because it is impossible for them 
to expend even one-half, or one-fourth the 
amounts credited to others. It would there- 
fore be folly for them to start In the bill 
posting field. 

All of this is well understood by the adver- 
tiser who is doing the posting, and he Is per- 
fectly willing that his expenditure should be 
widely exaggerated, as such reports tend to 
stop, for a time at least, his competitors 
from following in his footsteps. 

But the bill poster has nothing to gain 
and everything to lose by allowing these fool- 
ish reports to go forth, as they simply tend 
to Impress an advertiser with the fact that 
bill posting is too expensive to be within his 
reach; whereas the fact is that bill posting 
is the cheapest advertising in existence, and 
the fact should be widely made public. 

Do not misunderstand us; we do not ad- 
vocate that a bill poster shall tell every In- 
quirer Just exactly how much money each 
advertiser is paying for the publicity on his 
boards: but when an advertiser asks a ques- 
tion, he may be told that his own paper can 
be given a showing at Buch and such a figure. 
This Is not violating any confidence, and Is 
apt to secure a. new customer for bill post- 
ing, whereas exaggeration of the amount 
other people are expending would drive him 
away. 

National Secretary J. Ballard Carroll has 
requested the association for an expression of 
opinion regarding the position, real or as- 
sumed, now occupied by solicitors. This Is 
the most serious question that will engage 
the attention of the members. Does the so- 
licitor really work for the bill poster or the 
advertiser? If he works for the latter, why 
should the bill poster pay him, and why 
should he occupy a scat on the Executive 
Committee? 



Philadelphia. 

How the Americxn Btflposting Company 
Improve ! an Opportunity. 

The Peace Jubilee In Philadelphia, on Oct. 
25. 26.: 27 and 28. proved to be the most suc- 
cessful affair of the kind ever held in this 
country. The City of Brotherly Love, when 
it takes up a project, always carries it to a 
successful termination, and the citizens made 
up their minds that this would be their 
crowning triumph. There was a Council- 
manic appropriation of 150,000 and a subECi Ip- 
tion list of $64,000. and every penny of this 
was Judiciously spent. It Is estimated that 
the Jubilee attracted a half-million sight- 
seers from out of town ; all the hotels were 
crowded and the railroads were taxed to the 
utmost. The Illuminations of the City Hall 
at night were wondrously beautiful. It is 
the tallest building in the world, its tower 
being 550 feet from the ground, and every 
portion of the structure was emblazoned 
with incandescent lights. Most of the public 
buildings and private residences were also 
Illuminated each night. One entire city 
block was devoted to the Court of Honor. 
This was one of the most unique structures 
ever designed. Huge columns of white staff 
were planted at short distances from each 
other. Each one of them was inscribed with 
the name of a military or naval hero, and 
they were capped with electric lights. A tri- 
umphal arch, with a span of 120 feet, sur- 
mounted by heroic figures and gorgeously 
decorated with Incandescent lights, occupied 
the centre of the Court, and every person 
that saw It went into ecstasies over it. 

The first day of the Jubilee was devoted to 
a naval display. The'second day was to have 
been devoted to a civic paiade, but the 
weather prevented It. On the third day the 
grandest military procession ever given In 
this country took place: 25.OC0 military and 
naval heroes were reviewed by President Mc- 
Klnley, who said "it was the most magnifi- 
cent sight he had ever witnessed." The last 
day of the Jubilee was devoted to a civic 
procession. . Most of the business houses . in 
the city were represented In line by gaily 
decorated floats. One of the most original 
displays in the line was that of the Ameri- 
can Bill Posting Company, Limited. It was 
a float that bad been designed by. Sanford H. 
Robison, the manager of that company, and 
on account of its being a new departure in 
advertising, the accompanying illustration 
and description will no doubt be of Interest 
to the readers of this paper. A large float 
drawn by four horses was built to represent 
two bill boards. The horses were decorated 
with plumes and the harness was woven 
with bunting In the National colors. On the 
float were two artists'who rapidly sketched 
pictures of naval and military heroes. Na- 
tional celebrities and prominent citizens and 
advertisers. On the easels on which these 
men: worked were signs which read, "How 
We Make Posters." Back of these artists 
were two bill posters who were rapidly post- 
ing on the gigantic bill boards. They were 
attired In white duck uniforms, and as the 
float moved along the street tlfey posted 3. 
8 and 12-sheets. People who had never seen 
the actual work of a bill poster before be- 
came enthusiastic, and greeted the men with 
cheers. 

The route of the parade was over ten miles 
long, and both sides of the street were 
crowded with people, while from the huge 
reviewing stands, which lined the route, 
thousands saw this novel display. The streets 
traversed were Broad Street, from Hunting- 
don to Market, thence down Market to Fifth, 
along Fifth to Chestnut, and out Chestnut to 
Broad, and down Broad to Wolf. 

Every firm who had patronized the Ameri- 
can BUI Posting Company during the past 
year were represented on the boards during 
the procession. Among the Arms who had 
bills posted were Hecker's Buckwheat, Quak- 
er Oats,' Eagle Liqueurs, Werner's Cham- 
pagne, Schmidt Beer, Poth's Beer, Moerlein'a 
Beer, Child's Cigar, Sensation and Scalping 
Knife Tobacco*. Munyon's Remedies, Wells 
* Logue's Hats, Miller's Cocoa, Wheatlet. 
Artie Cigar, etc. When the float arrived In 
front of the Grand Opera House, the com- 
pany playing there were on a stand In front 
of the house, and as the artists rapidly drew 
pictures of the stars and the bill posters put 
up the house .three-sheets, they . were given 
rousing cheers. The same enthusiastic ap- 
plause greeted the float as it passed all of the 
local theatres. When the float reached the 
cigar factory of Dunn & Co., manufacturers 
of the Artie Cigar, a portrait of the head of 
the Arm was drawn by the artists, and at the 
same time a huge poster of the cigar was 

E laced an the bill board. This made such a 
It with the firm that the next day each of 
the working force on the float was presented 
with a box of cigars. As the newspaper of- 
fices were passed, the artists drew posters 
which read: "How do you like this method 
of advertising? All New York papers use 
posters." The newspaper men greeted this 
with cheers. Wells & Loguo, the hatters, 
had their posters displayed as tbe float passed 
their stores. The girts In Miller's cocoa fac- 
tory showed their appreciation of this novel 
method of advertising by raining a shower 
of bon-bons on the men as they posted a 
sheet of Miller's Cocoa. Massey, Hirsch ft 
Hyneman, the local agents for Eagle 
Liqueurs, were astonished to see one of the 
attractive four-sheets of that brand being 
posted as the float passed their store, while 
on tbe opposite side of the float the artists 
drew a picture of John Wanamaker and 
posted one of his posters. The Merchant 
Prince, who was In his private office, ap- 
plauded the work of the men. The greatest 
hit made In the parade was when the float 
passed the-McKlnley Reviewing Stand. The 
artists drew pictures of tbe President and at 
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the same time the bill posters posted the 
Morgan's eight-sheet poster, showing "Mc- 
Klnley, the Advance Agent of Prosperity." 
This was- greeted with a round of applause 
that could have been heard a mile. One of 
the humorous Incidents of the parade was 
during a temporary halt, when a fresh young 
man said, "You can't draw my picture." and 
struck a pose. Quick as lightning the artist 
drew a picture of a long-eared Jack-ass, and 
the crowd, seeing -the point, guyed the young 
man so that he slunk away. As the float 
passed the different theatres, the artists 
drew portraits of the managers, and at other 
points on the route portraits of National ad- 
vertisers were drawn. These pictures were 
thrown out to the crowd, and were carried 
away as mementoes. 

In the newspaper accounts of the proces- 
sion, this exhibit received the best notices 
of any, and Mr. Robison has been congratu- 
lated by every one for his original and novel 
display. Munyon, who controls Munyon's 
Remedies, had a number of his posters dis- 
played, and he said it was the best advertis- 
ing scheme he had ever heard of. 

The popularity of the float and the success 
of this method of advertising has convinced 
Mr. Robison that it is a novelty that has 
struck a popular chord, so he is now having 
another float constructed, which will be 
driven through the streets of Philadelphia 
with the men working at bill posting. 

That it will prove more effective than any 
perambulator ever placed on the streets is a 
certainty. 



Billposters' Small Talk. 



A prominent and well-known bill poster 
recently called on "The Billboard," and dur- 
ing tbe course of conversation voiced a senti- 
ment .that will bear repeating. Said he: 
"This matter of furnishing the advertiser 
with a list in the prescribed limit of three 
days is all right in the main, and I believe 
in it. But it was done at the instance of the 
agents. Now, turn about is fair play, and I 
think the association ought to compel the 
agents to pay bills within three days alter 
they are due. I sometimes have to wait 
three or four months. If a rule was passed, 
compelling bill posters to post delinquent 
agents in the official organ, I think we would 
be paid more promptly. 

T. S. Simpson, of Astoria, Ore., writes that 
he has Battle Ax., Horse Shoe. Star and 
Spear Head Tobaccos on his boards. 

There is one thing that a bill poster ought 
never to neglect having on his letter-heads, 
and that Is, the population of his town and 
his county. Do not swell it. Be accurate and 
truthful. One of the things that disgusts ad- 
vertisers with publishers is tbe outrageous 
manner in which the latter lie. Bill posters 
are fast obtaining fine favor in the estimation 
of advertisers, and if they will but stick to 
the truth and honest methods, they will con- 
tinue to increase in favor.

Ramsay, c-f Lexington and Louisville, has 
beards also in J<effersonville, Ind., and has 
recently bought out Onarleston, W. Va. 
Since Ramsay conquered Louisville, that 
city has been one of the best in the Union 
for billponing. and is going a long way to- 
ward proving that the South is all right.

Rock. Savannah, Portsmouth, Asheville, 
Washington, Macon. Augusta. Houston.

Assuming Advertics is in fact a sci- 
ence in embryo, before we take up the 
real work of its construction. It might 
b» well for ns to determine exactly 
and precisely just what science means. 
Science Is knowledge. But then It is 
more than that, too. It Is knowledge 
on any one particular line amassed, 
severely tested, co-ordinated and sys- 
tematized. Therefore, Advertics is 
such knowledge as we possess of ad- 
vertising, severely tested, co-ordinated 
and arranged in order. Great care 
must be taken to avoid confusing Ad- 
vertics with Advertising. They are 
and must always be kept separate and 
distinct The one is a science; the 
other an art. They are related only 
in that a principle of science is a rule 
of art Science is knowledge. Art is 
the application of knowledge to prac- 
tice. Having decided what our sci- 
ence is, let us proceed to define it In 
order to do this we must revert to ad- 
vertising. 

* * 
* 

What Is advertising? What is its 
object?. What is it chiefly engaged in 
doing? Undoubtedly advertising Is 
making known. Strip the notion, by 
logical process of abstraction, of one 
attribute after another, and we will 
finally arrive at the primitive principle 
and find it to be — making known or 
disseminating intelligence. Bnt for 
what purpose? Pursuing the same 
| course, unquestionably for the purpose 
of creating demand by Inciting desire. 
Therefore, the matter about which 
Advertics is engaged is incentive in- 
telligence, and since it becomes the 
| end of all science to discover laws, we 
; may define Advertics as the science 
of the laws of dlsseminatlve incentive. 
I The definition, it should be carefully 
! observed, gives the science a well 
marked and clearly denned field. In- 
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telligence or thought lies in the mind. 

Therefore Advertics belongs to tlie 

mental sciences. 

* * 
* 

In constructing the science we must 
of necessity proceed by the method of 
induction. This is distinguished from 
the deductive method, in which we 
proceed; as for example, in mathemat- 
ics from something given or allowed 
to facts deduced from it. In induc- 
tion we gather together truths with a 
view of discovering an order among 
them and arranging them. It is found 
that in all nature both physical and 
mental facts proceed uniformly and in 
regular order; that is, according to 
fixed laws. This is the case in phys- 
ics. Matter attracts matter inversely, 
according to the square of the dis- 
tance. It is also so in psychology: 
Like tends to recall like. 

Induction begins with observation, 
and employs experiment, which is a 
mode of observation in which we ar- 
tificially place the agents of nature in 
new circumstances, that we may 
watch their action more distinctly. 



Let us illustrate this phase of experi- 
ment. In physics, in order to deter- 
mine whether all bodies fall to the 
ground at the same time, we place a 
silver dollar and a wisp of cotton in 
the exhausted receiver of an air pump, 
and note the time they take to de- 
scend, independent of the resistance 
of the air. In like manner, to find out 
how the motive faculties of the mind 
operate, we call up visions of objects 
which are fitted to incite our desire, 
cupidity, or eovetousness, and thereby 
rouse our springs of action. 

Both in physical and psychical sci- 
ence we must needs begin with and 
proceed throughout- by observation 
proper and experiment But there is 
an important difference in the agent 
or instrument of observation ip the 
two departments. In the former, we 
employ the senses. In the latter, we 
depend entirely on self-consciousness, 
which Is the power by which we take 
cognizance of self as acting. 

*** 
It will be seen that Advertics must 
always be intimately associated with 
-psychology, though at the same time 
occupying a separate and distinct field 
which is all its own. It must be noted " 
here that intelligence or thought is of 
two kinds; one of which— pure knowl- 
edge — has to do only with cognitive 
faculties. The other, to which incentive 
intelligence belongs, also has to do 
with the cognitive powers.but proceeds 
further, and affects the motive facul- 
ties, sometimes t'.rmed the orective. 
the appetent or the Impulsive powers. 
It Is necessary at this stage of our 
Investigations to unfold the character- 
istics and attributes of these latter, es- 
pecially the relations existing between 



cognition, feeling and will. This we 
will do in the January issue. In the 
meantime, we shall be glad to have 
comment and criticism by post from 
any one interested in the subject. 



All the Year Round Is Best.

All the year round is the proper time 
to post bills. There is no sensible rea- 
son why bill posting contracts should 
be made for a term of thirty days 
only. The only way to account for 
the prevalent custom is that bill post- 
ing in the past has been used mostly 
by circuses and other amusement en- 
terprises, which wanted no more pub- 
licity after leaving the town. 

There is of course no reason why 
Childs Cigars, or Beeman's Gum. or 
Early Bird Tobacco, or Admiral Cigar- 
ettes, should give a twelve months' 
contract to the car advertising agent 
and the newspaper advertising agent, 
and to the magazines, and to the ad- 
signs man. and then cut off the bill 
posters with an order for thirty days. 
(The articles mentioned do not, but 
they are exceptions.) 

Pood products that are used in the 
summer months exclusively should not 
advertise in the winter; nor should 
buckwheats and strictly winter foods 
advertise in the summer. But hats 
and shoes, cigars, chewing tobacco, 
smoking tobacco, coffees, teas, soaps— 
in fact, anything that is used all the 
time should be advertised on the bill 
boards all the time. 

And I don't mean to say that the 
same old chestnut of an ad. shall al- 
ways stare at the reader from the bill 
boards. The newspaper advertiser 
long since learned that it did not pay 
to repeat the same ad. indefinitely, 
and the prominent users of the news- 
papers now change their ads daily or 
weekly or monthly. 

Many bill board advertisers have 
learned that this is the best wav also 
when posting bills; and the H. O. 
Company and the makers of the 
Childs Cigars are among those who 
change posters at least once a month. 
There is a very strong temptation 
with all advertisers to give orders for 
large editions of posters, thus secur- 
ing the lowest prices; and this desire 
lias caused many an advertiser to lay 
in a year's supply of one poster, to be 
used continuously in the same towns. 
The poster may be as good as Is made, 
but sixty or ninety days' constant 
reading of the same thing in the same 
colors, on the same bill board, becomes 
tiresome, and finally, the beholder 
ceases to see the poster at all. He 
pays no more attention to it than to 
the same old house that he passes 
daily to and from his work. 

On the other hand, if the advertiser 
tells the same story in slightly differ- 
ent wording, in different colors, in an- 
other size poster, or in a different ar- 
rangement of the same words on the 
same colors, there Is a novelty, and 
the new sheet is seen and read anil 
remembered. And if the article is all 
right its sale will constantly increase. 
Many advertisers say that the qual- 
ity of their goods are such as to ren- 
der It necessary to merely call atten- 
tion to them once only— that once a 
customer always a customer, and nil 
that sort of thing, .and many of 
them actually believe that their spe- 
cial brand is far superior to anything 
on the market of a similar nature. In 
ihnny instances, this is only relatively 
the case— the article in question Is dif- 
ferent from other articles of the same 
character. Constant advertising will 
bring purchasers, and a constant tell- 
ing of those purchasers will continue 
to convince them that your article is 
the best on earth. 

Then after a while you cease to tell 
them your story, and they continue for 
a time buying and using your goods; 
when of a sudden, some one else in 
the same line begins to tell about his 



goods, and why they are superior to 
any other. After a few weeks or 
months of this the consumer is going 
t:> give the new article a trial, and the 
slight difference from the goods pr* 
viously used Is apt to be regarded I « 
d n o improvement, and the old favorite 

Royal Baking Powder speuds $500, 
000 per year to keep their article be- 
fore the public, and to prevent old 
friends from forgetting them and run- 
ning after the new kinds. And the in- 
crease in the sales of Royal is always 
going on. 

When you get ready to post bills 
don t ask "how much for thirty days?" 
but get estimates for a full year, with 
privilege of canceling if you like, but 
make the start with the intention of 
sticking throughout the entire year 
At the end of the year vou will be 
among those who "know" bill postiinr 
pays. r *• 



Munsey's Little Joke. 

Mr. Frank Munsey, of the Munsey, 
is nothing if not humorous. His re- 
cent action In cutting off all agent's 
commissions came as a complete sur- 
prise. It was a giant fire-cracker ex- 
ploded in the crowd of the agents. 
Viewed as a practical Joke, it was a 
startling success. It set all New York 
to laughing, even Including the agents. 
The latter, in fact, are still laughing! 
albeit with anxious eyes on the re- 
maining publishers. They will not ac- 
knowledge it, but they are on the look- 
out for more cannon fire-crackers. 

They may well look sharp; there will 
be others. It has become quite a fad 
to do as Munsey does. His lead will 
be followed; Imitated simply because 
he is Munsey, and there will be lots 
of noise and smoke, lots of high and 
lofty tumbling, lots of coughing and 
sneezing among the agents before the 
run ceases. 

On October 12 Mr. Munsey delivered 
an address before the Sphinx Club, at 
the Waldorf-Astoria. In this address 
(advertising In some of its phases), he 
advanced some original views on ad- 
vertising agents. 

One of his ideas, which struck his 
hearers as being decidedly droll, was 
Ids expressed belief that the advertis- 
ing agent could not serve two masters, 
I. e.. the advertiser and the publisher. 
Prom this premise he argued with 
well-feigned seriousness that he must 
therefore serve either one or the other, 
but not both. And finally concluded 
by pointing out that he served the ad- 
vertiser, and the latter should pay him 
foi his services. He did not say much 
more than this at the banquet. He 
did hint that looking on the agent as 
ho did, he felt that were he to con- 
tinue paying him commissions, he 
should feel ns though he were bribing 
him. He said It nicely, however, and 
ar great length, exercising a fine and 
discriminating choice of language, and 
li.indllncr his subject with a degree of 
finesse that tickled his hearers vastly. 
It was so new, so original, and so d-^d 
funny that they smiled broadly, and 
could hardly restrain themselves from 
bursting into loud plebean guffaws. 
Mr. Munsey did not laugh, however. 
Like a good actor, he carried his part 
to the end. 

Two days Inter he published that 
address; however, with a supplement, 
entitled, the step that follows. We 
quote briefly from the supplement: 

"Following up the reasoning of this 
nddress, I hereby square myself with 
it. On December 31, 1S98, all com- 
missions on our publication to adver- 
tising agents will cease." There is 
more than this in the supplement; that 
Is to say, more words. The terse ex- 
cerpt above, though, embodies all it 
really says. 

It is all so funny, so Inexpressibly 
ludicrous, that they are all laughing. 
The very Idea that the advertising 
agent serves either the publisher or 
the advertiser, or, in fact, any one but 
himself. Well, really; it is delicious. 
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Booklet Making.

Tho bnc!:let from the standpoint of tho 
retail merchant should take the place of a 
cuiiversatlon with the customer just as the 
mw Diaper ad should be the daily news 
li-iti-r hinting of t'ho bits of inter cat the 
Etcre may have for her day by day. 

As. in- a face to face talk one can enter 
into' details more fully than by letter, so 
the booklet call be made to thoroughly cover 
anv one article or class of merchandise. 

In tho writing, style should be secondary 
to directness, as in ordinary conversation — 
i»o if tho writer keeps before his mental 
virfen the figure of the customer he is talk- 
ing "to; 'an ''Individuality .'of style — his own — 
will follow naturally. 

The general public is not particularly dc- 
Eirc-us of reading booklets, or indeed, any 
other form of advertising literature, yet 
most of the "paid printed matter" that's 
published seems to be addressed to that in- 
definite, nobody-in-particular person. 

The advertising writer knows the folks 
he'd like to have respond- to Ms efforts — 
hopes to reach the richer element with- one 
brochure, the mothers with another, and 
perhaps the younger women with ~ a- third. 
Whichever class it may be, if he'll keep in 
front of him an imaginary representative of 
these possible customers — on the other side 
of his desk— he'll find himself talking to her 
easily, as a salesman from behind his coun- 

That's all an advertising writer should be, 
as far as his writing is concerned — a sales- 
man talking to a possible buyer— and in- 
£■;??.£ of a counter between them, there's 
only an inkstand and some mall- detention. 
No good salesman would attempt to in- 
terest a shopper In a line of goods without 
first looking at her and estimating her pre- 
ferences, etc. No more should the adver- 
tising writer address his pen- indiscrimin- 
ately to all who may chance later . on to 
glance at his booklet. 

It should be written directly to the per- 
son it's going to be sent to", and as in im- 
agining the "composite customer" the out- 
lines of every such group are necessarily 
mlitv. the safest way to reach tire greatest 
number is plainly to address himself to the 
tastes cf the majority. 

You can't be too personal, but it's quite 
possible to be too familiar. Respect needn't 
diminish when the salesman singles out one 
customer from the dozen at the counter and 
t?.lks his wares to her alone. 
TH'B COVER. 
When- all is said that's necessary to des- 
cribe the goods he wants to sell, there re- 
mains to make sure of a reader. Good 
printing Is the best help, and as almost 
everything In advertising writing depends 
on the' first impression, an attractive cover 
is a prime necessity. 

Better an illustrated cover than not. if 
the picture be a good one; better no cover 
at all than- one poorly illustrated. 

The designing of booklet covers is a 
branch separate and idstinct from the rest 
of the advertising artist's work. Their flrst 
duty is to attract the eye: their second, to 
excite the curiosity pleasantly; their third, 
and equally as important as the others, to 
leave this curiosity unsatisfield — for this last 
Is what makes one turn to the first page of 
reading. 

THE ILLUSTRATIONS 
Artistic type setting and clever illustra- 
tions will make fairly interesting reading of 
even mediocre advertising literature, and 
much of the praise that has been given to 
the booklet writers, should, in justice, have 
cheered the job compositor. 

Good cuts are always helps, whether des- 
criptive or attractive, by which- distinction 
is mea=t pictures that really describe the 
goods themselves, and those that, while 
they suggest the articles or their use. are 
not meant to describe, but rather, to attract 
attention to the wares mentioned. 

If the booklet contains descriptive cuts of 
merchandise the nearer they can be made to 
nature the better from the point of results 
in sales. This would seem like an axlon, 
and as unnecessary, were it not that a larga 
majority of to-day's descriptive advertising 
cut? are far from being true or even fair 
representations of the goods they are meant 
to portray, and while a few exaggerate the 
merits of the articles depicted, by far the 
greater number fall short of doing them jus- 
tice. 

If what is advertised is of such a nature 
that an accurate illustration will not prove 
a help !n the selling, and there are many 
cuch. pictures are still needed to illustrate 
and ctrcngth'en the points in the telling— 
to brighten up uninteresting type pages— to 
lend the reader by easy stages over the 
journey.' cf the story. 

For good advertising writing ought to 
mean, first of all, "easy reading, and If 
you cr.n make a picture tell half of your 
ftory. you have made it that much- easier to 
get at. Tho eye will grasp a pictured 
thought. while spelling out the flrst sentence 
of explanation in type.

Write what you have to tell of. In common 

toirce selling talk, as short and as clear as 

you can. ' . * ' 

Tf.ke the best artist you know of. and 

thv> best printer you can find. 

Ut the nrtlst's pictures do the work of 
half your story— that half you can throw 
away.

Let the printer make, tho remaining half 
twice as forceful by intelligent display. 

Then- the booklet you (?) make will . bo 
something pleasant to look at and easy to 
read -the sort that sells goods it they're 
with buying.— Adv.

As far as we are able -to judge ■ at this 
writing, the output of poster printing houses 
for 1S98 will show; an increase; over ^1897 of 
nearly, if not quite. 30 per cent. The poster 
is gaining in favor every year— as it deserves 
to. 

The first thing an advertisement should do 
is to attract. Unless it effects this, it is use- 
less, as it will- not even be looked at. The 
second thing it ought to do is to convince. If. 
after attracting attention, it falls in this par- 
ticular. Its attractiveness will go for noth- 
ing. — F. W. Sears. 

Even the most prejudiced acknowledge that 
the bill boards work faster than any other 
known medium. A liberal and active demand 
may be created for a staple article in twen- 
ty-fcur hcurs if the appropriation is liberal 
enough to "cover" a town. 

A sample accompanied by a booklet, care- ' 
fully distributed lrom house to bouse, will 
yield more advertising than a year's pound- 
ing away in the newspapers. 

An exhibit, with demonstration, is the most 
convincing— the most powerful advertisement 
it is possible to evolve. It is quite frequently 
the most expensive also. Even at that, many 
prominent firms seem to think that they are 
generally profitable. 

The brightest and most successful adver- 
tisers are not necessarily so because they ad- 
vance new methods, but simply because they 
know just how to adapt the old methods to 
their particular business. And when the sub- 
ject is thoroughly sifted, we find that there 
is after all but one advertising method— to tell 
the people in plain language what you have 
to sell, what are its merits and what is its 
price. It is the same old method, but we 
have never seen it improved upon.— Profitable 
Advertising, Bostcn.

The papers of San Francisco nave at last 
found a subject that they can all agree on. 
and that Is "bill boards." Of course they 
are unsightly, dangerous, offensive, etc.; they 
must be regulated ; the nuisance must be 
abated. 

And the attacks are all inspired by an 
aesthetic regard for- the appearance of the 
city. Oh, certainly!. Just listen to this, 
from the San Francisco Post: 

"It has been the policy of the Supervisors 
now in. office to. compel every business enter- 
prise in San Francisco to contribute its share 
toward the support of the municipality in the 
form of a license. They have found it very 
difficult to formulate an ordinance that will 
be uniform and equitable in its operation, 
and, owing to the great number and diver- 
sity of business enterprises, it is not a matter 
of wonder that some have escaped. Among 
these is one of the most profitable and at the 
same time most offensive — the business of bill 
posting. 

Under the license order as it now stands, 
the flower or fruit vender, who- does nothing 
worse than blockade a very small part of a 
public thoroughfare and makes but a few 
cents a day, is compelled to pay a heavier 
tax than the bill sticker, who offends the 
public eye with his glaring posters, endan- 
gers limbs by his slippery gobs of paste 
smeared over the sidewalks, and imperils life 
by tall fences that come crashing down before 
every windstorm. 

The bill sticker pays no property tax, ex- 
cept on his wagon and buckets and brushes. 
He pays almost no license, and still he makes 
more money than ninety-nine out of every 
hundred license-payers in the city. 

The law should go further than imposing a 
license upon the bill sticker. It should limit 
the height of the fences. If that can not be 
done by direct legislation, it can be done in- 
directly by increasing the amount of the li- 
cense, with the height of the fence at such, a 
rapid rate that the bill sticker could not af- 
ford to endanger life and limb. 

The Board of Supervisors should at once 
take steps to see that the bill sticker not only 
contributes his share for the support of the 
municipal government, but that he carries on 
his business in a manner that will be least 
offensive to the public" 

The -Post's advertising patronage is Oh! so 
wofully thin and scant, but then that has 
nothing to do with its attack on the bill post- 
ers. Oh! no : certainly not. certainly not. 

Mayor Seymour, of this place, is making an 
ass of himself over bill board displays. He is 
going to do all manner of things in the mat- 
ter of regulating them. All that he has done, 
though, is to break into the newspapers. 



Detroit. 



The W. C. T. U. is leading a crusade 
against the bill boards in this city. Here is a 
clipping from The News of Dec 4: 

"Seated in her office this morning. Dr. Mary 
WHIard. President of the W. C. T. U- and 
leader of the crusade against the bill boards, 
talked about the nude in art and its effect 
upon public morals. 

"To begin with." said Dr. Willard. "It is 
not true that the W. C. T. Tj. has undertaken 
to compel this picture to be witndrawn from 
public exhibition. I do not believe the law 
can touch it. The discussion would open up 
the entire question of the nude in art. 

"I went to see 'Nana.' The first thoughts 
that came to : me as I looked upon the picture 
lifted me Godward. There was nothing about 
it suggestive to me. Yet." for the sake of 
others. I wished that over the entrance of the 
passage-way there might have been painted a 
representation of the all-seeing Eye, with 
the illuminated motto underneath; "Thou God 
seest me!" 

"I believe that the mothers of our union 
might with profit take their sons to see this 
picture. The only trouble Is. however, that 
the rank and file of our membership are com- 
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mon clay, and are not competent to conduct 
their sons into such an exhibition. 

"But, so far as the evil effect o' s«ch a 
picture on public morals is concerned, it can 
hot begin to compare with the pictures whicn 
have disgraced our bill boards during the 
past few weeks. If it were posted on a bill 
board, I should feel hurt and indignant. But 
it Is exhibited privately. People have to 
make an effort to see it. and it is not thrust 
upon them if they do not wish to see it. 

"But with these show pictures it is differ- 
ent. They are as brutal and suggestive as 
they can be. Take that picture of a woman 
standing at a man's shoulder and whispering 
something in his ear, while his face is turned 
toward her with a wicked leer. It's as bad as 
it can be. 

"Then there's that Devil's Island picture — 
the representation of a brute in human form 
striking and choking a defenseless woman. 
Some man comes along and sees that picture. 
Unconsciously, perhaps, he is affected by It. 
He goes home, gets into a row with his wife, 
and the next, thing you know he is choking 
and beating her; 

DOESN'T OBJECT TO TIGHTS. 

"I do not object -to tights. There is noth- 
ing more suggestive In them than in a wom- 
an gowned from head to foot, but what I do 
object to are representations of female figures 
in public places, such as those figures on 
the Chamber of Commerce and on the new 
county building. 

"But what can we do in the way of reform? 
Even our ministers need educating along 
tbese lines, and our judges do not sympathize 
with our efforts. 

"When our delegation went to Judge Sell- 
ers to have the people arrested who were 
posting indecent pictures, he replied curtly 
that the law could not touch them, and that 
if he took the matter up he would be making 
fools both of himself and of us. 

"I pulled a copy of the law out of my pock- 
et and read it to him. 

" 'Madam.' said he, *do you pretend to in- 
terpret fh« law?' 

INTERPRET PLAIN ENGLISH. 

" *Xo,' said I, 'but I claim to be able to In- 
terpret plain English.' He then asked me for 
the volume and section which contained the 
law. and I gave it to him. While he was 
fumbling over his books, he tried to distract 
our attention from the- matter in hand by 
talking about the way women dress in our 
ballrooms. I told him that if I could reach 
these women by the law I would do so. but 
that was not the subject under discussios. I 
asked him if he would issue warrants for the 
arrest of these bill posters, and he finally said 
he would."' 

John F. Sutton, who is managing the 
"Nana** exhibition, says his only request is 
that the ladies see the picture before decry- 
ing it. The picture has been shown in Bos- 
fcfc.. . 



ton. which rejected a statue of the "Bac- 
chante" on account of its indecency; in Phil- 
adelphia, and numerous other cities, and 
says Mr. Sutton. "Detroit is the first place 
where the propriety of showing 'Nana' has 
been questioned." 

"The Billboard" has run across peculiar 
cranks in its time, but Dr. Willard is ac- 
corded first place herewith. She does not ob- 
ject to tights, and "Nana" lifts her God- 
ward. Well! well! well! 

The theatrical bill posters' war goes mer- 
rily on. To such an extent has the contest 
been carried that it is said bill posters ar- 
rested for removing the hangers of a rival 
theatre coolly give the names of the em- 
ployes of the rival manager and thus put the 
odium of their own offense upon the hated op- 
position. 

Fulton, Nov. 20.— On Saturday an injunc- 
tion order was served on Wallace. Gilmore & 
Quirk, managers of the Stephens Opera 
House, restraining them from posting or dis- 
tributing bills in Fulton or Oswego Falls. 
The action is brought by William Cook, who 
claims to have the exclusive right of the bill 
posting and distributing business in both vil- 
lages, which was purchased by him from the 
defendant. Wallace. He alleges that the de- 
fendants have damaged him by posting bills 
upon his boards, by building other boards di- 
rectly in front of and so as to obscure his 
boards and by otherwise trespassing upon his 
property and rights. Inasmuch as the de- 
fendants claim that Quirk is the only member 
of the partnership interested in the bill post- 
ing business, and that, individually, some dif- 
ferences have naturally arisen as to "the 
facts, an order has been granted by Justice 
Wright, commanding Cook to show cause why 
the injunction order should not be vacated. 

According to W. A. Stevens, of the Fannin 
Bill Posting Co.. Bonham. Tex., they are hav- 
ing wonderful crops in the Lone Star State. 
In evidence he sends us the following news- 
paper clipping: • 

"The horrible news comes from Capt. 
Jones' farm, near Paradise, that a boy climb- 
ed a corn-stalk to see how the corn was get- 
ting along, and now the stalk is growing up 
'faster than the boy can climb down! The 
boy is plum out of sight. Three men have 
undertaken to cut down the stalk with axes 
and save the boy from starving, but It grows 
so fast that they "can't whack twice in the 
same place!" The boy is living on nothing 
but "raw corn." and he has already thrown 
down over four bushels of cobs." 

Advertising, like charity, begins at home. 
In other words, to advertise a store, first get 
your store. There are so many horrible ex- 
amples of how not to keep a store, that enum- 
eration of the different ways is hopeless. 



It is useless to advertise outside the store 
and not inside. The first requisites in a sys- 
tem of advertising Is cleanliness and order 
and general Tightness in the appearance of 
the store. After that comes courtesy ,and the 
quality of the goods. It is hard to tell which 
of these is the more important. A pleasant 
cordial, attentive, but not obtrusive and ob- 
sequious manner, makes and holds trade No 
matter how insignificant the transaction It 
doesn't take any longer to be amiable thaii to 
be crusty. There Is such a thing as being too 
pleasant— familiar— that is not good. It leads 
to a lack of respect- A merchant should al- 
ways maintain his dignity in the store and in 
his advertising. 

Nashville has one pretty fair bill poster 
r.c-2 one so-so bill poster, and 1» soon to 
have another, who declares that advertisers 
in the future shall have no cause to avoid 
Nashville. 

J. F. Murry & Bros., of Geneseo. III., ad- 
vertise: ""Prices, 15 days— 3 cts.; 30 days— 4 
cts." The veteran, Jas. Brackln, still main- 
tains boards at this point, and does a little 
business. 

The sole mission of a poster is to 
impress upon all beholders the special 
merits of an article, a particular brand 
or a business. Design is of much con- 
sequence. Colors, too, are important. 
Good, white, non-fading paper is es- 
sential, but style of letter and display 
of text transcend them all in import. 

House to House work pays. There 
is no doubt about it. One has only 
to examine the cheap abominations in 
the shape of booklets which are used 
by houses who have made a success of 
this medium to be convinced of its effi- 
cacy. It is passing strange that more 
care is not exercised by advertisers in 
making their matter attractive. A 
little more money paid to the printer 
and paper dealer would return a thou- 
sand fold. 

There is going to be a great deal 
more attention paid by advertisers to 
exhibits during 1809 than heretofore, 
and fair mnnagei-s can push the thing 
along by disseminating accurate sta- 
tistics of their paid admissions during 
1898. They may be dry reading to 
some folks, but they scintillate with 
interest to the advertiser. 
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To our friends among the sign paint- 
ers of America we extend the compli- 
ments of the season. A Merry Christ- 
inns and a Happy New Year to you 
mid yours is the earnest, sincere wish 
of vour friend and ally, "The Bill- 
board." '

Notes. 



Of late, we have been receiving quite a 
number of inquiries as to whether, or not. a 
bill board and bulletin business would pay 
in towns of about 1.000 inhabitants. There 
seems to be a universal desire among sign 
painters all over the land to alter their con- 
dition, or rather the condition of their busi- 
ness, by adding something, or some other 
calling, that will prove remunerative. The 
business of bill posting Is so closely allied 
to that of sign painting that the two callings 
may be said to be identical, and, for no other 
reason, they should go together. They are 
signs, pure and simple, both of them. The 
difference is. one Is on paper and posted, 
and the other is painted directly on the sur- 
face. Making anything pay depends to a 
great extent on the person. Some people 
will make anything pay. If they can not do 
It in one place, they will strike out In other 
pastures. Pay it must, and pay it will, be- 
fore they get through with it- In our judg- 
ment, we think that bill posting and sign 
writing, to which distributing might be 
added, may be made to pay a considerable 
sum yearly in towns of this size, up to, say 
2,600. But. like everything else. It must be 
worked for all there Is in It. A good way to 
succeed Is to Introduce novelties In yoftr 
work. I know a young man who makes a 
circuit of several towns a year, doing only 
sign work. He has become acquainted to 
such an extent that he works the business on 
the drummer style, sending postals ahead, 
notifying his customers of the date of his 
coming. 

White lead Is a poison, and painters should 
endeavor to prevent becoming poisoned with 
it. White lead is one of the constituents of 
cigarette paper— yet I have seen painters 
smoking cigarettes. They get a double dose. 

There seems to be quite an Interest taken 
in the forthcoming proposed Sign Painters' 
Alliance. That It will be a good thing goes 
without saying. Its main object Is to pro- 
mote business relations between the .various 
portions of the craft, and. also, to some ex- 
tent formulate a scries of prices on which to 
bring about a regular system of bulletin 
work. In this connection, members will be 
advised what large firms are advertising by 
bulletins, from time to time. To those that 
have asked what the Initiation or member- 
ship fee will be. I will say that It will be 
fixed at the Initial meeting, next February. 

TO MAKE GOLD-COLORED VARNISH. 
Pound separately 4 ounces of stick lac, 4 > 
ouncea of gamboge, 4 ounces of dragon's 
blood, 4 ounces of annotta, and 1 ounce of 
saffron. Put each of them separately in a 
quart of alcohol and expose them for five 



days In a narrow-mouthed bottle in the sun. 
In order to hasten the solution. When they 
are melted, mix them all together. 

As a usual thing, you will find, when shad- 
ing letters, that reds will require and look 
better by shading with dull brown or purple. 
Shade light grays with rich brown, and 
greens with a reddish brown. The effect of 
shading is gotten by making double letters, 
one above the other, and joining the points 
at an angle. 

A luminous paint which has recently been 
discovered. Is said to be not in any way in- 
ferior to the regular stuff. It is prepared, by 
heating sodium tungsgate with salt and 
chloride of calcium to a red heat for a few 
hours. The soluble constituents of the con- 
tents of the crucible having been removed 
with water, the calcium tungsgate is dried, 
't is sprinkled In a finely powdered surie 
over the articles which are to shine in the 
dark, glue tlze being used. 

Transparent gold color for tin (all colors) 
may be made as follows, says the Painters' 
Magazine: Take one-half pint of alcohol, 
add 1 ounce gum shellac, one-half oun.:e 
tumeric and one-half ounce red sunders. Set 
the vessel In a warm place and shake fre- 
quently for half a day. Then strain off the 
liquor, rinse the bottle and return It, corking 
tightly for use. 

IMITATION OF STAINED GLASS.— Paint 
the ornament with transparent colors. When 
dry. wash over the whole surface with sugar 
of lead, ground in oil and turpentine, and 
while wet daub it all over with the end of a 
brush very lightly; or. a better way Is to lay 
a piece of muslin which has been dipped in 
the solution, and wrung out. on the glass and 
press down firmly: then take one corner and 
lift off. The common way is to take white 
lead in ell, mixed thin, putting on as little 
as possible, pouncing it all over the glass 
until It represents an even ground surface. 

Putting ornaments on gold may be done 
with any transparent color, such as terra de 
sienna, umber, asphaltum, etc 

A nice way to make a sign on glass is to 
take thin paper or tin-foil, cutting patterns 
out of them; paste them on the glass, then 
frost or stain the glass, and remove the pat- 
tern, which leaves the glass clear where the 4 
patterns were. 

A pouncing bag consists of a piece of flan- 
nel, filled with whiting, charcoal or rose pink. 
Most any fine powder will do. Tie it up to- 
gether at the ends. 

Block letters should always have the hori- 
zontal and angular bars a little narrower 
than the perpendicular ones.

Sign Writing. 

Easy Lessons for Novices. 

In the November issue of the Show Win- 
dow, (1130 Caxton- Building, Chicago). Mr. 
William Lee Jukes begins a series of ele- 
mentary articles on sign-writing. While he 
has in mind only a simple course of instruc- 
tion, to enable window-trimmers to write 
their own cards, there i» much in them, as 
will be seen from the initial number, which 
we give in part below, that will prove valu- 
able to novices generally. We advise all of 
our readers who are interested in this sub- 
ject to subscribe for the Show Window, and 
follow the articles, which will appear month- 
ly during the ensuing year. 

"Show cards, to a business man, are a ne- 
cessity. Everything depends upon the way 
he advertises, and he can not advertise ju- 
diciously without the aid of signs. Some one 
must make his signs. If his business is on a 
small scale, and he can not afford a regular 
sign writer, perhaps he would like to do it 
himself: or. if he hasn't sufficient time, why 
not employ a window trimmer who can do 
both? , ,_, 

A window trimmer who can make his own 
tickets Increases his value to his employer 
and can demand more money than one who 
does not: at any rate, sign writing, as a side 
issue, will do no one any harm, and very 
often It can be used to great advantage. 

The art of show-card making can be ac- 
quired by anyone with very little teaching, 
a reasonable amount of patience, and plenty 
of practice. 

To those who are Interested In this work, 
and will follow carefully my Instructions. I 
will guarantee efllciency In«a reasonably 
short space of time: provided, of course, that 
they will practice diligently.; #■<•': 

Do not become discouraged -arfecpur first 
attempt. Your card will look badly,' of course, 
but that Is to be expected. You can not do 
good work at the first attempt— It is impos- 
sible. Improvement will be gradual. Each 
card will prove better than the last, and with 
a little practice you will be surprised at the 
results. 

For the benefit of -those who a.c Inclined 
to be discouraged. I have resurrected my 
first card, which I have had carefully stored 
away for several years; It Is shown below, 
together with one which 1 made recently. If 
you will compare them, you can readily see 
the difference — It puts one In mind of the 
typical "Before and After." 

Were It not for the Interesting variations 
and numerous opportunities to display ar- 
tistic ability, card-wilting -ould be very mo- 
notonous; as it Is. a person with the least 
bit of artistic taste will find it a pleasant 
occupation, as well as a convenient and prof- 
itable one. 

: W fc ii lgn maker must find where the sign Is 
to be used and the sizes of his lettering must 
be varied according to the distance It Is to 
be placed from the eye of the public. 

Don't attempt over-orlglnallty In signs. 
The majority are not familiar with signs. 
They have seen only a few designs. That 
which may be conventional to you, because 



you study signs, will be original to the ma- 
jority of people. 

Inaugurate a system of uniformity in your 
card-writing, by which all your work (styles 
of lettering, etc.) have a certain amount of 
similarity. 

If at any time you wish to change your 
styles of cards or lettering, let the new 
styles appear all over the store at the same 
time. It does not look well to use a mixture 
of types or colors: It has a tendency to con- 
fuse the public — whereas, a system will teach 
them fo know your particular style of work 
at a glance, and it will not only be more 
readable, l- -ut will establish for you a person- 
ality. 

THE WORK ROOM. 

The first requirement is a place to work: 
then you must be equipped. It is impossible 
to do justice to your work unless you are 
properly fitted out. Walk around the store 
until you find a suitable window, and anchor 
there, provided you will be allowed, for you 
will find sunlight much better than artificial 
light, both for the eyes and coloring. 

Next get a table. Tilt it forward slightly, 
as in this position you will find that work 
can be done better than if a level surface 
were used. 

For those who will go to the small ex- 
pense of building a table, I have made the 
following drawing, as shown in Figure 2. I 
am at present using a table similar to the one 
shown here, and find it excellent. 
RULING. 

You can use a Tee Square much more rap- 
Idly and accurately than an ordinary rule. 
The Inches can be marked off on your Tee 
in order to center the card. 

FOR LINING. 

Soft charcoal Is the best on coated card- 
board. Should your card-board be a little 
rough, a delicate lead-pencil mark will be 
better. Charcoal marks on coated boards can 
be easily erased with a soft piece of cloth; 
or, better still, a piece of chamois. 
MIXING. 

Use a palette knife with a flexible blade, 
about %x3% Inches. Find a square piece of 
glass, or. not having a square piece, use any 
shape you have handy. I will explain later 
to what use the glass- is to be put- 
PAINTS. 

Mixing forms ap important part of sign 
work, which, however, is considerably less- 
ened of late, by reason of several manufac- 
turers having placed on the market prepared 
colors, which meet the requirements satisfac- 
torily. I would advise their use, if it is pos- 
sible to obtain them. 

One very important thing is, do not use 
oil paint on card-board. It does not work 
well, and will cause much trouble. No ex- 
perienced marker uses oil paints, unless It 
is black asphaltum to fill in and outline let- 
ters, such as several laree department stores 
are using at the present time. The glossy 
effect of this class of work is considered by 
many to be very attractive. 

The drawback to this method is, the cards 
require a double handling and consequently 
the work is very slow. 

I have found drop black, in distemper, the 
cleanest and most handy preparation for card 
work. It is sold in most cities in jars con- 
taining one pound. All that is required for 
making It ready is a little dissolved gum 
arable and water. 

Take your palette knife and mix these thor- 
oughly on the piece of glass, to about the 
consistency of a, thick paste: it will then be 
ready for use. 

All colors- can be purchased in this form. 
To those who would prefer to mix their own 
paint, I will give a few hints on mixing. 
BLACK PAINT. 

Lamp-black, ground thoroughly with water 
and gum arable, a few drops of alcohol added, 
will make a fairly good black. All dry colors 
can be mixed In this way. 

WHITE PAINT. 

Fill a tin-cup about one-quarter full of 
whiting, thin it with water, add one-half 
ounce of pulverized glue— boil slowly, contin- 
ually stirring until the glue is thoroughly 
dissolved; this, when cool, will make an ex- 
cellent paint for dark boards. 

At another using, should you find It has be- 
come stiff, a little heating will thin it to the 
proper consistency. 

COMPOUND COLORS. 

The following tints can be formed by mix- 
ing the colors as below. The shades can be 
made to suit any taste by the exercise of a 
little judgment in proportioning the colors. 

Cream — White, yellow and red. 

Drab— White, Prussian blue and vermilion. 
."' Flesh— Lake, white and vermilion. 

Fawn— White, stone ochre and vermilion. 

Grey— White, Prussian blue, and very little 
. black. 

Light Green— White, mixed with verdigris. 
-• Grass Green— Yellow pink mixed with ver- 
digris. 

Pea Green— White and Paris green. 

Dark Green— Black and chrome green. 

Olive Green— Prussian blue and yellow. 

Jonoull— Yellow, pink and white. 

Leai— Prussian blue and white. 

Olive— Red, green, or black and yellow. 

Pearl — Dark red, mixed with violet. 

Purple— White, Prussian blue and vermil- 
ion. 

Stone — White, with a little spruce ochre. 
. Straw— White and yellow. • 

Snuff — Yellow, sienna and red. 

Slate— White, black, red and blue. 

Steel— Cerise. Prussian blue and vermilion. 

Salmon — White, yellow and red. 

Light Yellow — French yellow and white. 

Dark Yellow — French yellow and red. 

Lemon Yellow— Yellow pink, with Naples 
yellow. .~ 

BRUSHES. 

Nine-tenths of the Intkperlenced markers 
are using camels' hair brushes, which do not 
have the required elasticity for good work. 

Much depends upon your brush. A good 
sign-writer can not turn out a respectable 
sign with a poor brush: therefore, a beginner 
can not expect to acquire efficiency unless 
be uses the proper kinds of tools. 
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The ' Proper Kinds of Brushes can be ob- 
tained of any brush dealer. For ordinary 
work, a three-quarters long No. 5 brush will 
answer, the cost being about 20 cents. I 
would advise purchasing a set of about six 
assorted sizes, which will answer for ail 
work. 

Use great care in selecting your brushes. 
See that the hairs are of equal length and 
that the ends are even where the brush la 
flattened. 

Train your brushes flat by always using 
the same two sides. Rinse them in a glass 
of clean water after each using, and give 
them a thorough cleansing, with soap and 
water, about twice a week. This will keep 
them in good condition. 

Figure 3 shows the exact Eizes of a set of 
brushes, which will answer for all purposes. 



Sign Painting. 

What Every Man Could Do if He Tried. 

There is no other method of out-door ad- 
vertising that surpasses good bulletin signs. 
The reason there Is no more of it done. Is be- 
cause there are so few who are able to do it 
outside of the largest cities. In some cities 
it takes the lead In out-door advertising, and 
some of these signs are veritable works of 
art. 

The first requisite in good sign painting la 
good brushes; those that will cut a clean, 
smooth edge. A few camel's hair brushes for 
fine lining, and several chisel-edged fitches 
are sufficient for ordinary work. 

With a good outline of the letters to begin 
with, the work is two thirds done, as most 
anyone can run a brush along a line. There 
are several ways of getting an outline, by 
sketching, by measuring, etc, but the surest 
way is by means of good patterns. A pattern 
that is cut true will give a true outline, and 
if this outline is followed closely with a 
brush, the letter will be true. We don't mean 
stencils, but patterns cut frpm card-board 
showing the letter itself, and intended to be 
outlined by marking along the edges with a' 
pencil. 

Not one sign painter In fifty will shade 
letters correctly, but shading may be correct- 
ly done with patterns. First mark around 
the pattern to show the face of the letter, 
then move the pattern to the right or left, 
(whichever side you desire. the shading), and 
drop as far below as you wish the shading 
to extend, and run the pencil along the out- 
side edge only. This will make the shading, 
all except joining the shades to the letter, 
which should be done with a line at an angle 
drawn from the angle, of the shading to the 
point of the angle .of the letter. Make the 
bottom of the shading a little darker than 
the sides of the shading, and never shade a 
letter on top. 

As to the manipulation of colors, we will 
give a few rules which, if faithfully ob- 
served, will insure a sign in harmonious and 
showy coloring. Use no two colors of the 
same depth of tone side by side. If you do 
you are liable to get a muddy or hazy ap- 
pearance. Any of the colors of strong con- 
trast may be made to harmonize by dividing 
them with a line of white or any neutral tlnt- 
Thus. if the face of the letter Is green and 
the shading red, draw a white line between. 
The width of this line depends on the size of 
the object. 

The primary colors, from which all other 
colors are made, are blue, red, and yellow. 
A direct union of any two of tbem is always 
harsh and unpleasant. To preserve the har- 
mony and destroy the harshness, always use 
a neutralizing color between them. This is 
the great secret in sign painting. While the 
novice's sign will look harsh or hazy, the 
practical sign painter's will look clear and 
brilliant, and also be in harmony, and both 
use the same colors. But. if you will notice, 
the novice will" put the shading against the 
letter, while the man who understands it will 
draw a fine line of black or white or some 
neutralizing color between the shading and 
the face of the letter. 

Letter patterns may be bought usually put 
up In sets of so many alphabets of different 
sizes and styles, arranged by persons who 
understand sign painting, that the greatest 
variety of work may be done with the least 
number of patterns. Each alphabet contains 
all the letters, together with the character &. 
A single job will usually pay for a complete 
set of the patterns. 

Buy your patterns of a sicn painter who 
deals in them. You will then get ui * o-date 
patterns. The sets will be properly arranged. 
Some dealers in sign-paintine materials carry 
letter patterns, but often they are old-style 
letters, generally cut from paper. Insist 
that the patterns be cut from card-board, 
as paper patterns are hard to hold in place, 
and. If extremely gcod care Is not taken of 
them, soon get out of shape, sometimes torn. 
Paper patterns are liable to get tangled, 
making them inconvenient to handle. De- 
mand that each set should contain a small 
alphabet. 3 or 4 inches high, each of upper 
and lower case DeVinne. This is the prettiest 
alphabet made, being useful in almost every 
sign that contains more than two line*

Low Prices. 



To the seller, whether he be one who sells 
his time, his manufactured or his agricul- 
tural product. low prices are shadows that 
cross his path and which lead to almost end- 
less discontent- To the buyer, however, they 
bring satisfaction and contentment. We 
must, therefore, look at the matter from .% 
general standpoint, and we may ask the 
question. How have they operated upon our 
people as a whole? To answer this, we 
must turn back the pages and compare the 
present with the past; to do this fairly we 
must depend upon individual experience, not 
hearsay evidence. Let us go back fifty years, 
or thereabouts— a time when wages as a 
whole more closely approximated those of 
the present day than at any other period in 
our memory. Take the farming community 
at that time: machinery was just being in- 
troduced, but Jew were able to buy and the 
labor was of the hardest kind; daylight to 
darkness constituted a day. but with ail they 
could do no more than purchase the com- 
monest necessities of life, and the "wealthy" 
were content with homespun cloths, rag car- 
pete and plain furniture; cheaper and less 
comfortable than that in the homes of the 
farm laborer of to-day. So. too. with the me- 
chanic: luxuries were out of his reach; a 
day's outing with his family was an extrava- 
gance that could be indulged in but once a 
year- The commonest necessities to the poor 
man of to-day were luxuries to be enjoyed 
by the wealthy alone. Viewed, therefore, 
from the standpoint of purchasing power, the 
earnings of to-day are greater than they ever 
were, except through the season of phenom- 
enal high wages following the sixties. The 
danger line of low prices is reached when the 
purchasing power of the wage earner's in- 
come fails to procure the necessities of life. : 
"With that comes want, suffering and degra- 
dation, and it is against that that all should 
contend at the present. The tendency is 
downward; competition becomes more and 
more severe, and combinations more and 
more active. To meet this, the men of lim- 
ited means must take lessons from the great 
corporations in the matter of economizing ex- 
penses. They must study cost, and know to 
a fraction of a cent what the outlay. This 
underbidding a competitor, without know- 
ing what the work will cost, and then, "when 
learning the facts, cutting wages and using 
inferior stock on the supposition that such 
a course is necessary. Is neither businesr-like 
nor honorable, while the effect Is to reduce 
prices to a point that forebodes ill to all. — 
Painting & Decorating. 



There are few virtues or vices of modern 
life so unimportant that they can not claim 
a society for their advancement or sup- 
pression- Next to assisting our fellow mor- 
tals to do something; they don't want to do, 
retains is more entertaining than to pre- 
vent them doing something they do want 
to do. "Scapa". is the latest society for 
looking after the scapegoats of business who 
are sent forth into the wilderness to make 
it blossom like a peony with hideous and 
glaring: advertisements. ^We have comment- 
ed before the : growing desire of an. aes- 
thetic and beauty-loving puKic to "get 
after" these people who prefer rocks, build- 
ings and fences as a medium: for reaching 
the public, rather than the advertising col- 
umns of a ■■:■ papers "Scapa" translated 
mens, "Society for the Correction- of . the 
Abuse of Public Advertising.".. It originated 
iu England, and Lord H-erchell- Is its presi- 
dent. It: already has branches in this coun- 
trj. It is proposed to have wheelmen- take 
snap sL-ots at some of these monstrosities of 
modern hustling, and then- * to have these 
made into lantern slides, witb which, to 
arouse' public sentiment. One prominent 
man said, "A world entirely free from 'ads' 
is a dream too enchanting to be realized." 
The "Scapa"ites will have to be very much 
in earnest and very energetic if they follow 
the trail of the serpent all over this land. 
The Adirondack wilderness Is popularly 
supposed to be "far from the maddening 
crowd." but over every bowlder and ledge 
of rooks, in the least frequented portions 
of the mountains, was the glaring- white and 
black of an advertisement- There are two 
interested parties to reform, even after the 
the public sentiment has been directed 
against the matter. The chief sinners live 
in cities, and are the proprietors or "boom- 
ers" -of the articles advertised. Then there 
is the farmer who has no artistic perception 
of the element of beauty which the soft, 
gray "wood color" of his barns or rocks 
adds to the landscape. To cover these with 
black paint and gigantic yellow or white 
letters, or to paint some figure of heroic size 
upon the broadside of the barn seems to 
him <juite legitimate, especially when the 
price paid adds very materially to his in- 
come. "Scapa" has a hard task before it. 
The remark that a hard-beaded old Yankee 
used to make, as the final condemnation of 
any and all matters was. "There's no bread 
in that-' It's an unanswerable argument 
to the larger portion of humanity. "There's 
no bread"., in beauty, and when sentiment 
for the beiutifui clashes against sense for 
the needful, the battle is sure to be to the 
strong. , 

Th» above clipping is from a. household 
journal. "It may be possible to prohibit such 
"desecration of nature" in England, where 
everything in the law is in favor of classes; 
hut when, it comes to free America, they 
will have to trot out some finer breed stock 
than of which these so-called societies are 
usually composed of. It may be possible 
that it, to a certain extent, may be regu- 
lated in certain favored resorts, but what 
does, the average American farmer care for 
landscape! Make 'him a proposition to paint 
his bid sheds " for the privilege of putting 
signs'* "thereon, and he will consent, to it 
right .there. The resulting outcome of all 
these, kind societies has always been .more 
trouble than glory, and always will be- : 



The Advertising Agent. 



Whom does the advertising a?ent serve? 
Mr. Frank A. Munsey has awakened wide 
discussion of the question by declaring that 
the agent serves only the advertiser, and, on 
this hypothesis, is not entitled to commis- 
sions from the newspapers. Indeed, Mr. Mun- 
sey goes so far as to say that commissions 
are bribes, pure and simple, and, refusing to 
be longer a party to bribing of any kind, he 
announces the withdrawal of all commis- 
sion allowances to agents after the present 
year. 

Although Mr. Munsey has brought out 
nothing that is new to either publishers or 
agents, he has said some old truths in a new 
and forcible way. For years publishers and 
advertising agents as well, have recognized 
the fact that the agent serves only; the ad- 
vertisers, and the tendency to reduce com- 
missions, so strongly in evidence for the last 
decade, indicates that publishers, here and 
there, are blindly striving to escape from the 
old system. Mr. Munsey. with the courage 
of his convictions, goes all the way and cuts 
off all commissions. This was the only log- 
ical step for him to take after he had taken 
the position that the agent does not serve 
the publisher. 

it Is true that almost every publisher 
favcrs some one agency (or perhaps two or 
three) with a special rate, and the constant 
aim of the agent is. to obtain special con- 
cessions from desirable publications, so that 
he may the more surely underbid his compet- 
itors. Not that the agent is always certain 
that he has the lowest rate — it is the uncer- 
tainty on this point which prompts him to 
eternally "bear" the publisher's lowest rate. 
These special concessions Mr. Munsey 
terms bribery— the publisher is the bribe- 
giver, the agent the bribe-taker. But Mr. 
Munsey here loses sight of the fact that the 
publisher, by granting concessions over and 
above the regular commissions, makes the 
agent his representative— the agent series 
the publisher, not the advertiser. So wide- 
spread is this practise of granting special 
rates to a favored agency, that it may be said 
with truth that there are more agents serv- 
ing, publishers than there are in the service 
of advertisers. 

For the creation and development of ad- 
vertising, the publisher owes, much to the 
agent. Only the other day Newspaperdom 
had: occasion to remark upon the fact that 
a large and well-known agency in New 
York, -whose expenditure for space reached 
last year nearly JoOO.OOO, had developed 90 
per cent, of its business— created. In fact, 
that much new advertising. For this work, 
purely missionary in character, ; the agent is 
surely entitled to some commission from 
the publisher.

For the faults of the present system, both 
the publisher and the agent are to blame, 
the one cuite as much as the other. Un- 
aided. Mr. Munsey can not work reform by 
cutting off commissions: .and as long as pub- 
lishers grant special rates to the agent, so 
long will the agencies be conducted on the 
present system. As long as there is no 
uniform method of selling space, so long 
will cutting and under-cutting be practised. 
As Ions as publishers remain so blind to 
their own best Interests, and refuse to "get 
together," so long will the present system 
stand. 

Mr. Munsey is to be congratulated upon 
the possession- of magnificent courage: but 
he will go down in defeat just as surely as 
did Napoleon at Waterloo. — Newspaperdom. 



"Art in Advertising" for October speaks of 
the movement in Europe looking toward the 
curtailment of the use of bill boards, and its 
effect on this side of the water. 

It says quite truly that it is seldom good 
taste is violated in America, but notes an 
objection to scenes of violence on theatrical 
pesters. Continuing, the writer observes: 

"The objection, however, which is put for- 
ward with most persistency is that the 
streets or roads in which the bill boards ap- 
pear are defaced by them, and of course, in a 
few cases, the boardings are by no means or- 
namental. The claim as a whole, however, 
can not be allowed, and. in fact, it is an easy 
matter to show the immense improvement 
which has taken place within a decade. The 
general appearance of the boards and the or- 
derly arrangement and tasteful display made 
by bill posters everywhere, and particularly 
in the larger cities, must be noticed by the 
most careless observer. The solidly con- 
structed and neatly made fences which have 
been built around the vacant spaces and 
empty lots are a vast improvement over the 
ramshackle affairs which enclosed these same 
places before, and they are now kept by the 
bill posters in a condition which is pleasing 
to the eye and ornamental to the street. The 
bill posters themselves would be the first to 
desire and to do anything which would make 
the display more attractive and beautiful, 
and they are working constantly to that end. 
If there is any fault to be found at all 
with the business of bill posting, it may be 
in the extension of the display in some places 
beyond the -normal limit. When a second 
row of boards is built over the natural fence 
running along the street it looks top-heavy 
and is unsightly. The value of the adver- 
tising is consequently diminished and the 
street correspondingly disfigured. Such de- 
sirable places as the Brooklyn Bridge are in 
danger of becoming less valuable from the 
overloading of advertising. Each, poster, 
taken individually, is an excellent advertise- 
ment, but any increase of the present num- 
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ber will render the advertising confusing 
and make the display a disagreeable feature 
of the outlook. It is the mistake of over- 
extension of the business which bill posters 
must avoid if they would continue In favor 
with the advertiser and public alike. The 
desire for doing business is very strong in 
the average man, and it is a virtue to be 
proud of so long as it does not work to the 
disadvantage of others, and if the new 
movement should result in shaping the busi- 
ness so as to conform more nearly to public 
taste and requirements the advantages to bill 
posters, advertisers and the public alike will 
be considerable.

"This will be complimentary to advertisers, 
and when they get through we feel that the 
Oklahoma bill posters will be known every- 
where. Mr. Sinclair will In a few days make 
a trip and arrange with his brother posters 
the most desirable time to start. This Is 
something never before attempted by local 
bill posters, and certainly never offered to ad- 
vertisers."

(Hilly), boss bill poster of Car No. 1. of the 
Great Wallace Shows, for the following sta- 
tistics of the season of 1898, viz.: Car No. 1.

Greeting.— I take this opportunity to write 
you, as Secretary. We have certainly been 
very successful during the year 1898, having 
added to our membership roll about 200 
names. At the beginning of this year we 
were in debt to the extent of $300: at this 
writing, we are practically out of debt.-— -We- 
owe a small amount, but have enough money 
in cur treasury to pay the indebtedness, 
leaving us a fair bank account. 

We have proved to the advertiser that we, 
as an association, do guarantee our work, 
having paid several losses sustained by them 
through our members. Taking into consider- 
ation that we now have about 500 members, 
we certainly can say that our association as a 
whole is reliable. When a body of 500 men 
in different parts of the United States and 
Canada do work for advertisers-, for twelve 
months and only a few are found to have, vio- . 
lated their contracts, we can say that we are 
an honest organization. I believe that a 
year hence the officers of our association can ' 
send out a certificate issued to our Treasurer 
from the bank in his city to certify that we 
have $1,000 in cash on deposit to guarantee 
the work of our members. This should be an 
inducement to advertisers to give us their 
patronage. It will also make our services 
worth more than others, as the advertiser 
will be taking no risk. They really are not 
risking anything now. but some of them have 
their doubts as to whether we will make good 
any losses. 

I would like to have every member take 
hold of the work and try to increase our 
membership. I have one or two of our mem- 
bers In line who have during the year been 
the means of inducing six or- seven" distrib- 
utors to join us. Now. if every member 
would only be the means of petting one new 
member in six months, we could- almost com- 
plete our organization in the next year. .You 
will understand that to be a complete or- 
ganization, we must be represented in everv 
town of from 5.O0O population upwards. It 
would even be better could we have mem- 
bers in smaller towns than these. 

A few of our members are rather slow, in 
paying their dues. 1- would like to impress 
upon the minds of all »thdse .who have" not 
paid that it is necessary to have money In 
order to conduct the association afTairs prop- 
erly. I do not think, any member hits a right 
to get behind with his dues. He certainly is 
deriving. just as much benefit from the asso- 
ciation as those who, pay promptly. ' . 

I have every reason • to 'believe that the 
funds have been used . judiciously. While 
business has not been as .good this fall as 
Usual, prospects are bright. for the coming 
year. ■ , • - 

I would like to see everv member s - name 
in the list of "The Billboard." as it is a. very 
convenient arrangement for the advertisers. 
It also saves the Secretaries , considerable 
labor in compiling lists to send out. 

Wishing each and every one a "Merry 
Christmas" and a prosperous year for 1S99, 
I beg to remain, yours fraternally.

They all use 
large quantities of calendars, and they want 
business-district service exclusively, if you 
can devise a scheme to get into the offices 
and actually hang the calendars conspicuous- 
ly (and make it a hard matter to remove it), 
they will pay double sign-tacking rates. 

O. P. FairchKd, Treasurer of the I. A. of 
D., makes an ideal official. The association 
has a watchful, careful and exacting cus- 
todian of its funds in the veteran of Coving- 
ton. Not a single cent will go wrong while 
- he is in, charge, and the expenses of the or- 
ganization are going to be regulated oy its 
receipts. Mr. Fairchild Deiieves in paying 
all honest debts, but he will kick, and kick 
hard, about going into debt when there is a 
scarcity of funds to meet the new obligations.

It is a, good thing* 
no doubt, but the trouble will be that adver- 
tisers won't pay the" price per 1,000 that is 
demanded for this work,, even if they know 
that it is the best service-they can get. What 
do you think about it, and are there any 
other cities that have such laws?. According 
to Judge Bradley's decision.' of the United 
States Supreme Court, it is .unconstitutional. 
But the best plan, I suppose, is to leave it 
as it is." 

We approve the ordinance. Los Angeles', 
CaL. has a similar law.. Judge Bradley's de- 
cision has no bearing upon this ordinance. 
, You are ouite correct; leave it alone, and 
eharge accordingly.

If he is 
a bum and a loafer, we will have none of 
him.)

Kondon Company's Catarrhal Jelly is being 
distributed here now. Least said, soonest 
mended. As to the merits of the distribution 
In some parts of the city, ask the druggists! 

Say, have you met any of the Combine's 
Inspectors? Fischer, of the Fischer Distrib- 
uting Agency, says he has. and we give his 
version of two of the encounters: No. 1— 
"Who are you distributing for?" yelled a 
man to Fischer, one day. "You have eyes 
and see not." was Fischer's retort, as he 
drove off. Inspecting the work of his men. 

The Draper Medical Institute, a local firm,

Overmuchness. 



Good advertising— the kind that sells your 
goods— is natural advertising, not the rain- 
bow-chaser variety. You wouldn't have 
much faith In the representations ct a man 
tfcct was making an effort to sell you a lot 
i»j soap and used his rhetorical powers upon 

K you much as if he was delivering a speech 

to a band of patriotic citizens. It would be 
natural to cut him off just as nuickiy as 
possible, and you wouldn't buy one single 
cake of soap. 

Be it a poster, booklet, bulletin or demon- 
stration exhibit— always be clear, forcible 
and terse. Sacrifice nothing for elegance, 
and avoid verbosity as you would the plague. 

Once ti-?re was a real estate broker at 
Chicago— this was In boom 1889-92. who 
d^alt in lots, and it was his practice to re- 
port weekly sales. There was very lively 
competition, and to show up better than 
h.s neighbors in the business he made the 
number of the existing week greater than 
that of the week before, with the result that 
ict-ide of a year he had reached a >>clnt 
whichi made it impossible for any news- 
paper to accept his report as an item of 
n-?w». The man claimed as his personal 
rales a number greatly in excess of all the 
lots sold in that city for the week. 

The moral of this story is for the benetit 
of the "yellow" journals. Under their rule 
of increase it is possible for them to get to 
a point where their claimed circulation is 
greater than the total population of the 
country. Vaulting ambition is liable to over- 
reach- itself. — The newspaper Maker.

able to judge is that business for the three 
last months of this year will equal In 
amount and In profit that of the same per- 
iod of 1893— one of the best years for adver- 
tising.

Wm. A. Wcibb, Chairman of the Cincin- 
nati Typothetae Committee, sent out the 
following letter to members of the organ- 
ization November 18, viz.; 

At a meetin; of the Committees of the 
Cincinnati Typothetae and the Allied Print- 
ing Trades Council of Cincinnati, represent- 
ing Typographical Union. Typographla 
Union. Printing Pressmen's Union. Stereo- 
typers' Union. Bookbinders' Union. Press- 
men's Assistants' Union, and Electrotypers' 
Union, appointed to consider the question of 
wages for the shorter work-day, held No- 
vember 17th. the following agreement was 
mnde: 

"That the nine and one-half hour day. or 
fifty-seven hour week, be established on No- 
vember 21, 1898, and that the wages be at 
th? rate cf two hours per week less thr.n 
paid in the various departments." 

The term "two hours less per week" is 
intended to mean that the wages of em- 
ployees will be fifty-soven nTty-nlnths of the 
weekly wages heretofore paid, which will 
eruai sixty cents on an Sio.00 rate, and on 
all others In proportion. 

This agreement was reached after a long 
and earnest, but amicable debate, and it is 
to be hoped that every employing printer 
in Cincinnati will give It his hearty support. 

Hennceran & Co. are moving again. This 
is the third time In three years that this 
ccr.wrn has outgrown Its quarters. Their 
new location. It is hoped, will house them 
for a number of years to come. 

Third-class mail matter has been ruled to 
include "all Impressions obtained upon 
paper or cardboard by means of printing, 
engraving, lithography or other mechanical 
process easy to recognize, except the type- 
written letter or manifold copy." theselatter 
being classed as first-class matter.

Work in our city has been good this fall. 
I was telegraphed for at the I. A. of D. con- 
vention at Chicago In July, and have distrib- 
uted a half million books, samples and cir- 
culars since that date, and have more work 
in sight. 

1 give honest service, or expect no pay. 
Results prove the work, and I am thankful. 
We. as distributors, have got to work out our 
own salvation on this line if we expect to 
succeed and gain the confidence of the ad- 
vertisers at large. 

Distributing in the last two years in this 
city has Increased, and through sharp com- 
petition the advertisers are getting better 
service. There are four concerns here that 
do this class of work, including your humble 
servant. Three of them follow distributing 
only. The Cream City Bill Posting Company 
cares little about the work of distributing, 
and makes no effort to secure work of this 
class. I was told some time ago by their 
manager, Mr. Frank Fitzgerald, that they 
cared little for distributing jobs, as the ad- 
vertisers were getting too particular, and 
did not pay enough. Their boards have been 
covered this season. They have been forced 
by prosperity to enlarge their plant. 

Foster-Milburn Company, of Buffalo, has 
just finished some city work here, and It Is 
poorly done. Porches, yards, streets, mud 
and rain has been their fate. The Chicago 
Tribune Is getting the same deal. 

Drs. Chase and Miles' work was well done. 
whi!e Pepsalt was poorly done. Other work 
was curled up and stuck In the fences or 
thrown on lawns. Henderson Corsets adver- 
tisements were thrown on the streets and 
on lawns. Lion Coffee was well sampled here 
and the signs well tacked up. 

Dr. Pierce, of Buffalo, has elegant bill 
board displays here. Their own man did 
their distributing, and got called down by the 
firm for twisting up the book (a nice little 
memorandum book) and throwing it from the 
sidewalks into the houses and yards.* He 
used two small boys. 

My work has been: 275.000 circulars for 
local firms, 50.000 circulars for Wells-Rich- 
ardson Company. 55. COO for Lydla E. Plnk- 
hara Med. Co.. 52.C00 samples for Dr. Burk- 
hart. 43.000 samples of Allen's Foot Ease, 
and 25.000 samples of Kondon Catarrh Jelly. 
You can not find any of the above work that 
I have done, paving the streets. It was 
placed under the door, or if too thick to go 
under the door. It was placed on the knob or 
nigh up in the jam, out of reach of the chil- 
dren. 

Dr. Shoop. of Racine,. has done a good deal 
of distributing here In the last year. He uses 
rubber bands and front doors, attaching sam- 
ples to door-knobs, never going to the rear 
of houses. These rubbers are collected by 
small children, who carelessly waste the ad- 
vertising when they see what it is. The 
sooner the Doctor gets these ruboers done 
away with, the better off he will be. They 
may do for small towns, but for cities where 
the houses are thick, they are a failure.

We have 
put up the second billing for them in Mans- 
field this month, and a portion of the coun- 
try routes. Have on our boards eight and 
one-sheet paper for "Armorside" Corsets, 
from local firm, and 5 sixteen-sheet stands of

Stahlbrodt. Have just completed another dis- 
tribution of 3,000 papers for Dr. Miles Med.

who are already out of the Shoop' remedies

Rates Are Right. 



Editor of "The Billboard:" 

Profitable Advertis;ng for November pub- 
lishes an article on bill posting, coining that 
prices are too low, and that thoroughly iiist- 
class bill posting will never be the ru.e until 
prices are very materially increased. 
. The argument as relating to small towns 
and villages may be well-founded,, but when 
cities of 50.C00 and upward are considered, 
those who have studied the question from the 
inside state that if the bill poster dues not 
make money at the present rates, it is be- 
cause he does not properly attend to business. 

The article in question speaks of Norfolk. 
Va., as an example, showing that if the bill 
poster there had every board covered at reg- 
ular rates all the time, his gross receipts 
would be only $105 per month. 
' While this is probably true of Norfolk, the 
fault is not with the rates, but rather with 
the bill poster. 

There Is no reason why the bill poster at 
Norfolk should not have three, or four, or five 
times as many bill' boards as he has; and I 
'know what I am talking about, because I 
have seen every board that he controls, and 
also "'miles and miles of vacant lots upon 
which other boards could and should be built. 
' The fact is. thatif rates were doubled and 
even quadrupled, there would be some bill 
posters unable to make a good living, just as 
there are people in other lines of business 
who make very poor headway. 

One of Profitable Advertising's illustra- 
tions was the city "of Chattanooga, showing 
an income of $350 a month from commei cial 
work alone. I am told that Chattanooga 
makes enough out of their amusement post- 
'ing'to pay all expenses, and that their com- 
mercial work is that much clear profit. And 
If Chattanooga, with 50.000 population, can 
make three or four hundred a month "to the 
good," there is no reason why Norfolk. Va.. 
with the same, or larger, population, should 
not be able to make as much, if favored with 
as enterprising a bill poster. 

On taking up the subject of small towns, 
those cf less than 10,000 population, one finds 
it a little difficult to see how a sufficient 
amount of work can be sent them, no matter 
what the price charged: just the same as it 
is difficult for an exclusive grocery store, or 
an exclusive hardware store, or an exclusive 
candy store to make it pay in such a town. 

The bill poster in a small town should also 
be a sign painter, or a house painter, or a 
paper hanger, or an expressman, or scene- 
shifter for the theatre, if there is any in the 
town — or, as sometimes happens, a combina- 
tion of several or all of these characters. 

But while the Associated Bill Posters name 
a- scale of charges based upon population, 
they do not say that a bill poster may not 



charge higher rates If he Is so disposed In 
fact, there are a: great many towns which 
uniformly charge 12 cents per sheet per 
month, regardless of population. Donnelly, of 
Boston, charges 14 cents a sheet for post'lnir 
in Hyde Park, which is given a population in 
the last census of less (nan 11,000. 

The great difficulty generally is that tin. 
bill posters do not buiid as many boards a .s 
they could use to advantage. Only to-day I 
was shown a letter from the bill poster at 
Fargo. N. D., to whom was sent a small or- 
der of 45 three-sheets and 30 eight-sheets to 
go up in Fargo, and Moorehead. Minn H,. 
sends in a list of 30 three-sheets and 25 eight- 
sheets, being all that he could place In the 
two towns. And the bill poster had this or- 
der two or three weeks before the paper 
reached him, and had ample time to bu'M 
more boards, had he been so inclined 7 
cents is all right, if the bill poster is a' go- 
ahead business man.

We had a 
third more bill board space than we had a 
year ago. I put an ad. in the August "Bill- 
board." and every board we had was filled to 
the limit with commercial paper. Business 
has continued good and. with the theatrical 
work, our boards are full all the time. Star 
Tobacco is a regular customer, and has been 
for several years. We have the second bill- 
ing for the Drummond Tobacco. Their "Best 
Navy on Earth" is an. especially attractive 
piece of work. Have just completed my sec- 
ond billing for "Beeman's Gum," Levering 
Coffee is announced by six-sheet stands. Lion 
Coffee is now going out for a good showing. 
Levering did not have enough paper to make 
it effective. Red Cross Cough Drops are well 
billed. Gen. Arthur Cigar has another good 
showing. Advertisers can not bill a town 
well unless they will send the bill poster 
enough paper to cover it. We have 2,200 feet 
in twenty-nine locations, and the town can 
not be well billed with five stands. I find the 
suggestion of the "Billboard" to have printed 
lists of locations an exceedingly good one. 
It not only shows the advertiser where he Is, 
but where he Is not. 

I notice that from the time the Omaha Ex- 
position commenced to use the bill boards it 
was a success. Before that, the attendance 
was not nearly enough to pay.

I read "The Billboard" with great interest 
every month. I have never seen anything 
regarding the difference between front and 
side-door distributing. In large cities like 
Boston and Cincinnati, front distribution is 
all right, as the people use their front doors, 
but in small cities like Brocton, side and 
rear-door distributing will bring the best re- 
sults. 

I know this from experience and observa-. 
tion. In small cities a distributor, in going 
from house to house, will find most of the 
houses with the front door locked, while the * 
side and rear doors are unlocked, which en- 
ables the distributor to put his advertising 
inside the house, which brings results. In a 
front door the loss from street children will 
vary from 10 to 33 1-3 per cent., according to 
the neighborhood, no matter how careful the 
distributor may be. 

In a rear-door distribution, not 5 per cent, 
would be lost. Is not this the best mode to 
distribute the small cities and towns* I 
think so. It Is worth 50 cents more per thou- 
sand to do this, but I think an advertiser 
would get double the results. I took notice 
of a front-door distribution that had been 
made recently. The first I noticed was 
Charm-Fabro samples, which were wrapped 
up in 3x6 circulars, anl left at the front door. 
Most people thought them waste paper, .and 
swept them away. The next I noticed was 
Foster Millburn's booklets. These were put 
out as well as possible f~r a front-door distri- 
bution, but a great many did not get inside 
the house. On one street I noticed the chil- 
dren going from house to house, collecting 
the books. They -had six or eight apiece when 
I met them. 

If this had been a rear-door distribution 
they could not have got* an them. Those that 
were placed -in the house would have re- ^ 
mained there. The next I noticed was Dr: '*sj 
Greene's magazine. I did not see anyone :-g>. 
making the distribution 1 but I judged there:? 
had been a cyclone, as more magazines were 
scatteredVon the lawn than there were at the 
front doors. I think, Mr. Editor, it would 
pay allVadvertisers having distributing done 
In thisj city to have side and rear-door dis- 
tributing. I have recently made a front-door 
distribution of/12.500 -circulars for the Dr. 
Chase Co. of -Philadelphia, and a rear-door 
distribution M 1.300/ booklets for the Dr. 
Shoop Medical CO.. of Racine. Wis.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TRANS- 
PORTATION. 
To the American Association of Fairs and 
Expositions: 
Gentlemen :— I'-ho undersigned committee, 
-'appointed at the last annual meeting of this 
association to confer with the Central Rail- 
way Traffic Associations relative to reduced 
passenger rates to the several State fairs, 
and the securing of freight rates an class 
horses equal to rates charged on other ex- 
hibition animals, beg to submit the follow- 
ing report: 



On March 8 the committee met at the 
Sherman House in Ohicago.a and proceeded 
to organize for the purpose of appearing be- 
fore the Railway Traffic Associations in ses- 
sion at that time. 

Through the kindness and interest of Col. 
J. Irving PeaTce, President of the Illinois 
State Board of Agriculture, your committee 
was first granted an audience with the Chi- 
cago Sub-committee of the Genera 1 Pas- 
senger Association, before which body it ap- 
peared and urged as earnestly as possible 
the granting of cheap excursions and a one 
cent a mile rate by the railways for carry- 
ing passengers to the several State fairs. 
Strong arguments were presented by the 
stveial members of the committee in sup- 
port of the requests made.

Fleming, Secretary and Assistant Secretary, 
respectively of Ohio Department of Agricul- 
ture, and Messrs. Chas. Downing and C. F. 

President and Secretary, respec- 
tively of Indiana State Board of Agriculture, 
who had by a recent meeting of their or- 
ganization been constituted a committee to 
wait upon the several Passenger Traffic As- 
sociations having jurisdiction over the ter- 
ritory in which' their interests are situated. 
The several members of the committee, in 
behalf of the respeotive organizations they 
represented, claimed that owing to the fre- 
ruent reductions of rates- to .one fare for 
round trip to the cities at wMob the State 
fairs are located, the attractions they offer 
fail, at the same rate of fare, to induce re- 
munerative attendance, and as a means of 
offsetting this untoward condition, desired 
fhe assistance of the railways to the extent 
of granting for each? State fair (including 
the St. Louis Fair and Exposition), in ad- 
c.s'i-'-n to the round trip rate of one fare 
usually accorded, a rate of one cent per mile 
each way, on Wednesdays and Tmirsdays, 
good returning on Friday, from a radius of 
two hundred miles, the cheaper rate to ap- 
p-.y at least on the direct lines. The com- 
mittee further urged that unless they cou.d 
have the suppoit of the railways In the di- 
rection indicated. . they would by reason of 
insufficient attendance be forced to abandon 
their State fairs. It was further argued that 
the National Fair Managers' Association 
tends to promote travel, for the reason that 
the State fairs occurring in succession, there 
is' a following of exhibitors and many of the 

at The Committee, after thanking the meet- 
ing for the privilege of speaking upon the 
subject, withdrew, whereupon careful con- 
sideration was given the app.ication pres- 
sented. resulting in offer of the to.^mlms ; 

Resolved. That as in our opinion the rates 
and arrangements applied for are just and 
reason" ble. we recommend to tbe Central 
Pasenger Association that for State Fairs In 
itsterritory. under the auspices of the Na- 
tSn^Tair Managers' Association a rate of 
one cent per mile be granted on Wednesdays 
and Thursdays, good returning on following 
rridayV f rom a radius of two hundred mite 
and that on other dates a rate of one fare 
for round trip be accorded.

tion of fruits, vegetables and grain, thereby 
creating an emulation that has more than 
doubled the freight traffic of our railways. 
With the officers of the fair and exposition 
associations, the work assigned to them is 
not in the great majority of cases given any 
compensation, but Is merely a labor of leve, 
and in our extremity we appeal to you to 
assist us in still further developing our 
great agricultural and mechanical Interests, 
by fixing a special low passenger rate in ad- 
dition to the one fare for the round trip for 
the State Fairs and Expositions of 1898, in 
tne full belief that a much larger attend- 
ance would thus be secured, and the in- 
creased Interests would bring forth.

Your committee then made an effort to 
reach the OentTal Freight Traffic Associa- 
tion, but falling, after repeated efforts and 
a wait of two days, to gain a personal au- 
dience, succeeded In placing before that 
body the following petition: 

Chicago. III.. March 9. 1898. 
The Central Freight Traffic Association: 

Gentlemen. — At a recent meeting of the 
American Association ot Fairs and Exposi- 
tions, a committee waft appointed to confer 
with the Central Freight Traffic Association 
relative to the discrimination that has been 
made within your territory as to freight on 
horses, which discrimination is operating 
against the success of the fairs where It ap- 
plies, and as a natural consequence must be 
against the best interests of the railways, es- 
pecially the passenger traffic. 

What we desire, and most earnestly urge. 
Is a modification of your rates so as to trans- 
port to and from our expositions class horses 
at one-half freight rate, the same rate that is 
granted to other classes of live -stock, and 
under the same conditions, viz., to pay full 
freight going, and where no change of own- 
ership occurs, to be returned free. 

A few briefly-stated facts with reference to 
the concessions that were formerly made by 
the railways to State fairs generally, may 
aid in determining the policy for the present, 
or at least to give warrant for a modification 
in the freight arrangements so as not to ex- 
clude horses, that Is being urged by this 
committee. ^ . . 

What was true In former years had geno.-al 
application In all the States, as there was a 
general rule among railways for uniformity 
in these matters. Going back as far as 1864. 
we find that from that time up to 1883 the 
railways arranged with the State fairs, and 
general publication was made, that all 
freights for exhibition would be transported 
free. There were no exceptions and no dis- 
criminations against any class of exhibits, 
the only condition being that exhloltera 
should pay freight from the point of ship- 
ment to the fair, when by the stamp.ng 01 
f- eight bills by the Secretary of the fair or 
the presentation of his certificate that the 
shipments had been on ei.Utttlon, they were 
returned free, and tbe amount originally 
paid was refunded. 

The result of these 1" eral extensions on 
the part of railways was to bring out the 
largest possible exhibits, especially those of 
live stock Many animals changed ownership, 
as they do now during fairs, and for such the 
railways received full freights both ways, 
as well as from the herds and stables from 
which they were taken, as broken exhibits 
were not returnable free under the arrange- 
ments. In 1883 the general manager of one 
ot the great trunk line railways asked for a 
conference over the matter of State fair 
freights. He held that the railways were 
giving for fairs very low passenger rates be- 
sides providing special excursions, and he- 
felt that some change was justifiable ana 
should be made In the freight arrangements, 
and suggested that it would be fair to charge 
one way. Instead of carrying both ways free. 
Fair Boards conceded the justice of the mat- 
ter and It was so advertised, and no great 
objection was manifested on the part of _ ex- 
hibiters. A very few years later, without 
consultation, an exception was made of speed 
horses, and to ihls neither the boards nor 
exhibiters objected, because speed horses 
were very rarely returned direct from the 
fair to the point from which shipment was 
made, but continued on long racing circuits 
during the season, and could not avail them- 
selves of the halt rates under the rules, but 
when a year or two later the railways made 
another exception, including all horses, it 
was then that the evil results to the fair be- 
gan to be felt, and they have continued 
growing more serious up to the present time. 
Class horses are now being exhibited In very 
limited numbers compared with former years. 
and the only complaint we have from exhib- 
iters and the only reason assigned t°r_not 
exhibiting is this matter of full freight rates 
both ways. Other exhibits of live stock have 
not been affected. ' • : 

If this discrimination against horses is be- ; 
cause of value, the claim does not hold good, t 
because the pure breeds of cattle are some- 
times greater In value, and are not so easily 
handled as are horses. The horse exhibits 
attract more visitors to the fair than other 
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classes of animals, and we flrtnly believe that 
our patronage has been reduced on account 
of short horse exhibitions more than* we are 
able to determine, all of which affects the 
passenger traffic of the railways very much 
more, we are sure, than the freight received 
on the limited number of horses that of late 
years are being brought to our fairs. 

The State fairs held within the limits of the 
Western Freight Traffic Association are still 
accorded the same freight rates on horses 
that are accorded to other classes of animals, 
the only exception being speed horses, to 
which no objection is made, and this com- 
mittee most respectfully requests that your 
Central Association will take the same care 
and accord the same concessions to the fairs 
1" * » within your territory.

After. waiting several days for some reply 
to the petition, the Chairman addressed an- 
other communication on the subject to Mr. J. 
-F. Tucker, Chairman of the association, to

Mr. W. W. Miller. Chairman Railway Com- 
mittee, American Association of Fairs, 
&c, Columbus, O-: 
Dear Sir. — This morning: brings your 
kindly letter of the 15th. It seems to- me 
you take rather pessimistic view' of the re- 
sult of fairs and expositions by the con- 
tinuance of the rule of charging full freight 
rates in both directions on horses. The li- 
beral premiums given to the owners of 
horses for exhibition at these popular gath- 
erings, L e., fairs and expositions, certainly 
are . a strong Inducement for their exhibi- 
tion, while the liberal policy in the way of 
reduced rates for passengers and reduced 
rates for exhibits other than horses tend to 
draw the people. In themselves horses have 
ever been, in- my mind, one of the most ef- 
fective advertisements that has ever been 
devised and must redound largely to the 
'finances of the owners of horses in such 
exhibitions. 

There is no point, as: to the "handling of 
horses or other live stock— the one is about 
as easy to handle as the other. The risk, 
however, as- to horses is much greater. In 
my judgment, and I think without question 
I can speak for the entire membership of 
this association, some fifty roads, "that tak- 
ing wirzt the railrcads do as a whole to- 
wards the encouragement and aid in mak- 
ing the State, county and other fairs and 
exposition successes is all that they should 
be asked to do, particularly when consider- 
ing the low- rates that now prevail for . 
services 1 rendered In . the - transportation uy 
the railroads.

Through correspondence an audience with 
the Central Passenger Association was se- 
cured at Its May meeting in Chicago. The 
( chairman of this committee could not be 
present, but was represented by Mr. J. W. 
■Fleming; the Secretary of our American 
Fair Association. 

The committee was very kindly received, 
and discussed with the Passenger Associa- 
tion the ' claims for a cent a mile rate and 
; popular excursions 'for the various State 
fairs. Tfoe Passenger Association took the 
matter under advisement and agreed to re- 
port at a future meeting. It seems the sub- 
ject was discussed at "future meetings," 
.but no decision rendered until the meeting 
in July. The following letter gives the re- 
sult:

Mr. Fleming: Mr. President, this is certain- 
lv a most important matter. You know we 
discussed freely, at the last meeting, the 
rates which have been charged on horses and 
the effects which have resulted on our several 
fairs, and, as stated in this report, it is very 
hard to get the Freight Traffic Association 
to wipe out the discrimination being made 
against horses within the territory of the 
Central Freight Traffic Association. If I un- 
derstand correctly, in the rules of the East- 
ern Association they make no such discrim- 
ination. We need uniformity in the rates. 
There are many horses that leave New York, 
Ohio, Wisconsin, and Michigan, and would 
go on to Illinois, Iowa. Nebraska, Minnesota, 
and other large fairs, but for the discrimina- 
tion in rates, and the result would be that 
your exhibits would be vastly increased if 
wo could get uniformity in this matter of 
rates on horses throughout all the territory. 
I think It is very important that we should 
continue to petition the Railway Traffic As- 
sociations to give us uniformity in rates I 
am satisfied that we have made an impres- 
sion on the association, and it seemed as if 
we were about to succeed. There was a 
wavering of opinion --hen we met them in 
Chicago. They met us very courteously, and 
In talking with them Individually we could 
see that they felt as if our claims were just, 
nut I suppose when they got alone, influences 
were brought to change their minds.

Mr, Fleming: The expressions of opinion 
regarding this matter, that are all given this 
evening, will be a great' aid to your Com- 
mittee on Transportation ' for the coming 
year, whoever they may be. in presenting the 
matter to the traffic associations, because all 
that you say here to-night will go before 
these railway associations. 

Mr.Harriman: I would like to Inquire how 
this committee was constituted. Yvas it ap- 
pointed by the Chairsjan, or was it named by 
the association?' 

Mr. Furnas: I think it was appointed by 
the chairman under the rules. 

Mr.~ Harriman: Perhaps it would be out 
of order then to ask- that this committee be 
continued. It seems to' me highly proper. 
Inasmuch; as it has got "its hand in, that it 



would be well to continue it, but possibly it 
may be considered out of order to do so. 

Upon being asked what roads gave the 
half rate, Mr. Pearce said: "The Secretary 
wiU state whether there was any that did 
notvgive it. All of them gave it. with some 
roads excepting horses. They let each- road 
do as it thinks best without being reported 
or brought to account, but recommend it as 
a rule to be adopted. It left each road to 
use It own judgment as to their best inter- 
est, and I think they will all see it to their 
best interest, at least they ought to. Th^y 
ougbt to help us and we can help them. 

Mr. Furnas: Nearly all the western roads 
here carry exhibits both ways free: receut.y 
in some States on-ly one way free, paying 
full fare there and being returned free. In 
this State we have been favored, our exhib- 
its being carried free, upon a certificate of 
the Secretary that the exhibits have been 
in place and have not exchanged ownership. 
There is this fact in connection with fairs: 
while that has been done, the railroads may 
feel that they have done all they should do 
in the early part of this work; but this is a 
fact shown by records that all fairs from 
the county fairs to the State fairs have been 
failing for a few years. They are not as 
prospeTcus and vigorous in their work as 
they were a few years ago. I noticed a 
publication the other day in which it was 
stated that in the last two years there had 
been 1,200 fairs which had gone out of ex- 
istence entirely, and it does seem to me 
there never -was a time when more should 
be done to encourage these fairs. If they 
are worth anything they aTe worth caring 
for and sustaining, and I hold that they are 
of great benefit as educators. If I did not 
regard a fair as an educator— an object les- 
son school— I would have nothing to do 
with it; and I repeat that I think there has 
been no time within my remembrance in 
connection with- fairs when it was so im- 
portant that every aid obtainable should be 
had. and the railroads ought to look at this 
matter in the light in wiiich they are in- 
terested. They are Interested as much or 
more than the managers of fairs who are 
-aborlng in that line. It certainCy throws 
a great deal of traffic on the various roads 
and they are In terested in the building up 
of tbse western portions of this country. 
I t'A-ink the disposition on the part of the 
eastern roads, to not give encouragement to 
the fairs in the west, is on the ground that 
perhaps all has been done necessary to help 
build up the country: but in the western 
States the railroads have seemed to under- 
stand from tie start that whatever they do 
to build up the country is to their interest 
and I think it is the duty of everybody, who 
is in this connection with the work of fairs, to 
use his influence in having the rsilrcads 
understand this and render all the aid they 
possibly etn. 

Mr. Pearce: I have felt a growing interest, 
and have felt that the railroads have been 
helping us more each year, making the rates 
better. They have given us low rates, even 
lower than one cent a mile in many in- 
stances for distances within fifty to one hun- 
dred miles, and helping us in every way 
and there is not a railroad that has not be- 
lieved that the interest has been growing in 
Illinois and through liberal treatment, and I 
think they will find it so everywhere if they 
wi.l encourage it. 

Mr. True: I would like to have Secretary 
Fleming in behalf of the Committee on 
Transportation, state If the Central Associa- 
tion gives any reason for this apparent dis- 
crimination. In the Western circuit, in Wis- 
consin, we do not have this discrimination: 
horses are hauled the same as other animals

Incompetent Judges. 

The season of 1898. more than any in the 
past, has shown the importance of competent 
judges. For lrequently the stand is occu- 
pied by men whose only recommendation Is 
that they are prominent in other ways, and 
on this account the owners, drivers and pub- 
lic in general suffer. For many years the 
knotty problem of starters has been settled 
by wise selections to fill the difficult posi- 
tion. Paid starters of national reputation for 
competency and honesty have been the rule, 
rather than the exception, and there is no 
reason why the Judges should not be chosen 
in the same way. The responsibility of the 
men who decide the result of races is enor- 
mous. They not Infrequently decide wagers 
of very large amounts, and by settling the 
position of the horses they sometimes make 
or detract from the reputation of sires of 
speed. 

It has been most apparent for many years 
that the paid judges must come, and yet no 
association is willing to take the initiative. 
Few, if any, of the leading associations are 
as fortunate as is the Kentucky Trotting 
Horse Breeders', for this body of men are 
able to pick from among their number or 
immediate acquaintance men who are thor- 
ough horsemen, as well as men of reputation 
and position. Men whose decisions are never 
questioned, fcr it is well known that they 
will do their best, and that best is all that 
is necessary, as they know the rules and 
know also how to apply them. 

This is not the case everywhere, and not 
unnaturally, for it is a difficult matter to find 
men who are astute horsemen and of strict 
integrity as well. For this reason, the paid 
judge should be inaugurated. Some man 
whose knowledge of racing is established, 
and whose position among men Is assured, 
couid be found, who, for a stipulated salary, 
would be willing to devote his time and en- 
ergy to deciding races. Such has been the 
case on the running turf for many years, and 
no one has ever questioned the wisdom of 
the practice. It Is unreasonable to expect 
any man to give up his time without com- 
pensation, even though he might be an ardent 
admirer of the light-harness horse. It re- 
quires years of application to enable a man to 
be a wise judge and hours of study of the 
rules and the form of horses. It is not an 
uncommon thing to see in the stand men who 
have no conception of what the various 
horses in a race have done or can do. and yet 
how necessary that the judges should be 
posted on the form of the horses! Keen eye- 
sight, quick wits and common sense are 
necessary requisites in a judge. These quali- 
ties to some may seem plentiful, but such is 
not the case. Judges frequently find them- 
selves In a position where they do not know 
what to do next. This is a dangerous condi- 
tion, for they are called upon to act quickly 
and to decide hard problems wisely. It is. of 
course, very complimentary to ask a man 
into the stand, and the temptation is great to 
enter it and show one's knowledge of a horse 
race, but it is wrong- to do so unless one is 
thoroughly competent and well posted. Too 
much is at stake. A fortune may be decided 
away from its proper owner. Fraud may be 
overlooked, or an Innocent person punished 
through the stupidity or culpabliit> of the 
occupants of the stand. 

■Just why this has not been changed, no 
one seems to know, except that, like all 
other reforms, changes come slowly. The 
judges' stands is -now one of the weakest 
points of the management of trotting asso- 
ciations., It may be satisfactory for' small 
county fair's to select for judges the Mayor or 
some other prominent man. but not so with 
the larger associations. These affairs should 
put on a metropolitan air. The right men 
should be In the right place. After all. the 
chief aim of associations should be justice to 
all. and this can not be the case until the 
incompetent judge steps down and out. and 
the master of his profession takes his place.

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OMAHA FAIR IS OVER. 



Winds Up in a Blaze of Glory and 
Damage Suits. 

Profits Are Tied Up— Many Persons Will 
Go to Law to Settle Their Grievances — 
Charges of Forgery Made— Case of Su- 
perintendent of Exhibits, Accused of 
Crime, b Postponed for a Week. 

Special Correspondence to "The Billboard." 

Omaha, Neb.. Nov. 1.— Last night the 
Traus-'MIasl£s!ppi International Exposition 
closed.. Hailowo'en parties continued their 
pranks until early morning on the grounds, 
and it was a Jolly closing scene. The last 
hours of the enterprise were the most bril- 
liamt in the history of the five months' ex- 
hibition. It is estimated that 75,000 crowded 
the grounds. It was Omaha Day, and every- 
body was there. Up to this morning 2,552,- 
398 persons had registered at the turnstiles. 
so the grand total will be considerajbly over 
2.60O.C0O. 

The exposition was a financial success, 
something over SiOO.000 remaining to be di- 
vided among the stockholders. A fraction 
less than $2,000,000 was received and Sl.oi.0,- 
000 expended. The concessions paid the ex- 
position J3CO.0OO, and the exhibitors J200.G00. 
Sixty thousand dollars was received from 
otner sources. The -highest number of peo- 
ple in any one day was the opening of the 
ptace jubilee, when President McKlnley 
spoke, 9S.766 persons being present for the 
occasion. 1'. is estimated that the passes 
issued for all persons were slightly in ex- 
cess of 300.000. The exposition owed $200,- 
000 when the gates were opened. 1390.000 was 
subscribed for the exposition, and ail but 
$90,000 of that amount paid. In addition 
corporations donated $160,000. 

M'ANY DAMAGE SUITS. 

It is estimated that the subscribers should 
receive back about SO per cent of th^ir sub- 
scriptions, but there are innumerable dam- 
age suits promised, and the probabilities are 
that the surplus will be tied up for a long 
time. In the first place, the Wild Wc-t 
Show watts J5O.0C0. because the exposition, 
after giving it the exclusive contract lor 
exhibiting Indians, went into the business 
I'.-clf, and. with th-> Indian Congress, put 
on a show that could not be competed with. 
From the two companies having Oricn-.al 
streets on the grounds, suits for $50,000 each 
will be commenced. The Streets of Nations 
allege that the exposition company gave 
them a concession after the Streets of Cairo 
had been given one. alleging that the prev- 
ious concesiion was not exclusive. The 
Streets of Nations were kept in all kinds 
of trouble, and are now being forced to give 
a bond to protect the exposition company. 
Tne Streets of Cairo Company wants $50,000 
because it paid the exposition company for- 
an exclusive franchise and failed to get lt % 
The man who has the concession for reserv- 
ed seats on the grounds wants $25,000 be- 
cause the company later put free seats on 
the grounds in violation of the contract. 
The man who got the concession for putting 
in slot machines for returning a drink of 
spring water for a cent wants damages be- 
cause the company later put in free drink- 
tubes. And there are still many others who 
declare their intention of suing. 

JUDGE SCOTT IS WRATHFUL. 

The District Court, presided over by Judge 
Scott, had all the five department managers 
before it for contempt in violating instruc- 
tions and injunctions of the courts and the 
Court asserts that It will resort to severe 
measures to make the company obey its or- 
ders during its last hours. This trouble 
grows out of the refusal of the company to 
obey the Court's orders in the fight between 
the two streets of the Orient. 

A more serious feature of the litigation is 
the charge of forgery against Superintend- 
ent HaTdt. of the Department of Exhibits. 
He was to have had a hearing to-day, but 
it was postponed until next week. He is 
charged with changing the report of the 
Jury of Awards, and this alleged Irregular- 
ity has caused many of the. exhibitors to de- 
mand a new deal ail around, which is now 
Impossible. The determination of a major- 
ity of the Executive Committee to appro- 
priate $10,000 with which- to publish a his- 
tory of 'the entire enterprise Is the source 
of new trouble. The minority In the com- 
mittee will enjoin the action, as It asserts 
that the committee exceeds Its authority to 
to such a thing. The future of the grounds 
Is uncertain. There are numerous schemes 
to have an exposition next year, the most 
promising being that of an Eastern com- 
pany that desires to use the grounds for a 
colonial exposition next year, which- will 
show the product-s of the Spanish colonies 
captured in the late war. 

The largest steer on exhibition was a 
purebred Short-horn, weighing 3.100 pound, 
raised by Philips H. Zwlebel. of Panilllon. 
Neb. The anlniel was In ordinary fletti. and 
had the bone and frame to carry 500 pounds 
more. 

The largest apple on exhibition wasamong 
the Iowa fruit, of the Wolf River variety. 
It weighed l^t pounds, and measured It 
feet. It was raised at North Bng'.ieh. Iowa 
county. The five largest apples were in the 
V isconsin exhibit, and were of the Wolf 
River variety. They were all fine speci- 
mens. In fact, all of Wisconsin's fruit was 
very creditable. 

The most attractive feature of the exhib- 
its in the Dairy Building was the flowers 
made of butter by Mrs. McDuvell, of Minne- 
apolis, Minn., and the refrigerator car con- 
taining the busts of Dewey, Lincoln and 
others, made by the Centennial butteraculp- 



tress, Caroline Shawk Brooks. The- ex- 
hibit was; made by Missouri. 

From an- educational point of view, the 
exhibits made by the Government, of the 
many different fibres of commerce and the 
products made from them, took the lead. 
Even the despised corn stalk had its place, 
and the manufactured articles from it are 
of vast value.

TOLEDO IN J903. 



Grand Exposition, Celebrating the Centennial 
of Statehood. 

On Nov. 22, 1802, it was enacted that one 
portion of the Northwest Territory should 
come into the Union as the State of Ohio. On 
Feb. 19. 1803. the last procedure necessary 
to constituting Ohio a State was completed. 
Its territory had already become historic. It 
was visited by the French as early as the 
seventeenth century, and during the eigh- 
teenth century the French made extensive 
explorations. In the French and Indian War 
It was claimed both by France and England, 
but England, of course, got it. It was an- 
nexed to Canada in 1774, and ceded to the 
United States in 1783. Virginia claimed all 
of it south of 41 deg., and Connecticut and 
New York claimed the rest. Fierce fighting 
with the Indians was necessary in order to 
convert it into a peaceful portion of the new 
republic. 

Nearly a hundred years afterward, when 
Ohio bad seen a number of her sons in the 
highest places of the Nation; had contributed 
4CO.C0O men to the Federal cause in the great 
Civil War, and was become one of the richest 
of American commonwealths, it occurred to 
a man in Toledo that the centennial anni- 
versary of what was done in February, 1803, 
deserved a great celebration. An exposition . 
sucb as celebrated the centennial anniversary 
of 1776 seemed the proper thing. According- 
ly. Mr. S. S. Knabenshue wrote an editorial, 
which appeared in the Toledo Blade Nov. 23, 
1895. He asserted that "no small, perfunctory . 
exhibition" would satisfy the people of Ohio. 
The admission of their State deserved an ex- 
tensive celebration, and the General Assem- 
bly should see that such a celebration was 
held. 

Copies of this article were sent to every 
member of the Legislature and to all the 
newspapers of the State. The idea .^took." 
The press commended it. and the Legislature 
acted upon it. In January, 1896, a joint reso-. 
lution empowered the Governor to appoint 
an Ohio Centennial Commission. Then arose, 
a discussion as to whether the centennial;, 
should be celebrated by an exposition or; by 
the erection of a great memorial building. ' 
The commission took the latter, view. , and , 
wound up its-career by reporting in* turpi of 
.a memorial .building at Columbus.. '-- • 

But the last word, had not - been spoken. 
"The advocates of an exposition in preference 
to' a memorial building pushed their cause 
with, vlgor.v There was also another strong ; 
opponent to the idea of a building at Colum- 
bus. This was the city of Toledo. One of the 
; important documents in the history of the 
centennial Is a resolution passed by the Com- 
mon' Council of Toledo. March 28, 1898. The 
Council of Toledo addressed the General As- 
sembly in these, words: 

"We believe that the citizens of Ohio are 
in favor of holding during the year 1903, 
within the boundary of the State, such an ex- 
position as will not only fitly commemorate 
the deeds participated in by the State and its 
citizens during the first century of its exist- 
ence, but also such an exposition as will 
truthfully and fully represent the immense 
and varied growth and development of the 
State In all its varied resources." 

Thus Toledo phrased the general case In 
favor of an exposition. Then, craftily, did 
her councilors proceed as follows: 

"History shows that of the fifteen points 
In Ohio made memorable by its conflicts, in 
which the very life of the Nation Itself was 
at stake, eleven are in Northwestern Ohio 
and five are in the city of Toledo. No loca- 
tion In the State can substantiate so many 
claims on historical lines for the location of 
such an exposition as can Toledo." 

There was the corner of these resolutions 
in whic hthe wind really sat. Tne resolu- 
tions went on to show that the exposition 
must be held on Lake Erie; that Toledo was 
the most salubrious and convenient point 
available; that its facilities, both by land and 



water were unsurpassed; that, In fine— to 
lapse terribly Into slang— It was the only peb- 
ble on the beach. ' 

And the resolutions did not stop there. 
Shrewd Toledo knew better than to rest her 
case upon fine speeches. "With these consid- 
eraOons in view." continued the resolutions, 
"the citizens of Toledo have unanimously 
instructed the undersigned to tender to the 
State one of the parks of the city, known as 
Bayvlew Park, being a beautiful tract of land 
consisting of about 900 acres, upon the lake 
consisting resolutlons c ; sed, like an orator 
wHh his hand upon his heart in a .vigorous 
declaration that Toledo would do all in her 
nower to aid in making the exposition ad- 
mlred,;,-bS "all the people of the civilized 

"what would a General Assembly be_ like 
that couX resist such temptations as these 
especially when they were backed up by 900 
aires of land in a really desirable situation? 
A joint resolution fixed the locaUon o t the 
centennial at Toledo, and on April 26. 1898, 
there was passed an act creating a commis- 
sion of twenty-one members, one from each 
Congressional district of Ohio. In such i f ash- 
lon the scheme for an Ohio Centennial Ex- 
ISS'ition, to be held in the city of Toledo in 
vwfa : erew by degrees into full existence.

That semsto 
have been done. Then, It was determined 
fhat 3 Kentucky and the Virginias must be 
token In hand, and persuaded to Interest 
themselves, both because of a large ^ migra- 
tion from those States into Ohio i and be- 
cause It was largely Southern soldiers who 
fought the Ohio wars: followed St. Clair to 
ruin and Wayne to Victory; and conquered 
the Northwestern wilderness for civilization. 

A still more important move, however, is 
now on the carpet. St. Louis has talked of 
celebrating the Louisiana purchase with a 
centennial exposition in 1903. As the Ohio 
centennial, set for the same year, was .agi- 
tated two good years before the St. l^>u!s 
scheme was* broached, the Centennial Com- 
mission will moye heaven and earth to com- 
bine the Louisiana and Ohio centennials in 
one grand international expos tion at To.edo 
which shall eclipse the World's Fair at Chi; 
cago. "If we can nofeffect this combination, 
says Mr. McGuire, "we will change the date 
of our exposition, and hold It In 1902. 

It will be remembered that the admission 
of Ohio dates from Nov. 22. 1802. though the 
final act of that great event did not occur till 
February. 1803. Thus Ohio may consistently 
hold her centennial In 1902. if circumstances 
make that date the more advisable. 




Though Cincinnati can not have the centen- 
nial within her own gates, this city has close 
associations with Mr. T. B. Gunckel, who, as 
head of the Toledo Improvement Commission, 
will be one of the chief figures of the centen- 
nial. He is a nephew and namesake of the 
late John Elstner, of this city, and his sister 
is Mrs. William M. Ampt. But when he was 
asked for some account of his career he re- 
plied: "My life has been such an uneventful 
one, I am afraid you can not get enough in- 
teresting matter to get an article." How- 
ever. Mr. Gunckel. who Is a famous fisher- 
man and yachtsman, had to admit that he 
had earned fame in several ways, among 
them as a teller of fish stories. Some years 
ago the New York Herald offered a prize 
medal for the biggest "fish lie." Mr. 
Gunckel, out of 2,800 competitors, carried off 
the prize. He has also made a reputation as 
a writer, having taken no less than eleven 
prizes for stories or articles in Eastern mag- 
azines. He organized the Toledo Newsboys' 
Association, is now its President, and each 
Christmas he gives a dinner to some 5.000 
hungry boys and girls. He belongs to four- 
teen fishing and hunting clubs, and is Com- 
modore of the Interlake Yachting Association, 
which Includes all the clubs on the Great 
Lakes. Mr. Gunckel Is an Oberlin man. and 
was born In Germantown, O., some fifty years 
ago. For thirty years _e has been located at 
Toledo, and for twenty-one years he has been 
Passenger Agent of the Lake Shore & Michi- 
gan Southern Railway.

I am a glass engraver by occupation, and 
have . been attending fairs and conventions, 
doing fancy engraving and display of fancy 
glassware.

While this has been my first year of travel- 
ing in this line. I find many little incidents 
that happen, which. If the people that fol- 
low the fairs (that do a legitimate business) 
could form an association, it would be a great 
help. A great many men who have charge 
of selling space try to impose on people. .For 
instance. I witnessed an incident at Terre 
Haute, Ind., at the street fair, where a party 
had written the Secretory for a price on a 
space. 4x5. The letter showed that the price 
made was $5 for the space for the week. After 
the party got to Terre Haute, the privilege 
man stated that the price would be $12.50. 
and the man had to pay It- If there was an 
association, and a committee or representa- 
tive to treat directly with the managers of 
fairs, there would be fair play for all con- 
cerned. I think the street fair is the com- 
ing fair, and In time the manufacturers can 
be induced to take an important part. Here 
in Indiana we have cities where there are 
large glass factories and it would be a great 
treat for the visitors to see a glass factory In 
full operation and the displays of fancy 
glassware. There could be certain days set 
for the admittance of all visitors.. I see I 
have token up considerable space. Trusting 
I have not taken to much liberty In writing

Just listen to the way the editor of "Pro- 
gressive Farmer'* sails into the North Caro- 
lina State Fair, recently held at Raleigh. 

He writes with a bitterness that would 
lead one to believe that he had been against 
the shells himself. Hear turn: 

"Some time ago the management of the so- 
called State Fair made some nice promises, 
and religious and secular press, accepting 
these at face value, announced that the fair 
this year would be clean and creditable. 
The Progressive Farmer said, 'When the fair 
proves itself clean, then, and not till then, 
should it receive the support of our State 
Board of Agriculture." 

■Well, the fair was held in this city last 
week, and we do not hesitate to say it was 
by ail odds the most indecent and vulgar one 
we have ever seen. Unless the State decides 
to put a premium on vice, filth and general 
wickedness, or the fair is purged of its un- 
cleanliness, it should never receive more aid 
from the State.' If it must depend on> dis- 
graceful side-shows to keep it alive, let it 
die, and die at once. It will be better for 
the people of the State and for the fair man- 
agers. The people of the State are too virtu- 
oub, too decent, to patronize a fair where 
nothing is too much of a humbug and nothing 
too vulgar or indecent to obtain admission, 
provided it pays a certain per cent, of Its 
worse than blood money Into the hands of 
the managers. 

"As the Western Plowman said of the Illi- 
nois State Fair managers recently: 'Some of 
them are good men, excellent men; but 
others, it would seem, have no more regard 
for decency than a hog has for beautiful 
flowers.' 

"If the fair wishes the support of the State, 
let it not insult Christian civilization by act- 
ing as if our men bad no virtue and our 
ladies no modesty. 

"We are told that the President and also a 
committee of reputable gentlemen appointed 
to inspect the side-shows did all in their 
power to make the fair a clean one, but there 
were some "circumstances over which they 
had no control." The people do not under- 
stand, but they, as taxpayers, demand, and 
we demand that this committee make a full 
explanation and give the names of those who 
are to blame. Justice to themselves de- 
mands it." 



Street Fairs.

With- the 15tbr Inst, closed the "Mt. Ver- 
non, free street fair." This is the third an- 
nual session: of this organization, and it bids 
likely to become a permanent thing. This 
Hou ston, however, would not compare fully, 
in some respects, with the preceding ones. 
The exhibits of horses, cattle, sheep and 
hogs were inferior, but there was a fine dis- 
play of peaches, pears, corn, wheat, grass 
seeds and vegetables. There was also a 
large and beautiful display of domestic 
fowls, and the display of vehicles and farm 
implements was exceedingly fine. And to 
the credit of the ladies it should be said 
that their exhibition of needle-work, home 
dairying and the culinary art was as ex- 
tensive ana as excellent as one could have 
expected to see. The crowd on the last day 
was very great, estimated by esveral to be 
larger than at either of the fcrmer fairs by 
some nundreds. 

With the preceding, this fair also must be 
pronounced a success, and yet to my mind 
thejr can. be improved upon. Although the 
weather has been very favorable during all 
three, yet this last was too early in the 
season for the farmers of Knox county. 
They were very busy cutting up corn and 
preparing for and sowing wheat and doing 
other 'Important work. Very few would be 
willing to cease filling 'their silos and sac- 
rifice saving their fodder and their wheat 
sowing for the fair. For these reasons and 
others the fair should be later in the faiL 
Then what am excellent thing it would be 
to have a farmers* exchange in connection 
wttb the fair! In the fall when their wheat 
Is alt threshed, seeding done, corn harvest- 
ed, fruits and vegetables all gathered, far- 
mers have stock of different kinds and 
grains and fruits and vegetables for sale or 
exchange. Some there are who want to buy, 
while others went .to sell. Have it under- 
stood that this exchange or sale is to be an 
Inseparable part of the fair, and how great 
at once will become the interest in this 
yearly gathering*. 

The premiums are not sufficient to induce 
farmers to put forth effort to bring their 
stock and produce to the fair. And they 
do not expect nor desire large premiums — 
especially at the street fairs. Their greatest 
ambition is to succeed in their respective 
lines of work, and when their efforts receive 
just recognition they are satisfied. This ad- 
vertises their stock and produce, encourages 
worthy competition, and makes ready sales. 
Therefore the judges in- the several depart-

ments should be not only strictly just and 
honest, but competent. 

Then why could not the social element re- 
ceive a larger share of attention? As it is 
the fair is a time when the farmers and 
their families gather from all over the 
country, renew old friendships and- exchange 
happy greetings, but is seems to me that 
this feature could be more fully developed 
with much interest and profit to everyone. 

The moral element also should receive 
strict attention. As a Christian people we 
can not afford to take our children to the 
fair and have them exposed to the vilest of 
temptations and become witnesses of de- 
bauchery and every manner of game and 
trickery. So far these things have been re- 
etrained at this fair, and the order in the 
main has been excellent. Glad- am I to bear 
this testimony. 

Would it not be well to cultivate also 
more extensively the intellectual and artis- 
tic elements? Certainly the county fair 
furnishes an excellent opportunity for im- 
provement on many lines. — B. Asbury. 



Fair Notes. 



Do not let any one element dominate the 
fair. To be entirely successful, it should not 
be entirely in the hands of the W. C. T. U. 
nor the liquor dealers either. 

Neither should it be controlled by the 
church folks. The fair is an advertisement 
in the shape of a public function, and should 
be neither above nor below the level of the 
public from which it draws its support. 

As an advertisement for a town or city, the 
street fair possesses many advantages over 
the agricultural fair, not the least of which 
lies in the fact that it brings the crowds it 
attracts right into the business streets of the 
town, and holds them there. 

With the agricultural fair it is different. 
By reason of the fact that it must have large 
and commodious buildings, stables, pens and, 
mayhap, a race track, it must be located out 
of town or at least on the outskirts of the

The Denton County Fair was inaugurated 
only four years ago, and was an immediate 
success. The second fair was twice as good 
as the first; the third twice as good as the 
second; and the fourth, the one this year, 
twice as good as the third. "If," said Judge 
Piner in his fine opening speech, "this geo- 
metrical progression should continue, it 
would not be many years before the Dallas 
Fair would need to look to its laurels." 

Most fairs receive their greatest support 
from the towns in which they are located. 
Such is not the case with the Denton County 
Fair. The exhibits are from all parts of the 
country, and represent all the pursuits ear- 
, ried on In It. Diversified farming is much 
practiced here.

The first annual Wells county street fair, 
held in the beautiful city of Bluftton. lud.. 
September 2S. 29 and 30. was a decided suc- 
cess in every department. The crowd tit 
peenle was estimated at 15,000 to 20,000 on 
Thursday. The attendance was large all the 
wav through, and everybody was highly 
rleased with the fair. I. V. L. Garrett was 
President. 

Published reports of the Minnesota State 
Fair indicate that it was a great success 
The St. Paul Pioneer Press says: "In the 
records of the State it will go down as the 
most successful fair, all things considered, 
that has ever been held, and there is glory 
enough- in this statement." 

The Osage County Fair, held at Burllng- 
ame. Kan., was a complete success. The ex- 
hibits of live stock were of splendid charac- 
ter. Liberal entries were made in nearly all 
of the classes. 

The thirty-first annual fair of the Brown 
County Fair Association was held at Hia- 
watha.
